HE Editor of the following compilation has edited it because there 
was no one else forthcoming to do so. He disclaims all ambition 
to figure as a genealogist ; there is no rdle for which he is less 
qualified by either tastes or ability. 

His collaborators, equally with himself, repudiate also all Intention of 
putting together a work to attract purchasers or court the criticisms of the 
Press. The work has assumed a semi-public form simply because without 
some sort of public announcement and agency it would be unlikely to find 
its way to the numerous and scattered members, connections, and friends of 
the Savage family, who would regret, if it existed, that they did not possess 
copies of it 

The Editor must apologise to those into whose hands it may fall for any 
inaccuracies they may discover in it. It is probable that, on the whole, it is a 
more accurate family-history than most that lay claim to accuracy ; because it

aims at nothing more than the discovery and statement of bare truth. But in 
some cases the Editor has been obliged to take quotations from authorities 
second-hand ; and for the exact verbal accuracy of these excerpts, particularly 
when they happen to be clothed in mediaeval or legal dog-Latin, he cannot 
absolutely vouch. He has not dared to "correct" where he is unfamiliar with any 
recognised standard of perfection. And yet he has been supplied with such 
quotations by competent copyists, and he is satisfied that any errors that may 
have occurred in transcription are of slight consequence. He would add 
that the scantiness of public documents relating to certain periods of the 
Savage family-history has rendered it impossible in some instances to obtain 
information which may hereafter be quite accessible, when State Papers still 
lying out of reach of the ordinary reader have been calendared and printed. 

No attempt has been made to treat the history of the English and 
American branches of the Savages with fulness, and the compilers are aware 
that the list of American branches in particular is incomplete.

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IF the ancient and noble Norman family of Savage — or, as the 
I Normans wrote it, Le Sauvace — the first who came into these 
I kingdoms passed from Normandy into England with the army 
I of the Conqueror, a.d. 1066, and settled in Derbyshire. From 
I Derbyshire the Savage family branched out into several English 
counties; and from Derbyshire, in 11 77, they established themselves In Ireland 
in the person of William Savage, one of the twenty-two Knights who fought 
by De Courcy in the subjugation of Ulster, and subsequently one of the 
Ulster Palatine Barons. 

In England the Savages became the owners of extensive estates, held 
high offices, contracted noble alliances, distinguished themselves at decisive 
political conjunctures, amassed great wealth, attached themselves to successive 
monarchs, were advanced to various dignities, and the Viscounts Savage and 
Earls Rivers transmitted royal blood to their descendants. The family con- 
tributed its share of illustrious men to the state, to arms, to the church, to 
literature. Their names are found among the Crusaders, among the warriors 
knighted at the Siege of Caerlaverock, among the Knights and Esquires who 
fought at AgincourL Sir Arnold Savage, in Henry IV.'s time, was twice 
Speaker of the English House of Commons ; Sir John Savage, commanding 
the left wing of Richmond's army at the victory of Bosworth Field, helped very 
materially to establish the House of Tudor on the English throne ; Thomas 
Savage, in the following reign, was Bishop of Rochester, of London, and 
ultimately Archbishop of York ; and the world of letters has been enriched 
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from the Savage stock by the poet Richard Savage,* the poet Walter Savage 
Landor,* and the poet Alfred Lord Tennyson.' 

In Ireland their sphere of activity was narrower than in England, but 
their position relatively was no less eminent. Assisting in the Ulster conquest, 
William Le Sauvage won with his sword lands which for over seven hundred 
years have remained in the possession of his posterity. As a Palatine Baron 
he helped to lay in that valuable province the foundations of the supremacy 



^ Richard Savage, bom 1698, was, as is well known, the natural son of Richard Savage, 4th 
Earl Rivers, by Anne, Countess of Macclesfield. 

^ Walter Savage Landor represented maternally the Savages of Tachbrooke, in Warwickshire ; 
and though his biographer, Mr. Forster, has not traced this branch of the Savages to the 
Cheshire stock, there cannot be any doubt of their descent therefrom. Indeed, there were strong marks 
of affinity to the race in Landor himself. Landor's pride in his Savage blood was carried beyond 
all reasonable bounds. Readers of his biography will remember Mr. Forster's story : — '' I had, on 
one occasion, the greatest difficulty in restraining him from sending a challenge to Lord John 
Russell for some £uicied slight to the memory of Sir Arnold Savage, Speaker of Henry the Seventh's 
First House of Commons [Forster is here curiously inaccurate in his dates]; yet any connection 
beyond the name could not with safety have been assumed." 

' Lord Tennyson's descent from the Savages was thus set forth in the public prints at 
the time of his elevation to the peerage :— " The Laureate's descent from John Savage, Earl Rivers 
(from which stock came Johnson's friend), implies descent from the Lady Anne, eldest sister of 
Henry IV., and so from sixteen English kings — ^namely, the first three Edwards, Henry III., John, 
the first two Henrys, William the Conqueror, Edmund Ironside, Ethelred the Unready, Edgar the 
Peaceable, Edmund I., Edward the Elder, Alfred, Ethelwulf, and Egbert But Edward III. was the 
son of Isabella, daughter of Philip the Fair, King of France, who descended from Hugh Capet and 
nine intervening French kings, among whom were Robert II., Philip Augustus, Louis VIII., and St 
Louis. The last is not the only saint who figures in this splendid pedigree. The mother of Edward 
II. was Eleanor, daughter of Ferdinand III., King of Castile and Leon, who was canonised by 
Clement X. Again, through the marriage of Edmund of Langley, Duke of York, with Isabel, daughter 
of Peter the Cruel, Mr. Tennjrson descends from Sancho the Great and Alphonso the Wise. Other 
crowned ancestors of the poet are the Emperor Frederick Barbarossa and several Kings of Scotland, 
notably Malcolm III., and 'the gracious Duncan,' his father. In truth, the Shakespearean gallery is 
crowded with portraits of his progenitors — ^^., besides those already mentioned, John of Gaunt, 
Edmund Mortimer Earl of March, Richard Earl of Cambridge, Richard Plantagenet 'the Yeoman,' 
Edmund Beaufort Duke of Somerset, Lord Hastings (of the reigns of Edward IV. and Richard III.), 
and Lord Stanley. Mr. Tennyson is not only descended from the first Earl of Derby, and that thiid 
earl with whose death, according to Camden, 'the glory of hospitality seemed to fall asleep,' but 
from the 'stout Stanley' who fronted the right of the Scots at Flodden, and whose name in Scott's 
poem was the last on the lips of the dying Marmion. 'Lord Marmion,' says Scott, 'is entirely a 
fictitious person;' but he adds that the family of Marmion, Lords of Fontenay in Normandy, was 
highly distinguished, Robert de Marmion, a follower of Duke William, having obtained a grant of 
the castle and town of Tamworth. This Robert's descendant, Avice, married John, Lord Grey of 
Rotherfield, one of the original Knights of the Garter, whose great-granddaughter became (in 1401) 
the wife of John, Lord D'Eyncourt, another ancestor of Mr. Tennyson's, whose uncle, the Right 
Honourable Charles Tennyson, many years Liberal Member for Lambeth, assumed the name of 
D'Eyncourt by royal licence." 
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of England. In the accounts of successive conflicts with the Irish of the 
North the names of his descendants figure conspicuously for centuries. As 
time went on, by conquest and by royal gift the possessions of the Savages 
OF THE Ards increased until they became the lords of territories wider than 
those of any other Ulster feudatories. They were summoned to Parliament, 
and as Barons by Writ-of-Summons were known as the Lords Savage. By 
one English monarch after another they were entrusted with the foremost offices 
in the district. From time to time, as Seneschals of Ulster and Wardens of 
the Marches, they swayed the North and held it against the enemies of England. 
At the direst moment of danger and depression, when the inhabitants of the 
little English colony of Ulster were threatened with destruction at the hands 
of the Irish swarms, it was round the Seneschal Savage that they rallied, it 
was to his ''faithful liegeman" the Seneschal Savage that they prayed the 
King to send succour for their preservation. The descendants of almost all 
the other Anglo-Norman conquerors of Ulster — the Mandevilles, Jordans, 
Chamberlains, Copelands, Martels, Ridals — were swept away or rendered utterly 
powerless. The Savages still held their ancient inheritance in the Ards, un- 
subdued In them, as a recent Irish antiquarian truly states, "all the English 
interest centered.'' It is hardly an exaggeration to assert that, but for the bravery, 
the determination, and the tenacity of the Savages at moments of supreme danger, 
the Northern Province might have been brought completely under Irish control, 
and with that subjection the whole current of Ulster history might have been 
changed. They often held the gap, and held it alone. They helped promi- 
nently to hand on the possession of Ulster from the first conquest in ii 77 to 
the final "Settlement" of the Seventeenth Century. 

But loyal at heart to their kings as the Savages of the Ards undoubtedly 
were, they were not always permitted to be so in act It was the old story. 
The loyalist in Ireland was frequently sacrificed in those early centuries by 
blundering or dishonest rulers just as he is at present Unsupported by the 
arm of England, he stood face to face with the implacable enemies of England. 
If his territory should be invaded, if his cattle should be driven off by the 
combined forces of neighbouring Irish chieftains, he seldom obtained protection 
or redress. With his dependants, his own little army, he had to fight his own 
battle as best he could. If it did not suit the policy, or the convenience, of the 
Lord Deputy to defend the Kings liege against the King's enemies, he was 
declared to have made war on his own authority, and was treated as a rebel 
— perhaps to the personal aggrandisement of the Lord Deputy himself. On 
one occasion the Savages were reported to be amongst the " English noble 
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folk" who were in rebellion against their monarch, and a portion of their terri- 
tory of Legale passed into the hands of the then Deputy, the Earl of Kildare. 
When Anglo-Norman Ulster became completely separated from the Pale, the 
Savages and their few allies were practically isolated. Pressed upon on all sides 
but the sea by the Irish hordes, under the leadership of their old enemies the 
O'Neills, in alliance with their rivals the Bissetts and Macdonnells of Antrim, 
they gradually lost their once firm grasp of their outlying possessions. But 
in the Little Ards they were immovable. Tradition stales that when the 
O'Neills and their confederates, under the famous Shane, attempted the invasion 
of that corner of the Savage estates, and laid siege to the Castle of Ardkeen, 
they were driven back by the Savages with such effect that they never ventured 
to undertake the same enterprise again. 

Unlike their English kinsmen, the Savages of the Ards were not courtiers. 
Had they been less independent and less stiff-necked, had their chiefs ingratiated 
themselves with the Monarchs or their Irish Deputies, it is possible that neither 
the abortive attempt of Smith to occupy the Lower Ards, nor the successful 
efforts of Montgomery to plant the same territory, would have been sanctioned 
and supported, the former by Elizabeth, the latter by James and Charles. It is 
possible that to them might have been granted the mission entrusted to others, 
that they might have been reinstated in all they had lost, that they might 
have become once more, and continued to this day to be, the most powerful, 
as they are unquestionably the most ancient, of the English families of Ulster.* 

It is of the fortunes of the Irish branches of the Savage family only that 
the Editor of the following pages has attempted to preserve any minute record. 
A brief preliminary sketch of the English branches has been deemed necessary 
as introductory to the main portion of the narrative ; for the English and Irish 
branches never forgot their consanguinity; even until within comparatively 
recent times their representatives corresponded as "cousins;"* and the feeling 

^ They are at present represented in the Ards by Lieut. -General Andrew Nugent of Portaferry, 
whose grandfather, Andrew Savage, Esq., of Portaferry, assumed the name of Nugent. Their 
kinsmen, the Russelb of Killough, now represented by Thomas John, Count Russell, of Quoniamstown 
and Ballystrew, Co. Down, are alone coeval with them. 

* •* My father," writes Mr. Thomas Vesey Nugent, January 29, i88i, "had often shown me a letter 
from Ix>rd Rivers, dated some time towards the end of the 17 th century, addressed to Rowland or 
Patrick Savage (I forget which), commencing *My dear Cousin,' and requesting him to procure 
some falcons or hawks from the Isle of Man. This letter was quite legible, but the paper was in a 
very dilapidated condition. I am certain that it is not now in existence." And Mr. Arthur Nugent 
writes :— "Among the papers at Portaferry there was a letter from the first Lord Rivers, whose name 
was Savage, addressed to a Mr Savage, of Portaferry, thanking him for some hawks, and asking him 
to send him some more.

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of kinship is as lively, and its recognition as general, amongst the members of 
the Irish and English branches to-day as it was in the days of their ancestors. 
But a full history of the Savage family in England must be left to some other 
pen ; and the writer who attempts it will 6nd the State papers and other public 
records teeming with information about them. The present Editor has con- 
tented himself with putting together, in as orderly a manner as other and 
discordant occupations would permit, a considerable mass of information con- 
cerning the Ulster family which had come into his hands, and which appeared 
to him well worthy of preservation in some kind of permanent form. 

The memoirs of a family that has taken an active part in the history 
of an important portion of our empire for seven hundred years, cannot but be 
interesting and precious to its members and to all who are connected with it 
by blood or by friendship \ and it is for these that this compilation is princi- 
pally intended. But it may perhaps be found to have a wider interest, as 
throwing, indirectly, some light on a period of Anglo-Irish history which 
has yet to be thoroughly investigated, and in which lie the germs of political 
problems with which we have still to grapple.

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CHAPTER II. 

THE SAVAGE FAMILY IN NORMANDY, BURGUNDY, AND ENGLAND. 
SECTION 1.— THE NORMAN STEM AND BURGUNDIAN BRANCH. 

W authentic particulars, probably, can be gathered at this late date 
lonceming the early history of the Savage family in Normandy 
»r elsewhere prior to the tenth century. *' There was one of this 
lame," writes Carew in a marginal note in The Book of Howth, 
'who was one of the Knights of the Round Table;" and among 
" The goodliest fellowship of noble knights

we do undoubtedly find the names of Sir Dodinas le Savage, Sir Pinell le 
Savage, and Sir Balan le Savage' But the family of Savage will hardly care 
to claim these phantoms as their ancestors.

> It is interesting to find Lord Tennyson, in his poem of Balin and Balan, assigning to 
the Knight Le Savage the atros of those Savages, Earls Rivbrs, to whom bis owo descent

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occurred in the Chiteau de Montbaron in June, 1615. This branch of the 
Savages had extended at a remote period into the province of Burgundy, and 
the French genealogists thus write of them : — ** C'est une ancienne et noble 
famille d extraction originaire de Bourgogne, sur les confins du Nivemois. Les 
anciens titres ayant €t€. brCll^s dans un incendie arriv6 le 15 Juin, 161 5, dans la 
maison seigneurale de Montbaron, on ne peut remonter la filiation qu'k Claude 
de Sauvage, qui ^pousa, par contrat pass^ le 3 Aodt, 1552, Marguerite 
de la Croix, fille de Philbert, Ecuyer, Seigneur de Ramilly, de Palmasse et 
du Tremblay. Par ce contrat il lui fut accord^ la Terre et Seigneurie de 
Montbaron dans la paroisse de Cervon."^ 

What remained of the titles, referring to the later history of this branch, 
were, when the above was written, principally in the archives of the Chiteau 
de Saint-Thibault* But the destruction of the earlier records is a bar to 
further genealogical research in this direction. 

The Norman home of the Savage family, however, is presumed to have 
been in the neighbourhood of Avranches; the first of the family to come to 
England was Thomas le Sauvage — "Le Sieur le Sauvage"* — who arrived 
with the Conqueror, and whose name appears in the lists of the Normans who 
survived the Battle of Hastings ; and the first settlement of the Savage family 
in England was at Scarcliffe, in Derbyshire.* 

SECTION IL — THE DERBYSHIRE AND CHESHIRE HOUSE— SAVAGE OF SCARCLIFFE AND 
STAINESBY, IN DERBYSHIRE, AND OF CLIFTON (ROCK SAVAGE), IN CHESHIRE — THE 
EARLS RIVERS.*

County of CHESTER, diligently and seriously collected and faithfully reduced out of Ancient 
Deeds, Evidences, Inquisitions, and Matters of Record from his Rt. Worthy and Noble 
Ancestors, with their Descents, Matches, Coats Armorial, and Achievements of Honour; as 
also of his Noble Issue and Offspring unto the present year of our LORD, 163 1, and the 
Seventh Year of the Reign of our Sovereign LORD CHARLES by the Grace of GOD King 
of Great Britain, Prance, and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, &c. Matriculated, depicted, 
set forth for the perpetual memory thereof to Ensuing POSTERITY;" (2) an Abstract 
of the Pedigree of the Family of Savagb from the College of Arms; both of them placed 
in the hands of the Editor by Francis Walker Savage, Esq., of Springfield. But the footnotes 
will show that many other authorities have been consulted. 

^ Of the Peverils, so celebrated through the enchantment of Scott's Peveril of the Peak^ 
the following account from Banks is not without interest : — " Ranulf Peverel at the general 
survey held sixty-four lordships in several counties, and reputed the progenitor of several 
families of the same name; for having married Maud, daughter to Ingelric, a noble Saxon, 
one of the most celebrated beauties of the age (who had been a concubine of William Duke 
of Normandy), not only the children he had by her, but that very William, begotten on her 
by the said duke before the Conquest, had the name of Peverel. Which William, the 2d of 
the Conqueror's reign, had the custody of the Castle of Nottingham; and in the time of 
Stephen was one of the chief commanders at the battle of Northallerton. William, his son, 
is mostly memorable for having poisoned Randolph earl of Chester; when, fearing the 
severity of Henry II. for so foul a crime, [he] fled away (though it is said he turned monk to 
avoid being hanged), and his lands were seized; which, after being in the crown for some 
years, were at last given to John, the King's son; but some came to the family of Ferrers, 
with Margaret, daughter and heir of the said William, particularly Higham, since called 
Higham-Ferrers, in the County of Northampton. Hamon Peverel is next mentioned, as the 
eldest son of the aforesaid Ranulph, and one of the barons to Roger de Montgomery, Earl of 
Shrewsbury. His wife was Sybil, daughter and heir to Gerard de Toumay.*' — Banks : Extinct

> Burun, or Byron, " Of this name there were two who lived in the time of William the 
Conqueror; viz., Ralph, who held eight lordships in Nottinghamshire and five in Derbyshire; 
and Erinsius, who had thirty-two lordships in Yorkshire and twenty-eight in Lincolnshire. 
From Ralph descended Hugh, to whom succeeded Roger de Burun, whose barony was 
given by King John to William Briwer; after which time no further mention of him or his 
posterity is made. But from him is said to be derived the family of the present lord Byron, 
now flourishing amongst the peers of the realm."

' Original pedigree of the Earls Riv&rs. 
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of Stainesby, married Letice, daughter of Sir Henry de Arderne (otherwise 
Arden), Knt, and so became connected with Warwickshire by an alliance 
with the family from which Shakespeare in later years maternally descended. 
Sir Henry de Arderne (or Arden), "by his deed in writing," according to 
Dugdale,^ "gave the manor of Baginton [in Warwickshire] in Frank marriage 
at the Church dore, with Letice his daughter, unto Geffrey Savage the day 
that he married her. In whose line it continued till towards the later end of 
H. 3 time; but then, by an heir female, devolved to Ednesoure, . . . from 
whom it shortly went unto HerthuU till R. 2 time, and then was passed to 
Sir Wm. Bagott by Sir Ric. de HerthuU, Kt . . . Of the first Geffrey 
Savage," adds Dugdale, "this is all I find, viz., that he is mentioned in the 
Sheriffs account of 5 H. 2, as also that 31 H. 2. Thomas de Arden had 
suites with him for two hides of land in this county; and that he had issue 
Helias and Geffrey." Sir Geffrey Le Savage, who appears to have died 
A.D. 1190 (i Ric. i), was, by his wife Letice {n^e Arden or Arderne), the 
father of 

I. John, subsequently Lord of Stainesby, to whom we shall presently revert. 
H. Helias, of whom Dugdale writes — "12 H. 2 [i 165-6] the E. of War- 
wick, having the manor of Badsley Endsor in his hands, past it to 
Helias, the son of Geffrey Savage : which Helias died without issue 
(as I guess), for it appears that the same Earl confirmed it to 
Geffrey Savage, Brother of the said Helias, and his heirs, to be held 
by the service of one Knight's fee.*' And again, in connection 
with the lands of Pooley, Dugdale writes — " Pooley. This, as a 
member of Polesworth, did anciently belong to the Marmions of 
Tamworth Castle ; and being originally given by Marmion to Burdet 
in Fee Ferme, for the Rent of xs. yearly, was soon after granted 
from Burdet to Sauvage, as appears from a confirmation made from 
Geffrey Sauvage to William Burdet in 10 H. 3, which passages from 
Marmion to Burdet, and Burdet to Sauvage, were about King 
Stephen's time; for Osanna, then Abbesse of Polesworth, with the 
consent of her fellow Nunns, granted to Helias, the son of Geffrey 
Sauvage, a chapell here, but without service, as also a chapell yard ; 
in consideration whereof he gave to that convent the inheritance of 
four acres of the best Meadow ground in this Village, promising to 
pay yearly during his life xiid. upon S. Edith's altar, on the day of 
her Festivall : and bequeathed his body, wheresoever he should

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depart this life, to be buried in the church at Polesworth. Which 
agreement was so made in the presence of Roger de Clinton, then 
Bishop of the Dioces. But this tenure in Fee Ferm did not long 
continue; for it is evident that Robert Marmion (whom I take to 
be the man that first granted it to Burdet) did, in consideration of 
X marks in the nature of a Fine, and the yearly payment of a Sore 
Sparhawk to himself and his heirs, release the said xs. annuall 
Rent unto Geffrey Sauvage (brother and heir of the said Elias). 
And, moreover, that the said William Burdet acquitted to Sir Philip 
Marmion all his right in the Homage and services of William le 
Salvage (successor to the before specified Geffrey) for these lands 
in Povele ; which from thenceforth were held immediately of the 
Marmions, by the service of the said Sore Sparhawk, or 2S. to be 
paid at the Feast of S. James the Apostle, in the nature of a Socage 
tenure." 

III. Geffrey; "which second Geffrey," writes Dugdale, "gave to the monks 
of Stoneley 2 parts of his Mill, called Partford Mill, with the Sute 
thereto, due from his tenants of Hull and Wot ton ; and was also a 
benefactor to the nuns of Polesworth, granting unto them in Robert 
de Weston, his bondman, with his issue. But it seems he was in 
some disfavour with K. Ric i., for in 7 of his reign [1195-6] he 
gave 50 marks pro habenda benevolentia Regis : in which year he 
came to an agreement with Tho. de Ardem concerning the Manoor 
of Wotton, About the beginning of K. John's time [1199] I find 
that Henry de Armentiers impleaded him for a Kt's Fee here, in 
his absence, when he was beyond sea in the K. Service,^ for which

was held in the Conqueror's time by Roger de Montgomerie, but he and his posterity lost 
all for their Rebellion, and being in the hands of K. H. i was, inter alia, given to Geoffrey 
de Clinton, who upon his foundation of the priory at Kenilworth, gave thereunto the church 
of this town, an i hyde of land.

Sir Robert Savage, of Stainesby, Knt, 41 Edward III. (1367-8), who 
married Amicia, daughter and heiress of Thomas Walkington, by whom he 
had a son and successor. 

Sir John Savage, of Stainesby, Knt, "in lief 49 Ao. Edward III." (1375-6). 
He married Margaret, daughter and heiress of Sir Thomas Danyers (otherwise 
Daniers and Daniels), Knt, de Bradley (who afterwards married Sir Peter Leigh, 
of Lyme, Cheshire). By this marriage Clifton, in the County of Chester, came

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into possession of the Savage family. The history of the removal of the elder 
branch of the Savages into Cheshire is as follows: — The manor of Chedle 
belonged to a family of that name in the 12th century. A grandson of the 
then possessor, Sir Roger, left two daughters, one of whom, Clemence, married 
William de Bagaly, and had issue a daughter and heiress, Isabel, who married T. 
Daniell (otherwise Danyers). The daughter and heiress of Daniell (or Danyers), 
Margaret by name, married about 49 Edward III. the above named John 
Savage for her second husband. Clemence, one of the co-heiresses of Sir 
Roger de Chedle, had Clifton and divers lands in Chedle by inheritance, which 
descended to his grand-daughter Margaret, and John Savage in right of his 
wife thus became Lord of Chedle. Of Clifton we read in Ormerod — "This 
town or place (for here is only a mannor-house with the demain-lands thereof) 
hath its name from the cliffs or broken rocks therein. It is now at this day 
commonly called Rock Savage, since the structure of that sumptuous building 
erected there by Sir John Savage, Anno Domini 1565; 7 Elizabethae." * 
. . . Further on, Ormerod describes the situation of the future principal 
seat of the Savages. "The situation is remarkably fine. Halton Castle rises 
behind; at one side is the estuary of the Mersey; and the Weever, also an 
estuary, descends in front to its confluence with the first-named river. Over 
the Weever is a fine view of Frodsham and the Welsh hills, Overton Scar 
and Hellesby Tor closing up one side of the picture, while the richness of 
the Lancashire shore makes a fine contrast on the other. Many of these 
features in the landscape would have an additional charm to the eye of a 
Norman chieftain from the strength which they added to his fortress; and 
the beauty of the scenery as well as the difficulty of access were increased 
by a deep ravine under the mansion, still dark with oaks and tangled with 
briars, through which a small brook forces its way from Halton to the 
Weever.''^ The Savages had also a seat (an earlier one) at Frodsham. Banks 
(Dormant Peerage) describes the Savages of Clifton as "an ancient family 
whose chief seat for many ages was at the Castle of Frodsham in Cheshire, 
and partly at another noble house built of later time at Clifton on the 
opposite side of the River, called Rock Savage.*' Sir John Savage (the ist 
of Clifton), by his wife Margaret {n^e Danyers, otherwise Daniell), had issue,

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was the John Savage whose brilliant tilting at the tournament held at Ingle- 
vere, near Calais, in May and June, 1390, has been described in one of 
the most delightful chapters of Froissart's Chronicle (Chapter xiii.). During 
the truce between England and France, three French Knights held a 
tournament at Inglevere, and defended the lists, for thirty days, against all 
comers, from England or elsewhere. Their names were Sir Boucicaut the 
Younger, the Lord Reginald de Roye, and the Lord de Saimp^. "On the 
2ist May, as it had been proclaimed, the three Knights were properly armed, 
and the horses ready saddled, according to the laws of the tournament. . . . 
The King of France," Froissart tells us, "was present at these jousts. Being 
young, and desirous of witnessing extraordinary sights, he would have been 
much vexed if he had not seen these tournaments. He was therefore present 
at the early part and latter end of them, attended by the lord de Garencieres ; 
but both so disguised that nobody knew of it, and they returned every 
evening to Merquise" [a town in Picardy, four leagues from Calais]. . . . 
" The ensuing day, Wednesday, was as fine as the foregoing, and the English 
who had crossed the sea to take part in or view the tournament, mounted 
their horses at the same hour as on the preceding day, and rode to the place 
appointed for the lists, to the delight of the French, who were rejoiced to 
see them. It was not long after their arrival that an English Squire, a good 
tilter, called John Savage, a squire of honor, and of the body to the Earl of 
Huntingdon, sent to touch the shield of Sir Reginald de Roye; the Knight 
answered, he was ready and willing to satisfy him. When he had mounted 
his horse, and had his helmet buckled and lance given to him, they set off 
at full gallop, and gave such blows on the targets that, had the spears not 
broken, one or both must have fallen to the ground. The course was hand- 
some and dangerous, but the Knights received no hurt, though the points of 
the lances passed through the targets and slipped off their side armour. The 
spears were broken almost a foot from the shaft, the points remaining in the

The spectators thought .they must have been seriously wounded, and 
the French and English hastened each to his companion, whom, to their joy, 
they found unhurt They were told that they had done enough for that day, 
but John Savage was not satisfied, and said, 'He had not crossed tlie sea for 
only one tilt of the lance'. This was reported to Sir Reginald, who replied, 
' He is in the right, and it is but just that he should be gratified either by 
me or one of my companions.' When they had rested themselves awhile, and 
received new lances, they began their second course, each aiming well at the 
other; but they failed from the swerving of their horses, to their great vexation, 
and retired to their posts. Their lances, which 
they had accidentally dropped, were given to 
them, and they set off in their third course. 
This time they hit on the visors of their hel- 
mets, and by the force and crossing of their 
lances, both were unhelmed as they passed. 
The tilt was much applauded for its correct- 
ness and vigour. When returned to their posts, 
the English told John Savage that he had very 
honourably performed, and that it was now time 
for him to make way for others to tilt as well 
as himself. He complied with this, and, laying 
aside his lance and target, dismounted, and rode 
on a hackney to witness the performance of 
others." This Sir John Savage, instead of the 
arms which had always heretofore been borne 
by his family, viz., ar., six lioncels sa., took his 
mother's arms, an, a pale fusill^e sa., and for crest 
a unicorn's head, couped, ar, which she granted him to bear after the death of 
her father, 3 Henry V. (1416).' Sir John Savage held the distinguished office 
of Seneschal of Halton Castle, the royal fortress near his own manor of 
Clifton. "On the nth June, loth Henry VI. (1432). Sir John Savage, 
another soldier then Seneschal of Halton, was commanded to receive from 
Randte Brereton, sheriff of Cheshire, the bodies of Richard de Whelock and 
George de Wevre, and to keep them safely in the Castle of Halton until

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they should be discharged by due course of law [Ches. Recog, Rolls]. 
These persons were probably ordinary offenders sent to prison to await their 
trial What was their offence, or before whom they were tried, and what 
was the result, we may know when the palatine records have been indexed. 
In the meantime we may conjecture that they were brought to trial either 
before the Justice of Chester, who until the time of Henry VIII. held 
at least three courts every year, or before the court of Quarter Sessions, 
which was held four times a-year. The Justice of Chester was often some 
nobleman of rank, who was paid a salary of ;^ioo a-year, and did his 
work by deputy. In 1432, Humphry, Duke of Gloucester, the 'good Duke 
Humphry,' was Judge of Chester, and Sir John Savage often aided as his 
deputy. Coming down to a little later period than this, we find Humphry 
Stafford, Earl of Buckingham, and of four other earldoms — Hereford, Stafford, 
Northampton, and Perch — filling the office of seneschal of Halton and Widnes. 
At this time, therefore, the office seems to have been one of great dignity."* 
This Sir John Savage died in 1450. He was succeeded by his eldest 
son.

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II. Thomas, Bishop of Rochester, 1492, thence translated to London, 1497, 
thence to the Archbishoprick of York, 1501 ; died 1508, his body 
being buried in York Minster, his heart at Macclesfield, in Cheshire, 
where he built a chapel at the side of Macclesfield Church, known as 
the Savage Chapel, and where he intended to have made a college. 
He appears to have been the "Thomas Savage, Esq., doctor-of- 
laws," who (along with John Weston, prior of St. John's in Eng- 
land; Master John Gunthorp, dean of the Cathedral Church of 
Wells ; Master Christopher Urswyk, the King's almoner, and Master 
Henry Aynes worth, also a doctor-of-laws) was appointed in March, 
1488, "to treat for truce or perpetual peace with the most illustrious 
Ferdinand, King of Castile and Leon, and the most serene and 
noble princess his wife, the lady Isabella, or the ambassadors or 
deputies;" who was appointed by the King in the same year to 
negotiate a peace with the King of Portugal (1488, 4th H. VII. — 
"Appointment of Thomas Savage, doctor-of-laws, and Richard Nanfan* 
Knight, to be commissioners and envoys from the King of England, 
with authority to treat with the King of Portugal, or his duly 
authorized commissioners, for a firm and lasting peace and friend- 
ship between the two Kings and their subjects") ; and to whom was 
entrusted (again in association with Sir Richard Nanfan) a still more 
interesting commission — on the nth December of the same year — 
viz., the negotiation of a marriage between Prince Arthur and 
Katherine of Arragon. — " Commission to Thomas Savage, doctor-of- 
civil-laws and Chancellor of the Marches, and Richard Nanfan, a 
Knight for the King's body, to treat with the councillors and com- 
missioners of the King of Castile, Ligeoun, Aragon, and Sisilia, 
and his queen-consort, for a perpetual league and friendship between 
them and the King of England ; and also for the espousal and 
marriage between the King's son, Arthur prince of Wales, duke of 
Cornwall, and earl of Chester, and Katerine, one of the daughters 
of the said King and Queen of Castile, &c; with powers to make 
terms respecting the provisions and dowry of the princess, the time 
and mode of her passage to England, and her establishment and 
treatment in the said country ;" and on whom, 8th December, i490» 
the King conferred a "grant for life, in consideration of good service 
and other matters, of an annuity of six marks sterling, out of the 
issues of the manor of Bridcroft in Bamwith, in the honor of Pount- 
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fret, parcel of the duchy of Lancaster, co. York ; which manor has 
come by forfeiture into the King's hands, and has been annexed to 
the said honor."' Archbishop Savage was noted, amongst other 
things, for his hospitality and his love of the chase, as the following 
passage from Doran's Saints and Sinners amply illustrates : — " Up 
York there was no lack of Archbishops who held that appetite was 
an excellent thing to get and get rid of. There was one exception 
perhaps in the person of Savage, who, after filling the Sees of 
Rochester and London, was translated to the Archbishoprick of

York, 1501-7. He made the whole province, as well as the 
hospitable county from which his province takes its name, especially 
indignant at his not appearing to be enthroned. He sent his fool, 
John Goose, to amuse the household, and a deputy to go through the 
enthronization with maimed rites. This, however, might have been 
endured if it had been followed by the usual feast York had 
already found solace in the funeral baked meats of one Primate 
by thinking of the inauguration cheer of his successor; but there was 
no feast on this occasion, and the orthodox appetites as well as the 
thirsty claimants to be guests were profoundly scandalized. . . But 
Yorkshire soon forgave the man, for he made up for his inaugurating 
shortcomings by feasting half the county. The frank people then 
readily pardoned him for neglecting his professional duties, since

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he kept the county alive and musical with the tongues of the 
Arch {episcopal hounds." ^ " The Archbishop was buried at York 
Minster in a splendid altar-tomb under a canopy, the body being 
above ground, his heart in the Savage Chapel at Macclesfield, Co. 
Chester. After the great fire at the Minster, his tomb was much 
injured, and in the course of restoring it the body was found 
rolled in sheet-lead, and so retaining the outward form in a degree. 
Beneath this were several layers of sear-cloth, and, on these being 
removed, the Verger told the writer of this note that the body was 
discovered in the most perfect state of preservation, and that there 
was three days' growth of beard on the face (as hair continues to 
grow after death). He said he shook hands with His Grace, and 
that his hand was as plump as his own. The body was carefully 
re-wrapped in its enclosures, and again entombed." ^

VII., 1495, aged 73, having survived his eldest son, 

Sir John Savage, of Clifton, K.G. In 1484, this Sir John Savage, "Junr.,'' 
and eight of his brethren were made freemen of Chester, Sir John Savage 
being then Mayor {Vale Royal of England, p. 188). The brethren are there 
ranked as follows : — i. Sir John Savage, Jun.; 2, James ; 3, Lawrence ; 4, Edward, 
for Edmund ; 5, Christopher ; 6, George ; 7, William ; 8, Richard ; 9, Homfrey. 
This Sir John Savage was a very distinguished soldier. He commanded the 
left wing of Richmond's army at the Battle of Bosworth Field, his uncle, 
Thomas, Lord Stanley, afterwards Earl of Derby, commanding the right,* and 
he was very instrumental, together with Lord Stanley, in raising Richmond 
to the throne as Henry the VII., and in thus establishing in his person the 
Tudor dynasty. For his services Henry VII. conferred many favours upon 
him. He made him a Knight of the Garter, and bestowed upon him manors 
and offices. Henry VII. ''per literas suas patentes, datas 7 die Martii, i Hen. 
VII., 1485, memoria reducens diutina et laudabilis servitia, nee non probitatem 
actusque strenuos intimi dilecti militis nostri Johannis Savage junioris, quem, 
tam in armis quam in moribus et consilio, florere dinoscebatur ; qualiterque 
idem Johannis cum multitudine copiosa suorum fratrum, consanguineorum, 
sevientium, amicorum benevolorum, ad sua grandia costus et onera, personseque 
suae pericula multimoda, in servitio nostro in conflictu et praelio contra magnum 
adversarium nostrum Ricardum tertium tunc nuper regem Anglix praetensum, 
caeterosque suos complices et fautores, quam contra alios rebelles et proditores 
nostros contra nos hostiliter guerram levantes, etc Concessimus eidem Johanni

manor of Ilkeston (Tilchestune) was granted," says Lysons, "on the attainder 
of John Lord Zouch, as a partizan of Richard IIL, by Henry VII., in 14S5. 
to Sir John Savage, of whose descendant, Sir Thomas Savage, it was purchased 
in 1608 by Sir John Manners, ancestor of His Grace the Duke of Rutland, who 
is now [1817] the present proprietor,"' Of the manor of Holmsfield Lysons writes

Worcester; the office of Constable or Keeper of the castle, 
park, lodge, and warren at Elmsley; the office of the chase of Croslawade, 
CO. Worcester ; the office of Sheriff of Worcestershire ; the office of Stewardship 
of the lordships or manors of Erlscrombe and Weirpedil, co. Worcester, and 
of Whittington, Chadworth, and Sidney, co. Gloucester.' This grant is made 
on surrender of the patent 21 Sept. i Henry VII., granting, for life, to Richard 
Nanfan, an Esquire for the Kings body, several of the above offices."* In 

1489, Dec ID, Sir John Savage, Knt, is one of those to whom are addressed 
Commissions of the Peace of Oyer and Terminer, in the Co. of Gloucester.

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account of the manner of his death : — ** [The King] and his army, the fifteenth 
of October, removed from Calais, and in four days' march set him down before 
Boloign. During this siege of Boloign, which continued near a month, there

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Bonner was born in lawful wedlock."^ Be this as k may, 
there seems to be no reason to doubt the current account of 
his parentage. In an old, odd, and amusing Pedigree of the 
Bishop, which lies before us/ some reference is made to 
certain Worcestershire lands of the Savages which he had 
in his possession, and it seems that his mother, shortly before 
his birth, was sent out (^ Cheshire to the care of Satage op 
Elmley Castle in that county, where Bonner was bom. 
Afterwards^ according to this account, his mother was married 
to Bonner the Sawyer. "This George Savage," runs the 
story, "was the bastard son of Sir John Savage, Knight of 
the Garter. The which Georg was made priest and became 
parson of Davenham, in Cheshire, and after begatt Edmund 
Savage (whom we call Edmund Bonner) of the body of 
Elizabeth Frodesham, who died at Fullham in K. E. 6 tyme, 
when Bonner was prisoner in the Marshallsey [for not recog- 
nising the right of supremacy of the Regent Somerset and 
the Council over the Church], who gave notwithstanding for her 
mourning coates at her death. . • . The Earle of Warwick's 
lands in Worcestershire (he being attainted of Treason) were 
given to the second Sir John Savage, which was Elmley, 
Sudley, Bushly, Hadly, Rydmarkly. Hadly, Elmly, and Sudly 
had every one a castle and a park, and Bushly and Ryd- 
markly had both parks and no castle. Now, when it fell into 
the King's hands by the death of Pansfoote, then Ednu 
Bonner did change lands in Essex with the King for Bushly 
and Ridmarkly, the which two towns are now in the tenor 
and occupation of one Searle and Sheaphed. Searle is cossen 
to Bonner, and hath Bushly. Sheaphed was brother-in-law 
to Bishop Ridley and hath Redmarkly. And furthermore

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penis, since the Queenes reign that now is."^ The character 
of Bonner, who was at least a man of marked and recognized 
ability, has been, without doubt, painted blacker than it 
deserved. As Mr. Gairdner, in his article on the Bishop 
in the Dictionary of National Biography^ justly says, referring 
to the number of martyrs for whose deaths he has been 
held responsible — ''That Bonner condemned these men is 
certain; that he took a pleasure in it, as Foxe insinuates, 
is by no means so clear. It may be that he did not protest 
as he might have done against the severity of an inhuman 
law. A victim himself to the injustice of puritanism in the 
days of King Edward, he saw tendencies destructive to the 
commonwealth in the opinions which he condemned, and 
rough remedies were but the fashion of the times. Still, 
though his functions were merely judicial, the revulsion of 
feeling created by these repeated severities extended to their 
agents, and there is no doubt that Bonner was unpopular." 
Mr. Gairdner rightly insists that Bonner was controlled by 
the Queen, who in her turn was governed by Philip and 
the cruel regime of Spain. He is also of opinion that the 
true Bonner was a very different person from the Bonner 
of popular fancy and tradition. •* Sir John Harrington, who 
was quite a boy when Bonner died, says that he was so 
hated that men would say of any ill-favoured fat fellow in 
the street, that was Bonner. This, however, tells us little 
of the real character of the man. The special merit by 
which he rose was that of being an able canonist, quick- 
witted and ready in argument From some recorded anec- 
dotes, it would appear that he had a quick temper also, 
and was given to language that now-a-days would certainly 
be called unclerical. A number of his sharp repartees are 
preserved by Harrington, which show that he was a man 
of lively and caustic humour,* rather than the cold-blooded 
monster he is commonly supposed to have been."]

Limerick, Tipperary, Kerry, Cork, Clare, Kildare, Wick- 
low, Meath, Roscommon, and Dublin, as well as in the 
City of Dublin."* He married, and, dying 13th March, 
1633, left issue.

I. Ann, married, about 1533, to Henry, Lord Berkeley, of Berkeley Castle, 
Co. Gloucester. {See Stow.) "This Lady Berkeley was held in 
great reverence by this family, as she not only, after she had 
been left a widow, recovered the estates belonging to the family 
which had been sequestered by the King, but also sold her dower- 
house to obtain money to re-roof the castle with lead, as it had 
fallen into a sad state of disrepair. There is a fine portrait of her 
by Holbein, published in 'Holbein's Portraits;' and in the great 
window of the hall at the Castle the Savage arms are emblazoned 
amongst the other noble descents. The lead on the roof at this 
present day is the same she placed there. "^ The following notice 
of the Lady Berkeley (Ann Savage) appears in the text of the work 
entitled "Holbein's Portraits": — "The Lady Berkeley was Ann, 
daughter of Sir John Savage. . . • She was the second wife of 
Thomas Lord Berkeley, whose Lady, Mary Hastings, daughter of 
the first Earl of Huntington, had died without issue* Lord Berkeley, 
dying on the 15th of September, 1534, left her a young widow, with 
a daughter, Elizabeth, then under one year old, who became the 
wife of Thomas Butler, tenth Earl of Ormonde, and pregnant of a 
son, afterwards Henry, eleventh Lord Berkeley. Her character, 
which probably deserved a better fate, is nearly buried in oblivion. 
She was a wise, honest, and spirited manager for her infant children, 
under circumstances which, especially in her time, rendered such a 
conduct highly difficult and delicate. William, Marquis of Berkeley, 
having died without children, and on ill terms with his brother, 
Maurice, great-grandfather to this lady's husband, settled his Castle 
of Berkeley, with its appendant barony, on King Henry VII. and 
his issue male; on failure of which, he willed it that they should

Sir John Savage died "2 Martii, 19 Henry VIII., 1527," having survived 

his wife. (She had had a brother, William Bostock, but he died and she 

became sole heiress.) Sir John was succeeded by his eldest son, 



Sir John Savage, of Clifton, &c., Knt, who married Elizabeth, daughter and 
heiress of Charles Somerset, Earl of Worcester. " This Sir John Savage [in 
some fray] killed one John Pauncefote, Esq., whereupon he and his father both 
were indicted for murder, and arraigned in the King's Bench, this Sir John 
Savage the younger as principal, and Sir John Savage the elder as accessory, 
who confessed the fact, but upon mediation of Cardinal Wolsey and Charles 
Earl of Worcester, the King's Chamberlain, they were pardoned by the King, 
paying four thousand marks, and covenanting that they would not come into the 
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counties of Worcester or Chester during their lives without the King's licence 
under his Great Seal, Privy Seal, or Privy Signet, as appears by the indenture 
made the 24th day of November, la Henry VIII., 152a (Lib. D,, p. 179 — 
the original now remaining amongst the evidences at Rock Savage, 1669.) 
But, after, the King, under his Great Seal dated 12 Junii, 16 Henry VIII., 
1524, gave liberty to this Sir John Savage the younger, to go, ride, or dwell 
in any place either in Worcestershire or Cheshire (Lib. D., p. 172)/' "What 
were the circumstances of the case we are not informed, but, as the consequences 
which followed it were not capital, it is but charitable to suppose that their 
crime was unpremeditated, and only arose out of one of those sudden affrays 
so common in those unsettled times."* Sir John Savage ("the Younger," of 
whom we now treat), by his wife the Lady Elizabeth, daughter of the Earl of 
Worcester, had issue,

This Sir John married Elizabeth, daughter 
of Thomas Manners, Earl of Rutland, about i Edw. VI. (1547-8). In 1550 
Richard, Bishop of Coventry and Lichfield, guaranteed to this Sir John Savage, 
Knt, the manor of Tarvin, reserving the yearly rent of £1^. "This Sir John 
assumed for his proper coat six lions sable, and the lion's paw erected sable 
for hb crest ; now one by quartering Daniel's [Danyers'] coat therewith among 
others, which before was borne as his proper coat" . . . "The virtuous Lady 
Elizabeth died at Frodsham, dii Mortis 8 dii Augusti, 1570, 12 Elizabethan (Lib. 
D., page 180)/' After whose death he married, 2ndly, Elinour, widow of Sir Rd. 
Peshull of Beaurepaire, in Southamptonshire, and daughter of John Cotgrave, 
Esq., 14 Eliz., 1572. "Which Elinour had given unto her by the will of Sir Richd. 
Peshull, her former husband, all his lands in Bromley, Beaurepaire, Stratfield 
Say, Stratfield Mortimer, Terges, Basingstoke, Chinham, Tadley, Pamber, 
Silchester, Sherborne Monachorum, Sherborne St John, Sherborne Cowdray,

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Stovington, Dene, Bradley, and Berdenstock and Clack, Cowick, and Basing, in 
the counties of Southampton and Wiltshire ; which lands Sir John Savage settled 
on his younger son Edward, and on his heirs by Polyxena, daughter of William 
le Gries, of London, Gentleman, and of Katherine his wife, natural sister of 
the said Dame Elinoun . . . This Sir John Savage, of Clifton, built 
the new fair house at Clifton, Anno Domini 1565, 7 Elizabethan, which 
was afterwards called Rock Savage. He first writ himself of Rock Savage 
17 Eliz., and so by little and little sometimes of Clifton and sometimes of 
Rock Savage to the 21 Eliz. But afterwards he constantly writ himself of 
Rock Savage, which his posterity have ever since retained."* Of the building 
of this new mansion of Rock Savage, Clifton, Beamont writes: — ''In 1565, 
Queen Elizabeth's early days, Clifton, the family manor-place, having fallen into 
decay through age, Sir John Savage rebuilt it in a more stately style, and 
gave it the new name of Rock Savage, which has almost ever since supplanted 
Clifton as the name of the township. It has been said that the Queen 
honoured the builder by laying the first stone of the new house, and that she 
afterwards visited him at it, but there appears to be no foundation for either 
of these traditions, for in none of her Majesty's royal progresses do we find 
that she ever came so far north as Rock Savage. After the building of the 
new house at Rock Savage, Clifton was deserted, and at that hour it was said 
she remained like an aged matron, well contented to go to her grave, having 
seen in her lifetime her daughter advanced to such a height of honourable 
dignity.* What the new house of the Savages was," continues Mr. Beamont, 
" may be gleaned from this description, written by a contemporary, who says : — 
• We next behold the magnificent fabric of Rock Savage overlooking the waters 
and goodly marshes round about the skirts of it, and so contrived is the situation 
that from the lower meadows there is a fine easy ascent upon the face of the 
house, which as you approach it still nearer, as is the nature of true beauty, 
fills the eye with more delight ; and to see now the late additions of delectable 
gardens, orchards, and walks, would make one say it longs to be the abode 
of so honourable a master as it doth service to.' " • Ormerod was of opinion 
that "a comparison of Rock Savage with the house at Brereton will leave little 
doubt that Sir John Savage and his son-in-law Sir William Brereton employed 
the same architect in the erection of their sumptuous fabrics." The name of 
the architect does not seem to have come down to us. Sir John Savage was

Philip and Mary, and also in 4 and 5 of the same reign, Sir John Savage was 
Seneschal of Halton. On the 20th April, 2 Elizabeth (1560), when an inquisition 
was taken after the death of James Merbury, Sir John is again mentioned as 
filling the same office, and he still held it in 1570, when he is again mentioned,"*

have already seen Halton occasionally used as a prison for malefactors; but in the year 1579 
its proud castle, once the chief Seat of the constables of Cheshire, and which had given thrones 
to its possessors, declined from its former high estate, and became transferred into a prison 
for recusants, and Sir John Savage, its constable and seneschal, was ordered to receive such 
of this class of sufferers for conscience' sake as should be sent there. At this time it appears 
to have been thought necessary to repress with a strong hand offenders of this kind, and 
accordingly, on the 3rd June of the following year, a letter from the Privy Council was received 
by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners at Chester, which gave them to understand that the penalties 
on recusancy were to be increased. The tender knees of the reformed faith, as yet but feeble 
and tottering, required to be strengthened, and Halton, of which Sir John Savage was governor, 
was deemed a proper place for receiving such persons as either wavered in adopting the 
reformed faith or obstinately resisted it. The Privy Council also directed the Commissioners 
to select some fit and godly person — a spiritual person or teacher was probably intended — 
who should take charge of them, and the prisoners were to have for their diet the same 
allowance that was made to prisoners of the same kind in the Fleet Prison in London. Amongst 
those who habitually absented themselves from Church and other places of public worship, and 
conscientiously adhered to the Roman Catholic faith, was Sir John South worth, the representative 
of a long line of knightly ancestors. Sir John, who had obstinately refused to attend Church, 
and had kept a Seminary Priest, one James Cowper, in his house at Samlesbury, not long after 
the queen's accession was summoned with others to sign his submission to Her Majesty, but 
he would only comply so far as to sign an undertaking not to maintain or countenance others 
in their recusancy. In other respects he was loyal to the Queen, and afterwards, when a 
general muster of arms and armed men in Lancashire was made. Sir John furnished his quota 
of two light horse, two corselets, two coats of plate, two pikes, two long bows, two sheaves of 
arrows, two steel caps, and one caliver (the weapon which Falstaff bade Bardolph put into 
Wart's hand), and one morion. In 1579, when an order was made that the leading Lanca- 
shire recusants should be imprisoned. Sir John Southworth, and Campion, the Jesuit, who had 
visited at his house, were amongst the number. To what place Campion was first sent we do 
not know, but Sir John was sent, and possibly Campion with him, to Halton Castle, this same 
fortress, where his kinsman, Henry Southworth, who, as has been mentioned, died in the still 
stronger fortress, the Tower of London, had been bom. Sir John Southworth, who was among 
the first of those sent to Halton, was courteously received by his brother Knight, Sir John 
Savage, the Seneschal, who, no doubt, compassionated the condition of a prisoner committed 
to his charge for conscience' sake. To his keeper's great relief, on the 22nd July, 1581, the 
prisoner was ordered to be removed from Halton."

Sir John Savage (who had no issue by his 2nd wife) died on the 5th

Sir John Savage, of Rock Savage (Clifton), Knt, afterwards Baronet, 
Constable and Seneschal of Halton Castle, Mayor of Chester, 1607, and Sheriff 
of Chester also the same year.

Cordell, Master of 
the Rolls, and Lord of Long Melford in Suffolk, gave by her will to Sir 
Thomas Savage Long Melford with other lands in Suffolk, dated 15 Julii 
1602. She was widow of Richard Allington, and grandmother to Sir Thomas 
Savage," Lord Savage, when Sir Thomas, stood high in King James I.'s 
favour, and ''on the baptism of John his son and heir, on the 31st December, 
1606, Henry Prince of Wales honoured him by being the child's godfather, 
and presented him, instead of the usual gossip's spoons, with a quantity of 
silver plate, which was of more value and far more useful (Issues of the 
Exchequer^ 300). In 161 7, the King returning from Scotland to London 
passed through Lancashire and Cheshire on his way. • . . [On the 21st of 
August] he proceeded to Rock Savage, where he was received in fitting state 
by its owner. Sir Thomas Savage. After partaking of the goodly repast 
prepared for him and his suite, his Majesty, attended by his host, hunted and 
killed a buck in Halton Park. . . . Halton . . . had been visited by Edward 
II. after the death of Thomas of Lancaster, and this visit of King James I. 
was the second royal visit with which Halton and its old castle had been 
honoured."^ Lord Savage was Chancellor of the Queen s Court at Westminster,

shire/'^ where on his monument is an admirable epitaph in English 
verse written by Dryden.* Jane, Marchioness of Winchester, died 
in her 23rd year in giving birth to her second son.

Cambridge. It is believed that there was a Cambridge-collection 
of verses on the death of this accomplished lady; and, "I may 
further observe/* writes Todd, "that there is an Elegy on this 
occasion at end of * La Dance Machabre, or Death's Duell, by W. 
Colman, i2mo, p. 68, entitled An EUgie vpon the Ladie Marshianesse 
of Winchester^ claughter to the right honourable Thomas Lord 
Sauage^ &c., consisting of twenty lines." T. Warton supposed that 
it was Milton's acquaintance with the family of Lord Bridgewater, 
for whom he wrote Comus^ that led to his writing this Epitaph ; 
for, says he, ''our marshioness was the daughter of Thomas lord 
viscount Savage, of Rock Savage, in Cheshire ; and it is natural 
to suppose, that her family was well acquainted with the family of 
Lord Bridgewater, belonging to the same county. . . . And after- 
wards we find some of that family intermarrying with this of the 
marquis of Winchester. . . . Mr. Bowie remarks," adds Warton, 
" that her death was celebrated by Sir John Beaumont and Sir W. 

The god that sits at marriage feast; 
He at their inviting came. 
But with a scarce well-lighted flame ; 
And in his garland, as he stood.

He says, he assisted her 
in learning Spanish : and that Nature and the Graces exhausted 
all their treasure and skill in 'framing this exact model of female 
perfection/ He adds, * I return you here the Sonnet your Grace 
pleased to send me lately, rendered into Spanish, and fitted from 
the same ayre it had in English, both for cadence and feete,' &c/' 
Dr. J. Warton remarked with truth, ** It was a singular lot, both of 
husband and wife, to have received the honour of being celebrated 
by two such poets." The Marchioness of Winchester left issue, 
Charles, afterwards ist Duke of Bolton.

"While Viscount Savage was in London, probably attending upon his duties 
as the Queen's Chancellor, he was seized with an illness, of which he died 
on the 1 6th of December, 1635. . . . The Viscount's body was conveyed to 
the family burial-place at Macclesfield, and on its way through Congleton these 
entries in the Corporation books show that it was treated with marked respect : —

On the same day on which the Viscount was laid in earth, his mother. 
Lady Mary Savage, of Bostock Hall, was also borne to the grave, and laid 
probably in the same tomb with her son in the family burial-place, the Savage 
Chapel at Macclesfield."* Lord Savage was succeeded by his eldest son. 

Sir John Savage, Bart., second Viscount Savage, who succeeded to the 
Earldom of Rivers, in right of his mother, in 1639. "Lady Elizabeth Savage, 
daughter of Thomas Darcy, Lord Darcy of Chiche, and Earl Rivers, and widow of 
Thomas Savage, ist Viscount Savage, was created on 21st April, 1641, Countess 
of Rivers for life.* Her ladyship died in 1650, when the title became of course 
extinct" (Burke: Extinct and Dormant Peerage.) "There were certain articles 
drawn for this John's marriage with Anne Compton, daughter of William, 
Earl of Northampton, 16 Julii, 1649; but it did not take effect" He married, 
/j/, Catherine, daughter of William Parker, Lord Morley and Lord Monteagle, 
of Horneby Castle, in Lancashire. " Besides the castle of Halton, of which he 
was at the same time castellan, seneschal, and constable, as well as lessee, he 
had another residence, the sumptuous house of Rock Savage, with its splendid 
views of wood and water, hill and champaign. The prospects which dawned 
on him at his father's death were fair and bright. Almost from his birth he 
had enjoyed the favour of royalty. The lines had fallen to him 'in pleasant 
places,' and he was married to a noble lady of a rank equal to his own,

When hard words, jealousies, and fears 
Set men together by the ears. 

. . . It would seem from this entry in the Congleton books in 1638 — 

' Banqueting stuff for Lord Savage, £2 : o : o' — that the Corporation, still loyal 

to the house of Savage, had been entertaining his lordship. In 1642, when 

the sword of the great Civil War was first drawn and the scabbard thrown 

away, the Earl found 'he had fallen on evil days and evil tongues.' Bound 

to the King by every motive of duty, loyalty, and gratitude, he cast in his lot 

with such of those nobles and gentry as at the outset of the struggle subscribed 

to find forces for his Majesty's service, among whom his name appears as 

engaging himself for a force of 30 mounted horse. But he and his family 

sent officers as well as men to serve the King, and Thomas Savage, who 

appears as a lieutenant-colonel in Colonel Osborne's regiment, was probably 

his near relation.^ His opponents, not unnaturally, perhaps, taking umbrage

There was a Sir Edward Savage living at this time, and taking an active part in the service 
of the King, whose name appears in the State Papers more than once in association with that of 
Lord Savage (Earl Rivers), and who must have been a very near relative of the Earl's, either 
a cousin or a nephew. He seems to have been a man of influence, and rather a favourite with 
members of the Royaibt party. On June 11, 1639, he writes from ''the Camp at Birks'* to Sec 
Windebank: — ''I being with my best friend the good Duke when he wrote lately to you, and sent 
you the copies of the Scots' petition and letter sent by them to the Lords* house, with his 
Majest/s answer thereunto, hath commanded me now to let you know he has not news enough 
to write himself to you, whom heartily he loves, but that this day the Earl of Rothes, the Earl 
of Dunfermline, Lord Loudon, whose name is Campbell, Sir William Douglas, Sheriff of Teviotdale, 
and Alexander Henderson, who was Moderator at the last Assembly in Scotland, are now at the 
Lord General's tent with the rest of our privy councillors here, who are appointed by his Majesty 
to hear the Scots' grievances and to parley for a peace, which I pray God may be concluded for 
our Master's honour and safe return to Whitehall, that I may tell you some true Scotch stories 
that we have met withal in these parts, which, to speak truth to our gracious Master, many of the 
Scots have foresworn I believe." 

On the loth July following (1639), Edward Nicholson, writing from Westminster to Sir John 
Pennington, mentions, at the close of a long letter, that the King has conferred on this Edward 
Savage the honour of Knighthood: — ''P.S. — ^The King made, I hear, 10 Englishmen Knights in 
the North, whereof Mr. Hill, James Thynne, son of Sir Thomas Thynne, Mr. Grenville, and 
Ned Savage were four." 

In the following December, we find the same Sir Edward Savage sending a petition of his 
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at his proceedings, scrupled not to say hard things of him. Amongst others 
they said, as a parliamentary paper of July, 1642, informs us: — 'The Lord 
Rivers gives out many scandalous speeches against us, and strives by all the 
means he can to set the whole country against us/ [Hist, of the Siege of 
Manchester, p. 11.] Confidence amongst neighbours being now thrown aside, 
suspicion took its place, while trade was interrupted, and scarcity and want 
seemed almost at the door. On the 30th December, 1642, the County of 
Chester, availing itself of a seeming lull, tried to avert the storm from its 
borders by meeting and entering- into a convention of neutrality at Bunbury ; 
but this peaceful movement was annulled and set aside by the Parliament. 
Meanwhile the King's commissioners of array, not disposed to remain indifferent 
to the distractions of the neighbourhood, issued public notice to all soldiers not 
to seize or take up horses or property without authority, on pain of being 
heavily punished for such offences. It has been said that on the 21st February, 
1643, Sir William Brereton^ seized both the castles of Halton and Beeston on 
behalf of the Parliament ; but as respects Halton, this is a mistake. It is true that 
after the failure of the Bunbury convention Sir William seized on Beeston Castle ; 
but its rival castle was already in the possession of Earl Rivers, who gave it a 
governor^ and threw into it a sufficient garrison, and as a royal castle should hoist 
the royal colours, so these now floated over the old walls of Halton ; and while 
sentries kept the gate, the portcullis was probably renewed, the warder resumed 
his place on the high turret, pikemen and musketeers, in half or whole armour, 
patrolled the courts, and some time elapsed after this before Sir William 
Brereton made any attempt to wrest the castle from its owner. . . . One of 
the worst consequences of these disturbed times was the separation it caused 
between those who, being nearest neighbours to each other, ought to have 

Viscount Savage's in favour of one Thomas Cheshire, a dependant of the Lord Savage, who was 
seeking an appointment Both letters are interesting : — 

"1639, Dec. 3. John Viscount Savage to Sir John Heydon" — 

^I presume to importune you on behalf of Thomas Cheshire, a servant of mine, conoeming 
the Minister's place for Trinity Minories, now vacant and at your disposal. What favour you 
shall show him herein I shall acknowledge as shown to myself, and be obliged to requite it in 
the like or any other way." (Seal with Arms,) 

Sir Edward's recommendation is as follows: — 
" Dec. 3. Sir Edward Savage to Sir John Heydon." 

'* Mr. Cheshire, the bearer hereof, was of Brazenose College in my time, and was held to be a 
very good scholar. Since that time he has approved himself an honest man, and painful in his 
vocation, and no doubt worthy of your favour, to whose nobleness I commend him, and leave 
him at your disposal." (Seal with Crest)

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been the best friends. Earl Rivers at Halton and the Brookes at Norton, 
the two nearest neighbours, espoused opposite sides in the struggle, and were 
directly opposed to each other. Colonel Henry Brooke, the then head of the 
house at Norton, was appointed by Parliament a commissioner for raising the 
assessment they had ordered, and he was afterwards for four years their high 
sherifT of Cheshire; and Major Peter Brooke, an active Parliamentarian com- 
mander, who, in January, 1643, was elected a member of what was afterwards 
called the Long Parliament, for the borough of Newton, was Colonel Brooke's 
brother. But, on the other hand, Edward Bridgman, Esquire, who had married 
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Dame Eleanor Brooke, their mother, was a zealous royalist,' and suffered much 
in that cause. . . . Domestic or country-house sieges seem to have been a 
distinguishing feature of our great civil war. Besides Norton, apparently the 
first instance in the neighbourhood, the houses at Crowton, Biddulph, Withinshaw, 
and, above all, Lathom, were thus attacked. But now the Parliament had 
higher aims in view, and towns and cities became their objects of attack. At 
the end of March, 1643, Wigan was invested and fell before their arms, and 
the turn of Warrington came next. . . . The fall of so important a place, 
so near to Halton Castle, necessarily filled with alarm the little band of 
defenders of the fortress. They remounted their guns, secured their outposts, 
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redoubled their watch and ward, and made such preparation as they could to 
resist the coming storm. Impressed with the importance of the occasion, and 
that the Castle might be better prepared for defence, Earl Rivers, on the 
24th June, 1643, appointed Captain Walter Primrose governor of the castle 
and commander of the forces within it It soon appeared that all these pre- 
parations had not been made too soon. . . . No royal chronicler like the 
industrious Burghall has left on record the particulars of the siege at Halton, 
or has told us the exact date when it began. We may suppose, however, 
that when the siege of Warrington ended, the troops, flushed with victory, 
would be anxious for more work, and would demand to be led to Halton. 
Certain it is that no long time elapsed after Warrington fell before a besieging 
force appeared before Halton Castle, and summoned it to surrender, and that, 
on the summons being refused, they made their approaches before the place 
in military form. No plan of these has come down to us, but probably the 
plan adopted at Pontefract was that adopted at Halton. Lines were drawn 
around it, and a series of forts planted in the most advantageous positions to 
command it. While the siege continued, the castle chapel, which stood just 
outside the walls, *was demolished and totally destroyed.' [MS. Petition of 
the Inhabitants of Halton after the Restoration^ Once begun, the siege was 
steadily pressed on for several weeks, but towards the middle of July, 1643, 
the defenders, beginning to experience some want of provisions, listened to 
terms of parley, and on the 22nd July, 1643, the castle was surrendered on 
honourable conditions, and Sir William Brereton entered and took possession 
of it in the name of the Parliament. That the garrison had well performed 
their part appears from the account given by one of the enemy, who, in 
relating the surrender of the castle, tells us, with a lingering sense of spleen, 
that it would have fallen sooner if the garrison had not received supplies 
through the treachery of some of the Parliamentary commanders. Early in 
the following year (1644) Prince Rupert arrived in the neighbourhood, and 
his renown as a fiery warrior naturally filled the enemy with alarm ; it was 
no longer safe for any small forces of the Parliament to keep the field. On 
the 1 8th March, the force which was besieging Beeston, hearing of his approach, 
raised the siege hastily and withdrew to Chester. But that which filled the 
enemy with alarm, as might be expected inspirited and emboldened the king's 
friends. Halton again opened its gates to Colonel Fenwick, the new governor, 
and a party of Royalists, who now entered it and again hoisted the royal 
standard, had their quarters beaten up by the garrison at Warrington, probably 
to divert the prince's attention. In the month of June of the same year, 
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when the prince was meditating his attack upon Liverpool, and the enemy's 
forces were drawing towards that place for its relief, some of them, on the 
15th June, attempted to pass over the river at Haleford, within sight of Halton 
Castle, but they were met and defeated, and taken prisoners by two of Goring's 
regiments, under Blaickston; Sir William Davenant, the poet, was with the 
enemy on this occasion. Early in July, when Rupert had left the neighbour- 
hood, and was on his way to the fatal field of Marston, Halton, no longer 
supported by the influence of his name, again succumbed to the enemy, and 
the royal flag was once more hauled down. . . . Once more in the power 
of the Parliament, which had now reduced to submission most of the neighbour- 
ing garrisons, Halton Castle was easily kept by the small force which Sir William 
Brereton had thrown into it; but Rock Savage, its near neighbour, was no 
longer a pleasant or a safe residence for Earl Rivers, its noble owner. It 
had suffered at the hands of the soldiery during the siege of Halton, and the 
ruin then begun had afterwards proceeded at so rapid a rate that at length 
the proud pile, reared so recently at so much cost, was no longer a fit home 
for its owner, and he deserted it, and removed to Frodsham Castle." . . . 
The Parliamentarians, in their triumph, now began to inflict what punishment 
they could upon the Savage family. "On the 9th February, 1646," continues 
the historian of Halton Castle, "a council of war assembled at Warrington, 
at which Colonel Henry Brooke, Sir William Brereton, Sir George Booth, Sir 
Thomas Stanley, Roger Wilbraham, Henry Delves, Philip Mainwaring, and 
Robert Dutton, Esquires, were present, when an order was issued, and shortly 
afterwards obeyed, for dismantling Beeston Castle, and we can hardly doubt 
that a like order was then issued respecting the Castle of Halton, Colonel 
Brooke's formidable neighbour. On the ist October, 1646, the names of John, 
Earl Rivers, and Thomas Savage were struck out of the commission of the 
peace for Cheshire by order of the Parliament The cavaliers were now made 
to feel the iron heel of conquest. They had suffered in their persons ; they 
were now to suffer in purse. A series of questions had been freely circulated, 
for the purpose of ascertaining the degree of each man's delinquency. The 
answers had been obtained, and now, as a consequence, 

Nobles and Knights, so proud of late. 
Must fine for freedom and estate. 

Fines were now exacted according to the measure of each man*s malignancy, 
and the money was employed either in furthering the triumphant cause or in 
rewarding its friends. As might be expected, Earl Rivers and his family 
suffered heavily in this way. He was fined ;^i,iio; his mother, the Dowager

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Countess, ;^ioo; Thos. Savage, Esq., of Emling [Elmley] Castle, £iA^l\ Thos. 
Savage, Esq., of Beeston, £^^T\ and Thomas Savage, gentleman, of Barrow, £^o. 
. . . In the lull, before the outburst of the civil war, forty noblemen and others 
had joined in declaring their full belief that the King had no design to make 
war upon the Parliament, and that he would use a constant and firm endeavour 
towards the settlement of the true Protestant religion, the just privileges of 
Parliament, the liberty of the subject, and the law, peace, and prosperity of the 
Kingdom. It was the concluding passage of this declaration which was echoed 
by the words, Relig. Prot. — Leg. AngL Liber. Par.^ which afterwards appeared 
on the royal coins, and have since proved a puzzle to some antiquaries. Amongst 
those who signed this declaration was John, Earl Rivers. . . Not very long 
after the signing of the above declaration, a furious mob entered the house 
of his mother, the Dowager Countess, who lived near Colchester, and after 
destroying her furniture and curiosities, worth ;^40,ooo, would, if she had not 
secured her safety by flight, have done her further violence, for no better reason 
than that she was a Roman Catholic. When war seemed no longer to be avoided, 
the King associated Earl Rivers with Lord Strange in his Cheshire commission 
of array, but in this capacity the Earl proved of little use, in consequence of his 
co-religionists, the Roman Catholics, having been previously disarmed. But his 
being named for this employment, and his joining those noblemen and others 
who came forward with offers of troops for the King s service, led to his being 
one of those who were especially excepted when a power was given to the Earl 
of Essex to pardon certain delinquents and others. The Earl, still bent on 
peace, was one of those who, at a later period, appealed to the Lords of tlie 
Privy Council in Scotland to stay the intended invasion of England. Although 
his share in those various actions resulted in no benefit to his Majesty, it caused 
him to be classed as a delinquent, a recusant, and a malignant, and greatly 
increased the amount of the fines on his sequestration." . . . ''The triumph of 
the Parliament party was now complete. Earl Rivers, the Castellan, Constable, 
and Seneschal of Halton, had lost his office; his castle was dismantled, and 
Rock Savage was roofless. He retired to his seclusion at Frodsham, to live 
in quiet and wait for better times ; but those times he was not to see, for anxiety 
and care had made him prematurely old, and on the loth of October, 1654, he 
died at Frodsham Castle in the prime of life. The same night the castle 
was set on fire and burnt down. The incendiary who kindled the flame pro- 
bably intended it to be the Earl*s funeral-pile, but, if so, he was disappointed, 
for the body was rescued from the fire, and two days afterwards it was buried 
with due honour in the Savage Chapel at Macclesfield." John, Earl Rivers, 
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by his first wife, Catherine, daughter of the Lord Morley and Monteagle, had issue, 
I. Thomas, Viscount Savage, of whom presently as successor to his father. 
II. John, living 1666, who died without issue. 

III. Richard, who married Alice, the widow of John Barneston, of Cherton, 
and daughter and heiress of Thomas Trafford, of Bridge Trafford, 
in Cheshire, and by her had issue, 

John, living in 1666, of whom hereafter as inheritor of the 
family honours. 
I. Elizabeth, married to William, Lord Petre. 
II. Jane, married, first, to George Bridges, Lord Chandos, by whom she 
had issue, two daughters ; secondly^ to Sir William Sidley ; and thirdly^ 
to George Pitt, of Stratfieldsay, Herts. Her grandson by the last, 
George Pitt, Esq., was created Baron Rivers in 1776. This Lady 
Jane Savage was thus ancestress of the Pitts, Barons Rivers, and of 
Alfred, Lord Tennyson, the present Poet Laureate.* 

^The following extracts exhibit the genealogy of the Pitts, Barons Rivers, and their 
descent from the Savages, Earls Rivers. They also exhibit the descent of Alfred, Lord 
Tennyson, from the Savages: — 

Sir William Pitt, eldest son of John Pitt, Clerk of the Exchequer in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, was also a principal officer in the Exchequer in the reigns of Queen 
Elizabeth, James, and Charles I. He was knighted at Newmarket, in 1618, and died in 
1636, and was buried at Stratfieldsaye, in Hampshire. 

Edward Pitt, his eldest son, was father of John, his fourth son, whose son, George 
Morton Pitt, of Twickenham, in Middlesex, died in 1756, leaving an only daughter and heir, 
Harriet, married to Lord Brownlow Bertie, brother to Peregrine, Duke of Ancaster. 

George Pitt, eldest surviving son of Edward^ married Jane^ eldest daughter of John 
Savage^ Earl Rivers, widow, firsts of George Bridges, Lord Chandos (who, to the exclusion 
of his own family, left her Sudeley Castle and all his estates, which she carried to this last 
husband); and, secondly, of Sir John Shelley, Bart. [We quote from Banks, but evidently 
he is in error here.] By his wife jfane, daughter of John, Earl Rivers, this George Pitt had issue, 
L George, of whom presently as successor to his father. 

L Jane, married to Christopher Hildyard, of Kelstem, Co. Lincoln, grandson and heir of 

Henry Hildyard, who intermarried with the Lady Ann, eldest daughter of Francis 

Leke, xst Earl of Scarsdale and Baron d*Eyncourt of Sutton, and by him had issue, 

Dorothy Hildyard, married to George Clayton, of Grimsby, Co. York, by whom 

she had issue, 

Elizabeth Clayton, married to Michael Tennyson, of Preston, Co. York, 
son and heir of Ralph Tennyson, Esq., of Preston, Co. York, by whom 
she had issue, 

George Tennyson, Esq., of Bagons Manor and Usselby Hall, who 
inherited the Clayton Estates in 1794. He married Mary, 
daughter and heiress of John Turner, Esq., of Caistor, Co. Lincoln, 
and by her had issue, 

L The Rev. George-Clayton Tennyson, of whom presently. 
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III. Catherine, married to Sir Charles Sidley, brother of Sir William, by 
whom she had issue an only daughter, 

II. The Right Hon. Charles Tennyson, of Bagons Manor and 
Usselby Hall, who assumed in 1835 the surname of 
D'Eyncourt. 
I. Elizabeth Tennyson, married to Matthew Russell, Esq., of 
Brancepeth Castle, Co. Durham, M.P. 
II. Mary Tennyson, married to John Bourne, Esq., of Dal by. 
The Rev. George-Clayton Tennyson married Elizabeth, daughter of 
the Rev. Stephen Ffytche, Vicar of Louth, Co. Lincoln, and died 
in the lifetime of his father, having had issue, 

I. Frederick Tennyson, co-heir of the Earls of Scarsdale, who 
married Maria GuHiotta. 
II. Charles Tennyson, in Holy Orders, who married Louisa 
Sellwood, and who assumed the additional surname of 
Turner.

Tennyson, 1884. Lord Tennyson married Emily, daughter 
of Henry Sellwood, Esq., and has issue.

VI. Arthur Tennyson, who married Harriet West. 
I. Mary Tennyson, married to Allen Ker, Esq.

IV. Cicilia Tennyson, married to Edmund Lushington, Esq. 
Mr. George Pitt died in 1676. He was succeeded by his eldest son, 

George Pitt, who died in 1734, and was buried at Stratfieldsaye. He married Lora, daughter 
and heiress of Audley Grey, Esq., of Kingston, in Dorsetshire, who was his second wife, and 
died in 1750; their issue was four sons and five daughters. John, the second son, was of 
Encombe, and was father of William Morton Pitt, of Kingston, Esq., who married Miss 
Gambier, and had an only daughter, Anne, who married Charles, Viscount Marsham, son 
and heir-apparent to the Earl of Romney. 

George Pitt, of Stratfieldsaye, was the eldest son of the aforesaid George, by his first 
wife, Lucy, daughter of Thomas Pile, Esq., widow of Laurence Lowe, of Shaftesbury, Esq. 
He married Louisa Bernier, and had two daughters and four sons, whereof James and 
Thomas, the youngest two, died S.P. 

Sir William Augustus Pitt, the second son, was KB., and a general in the army, 
who married Mary, daughter of Scroope, Viscount Howe, and died in 1809, S.P. 

George, first Lord Rivers [of this family], was the eldest son, and having been ambassador 
to Spain, in 1770, was, by letters patent. May 20, 1776, created Baron Rivers of Stratfieldsaye, in 
the county of Southampton, with limitation to the heirs male of his body ; after this, he obtained 
a further creation of the title of Baron Rivers, of Sudeley Castle, in Gloucestershire, with the 
remainder severally, to his brother. Sir W. A. Pitt, K.B., and in default of issue male, then to 
the male issue of his daughter by Peter Beckford, of Stapleton, in Dorsetshire, Esq., March 16, 
1802. His lordship married Penelope, daughter of Sir Henry Atkins, of Clapham, in Surrey, 
Bart, and had issue, George, his successor, and three daughters, vi%., first, Penelope, who 
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Catherine Sidley, mistress to King James II., by whom she 

was created Countess of Dorchester for life. "After the 

dissolution of her connection with the King, she married 

Sir David Colyear, Earl of Portmore.^ 

IV. Mary, married to Henry Killigrew, Esq., Groom of the Bedchamber to 

James, Duke of York. 
V. Frances, who died young 

married Edward, Earl Ligonier (from whom she was divorced), and was remarried to Captain 
Smith; second, Louisa, wife of the aforesaid Peter Beckford, Esq.; third, Marcia, baptized 
April 14, 1756, married James L[ane] Fox, Esq. 

George, second Lord Rivers on his father's death in 1803, died unmarried, in July, 
1828, when the barony of Rivers of Stratfieldsaye expired; and he was succeeded in that of 
Rivers of Sudeley Castle by his nephew, Horace Beckford, son of his sister Louisa, before 
mentioned. Set Banks: Dormant and Extinct Peerage of England^ vol. iv., appendix, p. 41. 

^ The following account of the Sidley (or Sedley) family is extracted from Burke's Extinct 
Baronetage : — 

''This family (of very great antiquity in the County of Kent) was anciently seated at 
Romney Marsh, where there are lands now called Sidley's and Sidle/s Marsh; they built 
afterwards, temp. Edward III., a mansion house at Scadbury, in Southfleet, in the same 
county. 

''II. Sir John Sidley, Sheriff of Kent» 19 James I., who married Elizabeth, daughter 
and heir of the celebrated Sir Henry Savile, founder of the astronomical professorship at 
Oxford (was warden of Merton College, in that university, and provost of Eton), and had issue, 
Henry, his heir.

"III. Sir Henry Sidley, who died unmarried in 1641, and was succeeded by his brother, 

*' IV. Sir William Sidley. Of this gentleman, Anthony Wood states, ' that when he was 
a young man, he lived very high in London, with his friend Richard Dormer, esq., of 
Rousham in Oxfordshire (whose wife was Anne, one of the daughters of Charles Cotterell, 
master of the ceremonies), and they endeavoured who should outvie each other in gallantry 
and in splendid coaches.' He married Lady [Jane] Savage, daughter of John, Earl Rivers, 
and relict of George Lord Chandos, but by her ladyship (who married after his decease 
George Pitt, esq., of Strathsfieldsaye) had no issue. He died in 1656, and was succeeded 
by his brother, 

"V. Sir Charles Sidley, born in 1639, distinguished for his wit and gallantry. As a 
critic, too, he was so much admired that he became a kind of oracle among the poets, 
and no performance was approved or condemned until Sir Charles Sedley had given judgment. 
King Charles used to say, that nature had given him a patent to be Apollo's viceroy. After 
a long course of profligacy and extravagance, Sir Charles began to apply himself to politics^ 
and sat in several parliaments for the borough of Romney. He took an active part in 
promoting the Revolution, which at first excited astonishment, as he had received many 
favours from James II. ; but these had been cancelled by an intrigue which the monarch 
carried on with his daughter, afterwards created Countess of Dorchester. This elevation 
hy no means gratified Sir Charles, and on being asked why he appeared so warm for the 
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Earl Rivers married, 2ndly^ Mary, daughter of Thomas Ogle, Esq., by whom 
he had issue, 

I. Peter. 
His Lordship, dying, as we have seen, in 1654,^ was succeeded by his eldest son, 

Thomas, 3rd Earl Rivers. " The Restoration " (we again take the liberty 
of quoting from Mr. Beamont's account of the Savage family in his Halion 
Castle)^ "though it had brought back the King, and restored to the Savages 
their possessions, did not immediately bring them into this neighbourhood. 
Their castle at Halton was a ruin, Rock Savage was almost in the same state, 
and their castle at Frodsham had perished by fire. Thomas, Viscount Savage, 
who, on the death of his father, the late Earl, had succeeded as third Earl 
Rivers, having no longer a Cheshire home, removed his residence to London. 
Halton, however, being once more his own, he appointed his constable to take 
charge of the prison, his steward to administer his affairs, and his bailiff to execute 
processes at the castle as before. His family had suffered much for their con- 
stancy in the King s cause, but the new Earl, who was no bigot, showed that 
when there was good reason he was open to conviction, and had courage to 
change his opinions. In 1680, when the Duke of York's devoted adherence to 
Popery gave rise to a cry through the country to exclude him from the throne, and 
a struggle between the court and the popular party began, and ran so high that 
liberty seemed to be in danger, Earl Rivers cast in his lot with the popular 
party, and in 1682, when the Duke of Monmouth made a progress through 
Cheshire to aid the cause of the exclusion ists. Earl Rivers, and his eldest son, 
Lord Colchester, though they were not implicated in any of the rival plots which 
were the spawn of those unquiet times, joined the duke and received him as a 
guest at Rock Savage, which had now been repaired and restored. For taking 
part in this proceeding Lord Colchester was prosecuted by the grand jury at 
Chester Assizes, on the 17th September, 1683, and ordered to find sureties of the 

Revolution, he is stated to have replied, ' from a principle of gratitude ; for since his majesty 
has made my daughter a countess, it is fit I should do all I can to make his daughter a 
queen.* He married Catherine, third daughter of John, Earl Rivers, and had by her an only 
daughter, 

Cathbrinb, mistress to James IL, by whom she was created Countess op Dorchester for 

life. After the dissolution of her connection with the King, she married Sir David

Sir Charles married, secondly (whilst his first wife was living), Catherine Ayscough, of Yorkshire, 
by whom he had a son, Sir Charles Sidley, Knt., who d.v.p^ leaving by Frances, his wife, third 
daughter of Sir Richard Newdigate, a son Charles, created a Baronet in 1702. Sir Charles 
Sidley died 20 August, 1701, when the title became extinct.'' 
I ''This John, Earl Rivers, sold Long Melford, in Suffolk." 
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peace. In June, 1684, when, at the instance of the Duke of York, an order 
was given by the Secretary of State to the Lord Lieutenants to seize all guns 
and muskets that might be found in the possession of persons not qualified by 
law to hold them, we may be sure that the order was rigidly carried out at Halton 
and Rock Savage, where the Duke of York was known not to be in favour. 
But this inquisition discouraged neither Earl Rivers nor Lord Colchester. • . . 
About the year 1693, Earl Rivers sustained a severe loss in the death of his 
eldest son, Lord Colchester. . . . The next year, Earl Rivers, whose own 
death was probably accelerated by grief for that of his son, died at the age of 67. 
He was buried in the family burial-place at Macclesfield, leaving behind him the 
character of a modest patriot, who, while he had welcomed the revolution of 
1688, had mixed but little in public affairs, remembering the early misfortunes of 
his house in the cause of Charles L"^ Thomas, 3d Earl Rivers, by his wife 
Elizabeth, daughter of Emanuel, Lord Scrope, of Bolton, Earl of Sunderland, 
had issue, 

L Thomas, Viscount Colchester, heir apparent to the Earldom of 
Rivers and the Rock Savage estates. This young nobleman 
gave great promise of an eminent and useful career. Like the 
Earl Rivers, his father, he was a strong supporter of William ot 
Orange, and on the arrival of that Prince in Exeter, in 1688, we 
find that Lord Colchester, then a lieutenant in Lord Dovers 
troop of guards, was the first Nobleman who waited upon him 
with an offer of his service. Lord Colchester married Maria, 
daughter of Charles, 6th Earl of Derby, and by her had issue, 
I. Charlotte-Catherine, who died without issue. 
II. Richard, of whom presently as successor to his father in the Earldom. 
I. Elizabeth, who died without issue. 

II. Annabella, who married Lord Erasmus Norwich, of Brampton, in the 
Co. of Northampton, and died without issue. 
His Lordship married, secondly, the Lady Annabella Bertie, daughter of the 
Right Hon. Robert, Earl of Lindsey, Baron Willoughby of D'Eresby, Lord 
Great Chamberlain of England, but by her had no issue. Lord Rivers, 
dying, as we have seen, in 1694, was succeeded by his second and only 
surviving son, 

Richard, 4th Earl Rivers. " Upon the death of Thomas, Earl Rivers, in 
1694," writes Mr. Beamont, "his eldest son. Lord Colchester, having died 
before him without male issue, the Rivers title and estates, including the family

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interest in the ancient castle of Halton, devolved upon Richard, Viscount 
Savage, his second and now only surviving son, who thereupon became Earl 
Rivers. Although the castle now no longer possessed its old importance, or 
was a fit place of residence for the family, the Savages had still their old 
home. Rock Savage, in the same neighbourhood, which they had now restored 
and made once more habitable, as formerly. . . . Richard, Earl Rivers, 
the new owner of Halton, following the example of his late brother, took an 
active part in public affairs, in the conduct of which, and in the military 
profession which he had adopted, he showed equal ability and skill. . . . 
On the 3d December, 1705, when the Duke of Argyle — 

'Argyle, the state's whole thunder born to wield, 
And shake alike the senate and the field' — 

was raised to the rank of an English peer by the title of Earl of Sundridge, 
the office of introducing him by his new title to the House of Lords was 
assigned to Earl Rivers. ... In the year 1707, when the nation deter- 
mined to support the claims of the House of Austria to the Crown of Spain, 
in opposition to the House of Bourbon, and an army of 13,500 men was 
despatched to Spain, the Queen appointed Earl Rivers to command it. The 
Earl sailed with the forces, and safely disembarked them at Alicant about 
8th February, but there being some conflict between his commission and that 
of Lord Galway as to which of them was to command in chief, the two 
generals came to a timely agreement, and in order to prevent detriment to 
the service, Earl Rivers generously yielded up the chief command to Lord 
Galway, and soon afterwards returned to England. By this timely concession 
Earl Rivers escaped the discredit of being present in the disastrous battle 
and defeat which the allies sustained afterwards at Almanza. ... In 1709, 
Earl Rivers, who stood high in the royal favour, was sworn of the Privy 
Council, and in the following year the Queen sent him as her minister and 
plenipotentiary to Hanover, with instructions to satisfy that court that the 
Protestant succession was of all things the object which the Court of England 
had most at heart — a task which, in the face of the hundred addresses pre- 
sented against it, all of which had been most graciously received, was one of 
considerable difficulty, requiring great adroitness and skill. On ist January, 
1 712, Earl Rivers was appointed Master-General of the Ordnance, an ofHce 
for which he was eminently qualified, and he brought to its discharge the 
large amount of skill and experience which he had acquired by his long 
service. . . . Richard, Earl Rivers, was the father, and Anne, Countess of 
Macclesfield, was the mother of Savage the poet. Savage was born loth 
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January, 1698, and soon afterwards the Countess, by Act of Parliament, was 
divorced from her husband, the Earl of Macclesfield, and married to Colonel 
Brett Earl Rivers, who was anxious to make the best reparation in his 
power by acknowledging his base son as his own, became his sponsor at the 
font, and called him Richard Savage, after himself. A few years afterwards, 
while the son was still young, the Earl, lying on his death-bed, and being 
minded so far as he could to make him further reparation for the injustice 
of his birth, sent anxiously to the Countess of Macclesfield to find him, and 
when he was falsely assured by her that he was dead, he left to another 
person the legacy of ;^6,ooo which he intended for him, and thus the mother 
robbed the child of what might have made him independent . . . In 17 14 
(or, according to Dr. Johnson's account, in 1712) the Earl's busy career drew to 
a close, and on the 14th December in that year he breathed his last" — Beamant. 
By his wife, Penelope, daughter of Roger Downes, of Wardley, in the County 
of Lancaster, Esquire, his Lordship had issue an only daughter, 

L Elizabeth, of whom presently. 
[By Anne, Countess of Macclesfield, his Lordship had issue, as we have seen, 
Richard Savage, the Poet. The life of this remarkable and unfortunate man of 
genius is well known from Dr. Johnson's masterly biographical sketch, 
the best of the celebrated Lives of the Poets. Johnson (who derived 
his information chiefly, no doubt, from Savage himself) lays con- 
siderable stress on the earnest efforts of Earl Rivers to make some 
provision for his son, which were baffled by the inhuman Countess 
of Macclesfield. Richard Savage, we know, came very near being 
appointed Poet Laureate. In 1743 he was confined for debt in the 
Newgate at Bristol, where he was treated by Mr. Dagg, the Keeper 
of the prison, with great humanity, being supported by him at his 
own table without any certainty of recompense. " His friends made 
several attempts to effect his release, but after six months' incarceration, 
he was seized with a sickness which proved mortal, and he died July 
31st'' He was buried at the expense of the Keeper in St Peter's 
Churchyard, Bristol, adjoining the gaol, August 2, 1743, near the 
south stair. A small marble tablet was erected by an admirer 
of his genius some years ago on the south side of St Peter's 
Church, close to his supposed grave. In family histories the pour- 
trayal of appearance and character are always interesting. Let us 
quote here Dr. Johnson's description of Richard Savage. *' He was of 
middle stature, of a thin habit of body, a long visage, coarse features, 
I 
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and melancholy aspect; of a grave and manly deportment, a solemn 
dignity of mien, but which, upon a nearer acquaintance, softened into 
an engaging easiness of manners. His walk was slow, and his voice 
tremulous and mournful. He was easily excited to smiles, but very 
seldom provoked to laughter. His mind was in an uncommon degree 
vigorous and active. His judgment was accurate, his apprehension 
quick, and his memory so tenacious that he was frequently observed 
to know what he had learned from others in a short time better than 
those by whom he was informed; and could frequently recollect 
incidents, with all their combination of circumstances, which few would 
have regarded at the present time, but which the quickness of his 
apprehension impressed upon him. . . . He had the art of escaping 
from his own reflections, and accommodating himself to every new 
scene. ... His judgment was eminently exact, both with regard 
to writings and to men. The knowledge of life was indeed his chief 
attainment; and it is not without some satisfaction that I can produce 
the suffrage of Savage in favour of human nature, of which he never 
appeared to entertain such odious ideas as some, who perhaps had 
neither his judgment nor experience, have published either in ostentation 
of their sagacity, vindication of their crimes, or qualification of their 
malice. His method of life particularly qualified him for conversation, 
of which he knew how to practise all the graces. He was never 
vehement or loud, but at once modest and easy, open and respectful ; 
his language was vivacious and elegant, and equally happy upon grave 
and humorous subjects. . . . His temper was, in consequence of 
the dominion of his passions, uncertain and capricious ; he was easily 
engaged and easily disgusted; but he is accused of retaining his 
hatred more tenaciously than his benevolence. He was compassionate 
both by nature and principle, and always ready to perform offices of 
humanity; but when he was provoked (and very small offences were 
sufficient to provoke him), he would prosecute his revenge with the 
utmost acrimony till his passion had subsided ... A kinder 
name than that of vanity ought to be given to the delicacy with which 
he was always careful to separate his own merit from every other 
man's, and to reject that praise to which he had no claim. He did 
not forget, in mentioning his performances, to mark every line that 
had been suggested or amended : and was so accurate as to relate that 
he owed three words in 'The Wanderer' to the advice of his friends. 
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. . . When he loved any man, he suppressed all his faults; and 
when he had been offended by him, concealed all his virtues: but 
his characters were generally true, so far as he proceeded ; though 
it cannot be denied that his partiality might have sometimes the 
effect of falsehood. In cases indifferent, he was zealous for virtue, 
truth, and justice : he knew very well the necessity of goodness to 
the present and future happiness of mankind; nor is there perhaps 
any writer who has less endeavoured to please by flattering the 
appetites or perverting the judgment."* 
His Lordship left also, by Mrs. Colydon, an illegitimate daughter, 

Bessy, who, Sir B. Burke tells us, " had a fortune of ;^6o,ooo, and married 
Frederick, Earl of Rochford."*] 
His Lordship was succeeded by his cousin, 

John Savage, a Catholic priest, who never assumed the family honours. 
"John Savage," says Mr. Beamont, "to whom the title had descended on 
the death of his cousin the late Earl, acting under a deep sense of 
the obligation of his sacred calling, for which we must honour him, or 
leaning secretly to the fortunes of his fallen master James H., declined to 
take the title that belonged to him, preferring to remain in a private station, 
and when he died without issue in 1728, the title of Earl Rivers became 
extinct. In the meantime, Halton Castle. Rock Savage, and the rest of 
the large estates of the family, passed to, and were enjoyed by. Earl Richard's 
daughter and only child,

' Family of the Earls of Rochford — 

" William Henry Nassau de Zuleistcin, the founder of the English honours of this family, 
was son of Frederick, a natural son of Henry, Prince of Orange, grandfather of King William, 
and consequently he himself first cousin of his said Majesty. [He was the ist Earl of 
Rochford.] . . . 

''Frederick, third Earl of Rochford, who led a retired life, and died at his house in 
Great Queen Street, Lincoln's-Inn-Fields, June 18, 1738. He married Bessey, daughter of 
Richard Savage, Earl Rivers, and had issue two sons ; first, William Henry, his successor ; 
and secondly, Richard-Savage-Nassau, who married Elixaheth, daughter and heir of Edward 
Spencer, of Rendlesham, in Suffolk, Esq. (widow of James, Duke of Hamilton); and by her 
had issue a daughter, Lucy, who died unmarried, and two sons, viz., William-Henry, hereafter 
mentioned, and George. 

*' William-HBNRV, fourth Earl of Rochford, was employed in several embassies to the 
Courts of Turin, Paris, and Madrid, was for some time principal Secretary of State for the 
Northern and afterwards the Southern department, and was also a Knight of the Garter. 
He married Lucy, daughter of Edward Young of Dunford, in Wiltshire, Esq., but died without 
issue, 1 78 1, and was succeeded by his nephew, 

"William Henry, fifth Earl of Rochford, son of his brother Richard [Savage] Nassau, 
who was then deceased." — Banks : vol. iv.. Appendix. 
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•'Elizabeth, Countess of Barrymore, wife of James, fourth Earl of 
that name. While Lord and Lady Barrymore inhabited Rock Savage," 
continues Mr. Beamont, ''that fine old house saw some of its palmiest days. 
They repaired and enlarged the house, added to it large stables and out- 
houses, and kept up the family honour with its accustomed hospitality, and 
more than its usual splendour. The Countess, however, did not long survive 
her acquisition of the estate, for, though she outlived John Savage, she died 
before the Earl, her husband, leaving to succeed her an only child, 

" The Hon. Penelope Barry, who, about the year 1 730, married the Hon. 
James Cholmondeley, second son of George, second Earl of Cholmondeley, then a 
major in the army. In 1731 her husband became a lieutenant-colonel. Having 
seen much service in the interval, he served in the campaign in Flanders in 
1744, and the next year he served and distinguished himself at the battle of 
Fontenoy. Upon the news of the Pretenders victory at Prestonpans, Colonel 
Cholmondeley, now a brigadier, was despatched in command of two regiments 
to Scotland, where he greatly signalised himself at the battle of Falkirk, when 
he and General Huske are said to have saved the fortunes of the day."^ . . . 
"General Cholmondeley died at Rock Savage on the 13th October, 1775, 
and his wife, the owner of Rock Savage, survived until 1 786, and then died at 
the same place, leaving her great estates to her husband's nephew, George James, 
Earl, and afterwards Marquis, of Cholmondeley. After her death. Rock Savage, 
being deserted, fell to ruin, and so rapid was its decay that a gentleman who 
was bom in the house lived to follow a pack of hounds through its ruins in 
pursuit of a fox. . . . The Castle of Halton necessarily suffered somewhat 
from the desertion of Rock Savage and the withdrawal of its noble proprietors 
from the neighbourhood; but though over its walls the ivy now waves instead 
of the banners of Fitz Nigel, Lacy, or Plantagenet, the old ruined fortress has 
associations which Rock Savage has not, and its story may be fitly concluded 
in the reflections of an American traveller: — *To see every day the walls on 
which our forefathers, ages ago, patrolled in armour, or from which they aimed 
the crossbow, to walk and study and repose habitually under their shadow, to 
have always, in sport and in toil, in sorrow and in joy, such monuments of 
time and history about one ; how ought it not to refine and mature the

The arms of the Savages of Scarcliffe, Stainesby, and Rock Savage

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The supporters of the Savage shield are. Dexter, a falcon billed, or; 
Sinister, an unicorn argent These supporters are interesting, for, according to 
Sir Bernard Burke, Ulster King-of-Arms, the Savages of Cheshire are one of 
the few distinguished houses that, as commoners, are by prescriptive right 
entitled to use supporters to their coat of arms. ^ 

The Motto of the Cheshire Savages is, A te pro te. 

Monuments of the Savages of Rock Savage in the Savage Chapel 

AT Macclesfield. 

Ormerod* tells us that Thomas Savage, Archbishop of York, who was a native 
of Macclesfield, and who died in the year 1508, either founded or projected the 
foundation of a College of secular priests or canons; as we cannot find any 
reference to the charter of foundation, or any other records connected with 
the College, it is probable that his intentions were never fulfilled. Smith, 
writing in 1585, speaks of the College as built, and adjoining the church on 
the south side, but adds that the steeple thereof was not fully finished. The 
Chapel, which remains, is connected with the parochial chapel to which it 
forms a south aisle, and has been the burial-place of the Savage family. The 
Chapel formerly communicated with the Church by a door which, when Ormerod 
wrote, had been built up. The entrance is on the west side under a turret of 
three stories. "Over the door is a projecting window, in the lower part of 
which are carved the arms of England, placed between those of the See of York, 
impaling argent a pale lozenge sa^le (Savage ancient) on the left hand, and 
the coat of Savage quartered with those of Archbishop Savage's successive 
Sees [Rochester, London, and York] on the right. The entrance is enriched 
with various other shields and gothic ornaments. On the outside of the 
Chapel is an ancient monument much more worn, in which that prelate's 
heart is said to be deposited. Archbishop Savage's chapel is now [18 10] the 
property of the Earl of Cholmondeley."' 

The most remarkable monuments in it are those of Sir John Savage 
(father of the Archbishop), who died in 1495; Sir John Savage, who married 
the Earl of Worcester's daughter, and died in 1528; Sir John Savage, K.G,, 
who built the manor of Rock Savage, was seven times Sheriff of Cheshire, 
three times Mayor of Chester, and died in 1597; and Thomas Savage, Earl 
Rivers, who died in 1694; the latter has the effigies of the Earl in white

monuments at Macclesfield, as described by Lysons, Ormerod, and others ; — 

MONUMENT OF SIR JOHN SAVAGE, WHO DIED IN 1435. 

"Under an open arch on the south side of the Chancel in Macclesfield 
Church [St Michael's] is the monument of Sir John Savage, Knt., and 
Katherine, his wife, daughter of Thos. Lord Stanley, and Sister of Thos. ist 
Earl of Derby. It is an altar-tomb, with the effigies of a Kt. and his lady.

He is represented bare-headed, in plate armour, with scalloped elbow-pieces, 
gorget, and shirt of mail, and collar of roses ; under his head are his helmet 
and lambrequin without the crest, and a dog at his feet. The lady has the 
reticulated head-dress and veil of King Edd- IV't>- reign; the former has 'Ihs' 
in text-hand within each mesh. On the altar-tomb are shields, supported by 
Knights and Ladies, on which are the arms of Archbishop Savage, and the 
families of Savage, Stanley, Vernon, Latham, &c"' 

MONUMENT OF SIX JOHN SA FACE, WHO DIED IN IStS. 

On the south side of the Savage Chapel at Macclesfield is an altar-tomb 
with the effigies of a Knight and his Lady. He appears in plate armour with

Ormerod tells us of this Sir John and his wife — "Sir John Savage of 
Clifton, Knight, stiled the younger, 12 Henr. 8th, son and heir of Sir John, 
married Eliz^h. daur. and heir of Charts. Somerset, Earl of Worcester," &c.

MONUMENT OF SIR JOHN SA VAGE, WHO DIED IN 1$16. 

"In the Savage Chapel," writes Hanshall, "on the south side of Maccles- 
field Church, under two arches in the north wall, are altar-tombs, with the 
effigies of two Knights in alabaster; one of them is represented in plate- 
armour, bare-headed, with his helmet and crest, a unicorn's head, for a pillow, 
and a lion at his feet. The arches are enriched with crockets, &c. In the 
pediments are shields with the ancient arms of Savage, an, pale fusill6e sa., 
and the crest a unicorn's head erased.' On the lower part of the tomb are 
blank shields held by angels." 

This is supposed to be the monument of the Sir John Savage who died 
in 1 61 5. It is again described, with a slight variation in the details, by 
Ormerod : — 

"On the north side of Archbishop Savage's Chapel are two altar-tombs, 
placed under obtuse gothic arches opening into the church as well as the chapeL 
On the first is the recumbent alabaster figure of a warrior in plate armour, his 
head resting on his helmet and his feet on a dog, a chain suspended round his 
neck, the countenance ver>' aged. In the centre niche of the tomb below is a 
coat much defaced impaling Savage ancient"'

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MONUMENT OF SAVAGE, 

''On the second is another recumbent alabaster figure of a warrior 
in plate armour; the face has a much more youthful expression than the 
last His collar is composed of S.S., and the hilts of his sword and 
dagger richly studded. His head rests on a helmet with the family crest, and 
his feet on a lion. In niches at the side of the altar-tomb below are figures 
of angels supporting blank shields. Over the arches are mouldings ornamented 
with crockets and finials, and the arms of Savage between two unicorns' 
heads." — Ormerod. 

MONUMENT OF THOMAS SA FACE, Srd EARL E/VEES. 

At the east end of the Chapel, where the altar formerly stood, is a splendid 
monument of Thomas Savage, 3rd Earl Rivers, "who died in 1694. This 
monument has the effigy of the Earl by Staunton, with this inscription : — 'Here 
lyeth the body of the Right Hon'©- Thomas, Earl Rivers, Viscount Colchester, 
and Savage of Rock Savage, Baron Darcy, of Chich, who died the 14th day 
of Septr.f 1694, at his house in G*- Queen's Street, within the Parish of St. 
Giles in the fields, in the County of Middlesex, and was interred the 14th day 
of October following, in the 67th year of his age. He married two wives, the 
I St was the Lady Elizth. Scrope, one of the three co-heirs of Emanuel the Right 
Hon. the Earl of Sunderland, Baron Scrope of Bolton and Lord President of the 
King's Council in the north, by whom he had issue, the Right Honl- Thos. 
Viscount Colchester deceased, who married the Lady Charlotte Stanley, the eldest 
daur. of the Right Hon^- the Earl of Derby, Baron Stanley, Lord of Man and 
the isles, but left no issue male, and the now Right Honl- Richard Earl of Rivers, 
Viscount Colchester and Savage of Rock Savage, Baron Darcy of Chich, Lieut, 
of the County Palatine of Chester, as also custos rotulorum of the same County 
Palatine, Lieut -General of Horse under his Most excellent Matie. and Capt of 
the 3d troop of Guards, and the Lady Elizth. and Annabella Savage yet 
living, with several other children who died young. His 2nd wife was the Lady 
Annabella Bertie, dau^. of the now Right Honl* Robert Earl of Lindsey, 
Baron Willoughby of D'Eresby, Lord Gt. Chamberlain of England, L^- Lieut, 
of the County of Lincoln and custos rotulorum of the parts of Holland, Kesteven, 
and Lindsey, in the said county, and one of the Lords of his Majesty's most Hon. 
Privy Council. She survived him, and is now living and never had any issue,""* 

"On the opposite side is a large mural monument occupying the recess 
of the altar. Above a large altar-tomb is a recumbent figure in a flowing robe 
and large wig, under a canopy supported by four marble Corinthian pillars, over

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which are the arms and crest of Savage, with the supporters, a falcon billed or, 
and a unicorn argent. Over the pillars are also the Earl's arms impaled with 
those of his wives. Over the figure is inscribed — 

'Here lyeth the body of the 

right honble Thomas, Earle Rivers, 

viscount Colchester, and Savage of Rock Savage, 

baron Darcy, of Chich, who died 

the 14th Day of September, 1694.

MONUMENT OF ROGER LEGff AND HIS WIFE. 

''On the east wall near the Earl Rivers' monument is a brass plate with 
the effigies of Roger Legh, who died in 1506, and his 6 sons, above which is 
the figure of a mitred ecclesiastic kneeling at an altar under which is the 
following inscription : — ' This pardon for saying V. pater nostr. V. aves and a 
creed is XXVI thousand years and XXVI days pardon.' Beneath the monu- 
ment is this inscription : — ' Orate pro animam Rogeri Legh et Elizh. uxoris suae 
qui quidem Rogeris obiit III. die novembris 1506. Elizli- vero obiit V die 
Octobris A.D. 1489 quon' On a label issuing out of the man's mouth was, 
'In die judicii libera nos, Domine,' and from the woman's, 'A damp, liba nos, 
Dom."** 

MONUMENTS OF MEMBERS OF THE SAVAGE FAMILY UNKNOWN. 

"In the centre of the south side of the Chapel," says Ormerod, "is an 
arch with an altar-tomb, closely resembling those on the north side, from 
which the figure has been removed, and a smaller arch nearer the entrance 
also without a figure." 

MONUMENT OF SIR JOHN SAVAGE, WHO DIED IN 16$7. 

"At the west end of the Chapel is a large mural monument consisting 
of an altar-tomb on which are the figures of an armed knight and his lady, 
and of a female sitting at their feet ; over them is a circular arch, in front of 
which are two pillars terminating in pyramids. The arch is surmounted with 
two figures and the arms and supporters of Savage." 

" This Sir John Savage, whose monument is above described, was son and 
heir of Sir John Savage and the Lady Elizabeth Savage, daughter of Charles 
Somerset, Earl of Worcester, and married Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas

"Within the arch," writes Ormerod, "there are three tablets, the first of 

which is inscribed —

SECTION III. — THE EARLIER KENT BRANCH — SAVAGE OF BOBBING COURT. 

The Kent branch of the Savages of Scarcliffe and Stainesby became 
eminent at a very early period. 

In Hasted's History of Kent the earliest mention of this branch of the 
family is in connection with Bobbing Manor, near Milton, in that County, 
which Manor, according to Leland, belonged to the Molynes before it came to 
the Savages. " The paramount manor of Milton," says Hasted, " claims over 
this parish, subordinate to which is the manor of Bobbing, the mansion of 
which, called Bobbing Court, was the ancient residence of the family of Savage, 
or Le Sauvage, as they were called in French, who were of eminent account, 
and possessed good estates in this part of Kent." And again Philipott writes — 
"Bobbing, in the Hundred of Milton, was the ancient seat of the illustrious 
Family of Savage."* 

Sir Roger Savage, son of John Savage of Stainesby, was, according to 
the Pedigree of the Earls Rivers, quoted above, the founder of the Bobbing 
Court family. Sir Ralph Le Savage Hasted states to be '^the first owner 
of the manor whom he has met with." Sir Ralph Savage was a Crusader, 
and was present with King Richard I. at the Siege of Askalon in Palestine.* 

Edward I. summoned, by his writs dated 8 February, in the ist year of 
his reign (1272), at Dover, several of the gentry and their wives in the 
several counties of Bucks, Bedford, Essex, Sussex, Hertford, and Kent, to be 
present at his and his Queen's coronation at Westminster, on the Sunday next 
after the feast of St Valentine the Martyr; and amongst those of Kent 
appear Roger Le Sauvage and his wife, and Randolphus Le Sauvage (a later

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Ralph) and his wife. This later Ralph is mentioned again in 1 2 75 as Assessor, 
in Co. Kent, ''of the fifteenth granted by the Prelates, Earls, Barons, and 
others in the Kingdom."^ 

In the 23d year of Edward I. (1283), John Le Sauvage obtained a grant 
of free-warren for his lands in Melstid and other places, in the County of Kent; 
and in the same year John Le Savage was Commissioner of Array in the Co. 
of Kent. 

In 1297 (temp. Edward L), Roger Le Savage, of the same Kent family, 
was summoned to perform military service in person in Flanders, — the muster 
to be at Sandwich on the 24th November of that year.^ 

In 1298, the above-named John Lb Savage, stated by Hasted to have 
been grandson of the first Ralph, was locum tenens for the Captain of the Cinque 
Ports, and in the same year he was summoned from Kent " to perform military 
service in person against the Scots," — the muster to be at York on the 25th 
May.* "Yelsted, formerly called Gelleshed," writes Hasted, "is a manor of 
this parish (Stockbury), which was formerly part of the possessions of the noted 
family of Savage, who held it of the family of Auberville, as the eighth part of 
one Knight's fee. John de Savage, grandson of Ralph de Savage, . . . 
obtained a charter of free- warren for his lands here in the 23d year of Edward 
I.'* "The manor of Owne," says Ireland, in his History of Kent^ "generally 
styled in ancient records ' the manor of the court of Owne,' is situated on the 
edge of the marshes of Kimsley Downe, at a small distance eastward from the 
manor of Grovehurst This manor, in the reign of Edward I., was in the 
possession of the family of the Savages, one of whom, John Le Savage, in 
the 23d year of that Prince, had a grant of free warren and other liberties in 
his manor of One, near Middleton." " The manor of Warden," again, as Hasted 
tells us, "in the reign of Edward I. was in the possession of the family of 
Savage of Bobbing {Rot. Cart, ejus an. No. 6). Brothers Ralf Pritelwelle and 
John de Tanet, then Treasurers of Christ Church, Canterbury, by their indenture, 
dated anno 1292, 21 Ed. I., demised to farm to John Sauvage, the marsh of 
Warindone in Shepye, and its appurts., with the feeding of 100 sheep and one 
ram thereon, to hold for eight years at the rent of 45s. per annum for the three 
first years, and 50s. for the subsequent five years. The seal appendant has 
on it this coat of arms, viz., on a cross 4 eagles; over it an escutcheon — on a chief 
3 lions rampant. The l^end — S. Johannis Savvage. Appgr. Surrenden library 
(voL 2, p. 667).*'

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In 1299, we are told by Hasted, Ralph de Savage's (i>. the first 
Ralph's) descendants, Sir John de Savage, Sir Thomas de Savage, of Bobbing, 
and Sir Roger de Savage, were with King Edward I., with many other 
gentlemen of this county, at the siege of Carlaverock in Scotland, and were 
all honoured there by that Prince with the Degree of Knighthood. 

Sir Roger Le Sauvage, Knt., according to Hasted, possessed the manor 
of Bobbing Court in the next reign, that of Edward H., and in the 5th year of it 
obtained to him and his heirs free-warren and other liberties for his lands in 
Bobbynges, Middleton, Borden, Newenton, and Stokebury {Rot. Cart, ejus an. 
N. 47). Roger de Savage in 5 Edward H. (13 11- 12) had a grant of liberties for 
his demesne lands at Yelsted. During his lifetime, in 15th and i6th Edward H. 
(132 1-2, 1322-3), Sir Ralph Savage was Sheriff of Kent, and in the 8th, 
nth, 1 2th, and 13th years of the same reign, the same Sir Ralph was Knight 
of the Shire for that County, as was also a John Savage in the 12th of the 
same reign (1318-19). "King Edward HI. in his 12th year (1338-9) directed 
his writs to the Bishop of Rochester, Roger de Northwode, the Prior of Rochester, 
the Abbot of Boxley, Thomas de Cobbam, Stephen de Cobbam, Philip de 
Pympe, Stephen de Ashburie, Humphrey de Northwode, and Ralph de Savage, 
reciting that the Island of Shepey would soon be invaded by the enemy's fleets, 
and, being desirous to prevent the same, he commanded them to send and 
have ready their men-at-arms and archers, according to the quantity of land 
and tenements which each of them possessed in the Island/' ''Rushindon, 
formerly called Rossingdone, in the island of Shepey, is a manor which 
in the reign of Henry II. seems to have been in the possession of that 
Prince, who gave it to the Church of the Holy Trinity, now Christ Church, 
Canterbury, ;^i5 rents in Rissendon, and other places in this neighbourhood, 
after which it came into the possession of the family of Savage." . . . " In a 
book for collecting the aid for making the Black Prince a Knight, in the 20th 
year of K. Edw. III., the estate of St Helens, a reputed manor in Banning, is 
thus entered, viz., Certain lands and tenements, called Seynt-helyns — Of Lora 
Savage, and her parceners, with the Prioress of St Helens, for half a knight's 
fee, which William Payserer, Thomas de Hardres, and the said Prioress held 
in East Barmelyng of the Earl of Gloucester. In Mr. Petyt Foedary of Kent's 
Book it is thus noted : — Formerly divided into three parts, of which one part 
lately belonged to the said Prioress, another part was escheated, and then 
(temp. Hen. VIII.) those two parts were in the hands of Thomas Reve, and 
the third part belonged as was said to the Rectory of Banning." * . . . "At the

making the Black Prince a Knight," Hasted states elsewhere, " the heirs of John 
Savage then paid respective aid for this manor [of Milstid] as one Knight's 
fee.'' Sir Roger Savage married Clarice, daughter of the Lord Delaware, and by 
her had issue a son and successor. 

Sir Arnold Savage, Knt., of Bobbing Manor, who married Margerie, 
daughter of Lord Poynings. This Sir Arnold Savage was Lieutenant of Dover 
Castle (temp. Richard IL). As Sheriff of Kent in the time of Richard IL, 
he is described by Hasted : — " Arnold Savage, of Bobbing-Court, near Sitting- 
bourne, where he had a castellated house, was a Sheriff in the 5 th year, and was 
a man of great note in his time. His arms were argent, 6 lioncels sable, as they 
now stand on the roof of Canterbury Cloysters, and in several churches in this 
county."* . . . "In the 28th year of K. Edward IH. Thomas, son of James 
Tracy, died seised of the manor of Trades, with its appurts. in Newington, by 
the service of finding, together with the manor of Lucy, one man and one horse, 
with a sack and a pack, viz., each by the moiety of the said service, for the 
carrying of the King's kitchen utensils as far as Wales, for his war there, 
whensoever and as often as it should happen. Soon after which this family 
became extinct here, and the manor came into the possession of the family of 
Savage, for it appears by the escheat rolls that Sir Arnold Savage, of Bobbing, 
in this County, Knt, died seised of it in the 49th year of King Edward IIL, 
holding it by the like service. **' The manor of Bapchild Court, Ireland states, 
was anciently part of the possessions of the family of the Savages seated at 
Bobbing Court, one of whom, Arnold (whom he erroneously calls the son of 
Sir Thomas Savage), died possessed of it in the 49th Edward IIL' By his 
wife, the above-named Margerie, daughter of Lord Poynings, Sir Arnold Savage 
had issue a son and successor. 

Sir Arnold Savage, of Bobbing Court, Knt, LL.D., P.C. This Sir 
Arnold Savage was one of the most distinguished Englishmen of his day, — "a 
man," as Hasted says, "of eminent repute." In the 25th year of Edward IIL 
(135 1-2), according to Hasted, he was a Knight of the Shire for the County of

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Kent, and in the 29th of the same reign (1355-6) he was constituted one of the 
Conservators of the Peace for that County. In the 47th Ed. III. (1373-4), 
we read that Arnold Savage, a Doctor-of-Laws, was one of the negotiators 
between France and England at Bruges. In the 5th and 9th years of 
Richard II.'s reign he was Sheriff of the County of Kent. In the latter year 
*'he, among others of good rank, attended John of Gaunt, King of Castile, 
in his voyage to Spain. In the 13th year of Richard II. he served in Parlia- 
ment as Knight-of-the-Shire for Kent In the i6th year of Richard 11. he 
was made Constable of Queenborough Castle, being the third in succession 
since the first appointment to that ofHce. In the next reign, that of Henry 
IV., he was chosen Speaker of the House of Commons twice, — ^viz., in the 
Parliaments of the 2nd and 5th years of it, and was likewise one of Henry 
IV.'s Privy Councillors." (Philipott, p. 81; CotL Records, pp. 404, 425.) He is 
the Sir Arnold Savage celebrated by Walter Savage Landor in the Imaginary 
Conversations}- and after whom Landor named his own eldest son. His 
conduct as Speaker in 1401 is thus eulogised in the Chronica Monasterii 
S. Albani: — "Post Epiphaniam convenit uni versa regni nobilitas ad Parlia- 
mentum celebrandum, in quo quidem Parliamento Dominus Ernaldus Savage 
constitutus est militum Parliamentalium Prolocutor ; qui tam diserte, tarn 
eloquenter, tam gratiose, declaravit communitatis negotia, prscipue ne de 
caetero taxis gravarentur, aut talliagiis, quod laudem ab universis promeruit ea 

die."* Sir Arnold married Joane, daughter of Eckingham, by whom he 

had issue, a son, Arnold, and a daughter, Eleanor. He died Nov. 29, 1410, 
and was buried in the South Chancel of the Church of Bobbing, where his 
wife also was interred. He was succeeded by his only son. 

Sir Arnold Savage, of Bobbing Court, Knt. In the retinue of Henry V. 
at the Battle of Agincourt (a.d. 1415) we find Sir Arnold Savage, Knt; 
and the name. Sir Harris Nicholas tells us, occurs both in the Sloane MS. 
6400, and in the Norman Rolls. Also at the Battle of Agincourt was present, 
in the retinue of Sir Raulf Shyrley, Monr. John Savage, Chlr. ; and the name 
of Sir John Savage, Knt, is amongst the " Names of Persons entitled to the 
Ransoms of the French Prisoners, between the 3rd Henry V., 141 5, and the 
8th Henry VI., 1430"— 

"Ao. 7 Hen. V., 1419-20.

^Chronica MonasUrii 5. Albani. Anndles Henrici Quartif Regum Anglia^ p. 335. (Master 
of the Rolls Series.) In the same year the Chronica mention a ''Johannis Savage, Prior of 
Wymandham.** 
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"Sir John Savage, Knt. (*one of those either mentioned in the Roll of 
Arms or known from other evidence to have been in the battle')."* 
This Sir John Savage appears to have been Sir John of Clifton, and thus there 
seem to have been two branches of the Savage family represented on the great 
battle-field of Agincourt It was either this Sir Arnold Savage or his father 
that was one of the executors of the poet Gower. From the description, "a 
near relation of the Cobhams," it would seem that it was this one. '* It appears 
from the poet's will, preserved at Lambeth, that two at least of Gower's four 
executors w^re Kent men, and one of them Sir Arnold Savage, a near relation 
of the Cobhams."* This Arnold Savage of Bobbing Court married Katherine, 
daughter of Roger, Lord Scales,' and died without issue, March 25, 1420. 
He was buried in the north chancel of Bobbing Church, where his wife was 
buried beside him. He was succeeded at Bobbing Court by his sister and 
heiress, 

Eleanor Savage, married, ist^ to Sir Reginald Cobham, Knt, and, 2Ptdly^ to 
William Clifford, son of Sir Lewis Clifford, K.G., of Clifford's Castle, Hereford- 
shire (who was younger son of Roger, Lord Clifford). On the decease of his 
wife's brother. Sir Arnold Savage, and of his widow, who held the manor 
of Bobbing in dower at her death, in the i6th Henry VI., William Clifford 
became entitled to Bobbing Court ; and in the same year he also died. "In the 
i6th of Henry VI.," writes Hasted, "William Clifford, Esq., Sheriff of the County 
[of Kent], died seised of the manor of Sutton, leaving issue by Eleanor his 
wife, sister and sole heir of Arnold Savage, of Bobbing, in this County, Esq., 
two sons, Lewis and John, the latter of whom was ancestor to the present Rt. 
Hon. Hugh, Lord Clifford, of Chudleigh, in the Co. of Devon."* 

Arms of Savage of Bobbing Court. 

The arms of Savage of Bobbing Court were, as we have already seen, 
the same as those of the Savages of Stainesby, in Derbyshire, of Clifton (Rock

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Savage), in Cheshire, and of the Ards, in Ulster. The arms of Arnold Savage, 
who married Marjorie, daughter of Lord Poynings, are described above, in the 
passage quoted from Hasted, "argent, 6 lioncels sable, as they now stand on the 
roof of Canterbury Cloysters, and in several churches in this county/' Philipott 
(p. 8 1, Pedigree of Savage, Vista. Co. Kent, 1575) states that "the Savages 
bore for their arms. Argent, 6 lions rampant sable, 3, 2, and i." The seal of 
Sir John Savage, of Kent, has also been described above — "On a cross 4 
eagles; over it an escutcheon, on a chief 3 lions rampant. The legend, 
S. Johannis Savvage." , 

The names of Sir Johan Savage and Sire Rogero Savage are inscribed 
in the roll of arms compiled between 1308 and 1314, in the reign of Edward 
II.: — '• Les noms et les armes k Bannarez de Engleterre — Kent: Sir Johan 
Savage de Ermyne od le chef de azure iij lioncels de argent. Sir Roger 
Sauvage de Argent a vj lioncels de sable." 

Monuments, &c., or the Savages of Bobbing Court. 

Kilburne, in his Topographie or Survey of the County 0/ Kent, 1659, writes — 
** In the Church of Bobbing were interred an Esquire of the family of Clifford, 
and several Knights of the family of Savage (most of which persons were so 
interred above 200 years since)." — p. 31. 

Ireland {Hist, of Kent, 1S29) states that "in the north Chancel of Bobbing 
Church, dedicated to St Bartholomew, are several ancient gravestones of the 
families of the Savages and the Cliffords, many of which are entirely stripped 
of their brasses." * 

In the windows of St Margaret's Church, Canterbury, were formerly these 
arms, — Clifford impaling Savage.* 

In the windows of the Chapter House of Canterbury Cathedral, which 
were formerly much enriched with painted glass, were the arms of Lord Ros 
and his wife. Sir Arnold Savage, Sir Thomas Erpingham, &c.* 

We also read in Hasted that the arms of Savage were emblazoned in the 
windows of Wickhambreux Church ; and that '' in one of the windows of Milton 
Church was formerly the figure of a man kneeling, with the above coat, only the 
lions placed 3 and 3, and underneath, 'Orate paia [pro (.^)] Wi Savage Armigi/" 

Also in some of the arches of the two aisles of the Church of St Margaret- 
at-Cliffe, near Dover (written in the Survey of Domesday, ^'S. Margarita ")» 
were the arms of Savage.

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SECTION IV.— THE WORCESTERSHIRE BRANCHES— SAVAGE OF ELMLEY CASTLE. 

Direct from the Cheshire family branched the Savages of Elmley Castle, 
of whose history a good deal is to be learnt from an excellent lecture by the 
Rev. Hugh Bennett, M.A., Vicar of Elmley, and late Fellow of Worcester College, 
Oxford, entitled Passages from the History of Elmley Castle} The manner in 
which the grand old Castle of Elmley came into the hands of the Savage 
family has been already partly explained. But we will here follow Mr. Bennett. 

"Among the chief supporters of Henry VH.," writes Mr. Bennett, "was 
Sir John Savage, of Rock Savage, in Cheshire. He commanded the left wing 
of King Henry's army at the Battle of Bosworth Field. This Sir John Savage 
was killed soon afterwards at the siege of Boulogne, in France. But to his son.

another Sir John Savage, the King gave the Earl of Warwick's lands in 
Worcestershire. These lands were Elmley Castle. Bushley, Hanley, and 
Redmarley." To him succeeded his son, that Sir John Savage who, as we 
have seen, lost these lands in consequence of his implication in the unfortunate 
affair of Pawlet's homicide. After this. King Henry VIH., in i545,^a«i^^<^ the 
Elmley Castle estate to another member of the same family, a Sir Christopher 
Savage, who was Esquire of the Body of the King, "and to him they have 
descended by inheritance to the Mr. Savage of our own days [1865]."* In

— Leland'^ Rudder 
tells us that Christopher, son of Sir John Savage, of Clifton (Rock Savage), 
Cheshire, was granted by Henry VIII., about a.d. 1544, the estates of Elmley 
Castle, in Worcestershire."* "It is pretty certain that the Castle itself," says Mr. 
Bennett, " was destroyed somewhere about this time, i.e.^ in the reign of Henry 
VII. or Henry VIII.," it being part of the policy of those kings to weaken 
the nobles by demolishing their great strongholds before allowing the confiscated 
estates to pass out of their own hands. "Not long afterwards, the house 
which is now called Elmley Park [or Elmley Castle] was built, and I have 
no doubt that many a stone of the old castle was used up in it"' The 
old Chantry of the Blessed Virgin Mary of Elmley was suppressed the very 
year after Christopher Savage came into possession of the Elmley estate ; 
but it would appear that under the Savages the Parish Church of Elmley was 
restored; and about this time, it is supposed, the Savages built, or at least 
enlarged, the Chapel at Elmley, where their monuments are. On the ancient 
pedestal of the font of the Church of Elmley a new bowl was placed at the 
restoration of the Church. •' On the eight sides of this bowl are carved various 
devices, some of which curiously illustrate the history of the Church. The 
easternmost side bears a representation of the five wounds of our Saviour ; 
the westernmost has the Fleur-de-lys (the lily), which was the emblem of the 
Virgin Mary, to whom the Church was dedicated. Others bear the Tudor Rose, 
the Portcullis (another Tudor emblem), the Ragged Staff (the old badge of 
the Earls of Warwick), and, I think, some devices which appear in the arms 
of the Savages. ... It is plain that the date is sufficiently marked as being 
the time of the Tudor kings and the Savages."' 

We shall now follow in genealogical form the history of the Savages of 
Elmley Castle. 

Christopher Savage, Esq., of Elmley Castle, and of Upton in the Co. of 
Gloucester, son of Sir Christopher Savage, of Upton, Knt, by his wife Ann, 

the Co. of Worcester, &c, &c This charter, with the seal of Sir W. Herbert attached, is now 
in the possession of Mr. F. W. Savage, of Springfield.

'Bennett: Elmley Castle, pp. 16, 17. *Id,, p, 20. 
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daughter of Sir John Stanley, of Elford, Knt, and grandson of Sir John 
Savage, of Clifton (Rock Savage), Co. of Chester, married Anne, daughter of 
Sir Richard Lygon, Knt. (of the family of Lord Beauchamp), and died seised 
of the manors of Ashton-sub-Edge, Broad Campden, Barrington, and West- 
ington, in the County of Gloucester. In the 36th year of his reign Henry 
VIII. granted him, as we have just seen, the estates of Elmley Castle, in 
the County of Worcester. By his wife, Anne Savage {n^e Lygon), Mr. 
Christopher Savage had issue, 

I. Francis, of whom presently as successor to his father. 
II. George, Archdeacon of Gloucester and Rector of Segrave, who obtained 
the Manor of Walton from his father-in-law, George Turvile, Esq., 
and by purchase. He married Anne, daughter of the said George 
Turvile, Esq. {pb. 1552), grandson of Sir William Turvile, of Aston, 
and by her had issue, 

I. George, of Walton-on-the-Wold, Leicestershire, Esq., who 
married Mary, daughter of William Tracy, Esq., of Tod- 
dington House, Co. of Gloucester. 
Mr. Christopher Savage was succeeded by his eldest son, 

Francis Savage, Esq., of Elmley Castle, who married Anne, daughter of 

William Sheddon (or Sheldon), of Borley's Court, Co. of Worcester, and had issue, 

I. William, of whom presently as successor to his father at Elmley Castle. 

II. Antony, of Broadway, Co. of Worcester, 0/ whom hereafter as ancestor 

of the Savages or Broadway and of the Savages of Tetbury. 

III. Walter, married , daughter of Smith, Esq., of Crobet, Co. of Sussex. 

Mr. Francis Savage, of Elmley Castle, was succeeded by his eldest son, 

William Savage, Esq., of Elmley Castle, Justice of the Peace and 
Quorum, &c. During his lifetime Queen Elizabeth visited Elmley Castle 
and slept there as his guest. "In the year 1575," writes Mr. Bennett, "I 
find that Queen Elizabeth slept at Elmley Castle on Saturday and Sunday, 
August 20th and 21st She was on her way from Worcester, and came 
'through Battenhall Park, by made ways, with a great train both before and 
behind.' On the Monday, the Mayor and Aldermen of Worcester, with a 
large company of nobility, attended the Queen on horseback from Elmley to 
the borders of the county, on her way to Sudeley. She probably went down 
Kersoe Lane. . . . William Savage, to whom there is a monument in the 
Savage Chapel [at Elmley], was probably living at the Park at that time. It 
was he who purchased the Chantry and Manor of Elmley Castle from Queen 
Elizabeth. ... It seems to have been barely the landed estate which was 
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[granted] by Henry VIII. The family of Savage, according to Nash, were noted 
for their hospitality."* Mr. William Savage, of Elmley Castle, married Anne, 
daughter, and one of the co-heiresses, of John Knottesford, Esq., of Great 
Malvern, and by her had issue, 

I. Sir John, Knt., who married Dorothy, daughter of Sir Henry Poole, of 
Superton, Co. of Gloucester, Knt. " No. 6 Bell,'* of the peal of bells 
belonging to Elmley Church, Mr. Bennett states, bears the following 
inscription: — "God Save our King. April the 7th, Anno 1620. 
Sur John Savedge, William Mansill, John Smith, C.W." 
II. Giles, of whom presently as successor to his father at Elmley Castle. 
I. Mary, married to Sir Thomas Estcourt, Knt., of the family of Estcourt 
of Estcourt, Co. of Gloucester, who was knighted by James I., Nov. 
17, 1807. He was M.P. for Gloucestershire, and died at Cirencester, 
of the plague, whilst on his return from attending Parliament^ 
Mr. William Savage, of Elmley Castle, died 161 6. He was succeeded at 
Elmley Castle by his second son, 

Giles Savage, Esq., Lord of Elmley Castle, Justice of the Peace and 
Quorum, High Sheriff of the Co. of Worcester, 1626, who married Katherine,

Moyne, in this County, Knight ; and of Dame Mary, his wife, the daughter of William Savage, of 
Elmley Castle, in the County of Worcester, Esq. He was a pillar of this Country, and much 
honored and beloved for his Wisdome and Hospitality: he lived religiously, and (in his return 
from Parliament, being then one of the Knights for this County) died at Cirencester, the 4th 
of July, Ao* DnL 1624. 

"In whose memory his aforesaid wife caused this Monument to be erected. 

"Thy hour-glasse is first run, and there remains 
In mine but a small part of falling graines ; 
Thou wer't my leader to this hallowed place. 
And I came after, though with slower pace; 
My voyage done, here I my rest will take, 
And in this bed sleepe with thee and awake." 
(Given in a footnote by Mr. Lee in bis History of Tetbury^ p. 199.) 
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daughter of Richard Daston, Esq. ("Justice Daston.") On the monument erected 
by Mrs. Katherine Savage in the Savage Chapel at Elmley "are two Latin lines 
[probably inscribed by her children], to this effect : — * Reader, build your own 
monument while you live, unless fortune has given you as good a wife.' . . . 
She lived to the age of 84, and was buried at Malvern, where there is, or was, a 
very elaborate Latin inscription to her memory, beginning with — ' Stop, stranger, 
a little while; it will be worth your while to know what lady is buried here.' 
Mention is then made of her family, and of her being the wife, ' equally loving 
and beloved,' of Giles Savage, of Elmley Castle; that she remained a widow 
forty years; Mn household matters she was like Solomon's mother of a family; 
in almsdeeds like another Dorcas; in acts of religion a very Anna. She 
exchanged mortality for immortality on the longest day of the year, nth June, 
1674. Elmley has her effigy (together with those of her husband and children);^ 
Heaven has her soul; the sepulchre possesses her body; her survivors and 
posterity have her example,' with more to the same effect." ' By his wife (this 
exemplary lady) Mr. Giles Savage had issue, 

I. Thomas, of whom presently as successor to his father. 
IL William, who was buried at Elmley Church, and whose effigy is on the 
same tomb as that of his father and mother.^ 
II L Giles. 

IV. John, who, according to the inscription on his father's monument in the 
Savage Chapel at Elmley, "died in the same year as his father" (i 631).* 
Mr. Giles Savage died 31st January, 163 1, and was buried in the Savage 
Chapel at Elmley.* He was succeeded by his eldest son, 

Thomas Savage, Esq., of Elmley Castle. " In the time of the Civil 
Wars between Charles I. and the Parliament, Elmley, like Worcester, was 
on the side of the King. Mr. Savage of Elmley is described as a 'staunch 
Royalist,' and no doubt the village went along with him. Evesham, under Col. 
Dingley, was on the side of the Parliament, and it requires no great flight of 
imagination to suppose that there may have been now and then a skirmish in 
the Vale between parties from Evesham and the Elmley men under Mr. Savage, 
When Parliament gained the upper hand, Mr. Savage suffered for his loyalty; 
he was fined in the first instance in the sum of /" 1,500, but he afterwards 
effected a composition with the Commissioners who were appointed to settle 
with 'delinquents,' whereby it was agreed that he should pay £(k> a-year for 
three lives to the Vicar of Elmley, and that his fine should be reduced to

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jC I $ioo. It was rather a dear composition for him, but probably he preferred 
to make this use of his money to simply paying it over to the support of Cromwell 
or the Parliament. In 1651 was fought the Battle of Worcester, between 
Charles II. and Oliver Cromwell, and with this battle is connected a tradition 
which has great interest for us at Elmley. The chief fighting took place at 
Sidbury. The present West Midland Railway passes through the field of battle 
just before it enters Worcester. At that time there was a gateway at the entrance 
of the city, through which the street passed. When the King's army was routed, 
his soldiers fled as fast as they could into Worcester, pursued by Cromwell's 
cavalry, and the King himself was very near being taken there ; but just at the 
time some one drew a load of hay into the gateway, and blocked up the entrance 
so that horsemen could not enter. The King, who was a very short distance 
before his pursuers, rode up to the gateway, dismounted, and crept under the 
hay into the town, leaving his horse outside. As soon as he was within the 
walls, a cry was made to find another horse for the King, and a loyal gentleman 
of Sidbury [one of the Savages, it is said] turned out his own horse at once 
ready saddled, on which the King mounted, and fled away through St. Martin's 
Gate, and so to Boscobel. All this is matter of history ; but . . . according to the 
common belief of Elmley, handed down from father to son, the man who so 
promptly blocked up the gateway with his load of hay, and saved the King's 
life, was an ancestor of Mr. Moore [of Kersoe] . . ; and the land at Kersoe, 
which has long been in his family, was given to this ancestor as a reward for 
this very service. Whether it was given by the King himself, after his 
restoration, is not known. Charles II. was not famed for acts of gratitude of 
this kind, and I think it quite as likely to have been given by that same loyal 
Mr. Savage who had already fought and suffered so much in the King's 
behalf, and given, perhaps, in the joy of his heart when the King came back 
to enjoy his own again." ^ (We shall have yet to describe some curious 
relations between the descendants of this Mr. Moore and the last representative 
of the Savages of Elmley Castle that held the Elmley estates.) Mr. 
Thomas Savage married Mary, daughter of Sir Thomas Storrs, of Bardolph, 
Co. of Norfolk, and by her had issue,

Thomas Savage, Esq., of Elmley Castle. He married Elizabeth, Countess 
of Coventry, widow of Thomas, first Earl of Coventry, and daughter of " Captain 
Richard Graham, who had fought for King Charles I." This Mr. Thomas 
Savage, Mr. Bennett tells us, was a great benefactor of the Church in the parish 
of Elmley. "It was he who built the present vicarage house. In the registry 
of Worcester there is a terrier, dated i6th September, 17/4, and signed by 
Prideaux Sutton, vicar of Elmley, and by Henry Ward and Joseph Terreitt, 
churchwardens, which gives an account of the property at that time belonging 
to the vicarage. The first thing mentioned is 'a good vicarage house, built 
by Thomas Savage, Esq., in exchange for a very old one.' ... In 1723 
the same Mr. Savage gave ;^200 as a benefaction to augment the vicarage of 
Elmley."* By his wife Elizabeth, Countess of Coventry, Mr. Savage had issue,

He 
married Dorothy, daughter of Thomas Kynnesby, Esq., of Loxley Hall, Co. of 
Stafford (she married, 2ndly, Ralph Adderiey, Esq.), and died, 1776, without 
issue. At his death his property was divided. He left his estates to his widow 
for life, and, on her death, to Robert Clavering, son of his younger sister, Jane, 
and, on failure of issue, to Thomas Perrott, son of his elder sister, Elizabeth, 
with remainder to his nieces, Jane Clavering and Mary Perrott, with remainder 
to his own right heirs for ever. The remaining portion of the estate was left 
by Mr. Byrche Savage to his nephew, Robert Clavering, the son of his younger 
sister, Jane. Mr. Byrche Savage was succeeded by his nephew, 

Robert Clavering Savage, Esq., of Elmley Casde, who married Miss Barlow, 
sister of the wife of Baron Parke, afterwards Lord Wensleydale, and had issue. 



^Sir Bernard Burke gives the following account of this family of Clavering: — "This family, 
from which sprang the Vesds, Lords of Alnwick, the Lacis, Earls of Lincoln, the Eures, Lords 
Eure, in the male line, and the Altons and many other eminent houses in the female, entered 
England under the banner of The Conqueror; and the gift of numerous estates marked the 
services which they subsequently rendered to his cause. The family is a scion of the great house 
of De Burgh, and it originally bore that surname; but from the time of Henry I. until that of 
Edward L, when commanded to take the designation of Clavering^ from an estate in Essex, the 
head of the family assumed for surname the Christian name of his father, with the addition of 
FiTz." — Burke: Landed Gentry, under "Clavering of Callaly/' 
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I. Robert Clavering Savage, of whom presently as successor to his 
father, and representative of the Savages of Elmley Castle. 
Mr. Robert Clavering Savage died 1829. He was succeeded by his only son, 
Robert Clavering Savage, Esq., of Elmley Castle, who died 1866, without 
issue. This Mr. Robert Clavering Savage was the last of his race that ever 
owned the Elmley Castle estates. He was very little of a Savage by blood 
or by character. His mother survived her husband 20 years, and resided at 
Etmley Castle in much state. At her death, as the House was not entailed, 
she directed by will that It should be sold, as she desired to leave everything 
she could away from her son, who was of an eccentric and not very reputable 
character. But he, by his great-uncle's will, inherited the Park and large 
landed estates. "After the sale of the old House of Elmley Castle and the Park, 
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Clavering Savage, who lived in London and Paris, often came to stay with 
his tenant, Mr. Moore (the descendant of the person of that name who helped 
to save the life of Charles II. by stopping the gate at Worcester with a hay- 
cart — see p. So), at Mr. Moore's old farm ; and he built large stables on 
his land, and there kept a stud of some dozen horses. His life, both in 
London and in Paris, was spent in dissipation and low debauchery, and as he 
grew older he seemed to grow more wicked ; and such a hatred did he conceive 
of all his family that he determined to realise all his property and convert it 
into bank notes, which he intended to live on, and, when near his death, to burn 
what might remain. He therefore went one day to his friend Moore, and told 
him that he (Moore) must buy tfu estate. Of course Moore replied that it was 
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not in his power to do so ; but M r. Savage said he had arranged all that, and 
directed him to go to Worcester, to a certain person whom he named, assuring 
him that he would there find the means. This Moore accordingly did. The 
person to whom he had been directed provided the money, and the estate 
passed into his hands, but was sold immediately after for a much larger sum, 
Moore receiving the surplus. The estate was sold under the title of " Elmley 
Park," and in the name of Mr. Moore (who of course only did what Mr. 
Savage requested him to do), and so escaped the notice of those interested in 
the matter. By entail it must have passed to the Savages of Tetbury, who. 
however, did not know of the transaction for many years after. Clavering 
Savage did not live long after to enjoy his bank notes, as he died at his 
house in London in a fit, and, fortunately, did not accomplish his purpose 
of burning the remnant of them. As there was no will, and the property 
having become personal, it had to go to next of kin, and it was placed in the 
hands of Mr. Arthur Smyth, Queen's Proctor, until letters of administration 
should be taken out, which was done by the deceased's mothers sister. Lady 
Wensleydale, widow of Baron Parke, for herself and her sister, Miss Barlow, 
an old lady of (it is said) over loo years of age. She left her portion of the 
property to a Mr. Williams, an adopted son. Lady Wensleydale left her share 
to her daughter, married to Mr. W. Lowther. The amount of property handed 
over came to ;^88,500 in bank notes, and ;^30,ooo in debentures ; and there 
was also a fine service of plate, and an extraordinary amount of clothing. 
His two pair of carriage-horses and his favourite cob remained in possession 
of the stable-keepers, but the cob began to miss his master after the first 
week, and, refusing all food, died. This cob was the only thing in the world 
that the wicked old man expressed any regard for. It is curious that, just 
before the estate was sold, he spent a considerable sum in restoring the fine 
old tombs and monuments in the Savage Chapel of Elmley Church, which 
adjoins the Castle ; which shows what an extraordinary disposition was his — 
great pride in the old family of which he was such an unworthy descendant, 
yet by his act of selling the property depriving the present representatives of 
the chance of reviving some of its former glories."^

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Monuments of the Savages of Elmley Castle. 

The following descriptions of the Savage monuments at Elmley are taken 
from Mr. Bennett's Lecture an Elmley Castle and Nash's Worcestershire : — 

" In the Savage Chapel [at Elmley] the monuments of the Savages appear 
to have been all erected at the same time. The figures are those of William 
Savage, and of his son Giles, together with that of Giles Savage's wife and 
five children, four kneeling at the feet of their father and mother, and one 
little one in the mother's arms. The inscription over William Savage is — 
' Here lies William Savage, Esquire, Justice of the Peace and Quorum, father 
of Giles, who married Anne Knottesford, daughter and one of the co-heiresses 
of John Knottesford, by whom he had four sons and twin daughters, of which 
daughters Mary married Thomas Estcourt, soldier, and died 7th August, 1616. 
The souls of the just are in the hand of God,' The inscription over Giles 
Savage is — * Here lies Giles Savage, 
Esquire, son of William Savage, 
Esquire, Lord of Elmley Castle, 
Justice of the Peace and Quorum, 
High Sheriff of the County of 
Worcester, who died 31st January, 
1 63 1. In whose memory his most 
loving wife, Katharine, daughter of 
Richard Daston, Esq., placed near 
[referring to her effigy on the monu- 
ment], together with her four sons, 
Thomas, William, Giles, and John 
(of whom John, the youngest, died in the same year with his father), and 
a beloved little daughter, born after his death, whom she embraces in her arms 
[this also refers to the effigies on the tomb], had this monument erected as 
a pledge of her faithfulness and obedience.' On the other side of the monu- 
ment are two Latin lines to this effect — • Reader, build your own monument 
while you live, unless fortune has given you as good a wife.'"* 

Of the same interesting monument Nash writes : — " In this chapel [the 
north chapel of Elmley Church] is a very handsome tomb for William Savage, 
Giles his son, and his wife Katherine, holding in her arms a new-born child ; 
under the men's feet lions; under the woman's reindeer's head with neck 
erased. Argent, attired Or, and pierced through the neck with an arrow Or, 
feathered Argent, upon a wreath Or and Gules.

"The next in order," writes Mr. Bennett, "is that of Mrs. Mary Savage, 
on the floor of the chancel. She was the wife of Thomas Savage, the son of 
Giles and Katherine, of whom I have just spoken. According to Nash's pedigree 
of the Savages, she must have lived to see the marriage of her son, her grandson, 
and her great-grandson, all of whom were named Thomas Savage. It was 
either her husband or her son that fought for Charles I., and her great-grandson 
who married the Countess of Coventry. The inscription in the chancel records 
that though she was of so great age, she laboured under no infirmity of disease, 
and at last seemed rather to breathe away her life than to die. She died in 
1 708, aged 84." * 

Of this monument Nash gives the Latin inscription : — 

"In the chancel, on a flat stone — 'M. S. Maria uxor Thomae Savage armigeri, 
filia Johannis Hare de Stow in com. Norf., Baronetti, cujus si pietas, liberalitas, 
cunctaeque virtutes redere potuissent immortalem, nunquam hoc saxum condi- 
disset reliquias. Obiit Novembris 13, anno Domini 1708, et aetatis. 84. Sed 
quamvis tam multis annis provecta, nulla morbi iniirmitate laborans, tam subito 
et levi flatu spiritum emisit, dixisses illam non expirasse sed obdormisse.'"* 

" I come now," writes Mr. Bennett, " to the monument of the Earl of 
Coventry. The inscription is too long to give you the whole of it, but the 
history is this : — He succeeded his nephew as Baron Coventry, and became the 
first Earl of Coventry in the reign of William HI. His wife was Winifred, 
the daughter of Pierce Mount Edgecombe, Esq., of Devonshire. By her he 
left two sons, Thomas and Gilbert For his second wife he married Elizabeth 
Graham, daughter of Captain Richard Graham, who had fought for King 
Charles I. By this marriage he greatly offended his two sons, either because 
they thought her below him in rank, or because (as I imagine) she was a young 
lady and he an old man, and they did not approve of their father forming such 
a marriage in his old age. He had no children by her. After his death his 
young widow caused this monument to be erected, intending to place it at 
Croome, and the inscription records that * after her own death she wished her 
body to be buried kere^ with her most beloved husband;' and at the end of the 
inscription on the pedestal spaces are left for the day and the year of her own 
death to be filled in. When the monument was ready, her stepson, 'the most 
worthy heir of his fathers honours' (as he is called in the inscription), refused 
to allow his stepmother to erect it at Croome; and he himself placed a stone

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there to his father's memory with these words : — * Here lieth the body of Thomas, 
the first Earl of the family of Coventry, who departed this life, July 15, 1699, 
aged 70/ In the meantime the Countess Dowager had married Thomas Savage, 
Esq., of Elmley Castle, and by his order it was brought here You may find 
this stated in English on the south side of the pedestal. She appears to have 
married Mr. Savage within a year of the Earl of Coventry's death, and of course 
before the monument was finished. As wife of Mr. Savage she had a daughter, 
christened at Elmley in April, 1701, and several children afterwards. She died 
at Elmley, and was buried here, the entry in the register being as follows : — 
*The Right Hon. Elizabeth, Countess Dowager of Coventry, wife of Thomas 
Savage, Elmley Castle, Esq., buried April 10, 1724/ The inscription on the 
Earl of Coventry's monument was not filled up, and there is no other monument 
to her memory."*

This Walter Savage of Broadway was the son of Richard Savage, son of 
Anthony Savage, of Broadway. (MS. note by Mr. Francis Walker Savage.) 
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SECTION VI. — THE GLOUCESTERSHIRE BRANCH — SAVAGE OF TETBURY. 

From the Elmley Castle branch of the Savages of Rock Savage branched 
also the Savages of Tetbury, in Gloucestershire. It is worth while noting that 
we find in the Historia et Carlularium Monasterii Gloucestria the name Savage 
occurring in connection with that County early in the 13th, and in the 14th, 
century. We meet with Geoffrey Savage, a justice; William Savage, a Canon 
of Cirencester ; and Robert and William Savage, landholders. In the reign of 
Henry III., Robert le Savage held there the manor of Kingsholme. Of 
this manor we read in Gough's Camden, vol. i., that Henry III. granted 
the manor of Kingsholme, then valued at ^48 a-year, to Robert le Savage, 
to be held by service of Doorkeeper to the King's Pantry. 32 Ed. I., 
Robert le Savage conveys it to John Dunlevy.' But the Tetburv branch 



of the Savages was founded by Francis, grandson of the above-mentioned 
Francis Savage, Esq., of Elmley Castle, in Worcestershire, who, as we have 
seen, was son of Christopher Savage, of Elmley Castle, in whose person 
the Worcestershire family branched from the Rock Savage (Clifton) stem. 

The genealogical history of the Tetbury family, briefly sketched, from 
Francis Savage, its founder, onwards, is as follows: — 

Francis Savage, Esq., of Broadway, afterwards of Tetbury, 5th son of 
Waltfir Savage. Esq., of Broadway, and grandson of Francis Savage, Esq., of 

>ThiB name DiiiiUvy is suggestive of a connection of the Robert Savage who held Kings- 
holme with the County of Down, for Dunlevy was the name of the most prominent Irish 
Chief whom De Coutcy, Savage, and their companions -in -arms dislodged from that district. 
But we shrink from the difBcult task of pursuing the inquiry it invites. 
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Elmley Castle, married, in 1621, Mary, daughter of Edmund Estcourt, Esq., 
of Shipton Moyne, Co. of Gloucester, brother of that Sir Thomas Estcourt 
who, as we have seen, married Mary, daughter of William Savage, Esq., and 
grand-daughter of Francis Savage, Esq., of Elmley Castle — the " Dame Mary 
Estcourt" who erected the monument to her hus- 
band in Shipton Moyne Church [^see note, p. 78).' 
The 'marriage-license of Francis Savage and 
Mary Estcourt, written in Latin, is still possessed 
by their descendants. Mr. Francis Savage in- 
herited the property of his aunt, Dame Mary 
Estcourt. (Her will is still possessed by the 
Tetbury family.) He also acquired considerable 
other property, together with the old Mansion 
at Tetbury, from his wife, the whole of which 
was devised entail to his son, John Savage, and 
his heirs. Mr. Feancis Savage, of Tetbury, 
like most other members of the Savage family, 

> Family of Esltourt, of Estcourt. This ancient family, says Hr. Lee, has been settled Jo 
Gloucestershire, and been possessed of lands in the parish of Shipton Moyne, as appears by 
deeds at Estcourt, since 1300. 

The first Estcourt mentioned in these deeds is Waltek db la Estcourt, who held an 

ealate at Shipton in this County. He married Margaret , and died about 1335. He was 

succeeded by his son, 

SvMON DB LA EsTCouRT, who married, 71 ^ Margaret de la Woodemill; and, 3ndly,]ohmtiaa. . 

He had four sons, Waltsr, Richard, William, and John. He was succeeded by his eldest son,

John db la Estcourt, who married Alice, heiress of Beauboys, of Shipton Moyne, and 
Fairwood, in Dorsetshire, and thence obtained a separate estate at Shipton. (His wife survived 
him, and married, 2ndly, John Wynter, of Wotton-under-Edge.) He was succeeded by his son, 

John di la Estcourt, who married, ist, Eleanor ; and, sndly, Margaret ; and by 

his iBt wife, Eleanor, had issue two sons, John, and William, who died without issue. He was 
succeeded by his elder son, 

John de la Estcourt, who married Elizabeth Seymour, and had issue two sons, Thouab 
and Walter. This John ob la Estcourt obtained a pardon from K. Richard III. for some 
offence committed against him. He was succeeded by his elder son, 

Thomas de la Estcourt, who married, ist, Catherine, daughter of Richard Ellyott, 
Serjeant-at-Law, and, 3ndly, Catherine, daughter of Richard Hall, and by his ist wife had 
issue a son and successor, 

Edmund de la Estcourt, who married Johanna, daughter of William Button, Esq., of . 

Wiltshire, and had issue, 

I, Thomas de i_\ Estcourt, who married Emma Ascough. He was a Welsh Judge, and a 
handsome monument is erected to him in Shipton Church. He was father of 

Thomas Estcourt, knighted by K. James I., Nov. 17, 1607, who married Mary, daughter of 
William Savage, Esq., of Elmley Castle. — Lee: History of Tetbury, pp. 196-8. 
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including the Earl Rivers, its head, was a stout Royalist. Charles I. 
visited Tetbury in 1643, and his visit is described in the Iter Caroltnum^ an 
account of the Kings marches from 1641 to 1643: — "Tuesday, August 8th, 
To Tetbury to dinner;" and on that day the King addressed an order "To all 
Collonells and other officers of our Army, both the Horse and ffoote," to spare 
Tetbury during the Civil War. This order was placed, no doubt, in the hands 
of Mr. Savage, as the principal personage in Tetbury, and recently it was 
discovered by Mr. Savage's descendant, Mr. Francis Walker Savage, of 
Springfield, Westbury-on-Trym, in an old chest containing other family papers 
in the ancient Savage Mansion of Tetbury Close.^ Mr. Savage would naturally 
assist at the King's reception when his Majesty rested at Tetbury in 1643; 
and he probably took a still more prominent part as a loyal subject in the 
Civil Wars themselves. " During the Civil Wars," writes the Historian of 
Tetbury, " there appears to have been a great deal of fighting in the neighbour- 
hood of Tetbury; and towards the end of the year 1643 ^^^ whole country 
was kept in a perpetual state of alarm. Both parties established themselves 
in every eligible spot where a castle or defensible house could be found. 
Colonel Massey, who commanded for the Parliament, was continually skirmishing, 
and kept all his adversaries on the alert. ' In the space of five months there 
was fighting at Berkely, Beverstone, Cheltenham, Huntley, Marshfield, Newent, 
Painswick, Tainton, Tetbury^ and Wootton-under-Edge. He himself was often 
in extreme peril.'* John Corbet, a Parliamentary Preacher, in his Historical 
Relation of the Military Government of Gloucester^ published in 1645, states 
that 'on the other side of the City (Gloucester) the enemy (the Royalists) was 
emboldened to erect new Governments at Tedbury and Wotton-under-Edge. 
Men did incite the Govemour to march that way, who withall had his eye 
upon Beverstone Castle, newly garrison'd, and commanding the rich clothiers 
of Stroudwater; hither he advanced with a party of three hundred foot and 
four score horse. These horse sent before were so formidable to the enemy 
at Tedbury, that the govemour, Horatio Cary, with his whole regiment, were 
put to Bight, and dissipated with the loss of fourteen of their men slain and 
taken prisoners.' Afterwards he speaks of Colonel Massie attacking Malmesbury, 
which was defended by Col. Henry Howard, who resolutely refused to surrender 
when summoned by Col. Massie. * Thereupon our foot and artillery were brought 
up from Tedbury, and within two houres drawn into the suburbs and lower

Savage Monuments and Inscriptions at Tetburv. 
We quote the following from Mr. Lee's work on Tetbury : — 
"The old Church, which was pulled down in 1777 to make room for the 
present one, contained many valuable monuments, especially an Altar one to 
the great William de Braose, which was erected under the arch which separated 
the Chancel from the South Aisle. It, with many others, was destroyed at the 
time of the rebuilding of the Church ; but the inscriptions on several of the 
monuments have been preserved in Rudder, and in some of the Parish Registers. 
These are given below, together with some of the most remarkable in the Parish 
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Church/'* Amongst those given are the following connected with the Savage 
family at Tetbury : — 

" On the left-hand, entering the old Church, was a little Chapel, wherein 
stood 'a fair wall-piece and lively effigies of John Savage, Gent, in his sable 
robes kneeling.' 

"In the same Chapel lyeth the body of William Savage, Esq., the father 
of Charles Savage, Gent, 'a great lover of antiquity, and a studious gentleman 
in Heraldrie.' 

"There is also another wall-piece in memory of Mr. John Savage. 

•* Over Mr. Savage's seat, facing the pulpit, hangeth a large tablet, whereon 
is written in letters of gold : — 

*To the happy memory of CHARLES SAVAGE, of Broadway, in the County of 
Worcester, Esquire, and ELIZABETH his wife, the daughter of Anthony Abington, of 
Dowdeswell, Esq/* 

** On a brass tablet let into a stone slab, in the South Cloister of the present 

Church, having evidently been removed from the old one, is the following 

inscription : —

SECTION VII. — THE DORSETSHIRE BRANCH— SAVAGE OF BLOXWORTH. 

Another branch of the Rock Savage (Clifton) family was that of Savage 
OF Bloxworth, or, as it was anciently written, Blocksworth. 

We find in old records that the Savages had some connection with the 
County of Dorset as early as the reign of Henry IV.; and in the Book of the 
Monastery of Hyde mention is made of John Savage, King Henry IV/s 
Escheator in Dorsetshire, who, in 1404, in his official capacity seized the manor 
of Piddlebrenthide in that county, a manor belonging to Hyde Monastery, 
on a charge of non-fulfilment of the conditions of tenure. But it was in the 
reign of Henry VHI. that Bloxworth came into the possession of the Savage 
family ; and then, in the person of Richard Savage, apparently the tenth son of 
Sir John Savage, "senior," who died in 1495, but described as ''the 6th son of 
the House of Rock Savage, Cheshire," the Dorsetshire branch of the Savages 
may be said to have been established. 

In the 38 Henry VHI. (1546-7), "this manor, advowson, and capital mes- 
suage," writes Hutchins,^ "and a fishery at Hungerhill, parcel of the possessions 
of Ceme Abbey, also the site and capital mansion, rectory, and advowson of the 
vicarage of Tarent Monkton, belonging to Tewksbury Abbey,* also a portion 
of the tythes there, parcel of Cranborn priory, were granted to Richard Savage 
and George Strangeways, gentlemen, and their heirs, for ;^640 17 o, to be held 
of the King in chief by the fortieth part of a Knight's fee. 3 & 4 Philip and 
Mary, Richard Savage, of Piddle Hinton, held this manor and advowson;

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William, his son and heir, had his livery the same year: the yearly value was

in the possession of Henry Woolfrys, sen., and Henry, his grandson, son of 
Henry Woolfrys, deceased, for ;^i,450 convey this farm, with the appurtenances, 
to Henry Savage and heirs. 1661, 13 Car. II., Paul Savage, of London,

"The seat formerly of the Savages, now of Mr. Pickard," writes Hutchins, 
'^stands in West Bloxworth, and was built by Sir George Savage."

SECTION VIII. — LATER KENT BRANCH — SAVAGE OF BOUGHTON MOUNT. 

Kent, with which the Savages were so closely associated in ancient times, 
became once more the county of a branch of the old family in the 1 7th century. 
This branch was an offshoot of the Savages of Bloxworth, and was established 
at Boughton Mount, Kent, by Mr. John Savage of Lion's Inn. 

The estate of Boughton Mount came into the possession of the Savage 
family by intermarriage with the family of Alchorne, of Aylesford. ** Boughton 
Mount," writes Ireland,^ "formerly called Wychden, situated on the opposite, or 
northern, side of Coxsheath, near the parish of Loose, in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth was the property of John Alchorne, of Aylesford. His grandson, 
of the same name, left an only daughter, who carried this estate in marriage to 
John Savage, Gent, of Lyon's Inn. He was descended from the Savages of 
Blexworth, in Dorsetshire, a branch of those of Rock Savage, in Cheshire." 

Of Anne Alchorne, who carried this estate to the Savages, we get the

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SECTION IX.— THE WARWICKSHIRE BRANCH— SAVAGE OF TACHBROOKE, 

In a letter of Mr. Robert Landor, brother of Walter Savage Landor, written 
about the year 1864, and quoted by Forster in his life of the poet, occurs the 
following passage : — " It seems that the family was seven hundred years old, 
and several notices of my brother's death repeat the same tale. We may go 
back about half way^ but no further ^ and Mr. Forster, in a foot-note, remarks 
that the reference here is to the Tachbrooke branch of the Savages. Landor's 
pride in his maternal ancestry was no doubt excessive, and it might give a 
little trouble to trace his descent from the main stem of the Norman family 
whose name he delighted to bear; but for our own part we cannot question it. 
Neither Mr. Forster nor Mr. Robert Landor appears to have investigated the 
history of the Tachbrooke branch of the Savage family with any great care. 
Forster commits the astonishing historical blunder of calling Sir Arnold Savage, 
who died in 14 10, "Speaker of Henry VII! s first House of Commons;" 
and Mr. Robert Landor found no traces of the Savages in Warwickshire, 
apparently, earlier than the beginning of the i6th century. 

The name occurs in connection with Warwickshire, notwithstanding, certainly 
as early as the end of the 12th century; and we know in what way a branch 
of the Stainesby family became identified with Warwickshire at that period 
{pide ante, p. 1 1). In The Parliamentary Writs and Writs of Military Summons^ 
we find the following record at a.d. 1282 : — "Savage, William le, dec (Warwick), 
Thomas de Eadnesoure, in right of his wife and Philippa de Menill, coparceners 
in the inheritance belonging to the said Willielmus, acknowledge the service 
of half a Knights fee. Expedition against the Welch. Muster at Rhuddlan, 
2 Aug." Again, we find the Savage name associated with Tachbrooke-Malory 
in the reign of Edward III.; for Dugdale, writing of Whitnash, says, " Sir 
Thomas de Haseley had issue Robert, who granted this Manour unto John, 
his son ; from whom descended Thomas Haseley, of Whitnash, who by his Deed 
dated on the day of S'. Lucie the Virgin, 20 Ed. 3, past it away to Tho. 
Savage, of Tachebroke-Malory in this county; which T. Savage had a fair 
estate in lands here before, purchased by John, his father, from John Malory, 
of Walton, in Leicestershire, descended to him the said John, from Will 
Malory his grandfather. All which lands together with the said Manour did 
the same T. Savage, by his Deed bearing date on the feast day of the trans- 
lation of S\ Edward the K., i R. 3, grant unto Benedict Medley of Warwick 
and his heirs.'' *

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It is not here our purpose, however, to investigate the history of the English 
branches of the Savage family with any minuteness, and we shall content our- 
selves with merely quoting some passages from the life of Walter Savage 
Landor which refer to his maternal descent, and to the property inherited from 
the Savages of Tachbrooke. 

Elizabeth Savage, of Tachbrooke, wife of Doctor Landor, of Warwick, and 
by him mother of Walter Savage Landor, was " eldest daughter and co-heiress 
with her three sisters of Charles Savage, the head of an old Warwickshire 
family, the bulk of whose property had been transferred to a younger branch 
who bore the name of N orris. The paternal fortune, not very large even before 
it was divided, the eldest daughter shared with her three sisters ; but after 
her marriage to Doctor Landor, two estates in Warwickshire, Ipsley-Court * 
and Tachbrooke (clear brook), were bequeathed to her by the representatives 
of the Norris branch of her family, two great-uncles, very wealthy London 
merchants; and so much of the original land of the Savages of Tachbrooke 
was thus restored. The condition of strict entail to the eldest son accompanied 
the bequest, as if the object were to revive so far the consideration and condition 
of the old family ; and, Doctor Landor s perpetual estates in Staffordshire being 
in like manner entailed, there remained for the younger children that might be 
bom to his second marriage, apart from any possible bequests from other relatives 
or prudent savings by their mother, only the succession to a smaller estate in 
Buckinghamshire left equally to her and her three sisters by the same Mr. Norris, 
after expiry of the life interest in it of another descendant of the same family, 
the Countess of Conyngham. This estate was called Hughenden Manor, and 
is now 'the property of Mr. Disraeli."' 

On the death of his mother, Walter Savage Landor became the repre- 
sentative of the Tachbrooke branch of the Savages. 

^ Forster adds in a note the following account of Ipsley-Court : — " In a letter to me of 
August, 1852, Landor described Ipsley-Court, which with his Llanthony estate has descended 
to his eldest son, as having been purchased by Mr. Samuel Savage early in the last century, 
with some farms and a park. * He never resided there ; and his steward, the rector of the 
parish, took down the noble old house, leaving only the two wings, one of which my father 
inhabited, adding a dining-room of thirty feet or more. The whole length exceeds ninety. 
The opposite wing contains offices, stables, coach-houses, &c. These wings were added in the 
time of Charles IL Nothing can be less architectural. The views are extensive, rich, and 
beautiful. My father cut down several thousand pounds worth of oajcs; my mother as many. 
It is about forty years since I saw the place; but there are still, I hear, oaks of nearly a 
century's growth."* — Forster: Walter Savage Landor: a Biography ^ vol. i., p. ^^ foot-note.

Drake, in his History of 
Antiquities of Boston^ Mass., tells us — "The ist Thomas Savage came from 
London with Sir Harry Vane in 1635, aged 27 years. Was admitted Member 
of the Church, January, 1637. Married, in 1637, Faith, 'daughter of William 
and Ann Hutchinson,' and, for siding with his wife's mother (Ann Hutchinson), 
was dismissed, and driven to unite with Gov. Coddington and others in the 
purchase of Rhode Island, where he remained for a short time, afterwards

Newport in 1607. When Newport wished to take the Indian Namontacke to 
England, and there show him to his fellow-countrymen, young Savage consented 
to remain as a hostage for his safe return with the Indian Chief Powhatan. 
During his residence with Powhatan, who is stated to have become much attached 
to him, he learned the Indian language, and he acted as Interpreter in the Com- 
pany's service, in which he early attained the rank of Ensign, and afterwards 
that of Captain. He established himself on the Eastern Shore of Virginia, on 
the peninsula between Chesapeake Bay and the Atlantic Ocean, probably about 
1621-2, when Sir George Yardley was Governor, and Mr. John Pory Secretar)-. 

Q 
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In Mr. Pory's account of an expedition to the Eastern Shore, it is stated of 
Captain Thomas Savage that, "being a boy, he was left with Powhatan for 
Namontacke, and to learn the language, and, as this author affirmeth, with much 
honesiie and good success hath served the publicke without any recompense, 
yet had an arrow shot through his body in their service." Captain Savage 
was evidently a favourite with the Indians by whom he was surrounded on 
the Eastern Shore of Virginia, for about this time there was given to him from 
them, by their Chief Ismee Sechemee, a tract of 9,ocxd acres of land. This 
gift was confirmed by the Company, a Patent reciting the facts being issued 
by them, the record of which is still to be found in the city of Richmond, the 
capital of Virginia. This land, situated in the lower county of the Eastern 
Shore, Northampton, is known as *• Savage's Neck," and a part of it was owned, 
and for some years dwelt in, by a descendant of Captain Thomas Savage, 
William Lvttleton Savage, of the present generation. Captain Thomas 

Savage married Hannah (or Ann) , who survived him, and seems to have 

subsequently married Daniel Cugly, for in 1686, by an order of Court, John 
Savage, son of Thomas, becomes guardian of "his sister, Margery Cugly." By

In ihe will of Captain Thomas Savage there appears the bequest of "a 
silver cup with the sign of the Swan pictured on it," to his son John, at the 
time receiving his education in England. Also, there is a small old-fashioned 
spoon, with the 6gure of a Swan distinctly engraved on the handle, which came 
from the stock of silver of a Savage nearly related to the father of the late 
Mr. Thomas Lvttleton Savage. With the figure of the Swan is associated 
a tradition to the effect that Henry VII. granted the use of the badge of a 
Swan, as a high honour, to the Sir John Savage of Clifton who fought for 
him at Bosworth Field, and afterwards at the Siege of Boulogne, where, being 
surrounded by the enemy and refusing quarter, he was slain. This tradition 
has been handed down from generation to generation in the Virginia family of 
Savage, and we give it as it has been related to us. 

The Virginia Savage estate was sold between thirty and forty years ago, 
and has passed into the hands of several successive owners. 



With this brief account of the English and American branches of the 
Savages of ScarcHffe and Stainesby, we pass to a more detailed history of 
the family in Ulster, and commence with their settlement there, in the 12th 
century, in the person of William, Baron Savage, of the Ards, 
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THE SAVAGES OF THE ARDS. — SAVAGE OF ARDKEEN, MAIN LINE. 

N the interests of history it Is to be regretted that the accounts 
we have received of the Anglo-Norman invasion of Ulster are 
so deficient in minuteness. A general outline of the movements 
: of the daring little army under the leadership of Sir John de 
Courcy, and a description more or less vivid of two or three 
picturesque incidents, are all that have been transmitted to us. The very 
names of De Courcy's companions-in-arms, with a few exceptions, have been 
ascertained only by inference. And yet there are few more brilliant military 
achievements chronicled in the records of that warlike age. The main facts 
of the dashing expedition have been described, however, over and over again ; 
every student of Anglo-Irish history is familiar with the gigantic figure of 
the hero of the Ulster Conquest; many have been captivated by the tale 
of the wounded Sir Amorey Tristram and the wild roses which he chose 
for his armorial bearings and transmitted to his descendants, the Earls of 
Howth ; and few are unaware that the most powerful of the knights who fought 
by De Courcy's side and established themselves firmly in the heart of the 
Irish enemy in the North were Savage, Russell, and Mandeville. 

With twenty-two Anglo-Norman knights and three hundred soldiers De 
Courcy, encouraged by Henry 11., started from Dublin on the venturous invasion 
in the month of January, a.d. 1177. In four days the little band had reached 
Downpatrick. Hence, with varying successes, which have been recounted. 
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probably with considerable veracity, in the Annals of the Four Masters, they The Angto- 

Nomuk Con* 

pushed their conquest northwards till they brought, nominally at least, under qii«tofuuier. 
Anglo-Norman dominion a tract of country corresponding roughly to the present 
counties of Louth, Down, Antrim, and half of Londonderry. The seat of De 
Courcy's Palatine " Earldom " was established by him at Downpatrick, and 
presently we find him exercising all an Earl Palatine's powers and privileges, 
and issuing charters witnessed by his various Barons. 

As we have said, one of the most powerful of the Ulster Barons was Sir 
William Le Savage, with whom, as the first representative of the Irish 
branch of the Savages, we commence the history of the family in Ulster. 

L— WILLIAM, BARON LE SAVAGE (born about a.d. 1150).

and Clifton (Rock Savage), and appears to have been the 4th son of Sir 
Geoffrey Le Savage, of Stainesby, by his wife Letice, daughter of Sir Henry 
de Arderne (see p. w^suproC). 

In most of the Anglo-Norman victories in Ulster, and in some of the 
defeats, William Le Savage was probably a sharer. When De Courcy offended 
King John, and his great rival De Lacy was empowered by the King to wrest 
Ulster from him and take him prisoner, and when he marched against the 
English in Ulster with a formidable army, William Le Savage stood firmly by 
his old friend and leader; and when De Courcy was brought under, the Baron 
Le Savage was one of those whose sons became hostages for him to the King. 

•• The earliest mention of the Barons of Ulster'' (we quote from the Ulster 
Archaological Society s Journal^ '• is in [a mandate] from King John, addressed 
to them, 6th year of his reign, stating that if they did not cause their lord, 
John de Courcy, to come to the King's service, as they were bound, and gave 
hostages to do, he, the King, would seize their hostages and estates. Lynch 
says these Barons were of his [De Courcy's] kindred and friends, amongst 
whom he made sub-infeudations of that vast territory ; but unfortunately, he 
neither gives the writ nor the names of those to whom addressed We. however, 
have from Dr. Butler (Notes to Grace's Annals, Irish Archaological Society s 
PubliccUions)y that Robin, son of William Salvage, was one of those hostages, 
and the title *Lord Savage' frequently occurs in Irish history. . . .

Davies only mentions eleven in 
SAVAGB.boni Ireland, though this was far short of the number: of whom two alone, the

Baron Misset (correctly Bisset) and the Baron Savage, were in Ulster."^ 

Of the mandate above referred to, and of the occasion of it, Banks 
gives the following account : — " The story of Earl John having been seized 
by Lacy and sent prisoner to London, and confined there in the Tower, seems 
controverted by a record preserved in that very Tower of London ; which, if 
it is to be relied on, seems as if he surrendered himself to the King, and 
delivered hostages for his appearance within a certain time, limited even by 
L. J. Lacy himself. Which hostages were,* * Milo, filius Johannis de Curcy, 
Juvenis, et Robinus, filius Willielmi Salvage, liberantur Roberto de Veteri- 
Ponte in custodia; Johannes de Curcy, filius Rogeri de Cestria, liberatur 
Willielmo Briwer; Walkelinus, filius Augustini de Ridal, liberatur Willielmo 
Boterell, vice-comiti Corunbiae; Petrus, filius Willielmi Haket, liberatur Reginaldo 
de Clifton, constabulario de Dunster; Alexander, filius Willielmi Sarazin, liberatur 
Willielmo de Blunvill, constabulario de Corf; Johannes, filius Adae Camerarii, et 
Johannes, filius Richardi, filii Roberti, liberantur Hugoni de Nevill' Upon the 
King's accepting the challenge [of the King of France], he demands him of his 
barons in Ulster by the aforesaid record (a proof he was not in the Tower), 
viz.: — *Rex omnibus baronibus de Uiionid, &c., qui juraverunt et obsides dederunt 
pro yohanne de Curcy salutem — Mandamus vobis et vos districte summonemus 
quatenus venire faciatis Dominum vestrum Johannem de Curcy in servitium 
nostrum, unde jurastis et obsides vestros tradidistis, sicut eosdem obsides et 
feoda vestra diligitis : scientes quod nisi venerit in servitium nostrum infra 
terminum quod ei inde a justiciario nostro statutus fuit, nos ad obsides vestros 
etad feoda vestra nos capiemus. Et in hujus rei. &c. Teste domino Norwicensi 
apud Geitinton primo die Septembris.' Upon their assent to send him," Banks 
continues, "the King grants him a safe conduct. *Rex, &c., omnibus, &c, 
salutem — Sciatis quod concessimus salvum et securem conductum Johanni de 
Curcy, et suis quos secum duxerit in veniendo ad nos et in rcdeundo usque ad 
medium quadragesimse Anno, &c., VI° Et in hoc rei, &c. Teste meipso apud 
Brehill XX I** die Octobris.' This procedure shows his [De Courcys] confine- 
ment in the Tower to have happened upon the delivery of him to the King 
by his hostages; who, for his safe conduct, placed him there until the day 
of combat"'

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Not long after the Ulster Conquest we find William, Baron Le Savage, wiluah, 
a witness to John de Courcy's charter to the Prior of Down. The following SAVACB.bom

are amongst the names affixed to that document : —

Several of those whose names appear in this list of witnesses figure 
amongst the territorial Magnates of Ulster. Historians seem to be agreed that 
the conquered territory (including the modern Louth) was divided amongst the 
following leaders : — Savage, Russell, Audley, De Gernon, Vernon, De Verdun, 
Clinton, Mandeville, Jordan, Stanton, Poer, Copeland, Chamberlaine, Ridal, Stokes, 
Passelevy, Martel, Logan, Sendal. White and Bisset are names that appear in 
Ulster subsequently. Many of these family-names are associated with the early 
English baronage ; and most of the companions of De Courcy were probably 
scions of Anglo-Norman or English houses then or subsequently ennobled. 
Of the leaders enumerated, Gernon, Vernon, and Verdun (all names that have 
been, like that of Savage, connected with Derbyshire) appear to have settled in 
and about Louth, the Irish Uriel ; Russell in the south-eastern part of Lecale, 
at Killough ; Copeland has left his name in the Copeland Isles, off the north- 
east coast of the County of Down; Logan was established in Antrim; Mande- 
ville originally in Dufferin ; Audley on the southern margin of Lough Coyne ; 
and Savage settled in the Ards, that fertile peninsula which extends from 
Belfast Lough to Ballyquintin Point and lies between the great inlet of 
Strangford and the Irish Sea. 

There was one spot in the Upper Ards peculiarly fitted for the site of a 
formidable fortified castle. The elevated peninsula of Ardkeen, which juts out 
into Strangford Lough, three miles west-by-east of the town now known as 
Portaferry, had been "one of the most important strongholds of the ancient 
Irish, who made it a place of refuge from the violence and rapacity of the 
Danes, and had a large well-fortified camp protected on three sides by the 
sea, with extensive pastures in the rear for their cattle." * The peninsula, 
according to Lewis, was " originally called hrd-Coyne, from its situation on the 
shores of the Lake which was formerly called Lough Coyne.'' According to 
Harris* and the Parliamentary Gazetteer of Ireland^ the name "Ardkeen"

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William. Signifies "high head" But the present Bishop of Down and Connor (Dr. 

ab^m°^D*?r R^^ves), in his admirable Ecclesiastical Antiquities of Down, Connor, and Dro- 

more, suggests a better etymology, and says that the promontory was probably 
so called from ^^d caoiti, which means "the pleasant height" Its loftiest point, 
by the Ordnance Survey measurement, is 140 feet above the level of the 
Lough, by the waters of which at full tide it is surrounded on three sides. 
On the summit of this ** pleasant height," almost immediately after the conquest 
of the Ards, was built the castle of the Savage family known ever since its 
foundation as the Castle of Ardkeen. In 11 80 this Castle is referred to by 
De Courcy in his Charter to Black Abbey, in the Ards (quoted by the Bishop 
of Down and Connor in the Ecclesiastical Antiquities), and is exempted from 
' the payment of tithes to that Abbey. It was a large and strongly-built castle 
"surrounded by a rampart, and looking boldly down upon the Lake." From 
its summit would be visible a splendid panorama of wood and sea and mountain. 
Eastward the Ards — the "little hills" of Uladh — undulated away to the Channel; 
north, west, and south stretched the blue waters of the vast Fiord, studded 
with its many islands, on some of which gleamed the chapels of the early 
Irish saints, and bearing on its shores here and there the lately-erected castles 
of the Norman conquerors ; while in the distance rose the lofty rock of 
Scrabo, and further off the blue peaks of Ulster, from Slieve Donard to 
Divis and Cave Hill. It has been supposed that at this time also the 
Castle of Portaferry was built by the Baron Le Savage. This latter Castle 
was designed as a fortress to guard the Ards territory from incursions 
from across the narrow strait at the mouth of Strangford Lough — the ** ferry" 
which gives Portaferry its name. At the south side of Ardkeen Castle 
Hill, not far from the margin of the Lough, a church was erected, probably 
at a still earlier period, and from it Ardkeen parish takes its designation. 
According to Bishop Reeves, the church was formerly styled " Ecclesia Sanctae 
Mariae de Ardkeene {CaL Cane. Hib., p. 131)." This church and the sur- 
rounding cemetery became the burial-place of the Savages of Ardkeen. 

In the whole of Ulster there was probably no territory better situated for 
purposes of defence than the Ards, and no spot in the Ards more fitted to receive 
a stronghold of the future lords of the district than the peninsula of Ardkeen, 
which bears a kind of miniature likeness to the peninsula of the Ards itself — 
open to land-attacks at one side only, and surrounded on all others by the sea.^ 



^ The admirable defensive position of the Ards was long afterwards appreciated and described 
in a tract prepared by Sir Thomas Smith in relation to the settlement of that district in Elizabeth's 
reign, and reprinted by the Rev. George Hill in an Appendix to The Macdonnelh of Antrim. 
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And it is remarkable that, during the seven hundred years that have elapsed wiluam. 
since the Conquest, the Savage family of all the Anglo-Norman settlers in ^Aq«,boiii 
Ulster has been the most successful, stable, and permanent, and, with the 
sole exception of Russell of Killough, is the only one of the original Anglo- 
Norman families in Ulster that at the present moment possesses any portion 
of the lands acquired with the sword at the invasion of a.d. 1177. ^

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sirRobbrt His close association with Milo, his being placed along with him in the 
(uviog in iaa«). custody of the saiHC person, and the fact that he occupies the second place in 

the King's list of the hostages, are noteworthy, and seem to point to the 
eminence of his father, and perhaps to some blood-relationship with De 
Courcy. Robin is, of course, the diminutive of Robert — a name that frequently 
appears in the Savage family. Robert Le Savage may have been under age 
at this time. At any rate, we may assume that he was born some time about 
the year 1180. 

The Robert de Vipont in whose custody Robert Le Savage was placed. 
Banks informs us, "was in great favour with King John, and assisted the said 
King against his rebellious subjects." In the 12th Henry II. he held eight 
knights' fees of the honour of Torneys, and accounted ^^85 for the farm of 
the honour of Tickhill, brought into this family by reason of his marriage with 
Idonea, daughter and heiress of John de Bouilli, or Buisli. He was with the 
King in France; and for his services there had a grant of the castles of 
Appleby and Burgh, with the whole of the bailiwick of Westmoreland ; which 
grant included the barony, though not the borough of Appleby, which before 
had been granted to the burgesses there. ... By Idonea his wife 
. . . he had issue a son John, and a daughter Christian, who married 
Thomas, son of William, son of Ralph, baron of Graystock; and, dying the 
1 2th Henry III., was succeeded by John his son and heir, who was Sheriff 
of Westmoreland, and died about the 26th Henry III.* 

We may reasonably assume that Robert Le Savage was placed either in 
the Castle of Appleby or in that of Burgh. 

Five years later, July 10, a. d. 12 10, Sir Robert Le Savage is mentioned 
in the State Papers as one of several knights to whom prests (loans) were 
made by King John at Carrickfergus Castle during the King's visit to that great 
royal fortress of Ulster; and his name appears again as a knight to whom 
a prest was made at Dublin on "Thursday next after the Assumption." 
Amongst the names of the knights to whom prests were made on this latter 
occasion before the Earl of Salisbury and Richard de Marisco, occur those of the 
Earl of Albemarle, loos. paid to Ralph Gernon, Richard de Furnell, Robert Le 
Salvage, William le Butiller (Butler), William de Courtenay, Henry Fitzgerald, 
John de Rochfort, Warin Fitzgerald, Norman d'Arcy, and i Knight of Flanders. 

On the 22nd Dec., 1215, Sir Robert Le Savage made with King John 
"a fine of 10 marks for his release" — the occasion of which does not appear.^

We find Thomas Savage, whom we conclude to be the younger son of 
the Baron Le Savage, and younger brother of Sir Robert, also mentioned as 
one of the knights to whom prests were made at Carrickfergus in a.d. 12 io. 

Sir Robert Le Savage was succeeded in the representation of the Savage 
family in Ulster by his son and heir, 

III.— HENRY LE SAVAGE (living in 1259; died about 1277). 
In the "account of Ulster of the whole of the 45th year of King Henry hbm«t le

which is printed in the Irish MSS. edited by Mr. Gilbert, Henricus Le Sauage 
is stated to have been fined " half a mark, because, though attached, he did not 
appear" — "Henricus le Sauage dimidiam marcam quia attacheatus non venit" 
The occasion of this attachment^ or summons, we have not been able to 
ascertain; but in the same account appears against the name of Thomas Fitz- 
gilbert an entry of "half a mark hy plevin^ of the same Henry." This Henrv was 
probably identical with Henry Le Savage, the son of Sir Robert Le Savage. 

In A.D. 1272, Henry Savage, "son of Sir R. Savage," is mentioned in 
the State Papers as having been a juror, along with his kinsmen Hugh 
Savage^ Henry Savage of Tullaneske (Tullacheskegh, the modern Ballyskeagh, in 
N.W. of Newtown Ards Parish), Thomas Savage^ and others, at an Inquisition 
taken at Le Finaleburn, in Twescard (North Antrim),' in 1272, "by Sir William 
Fitzwarrin, Seneschal of the Lord Edward in Ulster, as to how Sir Henry 
Mandevyle behaved in regard to the King, the Lord Edward, and the English 
of Ulster," after the Lord Edward " had made him Bailiff in Twescard." 

Henry Le Sauvage, we learn from the State Papers, held in capite of 
the King, 5 Knights' Fees by service of i Knight In demesne also he held 
18 corucates — about 2,520 acres — of land. He had many free tenants who 
owed suit of court in his manor. 

During his lifetime, in 1244, it is stated that the Savage family built 
a Dominican Friary at Newtown Ards. "A convent of Dominican Friars," writes 
Harris,^ was settled here in the year 1244 by the Savages (as it is said), in

Villanovano, seu Newtonensi, Coenobio Sancti Columbae in Dunensi, Agro 
Ultoniae. Anno 1244. Apud Villam Novam, alias Newtonam, Coenobium 
fuisse Ordinis Praedicatorum Anno 1244 fundatum, referunt Scriptores hucusque 
pro Coenobiorum nostrorum Erectionibus laudati, de illoque extat Decretum 
Illustrissimi aeque ac Clarissimi Oliverii Plunkett, Archiopiscopi Armacani, et 
Commissarii Apostolici, cujus expressum Tenorem superius exscripsi, ubi etiam 
anteriorem de isto Conventu Litem, d Fratribus Minoribus moram, recensui 
Coeteriim Fundatoris Nomen latuit prorsus Waraeum, tkm in Antiquitatibus 
Hibemis^ quam in Hibernicarum Rerunt Annalibus.

Comtd de Doune, d Newtowne, petit lieu sur la Cdte dans la peninsule d' Ardes, 
qui est aujourd'hui une Isle depuis qu'on a fait une canal qui joint Textremit^ 
septentrionale du lac de Cone avec la Baye de Knockfergus. II y a done a 
Newtowne un bien beau Couvent bati en 1244, par les Savages, Seigneurs 
Anglois. Cette maison etoit fort considerable, et il s'y est tenu plusieurs 
Chapitres provinciaux. Feu M. Sanson marque Newtowne comme une Abbaye

Henry Le Savage died about the year 1276-7. He was succeeded in 
the representation of the Savage family in Ulster by his son,

An Inquisition was made into the extent of his father's lands, &c., in 
March, 1276-7, at Portchaman (Bushmills), in Twescard (North Antrim), of which 
we find the following record (partly quoted above) in the State Papers : — 
" Extent of the lands of Henry Le Sauvage, made at Portkaman on Sunday 
next after the feast of St Patrick, a.r. 5 Edward I., by John de Suckville, 
Hugh Le Sauvage^ [no doubt a relative of Henry, and the same Hugh 
that is mentioned above], Walter le Flemming, Thos. de Croch, &c., &c., who 
say that Henry Le Sauvage held in capite of the King [Henry III.] 5 
Knights' fees by service of i Knight; he also held in demesne 18 carucates 
[about 2,520 acres] of land, yearly worth in rents, mills, and other issues 
;^55 3 4; there are free tenants who yearly owe ;^8 7s rent; there is nothing 
in villenage. Henry, son of said Henry, aged seven years at the feast 
of St. Lawrence [Aug. 10] a.r. 5 Edward I., is his next heir. There are 
many free tenants who owe suit of court in the said manor, namely, Henry de 
Logan, Hugh Foot, Adam, son of Elias, William de Chedisden, Walter Sauvage, 
Adam Carpenter, Henry Salvage^ Roger Bonekyl, William Fitz-Thomas, Thos. 
de Croch, Walter de Flemming, and Thos. de Logan." All these latter 
names, it will be observed, were either English or Anglo-Norman, whiph 
would seem to imply that the Irishry at this time had been either driven out 
of the Savage estates or reduced to servitude. 

On the 20th July, a.d. 1277, we find that King Edward I. committed 
to William Fitzwarin, the King's valet, the custody of the lands and tenements 
of Henry Le Sauvage, deceased, who held in capite of the King in Ireland, 
to hold till the age of Henrys heir. Fitzwarin was to have for this guardian- 
ship 30 librates of the land of the King's gift, and he was to answer yearly 
at the Exchequer, Dublin, during the custody for the issues of the lands. 
{Chester. Pat., 5 Ed. I., m. 7.) 

[Others of the Savage family in Ulster, and of the Savage name 
in other parts of Ireland, who flourished at this period, most, 
perhaps all of them, in the lifetime of Henry Le Savage, were — 
Hugh Le Sauvage^ who took part in the Inquisition above referred 
to (a.d. 1272).

Alexander Savage. In A.D. 1278, we find at the Indictment 
against Percival of Lucca and others for usury and clipping 
money the name of Alexander Savage amongst the jurors. 
He is mentioned again as a juror in a.d. 1282; and again 
as a witness to a deed of Richard Bagod, 18 Ed. I. (1289- 
90). (See Rot. Plac.) He was probably the father of a 
William Savage to whom we shall have to refer hereafter. 

Adam Le Sauvage. In a.d. 1283 we find Adam Le Sauvage 
attorned before the King, Edward I., along with Peter 
Clonkard, in all pleas and plaints in the Irish Courts, by 
Adam Fitzjohn, Parson of Duncurry, about to go to foreign 
parts for purposes of study; which fact the King now notifies 
to his bailiffs in Ireland. This Adam seems to have had 
possessions in Connaught, and to have been seized of Ballyn- 
corghy, Byrgyle, and Tullaghhope (34 Ed. I.). He married 

Idonea , and had three sons, Richard Savage^ Waiter 

Savage^ and Milo Savage. 

Geoffrey Sauvage. At a.d. 1293, I^^c 10, Geoffrey Sauvage appears 
in the Calendar of Documents Relating to Ireland as one of 
the jurors at an inquiry into the conduct of William de Vescy, 
Justiciary of Ireland, and the Abbot of St. Thomas, near 
Dublin, with regard to their taking and returning the Common 
Seal; and on the 4th April, 1299, the same Geoffrey took 
part in an Inquisition sped at Dublin, concerning Adam de 
Seynt Boys (Holywood), the Archbishop of Armagh, and the 
lands of Kilclogry. 

Ellen Sauvage. In the same Calendar^ at the same date (a.d. 1293), 
in the Roll of Receipt for Easter Term, a. i. 21, Dublin, 
Monday [May 4], Ellen Sauvage is mentioned as having the 
marriage of Robert Cruys of Naul. 

Robert Sauvage. At Jan. 20, a.d. 1297-8, the Calendar 0/ Docu- 
ments relating to Ireland gives an abstract of a Royal mandate 
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addressed from Ghent to John de Lane^eton, the Chancellor, henry le 

, & » Savage (bora 

touching Thomas Harald of Ireland, who had come to the a. d. 1970). 
King (Edward I.), to the war in Flanders, and had sworn to 
remain there during the King's pleasure, notifying that the 
King pardons to him the King's suit of peace for all trans- 
gressions committed by him in Ireland ; and the Chancellor 
is to cause him to have letters of pardon thereupon. Similar 
letters were to be granted to various Magnates of Ireland 
who had come to the King to the war of Flanders in company 
with John Fitz Thomas. Among these latter who had gone 
to Edward I.'s war in Flanders was Robert Savage. Of 
the others, those identified with Down and Louth were John 
Gernon, John Chamberlain, and Roger Tuite. We have been 
unable to ascertain whether this Robert Savage was the famous 
Sir Robert who succeeded Henry Le Savage^ and of whom 
the next article is to treat. 

William^ son of Alexander Savage. In a.d. 1302, William^ son 
of Alexander Savage, is mentioned as one of the Irish 
Magnates selected to attend Richard de Burgo in the Scottish 
War, in which Edward I. chastised the Scots from the Tweed 
to the Firth of Moray. In a.d. 1303, William, son of Alex- 
ander Savage, was attorned for Richard Tuite, about to set 
out in the service of the King in the retinue of De Burgo. 
In 1 301, William Savage was witness to a Deed of Thomas 
de Ledwych (Rot. Plac. 29 Ed. I.). He married Catherine, 
daughter and co-heiress of Nicholas de Chene, or Clone. 
He is designated William Le Savage of Ulster. Of this 
William Savage we shall hear more presently.^ 

Richard Le Savage. In a.d. 13 10, Richard Le Savage was one of 
those summoned to a Great Council convened at Kilkenny. 
Perhaps this is the Richard Savage who is mentioned in the 
Annals of the Four Masters as having died in a.d. 1361. If 
so, he must have lived to a very advanced age.]

a!d! 1360J. **** This Sir Robert Savage was a very celebrated knight It is possible 

that he was the Robert Sauvage who, as we have seen from the Calendar of 
State Papers^ served in Edward I.'s war in Flanders. He died, as we shall 
see, in 1360, and, if he was old enough in 1297 to have fought in Flanders, he 
must have been over 80 years of age at his death. In this, of course, there 
is nothing impossible ; but, although the date of his death is well known, there 
is no mention of the age at which he died. 

In A.D. 131 5, Edward Bruce landed at Olderfleet, in Antrim, and proceeded 
towards Carrickfergus, with the intention of subduing the country between 
that place and Dublin. The Anglo-Norman lords of Ulster — ^the "flower of 
Ulster," as Barbour calls them^ — marched out to oppose them. As Barbour 

narrates in The Bruce — 

"And forowt drede or affray 
In twa battaills took their way 
Toward Cragfergus, it to se. 
But the lords of that countr^, 
Mandeveill, Besat, and Logane 
Thair men assemblyt euerilkane. 
The Sawages war alsua thair. 
And quhen thai assemblyt war 
Thar war well ner twenty thousand.'* 

" At this time," writes a contributor to the Ulster ArcfuBological Society s youmal^ 
in a note appended to the above account, "the family of Lord Savage was 
perhaps the most powerful in Ulster."* A great battle was fought at Rath- 
more, in the present Co. of Antrim, probably in and around the fine old Rath 
that still gives its name to that place, and the Anglo-Norman feudatories were 
defeated. Sir Robert Savage probably fought at this battle. 

"In 1 315, Edward Bruce having invaded Ireland," writes the late Duke of 
Leinster in his work on the Earls of Kildare, "the King, Edward II., required 
the 'Magnates Hiberniae' to sign a letter of allegiance, and to give hostages to 
be kept tn Dublin Castle.''^ This may explain why it is that in that year we 
find hostages for Sir Robert Savage in the Castle of Dublin. The following 
extract from the Historic and Municipal Documents of Ireland brings this 
circumstance vividly before us : —

The document indicates the 
eminence of Sir Robert Savage in a.d. 1315, and his fidelity to the Crown in 
opposition to Edward Bruce. 

Of Henry Savage, the brother of Sir Robert, we have discovered no 
subsequent traces; but Sir Robert, as we shall see, conferred his Christian 
name, " Henry," upon his own son and heir. 

In the same year Sir Robert Savage's kinsman, William Savage, of 
whom we have already heard (see p. 129, supra), was one of the Chieftains of 
the Army of Ulster which encamped at Swords, not far from Dublin ; and an 
interesting petition in Norman-French, dated a.d. 1319, and printed also in 
the volume of Historic and Municipal Documents of Ireland^ contains a com- 
plaint from the King's Collector and Receiver at Swords to Roger Mortimer, 
the Justiciary, concerning certain ill-usages on the part of William Savage's 
soldiers while they were quartered there. We give the document, preceded 
by the Editor's abstract of it : — 

"SCOTS AND ULSTERMEN AT SWORDS. 

"A.D. 1 3 19. — Randulf le Clerk, collector and receiver of the King's rent at 
Swords, petitions the Justiciary, Roger de Mortimer, for redress and consideration. 
Alleges that on first Tuesday of Lent, when the Army of Ulster was at Swords» 
he was seized, beaten, and robbed of Eighteen pounds of the Kings money, 
which he had that day received; that he was held in prison during four days 
and nights [?] ; robbed of all his corn, vessels, clothes, accounts and remittances, 
so that he has nothing left ; and as he is of great age he prays commiseration 
and allowance, as well as punishment of those that had maltreated him."

illuesques luy pristrent e enprisonerent de totes manieres des bleez, vesseaux, 
draps, roulles, tailles et de totes manieres dacquitaunces qil auoit du paement 
vers le rey, qe rien pur sustenance, gaignerie, vesture, ne pur evidence de acounte 
oue luy remystrent Issint qe le dit Randoulf rien ad fors qe unement son corps, 
par quoy vous prie le dit Randulf pour Dieu a pur lalme le rey, depuys qil est 
nonpuyssaunt de totes manieres de bien et de chatieux et il est meismes de grant 
age qe cele perte luy seit allowe desicome le rey poet auoir recoucir 6 instiser 
les persones qi luy derobberent, come gentz qi sount a la pees le rey." 

The active part which William Savage took in this war was brought to a close 
in 1 31 7, in which year he was slain at Drogheda. His death is noticed in Clyn's 
Annales HibernuB at that date — "Dominus Rogerus de Mortuo Mari, justiciarius 
factus, applicuit in Pascha apud Yohel, cum militibus 38, exiens de navibus fecit 
2 milites; et applicans ad se dominum Johannem de Brimegham, dominum 
Nicholaum de Verdona, ejecit omnes de nacione et cognomine de Lacy ex 
Hybernia ; et coegit fugere ad Scotiam in estate. Et occiduntur juxta Pontensam 
civitatem multi de Ultonia ; quorum principalis fuit ubi de interfectis, Willelmus 
Savage. Hie autem et alii Ultonienses per Scotos extra patriam suam expulsi 
fuerunt; et Scotos insequentes per Mediam, Legeniam, et Momoniam, non 
minus quasi quam Scoti preter combustionem et interfectionem populo terre 
dampnum intulerunt*' ^ 

After his temporary success, Edward Bruce was defeated and slain at Dun- 
dalk by the Englishry under Bermingham, in Oct, 1318 ; and about this time, we 
may assume, Sir Robert Savage entered upon that vigorous warfare with the 
Irish the brilliant results of which have been recorded by the Dublin Annalists, 
by Holinshed, by Campion, and by many other chroniclers and historians. 

In the 15th Edward II., Robert Savage was one of the thirty-three 
Magnates Hibemta who were summoned to the service of the King in Scotland. 
In August, A.D. 1322, Edward IL invaded Scotland with a large army, and 
marched into Fifeshire ; but he was obliged to return owing to want of provisions

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and forage, the Scots having laid the country waste ; and on the 30th May, a.d. sir Robert 
132^, he concluded a truce with the Scottish King:, Robert Bruce, for thirteen (bornbeVore 
years. Sir Robert Savage may not have won much glory in this inglorious ^-d- «36o>. 
campaign, but he must at least have acquired from it considerable knowledge 
of the military science of his time. 

In A.D. 1327, the loyalty, valour, and discretion of Sir Robert Savage 
received royal recognition. He was appointed by Edward II. Sheriff of the 
county of Coulrath — by which name the modern county of Londonderry was 
known until the beginning of the 17th century, — the northernmost of the 
counties into which the English portion of Ulster was divided. The Patent 
Rolls^ 20 Ed. II. (1326), record — "Rob.' Sauvage heb. Silem war' in co' de 
Koulrath." At the same time his neighbour, John de Mandeville,^ was appointed 
Sheriff of Down and Newtown, and John de Athye Sheriff of Carrickfergus 
and Antrim. Harris, in his Hibernica, Part II., or Treatises relating to Ireland, 
p. 73, gives the terms of the warrants as follow : — 

•• Rot. Pat. 20 Ed. 2. — 

"Robert Savage has a warrant for the Office of Sheriff of the County of 
Coulrath of the same date [as that of John de Mandeville for the Shrievalty 
of Down and Newtown]. 

" * To have and to occupy during our pleasure ; so that you be responsible 
to us at our Exchequer at Dublin for the issues of those counties, taking such 
fees as other Sheriffs in time past have used to take. We also by these 
presents command all Bailiffs, and other our faithful subjects of said counties, 
that they be obedient and answerable to you in the said office.'" (nth Sept, 
20 Ed. 2, — 1326.) 

In A.D. 1327, Brian, son of Henry O'Neill, had fallen into Sir Robert 
Savage's hands, and the latter was ordered by the King to transfer him to 
the custody of the Constable of Carrickfergus Castle. Robert Savage, on the 
26th April, is commanded by the King to set free Brian, son of Henry 
O'Neill, in his custody, "for the security of the peace, to be kept in custody 
by the Constable of the Castle of Cragfergus." {Patent and Close Rolls of the 
Court of Chancery.") 

John de Bermingham, the conqueror of Edward Bruce, had been created Earl 
of Louth by Edward II., in recognition of his brilliant services. His elevation 
and his establishment as a new-comer in their neighbourhood had alarmed and 
exasperated the old Anglo-Norman seigneurs of Uriel and Ulidia (Louth and

A.D. 1360). "In the year 1328, John de Bermingham, Earl of Louth, his brother Pierce, 

and many others of his kindred, together with sixty of their English followers, 
were* slain in a pitched battle at Balbriggan (probably Balbriggan near the 
northern border of Dublin County) on Whitsun-eve, loth June, by the Anglo- 
Norman faction of the De Verduns, De Gernons, and Savages; the cause 
of animosity being the election of the Earl to the palatinate dignity of Louth, 
the country of the latter party." * It is possible that Sir Robert Savage 
may have taken part in these proceedings, but not probable, as he was occupied 
at the time in discharging a royal trust At any rate, he must have been 
cognizant of the actions of his haughty and too daring kinsmen. 

In A.D. 1335 (temp. Edward III.), Sir Robert Savage, Knight {Robertus 
Sauvage^ Miies)^ and his kinsman, John Savage, Esquire {yohannes de Sauvage^ 
Annig€r\ ** Ulster Chiefs," were ordered, in a mandate addressed to James 
Butler, Earl of Ormond, to attend John d'Arcy, the Justiciary, in the King's 
expedition against Scotland. — RoL Scotia^ in dorso^ m. j6. 

Sir Robert Savage had now had much experience of military expeditions, 
and had earned the reputation, which the chroniclers have perpetuated, of ''an 
excellent soldier." 

About the same time a still higher mark of royal favour was bestowed 
upon him by Edward IIL, and we find him occupying the important office of 
Seneschal of Ulster, with the duties of which seem to have been associated 
those of Warden of the Marches. Sir Robert seems to have been the 
first of a long list of Seneschals who were chosen from the family of 
Savage.* "The King (Edward III.) commands William de Logan, Trea- 
surer of Ulster, that he should acquit Robert Le Sauvage, Seneschal of 
Ulster, of 10 //., the fees of one year, from the issues of the lands which were 
the property of William de Burgo, lately Earl of Ulster, which he held from 
the King in capite, being in the King's hands by reason of the minority of 
the Heir. Witness, Roger Outlawe, Prior, &c., locum-tenens of John D'Arcy, 
Cragfergus, 11 April. 8 Ed III."»

"In A.D. 1342," according to the Annals of Ireland^ "Sir Robert Savage, 
Knight, began to build several castles in many places of Ulster, particularly in 
his own manors, telling his son and heir-apparent, Sir Henry Savage, that they 
would thus fortify themselves lest the Irish should hereafter break in upon 
them, to the utter ruin of their estate and family, and to the dishonour of their 
name among other nations. His son answered. That wherever there were valiant 
men there were forts and castles, according to that saying, Filii castramenti sunt^ 
the children [of Israel] encamped, t.e.^ brave men are designed for war, and that 
for this reason he would take care to be among such, which would prove the 
same in effect as if he lived in a castle, adding that he took a castle of Bones 
to be much better than a castle of Stones. Upon this reply his father gave 
over in great vexation, and swore he would never more build with stone and 
mortar, but keep a good house and great retinue about him ; foretelling, however, 
that his posterity would repent it, as indeed they did, for the Irish destroyed 
the whole country for want of castles to defend it." ^ 

Holinshed tells the same now well-known and oft-repeated story in 
succincter form: — "There dwelleth in Ulster a wealthie Knight, one Sir Robert 
Savage, who the rather to preserve his owne began to wall and fortifie his 
manor-houses with castles and piles against the Irish enemie, exhorting his 
heire Henrie Savage to applie that work so beneficiale for himself and his 
posteritie. ' Father,' quoth young Savage, * I remember the proverb— Better a 
castle of Bones than of Stones. Where strength and courage of valiant men 
are present to help us, never will I, by the grace of God, cumber myself with 
dead walls; my foot shall be wheresoever young blood be stirring and where 
I find room to fight' The Father let lie the building and foreswore to go any 
further forward with it"* 

Campion, who repeats the tale, adds his own comment : — " But yet the 
vaunt thereof, and such like, hath been the decaye, as usual, of the Savages, 
as of all the English gentlemen in Ulster, as the lack of walled towns is also 
the principal occasion of the rudeness and wildnesse in other parts of Ireland.''

Thierry, 
A.D. 1360). lii^g Campion, holds that it indicated a general indisposition on the part of the 

Anglo-Norman conquerors to defend their territories with castles; and Mr. 
Goldwin Smith, in his Irish History and Irish Character^ states with great 
inaccuracy : — " In some cases the colonists seem to have neglected building 
castles altogether. The family of Savage in the North were driven out of 
their possessions by the natives owing to their having acted on the pithy 
maxim that *a castle of bones was better than a castle of stones."'^ This was 
not true of the Savage family, for their territories, with the exception perhaps 
of some of the manors conferred upon Sir Robert by Edward III., bristled 
with castles, the remains of which are to be seen to this day. Indeed this fact 
has been dwelt upon by other writers. William Montgomery, writing in a.d. 
1 702, after describing their several castles in the Ards, concludes his observations 
by remarking — "So that, long running risks, the Savages were convinced that 
castles of stones were necessary to save castles of bones from being broken." 
And the Rev. R. Butler, in his notes to Dymmock's Treatise of Ireland^ dis- 
cusses the question in relation to the country at large : — " It sometimes happened 
that the settlers expressed a dislike to castle-building. Thus Campion, p. 133, 
states that Savage of the Ards, in Ulster, about a.d. 1350, declared that he 
preferred 'a castle of bones to a castle of stones, and, by the grace of God, 
would never cumber himself with dead walls.' This is not to be wondered 
at, in an age when these adventurers considered themselves, if not invulnerable, 
yet nearly invincible, and, moreover, believed that the Heavenly Host itself was 
arrayed in their favour against the Irish. . . • But Savage's objection to 
castles was only an exception; and the policy of building them became general and 
long continued.^^^ 

In February, a.d. 1344, Edward III. "granted to Robert Sauvage power 
to treat and parley with certain felons, as well English as Irish, in the parts of 
Ulster." • 

" At this time,*' writes M'Geoghegan in his History of Ireland^ referring 
to the reign of Edward III., "Robert Savage, a rich and powerful man in 
Ulster, declared war against the ancient proprietors of the lands he had usurped, 
and put many of them to the sword in the County of Antrim."

These manors were bestowed upon him for his services in taking the rebellious ^.d. 1360). 
Mandeville prisoner and crushing his revolt They appear to have lain between 
the sea and Lough Neagh, in the southern portion of the present County of 
Antrim, and between the Bann and the mountains. A portion of them was 
included in Mawlyn, or Moylinny, which is now the Barony of Upper Antrim 
and embraces the parishes of Upper Antrim, Ballycor, Donegore, Kilbride, and 
Rashee, together with the granges of Doagh and Naltun, a space of about 
37,000 statute acres. A neighbouring townland in the parish of Donegore, 
called Bally-Sava^e^ preserves the family name.* Rathmore is in the present 
parish of Donegore, and the manor is supposed to have comprehended a larger 
territory in the 14th century than the whole parish of Donegore now comprises. 
The ** Great" Rath, the scene of Edward Bruce's victory over the Anglo- 
Norman chivalry of Ulster, still remains to mark the centre of this manor, and 
it is said that traces of an ancient castle — possibly erected by Sir Robert 
Savage — are still to be seen in its immediate vicinity. Duntorsy, or Drum- 
torsy, is represented by Killowen, and lay to the west of the Bann, at Coleraine. 
Donaghty, anciently Duneachdach, is represented by the modern parish of 
Dunaghy, including the present town of Clough, "the Clough-maghera-donaghie 
of the Irish." Ballencan is supposed to have lain between Armoy and Bally- 
castle. Near Doagh there is a townland still called Ballyharincrton-Savage. 

The lofty conical hill on which stands the old " Moat of Donegore," 
which was probably used as one of the Savage outposts, is a striking object 
in that fruitful valley through which the river known as the Six-Mile-Water 
runs westward towards Lough Neagh. From its summit a magnificent view 
of the valley, the Antrim mountains, the broad lake, and the hills of Tyrone, 
greets the eye. On the long, flat-topped, cultivated hill to the north-east of 
it lies the townland of Bally-Savage. Both hills can be well seen from the 
railway which now runs from Carrickfergus Junction to Antrim. The railway 
from Antrim to Coleraine traverses much of the remainder of the district 
which constituted the royal gift of Edward III. to the Savagks. It was a 
territory worth fighting for — extensive, fair to look upon, well situated, well 
watered, abounding in fertile tilth and richest pasture-lands, — worth fighting 
for, but difficult for a single family to hold against multitudinous foes.

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In A.D. 1353, writes Sir Bernard Burke, "Sib Robert Savage fought a battle 
against the Irish, in which 3,000 Irishmen were slain, in the Townland of Bally- 
Savage, in the parish of Donegore, adjoining Antrim." 

He resided, according to the same authority, at the Castle of Lissanoure, 
near Baltymoney, on the banks of Lough Guille, in the County of Antrim, 
which castle, adds Sir Bernard, was founded, tradition states, by Sir Philip 
Savage, in the reign of King John.' Tradition is clearly at fault in ascribing the 
foundation of Lissanoure Castle to a Sir Philip Savage in the reign of King

John, no person of that name, as far at least as we can discover, having existed 
at that period. Indeed the name "Philip" does not appear in the Savage 
family till several centuries later. It is probable, however, that the Castle of 
Lissanoure was built by Sir Robert Savage himself, and it was his place 
of residence when discharging the duties of the Shrievalty of Coulrath.

historians. Campion relates the following story of Sir Robert : — ^^^ »36o). 

"This Savage having prepared an army against the Irish, allowed to 
every soldier before he buckled with the enemy a mighty draught of acqua 
vitae, wine, or old ale, and killed in provision for their return beef, venison 
and fowl, in great plenty ; which divers of his Captains misliked, and, con- 
sidering the success to be uncertain, esteemed it better policy to poison the 
cates and do them away, than to cherish a sort of caitiffs with princely food, . 
if aught should happen to themselves in this adventure of so few against so 
many. Hereat smiled the gentleman, and said: *Tush, ye be too full of envy. 
This world is but an inn, whereunto ye have no special interest, but are only 
tenants at the will of the Lord. If it please Him to command us from it, as 
it were from our lodging, and to set other good fellows in our room, what 
hurt shall it be to us to leave them some meat for their suppers : let them 
hardly win it and wear it If they enter our dwellings, good manners would 
no less than welcome them with such fare as the country breedeth, and with 
all my heart much good may it do them. Notwithstanding, I presume so far 
upon your noble courage that verily my mind giveth me that we shall return 
at night and banquet ourselves with our own store.' And so they did, having 
slain 3,000 Irishmen." 

The excellence of his table, no less than the excellence of his wit and 
soldiership, has found a place in history : — '' Hie," says James Grace in the 
Annals of Kilkenny^ ''hie mensam semper splendidissimam servavit" — ^an here- 
ditary characteristic which did more perhaps to impair the fortunes of his 
posterity than their proverbial contempt of stone defences.* 

The Annals of the Four Masters^ a.d. 1360, state that in that year "Sir 
Robert Savage (of the County Down) died." The Annals of Ireland^ in 
Camden's Britannica^ linger over his memory with affection and admiration, 
and again record the story of his magnanimous liberality and light-hearted 
courage : — 

" MCCCLX., 35th of the Kings reign.' In this year died Sir Robert 
Savage, of Ulster, a valiant Knight, who, near Antrim, slew in one day 3,000 
Irish with a small party of English; but before the engagement he took care 
to give to each of his men a good dose of wine or ale, whereof he had good

battle whoever they should be; saying, That it would be a shame if such 
guests should come and find him unprovided with meat and drink. It pleasing 
God to bless them with victory, he invited them all to supper, and rejoiced 
with them, giving God thanks for his success; and he said, I thank God, for 
that it is better thus to keep it, than to let it run waste on the ground as 
.some advised him."^ 

The late Mr. James Wills, in his Lives of Illustrious and Distinguished 
Irishmen^ writes of Sir Robert Savage at considerable length, commenting upon 
the state of society in Ireland in the 14th century which his exploits illustrate: — 

"Sir Robert Savage.

''It is perhaps the peculiar character of this period of our biography that, 
while it has more than the ordinary proportion of names rendered eminent by 
rapid rise, great actions, and weighty importance in their generation, there is 
comparatively little or no record of the illustrious persons who bore them; — 
stai nominis umbra might be taken for their common motto. To have a history, 
even in the most vague and general acceptation of the term, it was necessary 
not only to be famous in their day, but to be identified with the whole tissue 
of our national history, that the events of the age may be stated in the life of an 
individual. Hence it is that, while numerous names are rendered eminent by the 
circumstances of a long descent and wide-branching families which can trace 
their fortunes to the valour and wisdom of ancestors who lived in this period, 
we are yet obliged to confine our notices to a small selection of names, mostly 
within a few great families. The history of Ireland for many centuries is, in 
fact, little more than a history of the Geraldines and Butlers, of the De Burgos, 
Berminghams, and other illustrious settlers. But of the great Irish chieftains 
so renowned in their day it has been with some difficulty we have 

been enabled to connect some scattered notices to diversify our pages. Lives 
constructed regularly according to the rigid notion of biography, strictly personal 
in their main details, have been quite impossible even in those cases in which 
the materials are the most favourable. These reflections may be received as 
a preface not inappropriate to the scanty notice of Sir Robert Savage. 
The incident it contains is highly characteristic of the age in which it occurred, 
and will afford the reader one of the occasional gleams of the moral and civil 
state of that period which should not be lost.

man put a stop to his building/ Some of the neighbouring Irish had made a 
plundering expedition into the territories of this stout old Knight of Ulster; 
he promptly assembled his people, and collected assistance from his neighbours, 
with the intent of chastising the affront, and perhaps repairing the losses he 
must have sustained. But with a cool deliberation, worthy of the warrior who 
deemed that his valour needed no bulwarks, he thought it would be paying 
too serious a compliment to an enemy he despised to go without his supper 
on their account, and gave orders to have a plentiful supper prepared for himself 
and his companions at their return from the fatigues of the day. One of the 
company, not without reason, surprised at the premature provision for an event 
of which his fears suggested the extreme uncertainty, observed that it was not 
unlikely that his hospitable forethought might turn out for the advantage of 
the enemy. Sir Robert replied, in the true spirit of Hibernian* wit, bravery, 
and hospitality, that he had better hopes from their courage ; but that he should 
feel ashamed if his enemies even were to find his house inhospitable and devoid 
of cheer. His valour was crowned on this occasion with a complete and 
decisive victory, sufficient even to fulfil his son's architectural project ; as by the 
historian's account his party slew three thousand Irishmen near Antrim, and 
returned joyfully to supper. 

"The story is probable enough, though the numbers of the slain are likely 
to be exaggerated; for unless some unusual accident operated in his favour, 
this particular either implies a larger force than a person of less than the 
highest authority could well have commanded, or the revolting supposition 
that Sir Robert and his friends exercised their valour upon a defenceless 
crowd, whom it would have been sufficient to repulse with the loss of a few 
prominent ringleaders. It is pretty evident that such slaughters rarely took 
place in the many encounters we have had from time to time to notice ; yet 
in these the chief leaders of the English were engaged with larger bodies of 
the Irish, whose skill in retreat was hardly less than the skill and discipline 
of the English in attack. It must be observed that such a result should have 
found a more distinguished place in the history of the time.

It is stated that the townland of Ballyventra, ;>., widows town^ was bequeathed 
by him to his widow. This land adjoins the parish of Donegore, Co. Antrim. 
Sir Robert Savage was succeeded in the representation of the Savage 
family in Ulster by his eldest son and heir, 

VI.— SIR HENRY SAVAGE, BARON SAVAGE (living in a.d. 1342, temp. 

Ed. III.; LAST mentioned a.d. 1382, temp. Rich. II.). 

Henry, Lord Sir Henry Savage, Knt., Baron Savage, the brave but rash author of 

A.D. 138a. the now historical saying, " Better a Castle of Bones than a Castle of Stones/' 

on the death of his father, Sir Robert, must have succeeded to very considerable 
domains. Lord of the Ards and of the various manors in Antrim bestowed 
upon his father by King Edward III., with the personal reputation of a brave 
and daring soldier, and inheritor of the prestige which his father had bequeathed 
to his family and name, he must have been the most powerful and influential 
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of the English chiefs in Ulster. It is not too much to assume that Sir Robert henry, lord 
Savage had been regarded as the mainstay of the English power in the a.d. 138a. 
North. The name of no other great Anglo-Norman chieftain appears in the 
contemporary history of the northern province. In his lifetime the Irishry, 
who had helped to disorganise the English possessions in Ulster temporarily 
under Edward Bruce, had been beaten back beyond the border, and the pro- 
tection of the English territory was placed practically in the hands of Sir 
Robert Savage, as Seneschal of Ulster and Warden of the Marches.* A 
chieftain who was credited with having in a pitched battle slain 3,000 Irish, 
must at least have made his sword dreaded by the Irishry and valued by his 
King. And it is not surprising to find that for several generations the most 
important offices the Crown could bestow in the North were conferred upon 
members of the Savage family. 

In A.D. 1374, on the 22nd Dec. (48 Ed. III.), Henry Savage, Knight, was 
summoned to Parliament He was thus created a Baron by Writ-of-Summons 
in that year.* 

In A.D. 1375, he appears to have been fined 100/- for non-attendance. (?) 
In the same year, the Annals of the Four Masters relate that " Senicin 
[which is the same name as Jenkin and Janico] Savage was slain by Mac Gennis " 
(of the County of Down), probably in a skirmish. 

In A.D. 1375, the King granted "to Jeffrey Scholmaistre, of Cragfergus, and 
Robert Savage, the office of Controller of the Great as well as the Small 
Customs in the ports of Craghfergus [Carrickfergus], Coulrath [Coleraine], and 
Down, to hold during the King's pleasure.' 

On the 22nd January, a.d. 1377, Henry Savage was again one of the 
Barons summoned to Parliament, as he was once more on the nth September, 
A.D. 1380 (4th Richard II.), and, for the last time, apparently, on the 29th 
April, A.D. 1382 (5th Richard II.).* 

The Savages held their extensive territories by sheer strength of arm 
and force of will. Threatened and incessantly attacked on all sides but the

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henst. Lord sometimes even by their old Anglo-Norman rivals, their swords were seldom 

Savage, living , ' ** 

A.D. 138a. in the scabbard. " This family " (the Savages of Ardkeen), says William 

Montgomery, " were sore enemies of the O'Neills." The Annals of the Four 
Masters give a striking narrative of a conflict with their hereditary foes in the 
year 1383, which illustrates the terrible nature of the warfare of the time, and 
shows how little the Savages could depend for aid even upon their neigh- 
bours of kindred blood : — 

"In A.D. 1383, Neill O'Neill, with his sons and the chiefs of Tyrone, 
marched with a great force into Trian Congail [in Antrim] to attack the 
English, and they completely plundered and burned many of their towns. The 
English of the district collected together to oppose them, and Hugh O'Neill 
and Raibilin [which is the equivalent of Ravellin, Raouline and Roland\ Savage 
having encountered each other in a charge of their cavalry, they pierced each 
other's bodies with two violent thrusts of their spears ; Raibilin returned to 
his house desperately wounded, where he was again attacked and killed by 
John Bissett, and Hugh O'Neill died on the third day from the effects of his 
wounds, and the son of John Bissett was slain by Raibilin's people [the 
Savages] three days after Raibilin himself was slain." The encounter is said 
to have taken place near Carrickfergus. 

This Raibilin, or Roland Savage, may have been a brother of Lord 
Savage, or his nephew, or his son. From the fact of his having taken refuge in 
his castle in Bisset's neighbourhood, it is apparent that the battle was fought in 
the vicinity of Bisset's territory (the Glyns), and it is possible that Bisset had 
on this occasion sided with the O'Neills from jealousy of the growing power 
of the Savages on his flank. Nothing tended to diminish the power of the 
Englishry more than such private rivalries ; and the swift and terrible vengeance 
of the Savage kindred, vividly and curtly described by the Annalists, shows 
with what rapidity the fires of family hatred could be kindled. 

Of the name Raibilin or Ravellin (which is an approximation to the 
Irish pronunciation) a contributor to the Ulster Archceological Society s youmal 
writes: — *'RaweIyn is RaouMne, z>., young Raoul (Rollo), a common Christian 
name in Armorican France at this day. Roland, or Rowland, was the usual 
form in this country.'* * The name frequently appears in the Savage family 
in the forms Kawelyn, Roland, and Rowland; but here we find it for the 
first time.'

to Parliament in a.d. 1382. a. o. 138a. 

[During the lifetime of Henry, Baron Savage, flourished in Ireland 
the following kinsmen of his name : — 

Richard Savage (mentioned above). He died a.d. 1361 (the year 
after the death of Sir Robert). The Annals of the Four 
Masters record his death: — "a.d. 1361. Cluithe an righ (the 
King's game, a disease not now known) was rife throughout 
all Ireland, and Richard Savage died of it.'' This particular 
mention of him shows that he was a man of considerable 
note in Ireland. 

Janico (Jenkin^ or Sinicen) Savage. He was slain, as we have 
seen, by Mac Gennis, a.d. 1374. It is added in the Dublin 
Annals, ''the literati were left orphans by his loss." 

Robert Savage. He was appointed, as above-mentioned, a Con- 
troller of the Ulster Ports in 1375. 

Roland (Raibilin or Ravellin) Savage. He was treacherously 
slain, as we have just seen, by John Bisset after his desperate 
encounter with Hugh O'Neill, in which he mortally wounded 
the latter, in A.D. 1383. 

Edmund Savage. This Edmund (the same name as Redmond, 
Emon, Raymond, Esmond, and Edward) was one of the most 
powerful and distinguished members of the Savage family at 
this period. He was probably a younger brother of the Lord 
Savage, and a younger son of Sir Robert. King Richard 
11. appointed him to the offices of Seneschal of Ulster and 
Warden of the Marches, which had been ably filled by Sir 
Robert Savage apparently till his death in 1360. In a.d. 1385 
(21st Oct., 9 Rich. II.), *'the King notifies that though he 
appointed Edmund Savage Senescal of the liberties of Ulster 
and Guardian of the Marches there, and John Rynaux Chan- 
cellor and Treasurer of the same liberties, it was not the 
intention of the King that the said Senescal should grant any 
commissions of the peace, nor that said Chancellor should 
seal such, nor should he present any person to any church 
in the parts aforesaid under pretence of his office." {Patent

II., A.D. 1386, "the King grants to Ed. Savage, Seneschal of 
the liberties of Ulster and Guardian of the Marches there, 
80 marks yearly." In 1389, "the King, considering the great 
position which Edmund Savage, Senescal of the liberties of 
Ulster, &c., holds in these parts, has granted to him the 
ward and marriage of Elizabeth and Marjoree, daughters and 
heirs of Sir Hugh Byset, on bail.*' {Patent and Close Rolls, 
14th Oct., 13 Rich. II.) In this year, 1389, Margorie Bisset 
was married to John of Islay, known as John Mor Macdonnell, 
and by this marriage the family of the Macdonnells, after- 
wards Earls and Marquises of Antrim, got their footing in 
the Glyns of Antrim, which the Bissets, when banished from 
Scotland for the murder of the young Earl of Athol in 1242, 
purchased of De Burgo. On the 14th of October in the same 
year (1389) Robert Lang had been appointed Constable of 
Carrickfergus Castle. "Same year," M^Skimin writes, "Langs 
grant was revoked, and a mandate sent to Lang, Edmond 
Savage, and William Meuve, to deliver the keys to Sir Gilbert 
de Malshel, nominated to the office." (See M'Skimin: History 
of Carrickergus.) In 1392-3 Edmund Savages patent was 
renewed, and the following record in Norman-French appears in 
the volume entitled The King's Council in Ireland, 16 Richard 
II. Edited by the Rev. James Graves, A.B., M.R.I.A. : —

Savage's younger brother), father of Robert Savage, of whom 
presently as appointed Sheriff of the Ards in a.d. 1400, and 
as successor to Henry, Baron Savage.] 

During the lifetime of Henry, Lord Savage, in the reign of Richard II., 
though most of the Anglo-Irish nobles were either in a state of passive independ- 
ence of the King or in active rebellion and in alliance with the Irish chiefs, the 
Savages appear to have remained steadfast in their loyalty. The confirmation 
of Edmund Savage in the Seneschalship of Ulster would seem to be sufficient 
evidence of the cordial relations existing between them and their English 
sovereign. But the state of Ulster, at the same time, as an integral part of 
the King's dominions, was anything but satisfactory, as sufficiently appears 
from the " Credentials for the Message sent to England by the Guardian of. the 
land of Ireland^ and by the Council there'' After speaking of M*Marghe, the 
Irish rebel, and his alliance with the Earl of Desmond, in Munster, for the 
destruction of the Earl of Ormond and of the English families that are rebels 
(*'as the Baryttes, Powers, Gerardyns, Bermynhames, &c"), these Credentials 
proceed to state that ''many counties which are obedient to the law are not 
in the hands of the King, except the county of Dublin and part of the county 
of Kildare. . . .

Henry, Baron Savage, was succeeded in the representation of the Savage

With the death of Henry, Lord Savage, the Barony-by-Writ which he 
enjoyed appears to have passed into abeyance, as for a considerable time we 
do not find the title **Lord" Savage again indicated in historical documents. 
It is plain that he left no surviving male issue, for Sir Robert, his successor 
in the representation of the family, was the son of yordan Savage, who, we 
conjecture, must have been Henry's next brother. 

In A.D. 1400, Henry IV. "granted to Robert, son of Jordan Savage, 
the office of Sheriff of Arde in Ulster." The Ards were thus constituted a 
distinct County, and they continued so, apparently, for nearly two centuries. 
The following is the official record of the appointment : — 

"18. ?:. coihis' RoGro PJordani Savage off' vie' de Arde in Ulton'. 
Dub,' 6Ap. — p ipm loc' ten' & cons'." {Patent Rolls, i Henry IV.)* 

From the last date at which we have found Henry, Lord Savage's name 
mentioned (1382) to within a few years of the appointment of Robert (Fitz* 
Jordan) Savage to the Shrievalty of the Ards, the most eminent member of 
the family, and the most eminent of the Englishry in Ulster, was Edmund 
Savage, the King's Seneschal, of whom some account has been given in the 
preceding article ; and this Edmund we think we are right in assuming to have 
been a younger brother of the Lord Savage. 

Eleven years before the noteworthy appointment by which the Ards 
were elevated to the dignity of a County,' and which was in itself a 
recognition by the State of the power and the deserts of the Savage family, 
the Marshal, on the advice of the Lord Lieutenant and Constable, granted 
licence to Robert Savage to marry Christiana, daughter of John Macdonnell^ 
Lord of the Isles. The enrolment is in the Public Record Office, Dublin ; and 
the following is extracted from the Calendar of the Patent and Close Rolls: — 
''The Marshal, on the advice of the Lord Lieutenant and Constable, granted 
licence to Robert Savage to marry Christiana, daughter of John de Isle, Lord 
of the Isles. Dublin, i6th Feb., 12 Ric. II." (a.d. 1389). 

This marriage brought the Savage family into close alliance with the 
Royal House of Scotland, and with some of the noblest families of Scotland and 
England. Christiana was granddaughter of Robert II. of Scotland, the first 
monarch of the Stuart Dynasty, her father, John, Lord of the Isles, having

uncles ; the Earl of Moray, David Lindsay, Earl of Crawford, William Douglas, 
Lord of Galloway, Sir John Lyon, ancestor of the Earls of Strathmore, Sir James 
Sandilands, ancestor of the Lords Torphichen, were her uncles by marriage; and 
she inherited the blood-royal of England as well as that of Scotland Through her 
the descendants of Robert Savage, if so disposed, may trace their descent from 
Robert II., King of Scotland, from Robert L (Bruce), King of Scotland, from 
David I., King of Scotland; from Judith, niece of William the Conqueror, 
and through her from Robert the Magnificent, Duke of Normandy, from 
Richard the Good, Duke of Normandy, from Richard the Fearless, Duke of 
Normandy, from William Longsword, Duke of Normandy, and from Rolf, first 
Duke of the Normans; through David I. from Malcolm III. (Cean-Mohr), 
who married Margaret, sister of Edgar Atheling; and through the latter 
Princess from Edmund Ironside, from Ethelred II., from Edgar, from Edmund 
I., from Edward the Elder, from Alfred the Great, from Ethelwulf, King of 
Wessex, from Egbert, King of Wessex; and through Malcolm Caen Mohr 
from Duncan L, King of Scotland (who was murdered by Macbeth), from 
Malcolm IL, King of Scotland, from Kenneth III., King of Scotland, and from 
several other Scottish Kings his predecessors. 

Christiana Savage's grandfather. King Robert, died the year after her 
marriage with Sir Robert Savage. 

In A.D. 1407, Hugh, son of Art Magennis, Chieftain of Iveagh, an Irish 
enemy of the Savages, seems to have received temporary protection from Sir 
Robert Savage or his kinsmen, for the following passage occurs in the Annals 
of the Four Masters at that date: — "Hugh, son of Art Mac Gennis, lord 
of Iveagh, was expelled from his own territory by the sons of Cunladh 
O'Neill and his own kinsman, namely, the son of Murtagh Oge Mac Gennis, 
and he* fled into Savadge's country, whither they pursued him, but were 
defeated by him, and Mac Gilmore was slain." 

The Annals of Ireland in Camden's Britannica^ vol iv., relate a notable 
story of another M 'Gilmore and the Savages, in the narrative of the same 
and following year, a.d. 1407 and 1408. Edmund (otherwise Edward) Savage 
had been succeeded in the Seneschalship of Ulster in a.d. 1398 (22 Richard II.) 
by Patrick Savage, who is mentioned again as Seneschal the same year as that 
in which Robert Savage was appointed Sheriff of Arde (a.d, 1400).* At a.d.

Corbi, who had caused the destruction of forty churches, took Patrick Savage 
prisoner, forced him to pay 2,000 marks for ransom, and afterwards killed 
both him and his brother Richard." This Patrick Savage is described by 
M'Geoghegan in his History of Ireland as an Anglo- Irishman of great influ- 
ence in the North. There can be but little doubt that he was Patrick Savage 
the Seneschal, there being no other prominent member of the Savage family 
with the same christian-name mentioned at this period, and the office of 
Seneschal having been filled immediately after the date of his death by the 
appointment of Sir Janico Dartas, or D'Artois, who held it for several years 
subsequently.^ He seems to have been captured by an ambush, or by some 
other treacherous surprise. For this foul murder of their kinsman the Savages 
were not to be baulked of their vengeance, and in a.d. 1408 they caught Hugh 
M'Gilmore in a trap of his own setting. The Irish Annals proceed to state: — 
''MCCCCVIII. This year Hugh Mac Gilmori was slain at Cragfergus 
[Carrickfergus] in the Church of the Friars Minors, which he had formerly 
destroyed, and broke the glass windows for the sake of the iron bars, which 
gave admittance to his enemies the Savages.^ 

The Annals of the Four Masters^ describing the incident from an Irish 
point of view, say that "Mac Gilla More was treacherously slain at Carrick- 
fergus by the Savadges;" but the treachery was obviously on the side of the 
man who first received a ransom of 2,000 marks for a prisoner, and then 
murdered the prisoner and his brother, who had probably brought him the 
ransom ; and there is a grimly-humorous poetic justice in the picture of the 
Savages pursuing M'Gilmore to such a hiding-place, and entering the last 
refuge of the sacrilegious robber through the windows, of which he had 
previously destroyed the glass and stolen the iron bars.' 

In A.D. 141 1, King Henry IV. granted to John, son of Richard Savage 
(evidently the Richard Savage who, along with his brother Patrick, was 
murdered by M'Gilmore), '' the Guardianship of the Peace concerning felonies

k^mentiooed Xhis JoHN Savage was probably the John mentioned above as being granted 

"licence to treat,** &c., with certain persons in Ulster. 

In A.D. 1414, M'Geoghegan informs us that "Jenico de Artois, who com- 
manded in Ulster, determined to revenge the attacks which were made against 
the lands of Magennis; but he was completely defeated at I nor, where several 
of his men were killed." 

In A.D. 141 8, Henry V. granted to Edmund, son of Edmund Savage, late 
Seneschal, the liberties of Ulster during his pleasure. {Patent and Close 
Rolls. Dublin, 26 Jan., 5 Henry V.) 

We now come to a series of events in the life of Sir Robert Savage that 
had considerable influence on the subsequent fortunes of the Savage family 
in Ulster. 

"In a*d. 1418" (we quote the Annals of the Four Masters), "a great war 
arose between the son of O'Neill of Claneboy and the Albanaigh (Scots), and 
the English of Ulidia (County of Down) and of the Route (County of Antrim.)" 
In this war the Savages, as the English family with the largest interests at 
s(ake, took, no doubt, a leading part. But we have not found any further par- 
ticular mention of Sir Robert Savage till a.d. 1433, when he appears in alliance 
with M'Quillan^ in conflict with O'Neill and the forces of his own wife's 
kinsman, Macdonnell of the Isles. The Annals of the Four Masters give the 
following account of the struggle: — ^a.d. 1433. "A great contest arose between 
the Tirconnellians and the Tyronians; and O'Donnell, namely Niall Garo, the 
son of Torlogh of the Wine, marched his forces into Dhuv Thrian (the Black 
District), to aid Mac Quillan ; and O'Neill, that is Owen, led a force in pursuit 
of O'Donnell and Mac Quillan. At this time Macdonnell of Scotland came 
with a large fleet to aid O'Neill, and the Scots proceeded to attack the 
preying parties of Mac Quillan and of Robert Savage, whom they overcame,* 
and committed great slaughter and destruction on Robert's and Mac Quillan's 
people ; and such of their party as escaped from the Dhuv Thrian were mostly 
slain at the shallow pass of Newcastle (in the parish of Kilcoo, County of 
Down). After that, O'Neill, Henry his son, and Macdonnell marched their 
forces to Ardglass, which they burned ; and Macdonnell afterwards, with his 
Scots, proceeded from Ardglass in their ships to Inisowen (in Donegal), while 
O'Neill with his party proceeded by land to co5perate with them in plundering 
Tirconnell. . . . Mac Quillan having been expelled from his own country by

Twenty years after this brush with the O'Neills and Macdonnells, the 
Savages, still probably in the lifetime of Sir Robert (Fitzjordan) Savage. 
obtained a signal victory over the Irish, on the completeness of which there is a 
singular unanimity of opinion amongst the annalists on both the English and the 
Irish side. The following extract from the Annals of Dublin gives the English 
account of the battle and its origin : — ^a.d. 1453. " The O'Neills, of Clanneboy, 
suffered a great overthrow at Ardglass, from the Savadges, assisted by the 
English of Dublin, who had landed upon their territory. The following was 
the cause of their going thither: — A British (Welsh) fleet had attacked and 
plundered the fleet of Dublin and taken the Archbishop prisoner; the Dublin 
fleet pursued them as far as the North Sea, and on their return landed upon 
the Ardes, Savadge's territory, and assisted him against his northern enemies. 
In this battle of Ardglass, Henry O'Neill was taken prisoner by the English ; 
Cu-uladh, the son of Cathbarr Magennis, heir apparent of Iveagh, Hugh 
Magennis, Mac Cartan, and fourteen leaders of the Route (Co. Antrim), were 
slain. The total of the slain on the side of the Irish amounted to 520." 
The account given by the "Four Masters" differs very little from the fore- 
going, but adds some interesting particulars: — a.d. 1453. "The O'Neills of 
Claneboy sustained a great overthrow at Ardglass by the Savadges, and the 
English of Dublin, who, with a large fleet, pursued as far as the Northern sea 
a Welsh fleet, by which the shipping of Dublin had been plundered, and the 
Archbishop of Dublin taken prisoner; and on their return, Henry, the son of 
O'Neill Buighe, met the English at Ardglass; and they took him prisoner and 
slew Cu-uladh, the son of Cahane Magennis, heir to the lordship of Iveagh, 
Hugh Magennis, Mac Artan, and also fourteen leaders from the Routes 
[in Antrim], and their entire loss amounted to five hundred and twenty." 
The Editors of the Annals of the Four Masters give the following com- 
mentary in a note : — " The battle here mentioned was fought at Ardglass, in 
the County of Down, and the circumstances above narrated were as follows : — 
A fleet of pirates from Wales having carried off" some ships from the Bay of 
Dublin, and having at the same time taken prisoner Tregury, then Archbishop 
of Dublin, and a native of Cornwall, the pirates were pursued by a fleet from 
Dublin, which overtook them off" the coast of Down or Antrim, defeated them, 
and liberated the Bishop; and, according to some accounts. 520 of the pirates 
were slain; but according to these Annals it would appear that 520 of the 
Irish forces were killed by the English and the Savadges, who were a powerful

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family, of English descent, settled in the county of Down, and who carried on 
frequent contests with the O'Neills of Claneboy and other Irish Chiefs in that 
county, of whose lands they got possession." 

If Sir Robert Savage, Sheriff of Arde, was living in a.d. 1453, he must 
have been nearly eighty years of age. 

Prior to this period we have not found the Savages mentioned in con- 
nection with Lecale. During the succeeding century they figure repeatedly in 
history as the Lords of that territory, and their estates in Ireland appear at 
this time to have attained perhaps their utmost magnitude. They were Lords 




of the Ards,' of the barony of Lecale, and of a great portion of the County 
of Antrim. On the occasion of the Battle of Ardglass, they had the good 
fortune, rare in their history, of receiving what ought to have been always 
freely tendered to them and to all the other representatives of English power 
in Ireland, namely, the hearty cooperation of their English brethren in their 
contests with the natives. 



' We ihould note here that to 1415 the Unds of "Aghene in the County of Ardi, in Ultonia," 
were entnisied to the keeping of Galfridiui Sloghtre during the minority of Richard, Duke of York, 
tjirl of Ulster. 
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The principal town in Lecale was Ardelass. On Ardelass and its Castles sir Robert

we may quote an interesting article that appeared in the Dublin Penny journal |a»» roentk»ed 

of March 30, 1833 : — " In the reign of Henry VI. [Ardglass] was a corporation, 

governed by a Portrieve. So late as the beginning of the reign of Charles I., the 

duties of the Port of Ardglass were let to farm. The history of this interesting 

town is involved in much obscurity. The ancient family of the Savages are 

generally supposed to have been the first colonists of the place, and the founders 

of most of the castles remaining here, to whom a good part of Lecale, as well 

as the Ardes, anciently belonged. . . . But, however this may be, it is 

certain that the southern part of Lecale originally belonged to the Magennises; 

and the historian of the county, Harris, from whom most of our materials are 

taken, is of opinion that the Savages were only intruders of a rather recent 

time.'' This surmise of Harris's rather bears out the opinion above stated, 

that the occupation of Lecale by the Savages as its lords dates from the '' Battle 

of Ardglass" in 1453, or thereabouts. 

Sir Bernard Burke states that the Savages built seven castles at Ardglass.' 
Some of the ''seven castles" of Ardglass, the ruins of which still attest their 
ancient strength and extent, had, possibly, other founders. Harris, however, 
says: — "One may judge likewise that others of them were built by the Savages, 
to whom a good part of Lecale as well as the Ards anciently belonged.** 

They appear also to have held from time to time the Castle of Kilclief, 
the picturesque ruins of which stand on the shores of Lecale near the mouth 
of Strangford Lough. Of Kilclief the Fitz Simondses, or Fitz Simonses, said 
to have been a branch of the Savage family descended from a Simon Savage, 
subsequently became temporarily the lords.' 

[During the lifetime of Sir Robert (Fitz Jordan) Savage, the 
following members of the Savage family flourished in Ireland : — 
Robert Savage^ of Carrie kfergus. He was appointed, as we have 
seen above, one of the Comptrollers of the Great and Petty 
Customs of Ulster ports in a.d. 1375. In 1402, the "King 
granted letters to Robert Savage and Thomas Sutton, bur- 
gesses of the town of Cragfergus, to send two weys of corn 
as well for the necessity of the Bishop of Connor as for their 
own." {Patent and Close Rolls, 6 March, 3 Henry IV,)

Patrick Savage, Seneschal of Ulster, &c. He was, as already 
described, taken prisoner by Corby M'Gilmore, and after a 
ransom of 2,000 marks had been paid for his release, was 
murdered by that brigand in a.d. 1407. 

Richard Savage^ brother of the last-named Patrick^ who with the 
Seneschal was murdered also by M*Gilmore in A.D. 1407. 

John Savage^ Armiger. In a.d. 1402, 12 Aug., 3 Hen. IV., he 
was, along with John Mirrison, granted '' licence to treat with 
certain persons as well English as Irish in Ulster." He was 
probably the son of the above-named Richard Savage, the 
same yohn Savage who is spoken of in a.d. 141 i as having 
been granted '' the guardianship of the peace concerning 
felonies as well as outlaws" in that year. 

Nicholas Savage. The Patent and Close Rolls record that 
'* Nicholas Savage gave 20s for the pardon of all forfeitures 
and fines on the security of John, son of Luke Nettervylle. 
Trim, 10 Dec, 9 Henry IV." 

Edmund Savage^ son of the late Seneschal, Edmund Savage. In 
A.D. 141 8, "the King granted to Edmonds son of Edmond 
Savage, Seneschal, the liberties of Ulster, during his pleasure. 
Dublin, 26 Jan., 5 Henry V. (See Patent and Close Rolls.) 
How long this Edmund Savage held the Seneschalship of 
Ulster does not appear. 

Thomas Savage. In A.D. 1435, a Thomas Savage is mentioned as 
a citizen and merchant of Dublin. "The King granted to 
Thomas Savage, citizen and merchant of Dublin, that he 
should not be put on the assize. 24 May, 13 Henry VI." 
(See Patent and Close Rolls of the Court of Chancery.) He 
may have been a kinsman of the Ulster Savages.] 

Sir Robert Savage, Sheriff of Arde, the date of whose death is uncertain, 
was succeeded in the representation of the Savage family in Ulster by 
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VIII.— ROBERT SAVAGE. LORD OF LEGALE AND OF THE ARDS (living fA^cI.wbo 
IN A.D. 1468, temp. Ed. IV.; DIED ABOUT A,D. 1469 (.'), temp. Ed. IV.). I'S.^mS."' 

Robert Savage, " Lord of Legale," is mentioned by the Annalists in the 
year 1468. He is the first of the family we have found so designated. 

The Baron Russell of Killough, living in a.d. 1490, is stated to have 
married Joanna, daughter of Robert, Baron Savage, Lord of Ardkeen.* 
This Robert Savage, of Ardkeen, could hardly have been Robert, Sheriff of 
Arde, as the dates would not tally. He must, therefore, have been this son 
and successor, Robert Savage, Lord of Legale. 

Robert Savage, Lord of Legale, &c., was succeeded in the representation 
of the Savage family in Ulster by his son,

In the year in which Patrick Savage is referred to in the Annals^ he 
seems to have been very young. 

In A.D. 1469, the Savages, in battling with their Irish enemies, were dis- 
comfited, and on this occasion their misfortune was owing in great measure to 
one of those shameful alliances which were too common in the history of 
Ireland. White, of Dufierin, an Englishman by descent, and bound probably 
to the Savages (like most of the Anglo-Norman chiefs of Ulster) by family 
ties, joined with Henry O'Neill and M'Quillan in an attempt to usurp the 
lordship of Lecale, and succeeded in taking Patrick Savage prisoner and in 
assuming the chieftainship, with their support: — "[a.d. 1469.] Patrick Savage 
was taken prisoner by the Whites, and Patrick White, aided by Henry O'Neill 
and Mac Quillan, assumed the Lordship of Leathcathail.'' (Quoted by Bishop 
Reeves, Ecclesiastica Hibemica.) Or, as the Annals of the Four Musters amplify 
the narrative, — "The son of Savadge, i.e.^ young Patrick, was taken prisoner 
by the family of White (both in the County of Down), and Patrick White 
assumed the Lordship of Lecale, by the aid of O'Neill, that is Henry, and 
of Mac Quillan; and they expelled all the Savadges from the territory." The 
last clause probably contains an Irish exaggeration; but at any rate the 
Savages for the moment seem to have fallen back into the Ards. But the 
ascendency of the Whites in Lecale did not last long.'

In A.D. 1470, Sketrick Castle, which afterwards came into permanent 
possession of the Savages of Ardkeen, was taken by the O'Neills, and 
given in charge to McQuillan to guard it. 

In A.D. 1475, the Annals of the Four Masters inform us that ** Felim, the 
grandson of O'Neill, and the son of Savadge (of the County of Down), were 
taken prisoners by Con, the son of Hugh Buidhe [Boy] O'Neill ; but the son 
of Savadge made his escape from him afterwards." 

That this "son of Savadge" was the Patrick by whose seizure the Whites 
had succeeded, with the help of the O'NeilU and M'Quillans, in usurping 
the lordship of Lecale, seems pretty clear. His escape appears to have 
exasperated Con O'Neill; for, seven years afterwards, he again succeeded in 
seizing him, and, either in vindictiveness or wanton cruelty, he put out his eyes. 
— A.D. 1482. "The son of Savadge, i.e.^ Patrick, was taken prisoner by 
Con, son of Hugh Buidhe O'Neill, who put out his eyes." {Annals of the 
Four Masters.) 

Three years afterwards, as we shall see presently, the Savages had 
their revenge for this mutilation, and probably consequent death, of their 
young chief. 

[The following persons of the Savage kindred flourished during 
the lifetime of Patrick Savage: — 

Sir Roland Savage^ Seneschal of Ulster a.d. 1482, of whom 
presently as Lord of Lecale, &c., and representative of the 
Savage family in Ulster. 
James Oge Savage^ i.e., young y antes Savage^ who was slain, as 
we shall see, by the sons of the Seneschal, in 1490.] 
The date of the death of Patrick Savage is doubtful, but he was succeeded 
in the representation of the Savage family in Ulster, and in the recovered 
Lordship of Lecale, by

The same year as that in which Patrick Savage, Lord of Legale, had 

his eyes put out by Con O'Neill, Sir Roland Savage was appointed Seneschal 

of Ulster by Edward IV.

Extracts from the State Papers, which follow, will show that Sir Roland s« roland 

^ \ ^ Satagb, who 

Savage was not only Lord of Lecale, but chief also of his kinsmen in dJedA.D. 1519 
Moylinny — that portion of Antrim which comprehended some of the manors of 
Sir Robert Savage, the first Seneschal of his family, who died a.d. 1360; and 
we shall presently see that Sir Roland's son and representative, Raymond 
Savage, was, after his father's death, recognised by the Lords Deputies Lord 
Leonard Grey and Lord Fitzwilliam successively, in indentures still preserved, 
as both Lord of Lecale and Lord of Ardkeen and other territories in the Ards. 

Three years after Sir Roland Savage's appointment, the Savages had 
their revenge for the injury inflicted on their former chief. The Annals of the 
Four Masters inform us that in "a.d. 1485, Hugh O'Neill, son of Buidhe, son 
of Bryan Balloch O'Neill, Lord of Trian Congail (Upper and Lower Claneboy, 
in Down and Antrim), having gone on a predatory excursion into Lecale, was 
overtaken by the English, and slain with the cast of a dart" The vigilance of 
the English in Lecale was probably owing to the energy and ability of Sir 
Roland Savage, the King's Seneschal, who, as we have reason to believe, 
became the mainstay of the English in Ulster. 

A quarrel arose about this time between Sir Roland's sons and certain 
of their kinsmen. Whatever may have been its origin or the object of those 
concerned in it, it was attended with fatal consequences. The historian of the 
family would fain draw the pen through the passage of which honesty compels 
the quotation: — ^a.d. 1490. '* Young James Savage was killed by the sons of 
the Seneschal Savage."* 

Sir Roland Savage, we shall presently see, is stated in the Annals of 
Loch Ci to have been deprived of his territory of Lecale shortly before his 
death by the machinations of the Earl of Kildare and the Prior Magennis; 
and to have been succeeded by his son Emonn, who "with difficulty was in- 
augurated in his place;" and the State Papers show that the name Emonn 
here is but an Irish mispronunciation and misspelling of Raymond^ which name 
also appears in the forms Redmond and Remund. Now, in the State Papers 
(which will be fully quoted in the proper place) occurs, at A.D. 1536, this article 
of a treaty between Raymond Savage and the then Lord Deputy : — 

"The said Remund {yenico Savage, formerly chief captain of the same 
nation, now being removed out of the way — Jenico Savage quandam prinapali 
ejusdem nationis capitaneo e medio sublatd) shall have superiority, name, and pre- 
eminence of his nation and country of Savage, otherwise called Lecale, as 
principal captain thereof."

died A.D. 1519. (Raymond's father), who had been deprived of his Lordship of Lecale, and 

Janico Savage (the immediate predecessor of Raymond), who had been Lord 
of Lecale and had been " removed out of the way," one and the same person ? 
Or had another member of the family, by name Janico Savage, usurped the 
Lordship of Lecale and held it between the period of Sir Roland's death 
(a.d. 15 19) and the restoration and establishment of Raymond by the Lord 
Deputy (A.D. 1536) ? 

The objections to the supposition that Janico was one and the same with 
Sir Roland may be stated thus : — 

1. Though aliases are common in Irish history, and the same person 
frequently appears in different documents under different names, these aliases 
are generally surnames or nicknames given, for example, to distinguish one 
member of a family from another, as the " fair-haired," the •• dark-haired," and 
such-like, and not additional christian-names. 

2. The name of Sir Roland Savage, Knight, being a familiar one to the 
English authorities, and Sir Roland having held an important public office in 
the Kings gift, is it not likely that in an official document he would still be 
spoken of as Sir Roland Savage, even if he had had a second name ? 

3. Is it likely that the Savage family would have been left without any 
representative in the Lordship of Lecale from the death of Sir Roland in 
A.D. 1519 to the date of the indenture restoring Raymond in 1536 — a space of 
1 7 years ? 

As against these objections the following considerations may be urged: — 

1. Is it not quite possible that Sir Roland Savage might have been 
popularly known, for some reason or another, as Janico, just as in the present 
day people are often called familiarly by names other than their baptismal 
names, and cease to be known by their true names ? 

2. So many years having elapsed since the death of Sir Roland, there 
would have been nothing peculiar in the Lord Deputy s inserting in the 
Indenture the name by which he was popularly known. 

3. If Sir Roland had really been deprived of his possessions through 
the instrumentality of the Earl of Kildare, and if they had been handed over 
to the Prior, it is quite possible that the Lordship of Lecale might have been 
alienated from the Savage family for fully seventeen years. 

And the following facts may be stated in direct support of the hypothesis: — 

I. Raymond Savage, whom the Annals of Loch Ci declare to have been 

the son of Sir Roland, is always subsequently designated in history "the son 
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of the Seneschal," while his brother, James Savage (father of the inheritor of sir Roland 

Ardkeen in 1612), is called, as we shall see, the son of Jeniake or Jenkin, died a.d. 1519 

well-known equivalents of Janico and yenico, and the descendants of James 

Mac Jeniake Savage have been always called for distinction ''the race 

of the SeneschaV It is difficult to escape from the conclusion to which 

these facts point — that the name Janico was really an alias of Sir Roland, 

the Seneschal. 

2. It does not appear that any Seneschal of the name Savage was appointed 
subsequent to the death of Sir Roland, a.d. 15 19. 

3. In a remarkable undated Petition of the people of Lecale and the Ards 
to the Throne, there is actually mentioned a Seneschal Savage, named Janico, 
who, as far as we can at present ascertain, must have held the office of 
Seneschal about the time we find it occupied by Sir Roland. 

The preponderance of such evidence as we possess appears to us to 
favour the surmise that the Seneschal Janico Savage and the Seneschal 
Sir Roland Savage are identical. But, however this may be, this seems 
to be the proper place to introduce a notice of the Seneschal Janico Savage, 
as to no other period, anterior or subsequent, do we find it possible to 
refer him. 

It would appear that about this period (a.d. 1482-1494) the position of 
the Englishry in Ulster had become extremely critical. Few in number, and 
surrounded by multitudes of the Irishry, it only needed union amongst the Irish 
chieftains, and disunion amongst themselves, to bring them to the verge of 
destruction. Most of the Anglo-Norman and English families had been weakened 
by long warfare ; some of them at this time had almost disappeared. We 
hear no more of the Chamberlaines, the Stantons, the Sendals, the Copelands, 
the Passelevys, the Ridals, the Audleys, the Mandevilles, as powerful indepen- 
dent families. The Whites, in Dufferin, seem to have enjoyed a doubtful 
kind of independence by casting in their lot with the Irish Chiefs. The 
Bissets in Antrim, the Russells in Down, and the Savages in Down and 
Antrim still dominated; but even their position demanded constant fighting 
for its defence. The O'Neills on the western border of Antrim and the 
M'Quillans in the north, the O'Neill Boy family settled in Clandeboy 
between the Savage territories in Down land the Savage territories in Antrim, 
the Magennises on the south-western border of Lecale, the M'Cartans, the 
O'Flynns, and the O'Kanes, together with large levies of Scots from the 
Western Isles, and Welsh pirate-bands attacking from the sea — this was a 
combination hard for the bravest and most skilful knights to withstand, when,

died A.D. 1519. kinsmen of the Pale, and unassisted by their English Sovereign. 

The one military leader to whom the hardly-pressed Englishry of the North 
seem now to have looked for help, guidance, and protection was the Seneschal 
Janico Savage. Bravely and skilfully he seems to have fought against enormous 
odds, and gratefully and ungrudgingly his fellow-countrymen have recorded 
their appreciation of his untiring energy and valour. 

No more interesting document in connection with the history of Ulster 
at this period is forthcoming than the Petition in which the English folk in 
Down pray their King to send succour to his faithful servant and true liegeman 
Janico Savage, "your Seneschal of Ulster, who has kept and defended your 
said country with great aventure daily in dread, he and his men, with great 
care, hunger, thirst, watching, bloodshed and many slaughters, against your said 
enemies mortal, and given many great slaughters and discomfitures in which his 
friends that were to him most succour are slain and passed unrewarded as yet" 

This really important document, which we are about to quote in its entirety, 
seems to have been first brought to light by the late Sir William Betham, Ulster 
King-of-Arms, who sent what purported to be a true copy of it to the Royal 
Irish Academy. In the alleged ''true copy" it appears that the Seneschal's 
name is ''Janico D'Artois;" but that very eminent antiquarian. Dr. Reeves, 
the present Bishop of Down and Connor, shortly afterwards examined the 
document carefully in the Chapter House at Westminster, where it was then 
preserved, and discovered that the name was not Janico D'Artois, but Janico 
Savage. Dr. Reeves made an exact copy of its contents, and sent it to the 
Academy, in the transactions of which it is printed. 

Some misconception also appears to have arisen about its date, no date 
being affixed to the document itself. By some* it was referred to the reign of 
Henry IV. But the English may be, manifestly, that of a later period. It is 
signed by the then Bishop of Down and Connor ; and the union of these two Sees 
did not take place till A.D. 1441. But even this latter date Bishop Reeves is of 
opinion is too early. The style of writing is also that of a later period; and the 
Bishop, who is unquestionably the very best authority on the subject, has given 
it to the present Editor as his opinion that it belongs to the latter end of 
Henry VII.'s reign or to the earlier part of Henry VIII.'s. There is, as 
already stated, no record that we can discover of any Janico Savage flourish- 
ing in the reign of Henry IV. ; and the English power in Ulster in that 
reign was not at a low ebb. But in the lifetime of Sir Roland Savage, as

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during some fourteen or fifteen years prior to the first mention of his appoint- sm rolano 
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ment as Seneschal, the position of the Englishry was precarious, and the cucd a.d. 1519. 

Savage family in particular were the object of repeated attacks from the Irish 

Chiefs and their allies. Two of the Irish Chiefs named in the document — 

Con O'Neill and Henry O'Neill — figure in the Irish Annals of this very 

time, and the Irish Annals represent them as in alliance with M'Quillan. 

It may have been written, as we have said, in the interval between a.d. 1482 

and A.D. 1494. 

The following is a copy of the Petition as it is printed in the Transactions

The Signatories to this remarkable Petition are, as we have seen, the 
Bishop of Down and Connor, the Prior of Down, the Archdeacon of Down, 
the Abbot of Bangor, the Abbot of Saul, the Abbot of Inch in Lecale, the 
Abbot of Grey Abbey in the Ards, the Master of the Knights of St John the 
Baptist, the Corporation of Downpatrick, George, Baron Russell of Killough,

and places are confined to Lecale and the Ards. It is noteworthy that no died a.d. 1519. 
individual representing any of the old Anglo-Norman families signs it, except 
the Baron Russell. No member of the Savage family affixes his seal to it; 
and this is probably attributable to the fact that Janico Savage was at once 
the person for whose support the petitioners pray and himself the head of the 
Savage family. 

It does not transpire what response, if any, followed this petition, but it 
had probably little effect. 

Whether Janico is the same person as Sir Roland or not, we learn that 
Sir Roland Savage found it impossible to defend his territories without under- 
taking wars on his own authority, and thereby incurring condemnation as 
"one of the English great Rebels" of Ireland. 

In the Patent and Close Rolls of the Court of Chancery^ 2 Aug., 9 Henry 
VII. (a.d. 1494), Sir Rowland Savage, Knight, is mentioned in connection with 
Ulster; but the enrolment is, unfortunately, imperfect or obliterated. Twenty- 
one years later, in the reign of Henry VIII., Sir Roland was still living and 
fighting. The very valuable and interesting paper on the State of Ireland and 
Plan for its Reformation, dated a.d. 15 15, published in the State Papers of 
Henry VIII.'s reign, includes Sir Roland Savage of Legale, Knight, amongst 
the ''more than 30 great captains of the Englyshe noble folke, that folio weth 
the same Iryshe ordre [as has been previously described in the document], and 
kepeth the same rule, and every of them maketh warre and pease for hymself, 
without any lycence of the King, or any other temperall person, saive to hym 
that is strongest and of such as may subdue them by the sword." The names 
of these '' 30 and more great captains of the Englyshe noble folke" are worth 
examining, and are given as follows : —

The same document states that at this time several English counties paid 
tribute to some powerful neighbouring Irish chieftains : — Co. Meath to O'Connor, 
;^30o; Co. Uriel to the Great O'Neill, £^o\ Co. Kildare, Co. Wexford, Co. 
Kilkenny, Co. Limericke, and Co. Cork, sums varying from /'20 to ^"40 annually; 
the King s Exchequer 40 marks : while of the Barony of Lecale it says : — 
" Barony of Lecchahill, in the countye of Wolster, to the captayne of Clanhuboy 
payeth yerely ^o£ orelles to Oneyll, whether of them be strongeist" The total 
amount from all the English counties that paid tribute was £7^0. The Ards 
are not mentioned as paying any tribute.

the Irish, would loyally cooperate with their Sovereign for the establishment of 
order and good government in the country. 

Farther on, the able writer of this document recommends a reconquest by 
the King and "the noble folk of England and Ireland" of those parts of Ulster 
which had "byn conquered and inhabytyd with the Kingis subgettes before 
nowe," including the Baronies of Lecale^ Arde^ the Dufferins, Carrickfergus, 
Bentrye, Greencastle, Dundrum, Gallagh, Mawlyn [Moyltnny], Twescard, the 
Glynnes, and all the "remnant lands lying betwixt the Green Castle and the 
river of the Banne; and the expulsion therefrom of all the Captains grown 
and dyscendyd of the blode and lynage of Hughe Boy Oneyll." In connection 
with this scheme he again gives a list of the great English "rebells" dwelling 
in "Wolster":— 

"Sir Roland Savage, and his Kynesmen. 
The Baron Russell, and his Kynesmen. 
Fitz John, Lord of the Glynnes, and his Kynesmen. 
Fitzhowlyn, Lord of Tuscard, and his Kinnesmen." 

And he localizes the Antrim territories of Sir Roland Savage thus: — "The 
said captayne. Sir Roland Savage, and his Kinnesmen in the baronye of 
Mawlyn^ and in all the lands marching with the sayd baronye of Tuscard^ and 
with the baronye of the Glynnes^ And he recommends that the Deputy should 
combine with ^'SiR Rowland Savage and his Kinnesmen" in settling these, 
and conquering the neighbouring, districts. 

The reasons why Sir Roland Savage was deprived of Lecale and the 
manner in which he was deposed are alike obscure. It is certain that a 
considerable portion of the territory passed into the hands of the Earl of 
Kildare, and it is equally certain that the tradition of the Irish themselves 
attributed the establishment of the Earl's power there to his having taken the 
part of the Irish Magennises against the Anglo-Norman Savages. We quote 
from Mr. Hill's Montgomery Manuscripts the following passage in which the 
question is discussed: — "[The Earl of Kildare's lands in Lecale], tradition 
affirms, were originally acquired by an Earl of Kildare from the family of 
Maginnis, in gratitude for his having protected the latter against the usurpations 
of the Savages. — {The Earls of Kildare^ by the Marquis of Kildare, vol. I, 
p. 244; Harris: State of the County Down^ p. 22.) It is more probable, however,

Gascon chief, who had served as Seneschal of Ulster in the years 1408, 1413, 
and 1422. At his death, in 1426, it was found by post-mortem inquisition 
that he was in possession of 'eight messuages and five carucates of land in 
Bright and Rasteglas, assigned to him by John Dongan, bishop of Down ; 
Ardglass and Ardtole, the lands of Gilberton, now Ballygilbert, the gift to 
him of the abbot and convent of Inch ; and a carucate in Nunton, now Ballyna- 
gallagh, the gift of the prioress and convent of the blessed Mary of Down, all 
lying in the parish of Bright . » . On the attainder of Silken Thomas, the 
tenth Earl of Kildare, in the reign of Henry VIII., his possessions in Lecale 
were seized into the hands of the crown, and farmed out to Sir William 
Brabazon;^ and after his death, 9th July, 1522, to others. Gerald, the eleventh 
Earl, was restored in blood and to the family estates in 1552, being afterwards 
confirmed in them, by letters patent of Queen Mary, the 13th May, 1554, and a 
further patent, first and second Philip and Mary, i555> to hold all which had 
been the inheritance of his father in use or possession at any time, by the service 
of one knight's fee. The lands are not set out in these patents ; but it is quite 
apparent that from the high favour in which this Gerald stood with the sister 
sovereigns, Mary and Elizabeth, — receiving from the former, 28th October, 1557, 
a reversionary grant of the priories of Inch and Saul, of St. John, and SS. John 
and Thomas, and St. Patrick in Down; and from Elizabeth, in 1583, such a 
lease of the tithes — that any attempts on the parts of the bishops to reclaim 
Bright and Rossglass would have been perfectly useless.' — (Hanna's Account 
of the Parish of Bright in the Downpatrick Recorder.) The Ardglass estate," 
continues Mr. Hill, "remained in the Kildare family until the year 1808, when 
it was sold by the Right Hon. Charles Fitzgerald, Vice-Admiral of the Red, 
created Baron Lecale, to his stepfather, William Ogilvie, Esq., whose great- 
grandson, Aubrey De Vere Beauclerk, now possesses it"* 

The Irish Annals of Loch Ci sorrowfully record Sir Roland Savage's 
death in the year 15 19. — [a.d. 15 19.] "The son of the Savage, t>., Raibhilin,' 
the man of greatest bounty and valour of all the Foreigners of Erinn in his 
own time, died, after having been expelled from his patrimony by the power of 
the Earl of Cill-dara (Kildare) at the persuasion of the Prior Mag Aenghasa 
[Magennis]; and his patrimony was quietly, prosperously held by the Prior in

The Annals of Loch Ciy continuing the notice above quoted, state that 1^7^*"** ^''' 
'* Edmond [— Redmond, « Remond and Raymond^ Savage, i>., his [Sir Roland's] ; 

son, was inaugurated in his place, although he did not easily obtain his patri- 
mony." Raymond's name in the original Irish of the Annals is spelt Emonn^ 
in some State Papers it is written Remond, and in an Indenture of A.D. 1559 it 
appears as Redmond. Such variety of spelling and pronunciation of proper 
names in Ireland was quite common in the i6th and 17th centuries. As a 
christian-name, in what was probably its original French form, Raymond, it 
has been revived from time to time in the Savage family. 

Raymond Savage held his territory of Lecale in the midst of difficulties, 
and he endeavoured to strengthen himself by bringing into his dominion num- 
bers of Scottish settlers — a policy then regarded by the English government as 
fraught with great danger to the State. In a Report on the State of Ireland 
to Henry VIII., entitled "Articles and Instructions to Our Soweraine Lord the 
King, for his land of Ireland,'* and dated 1534, we have the following reference 
to him: — (a.d. 1534.) "Wher as now of late many of the Scottes beth entyrid 
into the north parts of the land of Irland in a dominion called Lekayle; wher 
one of your English rebels, callid Savage, is lord, wher as they inhabite and 
dwell, which is not to be suffyryd, for many inconveniences that ther of may 
ensue. For in your noble progenitor Edward the Third is days, one Bruce, 
brother to the Scotysh King, did entyr with 10 thousand men, and ther thoght 
to haiv wone that north contre, and dyd inhabite there, unto such tyme that 
he, and all his men, by your deputie and subjectes ther, were slayn in the feld. 
Therfor it is expedient your deputie have commaundment to expell them from 
thens, les thy, in process off tyme, know the fertylite of the land, and ther 
draw to them more of ther name, to encres ther strenth."

Indenture made between Lord Leonard Grey and 
Remund Savage, principal captain of his nation. 

•'(i.) He will be a faithful liege subject of the King. 

(2.) He will serve the King and his Deputies with all his power, and rise 
up with all his men as often as he shall be called upon, in every journey and 
great voyage, against all rebels and enemies dwelling within a days journey 
of him. 

(3.) The said Remand (Jenico Savage, formerly chief captain of the same 
nation, now being removed out of the way) shall have superiority, name, and 
preeminence of his nation and country of Savage, otherwise called Lecale, as 
principal captain of the same.^ 

(4.) He shall give to the Lord Deputy, for acquiring his favour and 
friendship, one hundred cows, fat and strong, and one good horse, or 15 marks 
of Irish money.

Raymond Savage, however, was accused again, in 1539, of encouraging 
the Scottish immigrants, and of refusing to pay rent (/erme) to the Treasurer, 
Sir William Brabazon. Brabazon writes to Thomas Cromwell thus : — 

[a.d. 1539.] "Brabazon to Crumwell. 
" I have a ferme of the King's majestic, toward that country called Lecale, 
where sum of the King's souldeors under me do lie, and the Scottes be dailie 
at warre with them. Some of the Captayns of the Scottes say they will serve 
no man ; but what they get by the sword^ that will they have. ... I have 
sent unto your Lordship a letter enclosed herein, sent from Knockfergus unto 
a servaunt of myne lying in Lecale." 

Lord Leonard Grey the same year informs Cromwell that he has made 
an expedition against Savage, on the ground that the latter would not pay his

"... For so much as Mr. Thesourer was fermour of the Kinges countre 
of Lecayll, and that Savage, chyeff capitayne of his nation, wolde not pay his 
ferme unto the Thesourer, and besydys the sayd Savage browght into the sayd 
countre dyverse Scottys, which had myche of the sayd country in their subjection, 
then yt was concluded betwyxt the said Mr. Thesourer and me that we showlde 
have gone towardes the sayd Lecayle, and so, with the ost, we sett forward, and 
entered into the said countre, took all the castles there, and delivered them to 
Mr. Thesourer, who hath warded the same. I toke another castell, being in 
M'Gynous countre, called Downdrome, whych I asure your Lordeship as yt 
standyth ys one of the strongest holtes that ever I saw in Irelande, and most 
commodios for the defence of the hole countre of Lecayll, both by sea and 
lande; for the said Lecale ys invyroned rounde aboute by the see, and noo way 
to goo by lande into the sayde country, but only by the said castle of Dundrum. 

"Owte of which country the sayd Scottes fled, and left mych corne, butters, 
and other pylfre behind them, which the ost hade. Besydys this I toke a 
castle that the said Scottes had, and other castles in Ard, bordering to the sayd 
Lecayll, which likewise I delivered to the Thesourer, in nombre all 8 castles.^ 
I assure your Lordeship I have bin in manye places and countries, and yet 
did I never see for so myche a plesaunter plott of grounde than the sayd Lecayll, 
for the comodities of the lande, and diverse ilandes in the same ynvyroned with 
the sea, which were soon reclaymed and inhabited, the Kinges pleasure known." 

Mr. Bagwell, in his excellent History of the Tudors in Ireland, thus deals with 
this invasion of Grey's : — '* Foiled in [another] attempt, which can hardly be de- 
scribed as otherwise than treacherous, Grey determined to chastise the Savages, 
who had refused to pay rent to Brabazon, the Kings tenant in Lecale. This 
old English family had become quite Hibernicised, and were now bringing Scotch 
mercenaries into the country. Various castles were taken and delivered to 
Brabazon, who also took charge of Dundrum, an important stronghold belong- 
ing to Magennis, which commanded the entry to Lecale on the land side. 
The Scots fled, leaving corn, butter, and other rural plunder behind. Grey was 
much struck by the fertility of the district, which is still famous."

"According to our former wryting to your Highnes, we have invaded the 
contreis of O'Neil, where we have been by the space of 22 daies, and have 
burnid grete parte of the same, and distroyed miche of his cornis and butters, 
whiche is the grete lyvinges of the said Oneil» and his followers; and have 
perused the grete parte of his country, and all the quarters of the } 

We have also slayne dyverse of his people- The said Oneil never made showe 
unto us of no powar, but kepte him, and his, and ther cattell in grete wooddes 
and fastnes, where we could not attayne them, nor yet have perfite knowlege, 
where they were. He persistethe still in his disobedience, but we trust in God 
so to provide for him that he shall be brought more baase. There mette with 
us, in the middes of his countrey, Odonel, with a greate bande of horsemen and 
galoglas, and also one Nele Connelach with his bande, with Orayly, Magnenessa^ 
Brian Omaghor, Filome Roo, Savage, Ohanlon, and dyverse other capytains of 
the Irissherie, who have all solemplye sworne upon the Evangelistes to do there 
uttermoste in your Highnes sarvice ageinste the said Oneil, and that they will 
never be at peace with him without the consente of us of your Counsell ; and 
have made a solempne instrumente of the same subscribed with their hands." 

In the midst of the rebellions, disturbances, and intrigues of the next twelve 
years, Raymond Savage seems to have gradually lost his grasp of Lecale. 

The old conflicts of the Savages with the O'Neills were renewed in a.d. 
1 551; but on September 27 of that year the Lord Chancellor, Thomas Cusack, 
writing to the Earl of Warwick, mentions that the contention of Savage of Arde 
and Hugh M'Neill Oge, King of Clandeboye, had been "ordered" — />., brought 
to a peaceful termination. 

In 1553, the Deputy St. Leger, in an Order of Council, denounced the 
attempts of the Savages to "usurp" the castle of Kilclief. in Lecale, from the 
Bishop of Down and Connor. Kilclief, as we have mentioned, was identified 
with the FitzSimons branch of the Savage family.*

'Harris, writing in 1743, gives the following account of Kilclief :>-'' The Castle and Lands of

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In A.D. 1553 it would appear that the only territory over which the Savages ratmokd 
enjoyed absolute sway was the Upper Ards; at least they are not mentioned as o* Jr**^" *"■* 
Lords of Lecale or of their old Antrim territories, although they undoubtedly who<)iidA.D. 
continued to possess portions of the former district long subsequently. 

The following extracts from the "Copy of the book sent from Sir Thomas 
Cusack, Lord Chancellor of Ireland, to the Duke of Northumberland's Grace for 
the present state of Ireland," preserved in the Carew MSS., gives an interesting 
account of those lands of Down which had formerly belonged to some of the 
leading Anglo-Norman lords : — 
"May 8, 1553. State of Ireland. 



"Donfrey[that is, Dufferin] where-

"The next country to that and the water of Strangfourde is Arde, Savage 
his country, which hath been mere English, both pleasant and fair, by the sea, 
of length about 1 2 miles and 4 miles in breadth, aboute ; which country is now 
in efiect for the moste part waste. 

''The next country to Arde is Clanneboy, wherein is one Moriorthogh 
Dunelaghe, one of the Neyles, who hath the name as Captain of Clanneboy, but 
he is not able to maintain the same. He hath 8 tall gentlemen to his sons, and 
all they cannot make past 24 horsemen. There is another sept in that country of 
Phelym Backagh's sons, tall men, which taketh part with Hugh Mac Neill Oge, 

till now of late that certain refused him and went to Knockfergus 

The same Hugh [O'Neill Oge] hath two castles, one called Bealefarst [that is, 
Belfast], an old castle standing upon a ford out of the Arde to Clanneboy, 
which well repaired, being now broken, would be a good defence betwixt the 
woods and Knockfergus." 

In the MS. Council-book of Ireland, preserved in the library of the Royal 
Irish Academy, Dublin, Savage's name appears in a list of " Yrishe Lordes and 
Capitaynes/' who sent horse and foot to the '' Hostings and Musters of the 
English Pale in Ireland, a.d. 1556-60. . . . Savage . . . iiij Horsemen, 
xiiij Kerne/'* The numbers contributed by Savage on this occasion were 
quite equal to the average supplied by the English Barons in Ireland. 

A contest now arose between Raymond Savage and his kinsman Roland 
Savage for the inheritance and captainship of their nation in what was left in 
the Ards of the once extensive possessions of their fathers. 

Whose son this Roland Savage was we have failed to discover after 
considerable research. We find no reference to him by name prior to the year 
1559. That he could not have been a brother of Raymond's is clear from the 
facts that Raymond inherited the lordship of Lecale from his father, Sir 
Roland Savage, formerly Seneschal of Ulster, and Raymond's descendants, the 
Ardkeen family, were ever after called "the race of the Seneschal," to distinguish 
them from the descendants of this very Roland of a.d. 1559. But that he 
was a very near relative of Raymond's is indisputable.

in the Little Ards about the middle of the i6th century seems to have been or lecal* and

protracted and bitter, and both parties were fully alive to its ruinous conse- 7^^**** ^^' 
quences to their kindred and country. Roland and Raymond, accordingly, finally 
agreed to request the Lord Deputy and Council to arbitrate, and in a.d. 1559 
(first year of Queen Elizabeth's reign) they appeared before their Lordships, and 
prayed them to " put a quiet and loving end " to their differences. The result was 
that the Upper Ards were divided pretty evenly between them, and each was 
to be " Captain of his Nation " within his own dominion. The enrolment of the 
Treaty thus established is amongst the Patent and Close Rolls in the Record 
Office, Dublin. A very imperfect abstract of it is given in that very imperfect 
and slovenly compilation known as *' Morrin's Calendar.'' Morrin gives the 
first half of its contents, and leaves on the reader's mind an utterly erroneous 
impression of its terms and meaning. We have seen and read the document 
in the Public Record Office, and the following is a copy of the terms of the 
"Treaty":— 

A.D. issg. From the Patent and Close Rolls, ist Elizabeth. Mem- 
brum 26. 

" Treaty between Roland and Redmond Savage, and their kinsmen : reciting 
that contention had arisen amongst them for the inheritance and chieftainship of 
their nation ; and, having appeared before the lord Deputy and Council, declaring 
the losses and injuries they sustained, and having prayed their lordships to put a 
quiet and loving end to their differences, for the greater wealth and commodity of 
their country, it was ordered and adjudged that Roland Savage should be captain 
of his nation and freeholders having rightful inheritance in the lands of Ballyncon- 
towne, in the Ards, Tullagharnan, Bally dowe, Tewesities, Ballentonragh, Ballyn- 
bentlyng, Ballyngrenagh, Ballyfannor^ Ballywored, Tolnecrewe, Ballywlake, Bally- 
warter, Tolocraffeere^ Knockavillar^ BaUyharvan. And also the said Redmond for 
his part shall have the expenses as Captain upon all such of his nation or free- 
holders as have or ought to have a rightful inheritance in those lands following :

It does not appear that this document confers any actual right of /r^- 
cedence upon one party or the other. Each was to have the rights of Captain 
of his Nation within his own territory as now defined.

who died A.D. ^e HOW come to the inauguration of a new policy in Ulster, and fresh 

vicissitudes in the history of the Savage family. 

Thomas Smith, son of Sir Thomas Smith, Queen Elizabeth's secretary, 
having been granted by the Queen a portion of the Lower Ards, which had fallen 
into the hands of the O'Neills, landed at Strangford on the 31st August, 1572, 
and, writing to Burghley from Down, on the loth September, he states that Sir 
Brian M'Felim O'Neill would not part with one foot of the land. He (Smith) 
had referred the matter to the Lord Deputy, and had withdrawn his soldiers 
from Newtown in the Ards to Ringhaddy in the Dufferin. 

On the loth October, Turlough Lynagh (O'Neill) writes to the Lord Deputy 
and Council, demanding that Mr. Smith may not be permitted to inhabit in the 
lands of Sir Brian M'Felim. On the 14th of the same month, Malbie, writing to 
the Lord Deputy, states that Sir Brian M'Felim has taken all the prey, and fired 
the towns, and that Henry Savage has been slain by his special appointment; 
and that the abbeys of Newtown (stated, as we have seen above, to have been 
founded by the Savages), Bangor, Moville, Holywood, and others, have been 
burned. It would appear from this that Henry Savage had been favourable 
to the scheme of colonisation of the Great Ards by Smith and his men. 

'^Whatever English adventurers may have thought of Thomas Smith and 
his pamphlet, there was nothing in the movement which could possibly be 
pleasing to the Irish. The Norman family of Savage has from early times 
enjoyed dominion in the Ards, and their title to considerable estates in the 
southern half had been acknowledged in 1559. It was evidently not intended 
to interfere with them, and so they seem to have favoured Smith's enterprise.'' 
So writes Mr. Bagwell. The position of the Savages, however, was now one of 
extreme difficulty and danger. Those of them whose lands lay in the southern 
portion of the Upper Ards, being farther removed from their powerful enemies 
the O'Neills, needed neither the vigilance nor the diplomacy that were required 
of the Lord of Ardkeen and his dependants, whose territories stretched along 
the borders. Raymond Savage, Lord of Ardkeen (or, as he is generally called 
in the correspondence of this time, Ferdoragh Mac Seneschal — /.^., the dark- 
faced son of the Seneschal, or Edmond Savage^), adopted apparently a double 
game. It was indeed difficult for any Anglo-Irish chief at this period to know

playing a double game and games of fast-and-Ioose with the Anglo- Irish ; or leca^^akd 

just as at the present period the loyal inhabitants of Ireland are first sacrificed ^^^^^'^ 

by the Government for its political ends, then taunted for not taking their 

own protection into their own hands, then fallen back upon for support in 

trying emergencies, and then once more cast aside, defrauded and despoiled. 

Raymond Savage probably foresaw that Smith's expedition would prove abortive, 

and that, for a time at least, his neighbour, Sir Brian M'Felim, would triumph. 

His sympathies were probably with Smith, for he proved himself a friend 

and protector to Smith's broken followers in the course of the next year, 1573. 

His tendencies were possibly not disloyal; but it must have been perfectly 

clear to him that the Government which had recently confiscated his neighbour's 

lands, and had taken every excuse to deprive his father and himself of their 

patrimony, might, if not now frustrated, speedily put its hand upon the remnant 

of his wide ancestral estates ; which indeed, shortly afterwards, it temporarily did. 

On the loth September of the same year, Essex wrote from Carrickfergus 
to the Privy Council, announcing his arrival there with a small company. On 
the 29th of September, the Queen wrote from Greenwich to the Lord Deputy 
about giving commission of general Captaincy in all Ulster to the Earl of 
Essex, and concerning a Commission to mark a boundary-line between the 
Smiths and the Earl of Essex. On the 20th October, Essex informed the Privy 
Council from Carrickfergus that he had taken 400 of Sir Brian M'Felim's kine 
and slain 40 of his men; and that there was news that Thomas Smith, Mr. 
Secretary's son, was slain in the Ards by Irishmen of his own household, 
whom he much trusted. 

After this murder of Thomas Smith, Raymond Savage took his unfortunate 
followers under his protection, and led them into a place of safety in his own 
territory. Essex, writing to the Privy Council from Carrickfergus on the 28th . 
October, states that '' the Baron of Dungannon, More, and Malbie, with horse, 
sent to the relief of Cumber, were stayed at the ford at Belfast." Essex had 
marched to their aid. Cumber had been burnt Mr. Smiths men had been 
^^ conducted into the Little Ardes by Ferdorough Savage." There had been a 
skirmish with Sir Brian M'Felim and all his power, and 100 had been slain. 
Norreys and Malbie had had their horses shot, but both had been rescued. 
The rebels would never offer any fight but upon great advantages. 

It is manifest that the Lord of Ardkeen was now not in antagonism with 
the party Smith's men represented. Two months later, however, he was actually 
engaged with the O'Neills in opposing Essex. "The Irish," wrote Essex to

who died A.D. under Essex's own command. The majority of the people of the North seemed 

to look upon his enterprise as a private one, as in effect it was; and Essex 
began to feel that his exiiraordinary position was becoming perfectly untenable. 
On the 2nd November he writes to Burleigh, offering, if the Queen should 
like to take up the whole enterprise, to serve with loo horse, and take a 
portion but double that of the private adventurers. 

Meanwhile, the leaders of the Englishry in the Ards had almost to a man 
given their support to the O'Neills, evidently with the impression that their 
own territories might be now best preserved against the encroachments of 
adventurers like Essex by helping to establish the O'Neills firmly on their 
borders. ''The Irish," Essex declares, ''expected that he (Essex) would return 
to England, and leave the government of the country to Sir Brian M'Felim." 
On the 2nd December, 1573, Essex, in his Instructions to Mr. John Norreys and 
Edward Waterhouse on their going over to Court, makes the following state- 
ment: — "All the freeholders and inhabitants of the Ardes be gone out and joined 
in rebellion with Nele Mac Bryan Fertoughe, especially Ferdouroughe Mac 
Seneschall and the rest, saving Savadge, chief of that name [evidendy 
Roland, of Portaferry], Denys Smythe, and James Mac Jeniake Savaige 
[Raymond's brother, sometimes also surnamed FerdoraugK^ which Denis Smyth 
and James Savaige, under colour of keeping in, doe more hurt by sending 
victualls and intelligence unto the rebells than the rebells themselves can do." 
In the difficult circumstances in which Raymond Savage was now placed, he 
seems to have had recourse to divers practices which the Government regarded 
as treasonous. From a very interesting letter of Jerome Brett, written to 
Lord Fitzwilliam on the 8th January, 1574 (to which our attention has 
been most obligingly drawn by Mr. Charles H. Brett, of Belfast), it would 
appear that he had assumed to himself some time previously the right of 
coining money and of making peace and war without warrant He is also 
accused of having been implicated in the murder of White (probably of the 
Dufferin family), and of another Englishman named Browne. Brett states that 
he had received the Deputy's pardon for all offences, "treason against her 
Majesty's person and coining of money excepted." Since receiving that pardon, 
however, and very lately, he had committed sundry felonies and treasons, as in 
aiding and receiving Sir Bryan's men that were hurt by the English host; in 
taking prisoners and releasing them ; in making peace and war ; and in harbour- 
ing and protecting "a notorious traitor and murderer" named Patrick Hazard. 
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Either on account of Raymond's "treasonous practices," or in order to Raymond

hold the Upper Ards in check, or for both reasons, the Castle of Ardkeen op legale amd 

i*i_.j -tr » , ^^ Ardkeen, 

had been seized some time before the 1st January, 1574, and a garrison who died a.d. 
had been placed in it under command of Jerome Brett, who, in connection 
with Smith's enterprise, had been commissioned to overawe the inhabitants 
of the Ards. 

Meanwhile, the Lord of Ardkeen had evidently taken up his quarters 
near the opposite shores of Lough Strangford, possibly in another of his 
formidable strongholds, the Castle of Scetrick on the Island of that name. 

Jerome Brett, in the letter above alluded to, states that Raymond Savage 
had come to the country of which he had the government (viz., the district about 
Ardkeen), ** to be entertained for 1 2 horsemen and 40 kern," saying that he was 
from the Earl of Essex, offering him many courtesies, and expressing much regret 
that Brett had not more forces at his disposal. Brett regarded his move- 
ments with suspicion, and calls his expressions of sympathy "crocodiles tears." 
By the killing of White, Browne, and others, he says, ''he hath received such 
entrance as it is very hard to keep him from bytinge of such shepe." Brett's 
belief evidently was that he was endeavouring to circumvent him, and by 
some sudden stroke to regain possession of Ardkeen Castle and drive the 
garrison out of his territories. It is quite possible that Brett may have been 
right in some of his surmises ; but it seems more probable that he was in 
error, for in Essex's instructions to Waterhouse, written prior to the date of 
this letter, he states that he had taken Raymond Savage into his protection. 
Brett, however, was of opinion that his suspicions were justified by an incident 
which soon afterwards followed. 

On the 7th of January, at night, Raymond Savage crossed over Strangford 
Lough by boat, with twenty-six foot soldiers, and sent round some sixteen horse- 
men by land. He placed himself and his men in sundry advantageous positions, 
and lay in concealment, it would seem, till near daybreak. Then he suddenly 
caused the ''prey" (the cattle) of the town of Ardkeen to be "raised," supposing 
(Brett believed) that he (Brett) would be the first man that would attempt to 
rescue the prey, and that Raymond would thus find a ready opportunity of 
capturing or slaying him. Raymond's party, however, as they 'May in their 
barke/' were discovered by Brett's subordinate officer Mr. Storeys and his 
men, and Storeys immediately shot off a falcon.^ Savage's followers then 
declared that they had only come to ask for the assistance of Brett's foot 
soldiers, to aid them in making "a prey" (or foray) elsewhere.

In 1575 Sir Henry Sydney, the new Viceroy, officially intimated that he 
had taken into protection Edmonde {ue.^ Raymond) Savage, alias Ferdorough 
Mac Seneschau 

Raymond Savage, Lord of Ardkeen and of Lecale, had attained a good old 
age when he died. His life had been eventful He had struggled hard to retain 
possession of the territories which his ancestors had so valiantly acquired, 
and so valiantly defended against overwhelming numbers for four hundred 
years; and amongst the men of his generation he must have been distin- 
guished by some conspicuous virtues, for even the Irish chroniclers go out of 
their way to praise the hereditary enemy of their people; he was, say the 
Annals of Loch C/, ''the man of greatest humanity and bounty of all the 
foreigners of Erinn, although '' (which was but too true) "he was injured 
regarding his property." 

Raymond (Ferdorough Mac Seneschal) Savage died in 1575. He was 
succeeded in the representation of the family by his nephew, the eldest son of 
James (Ferdorough Mac Jeniake) Savage, viz., by

This Ferdorough Savage, and his brothers Janico (or, as the Irish called 
him, Shenikin-a-but, or Janico the Fair-visaged) and Roland, the founder of 
the earlier Ballygalget branch of the Savages, were all Royalists. 

It would appear that Janico still retained some portion of the old family 
possessions in Lecale, for in the year in which he is stated to have died (A.a 
1602) Jenkin Boy Savage was "pardoned" for some alienation of lands in that 
Barony.* 

Montgomery states that Ferdorough and his next brother Janico were 
killed in an encounter with the O'Neills in the County of Antrim. The place 
of their death is said to have been Clogney Castally, in the County of 
Antrim, and the date, June 15, a.d. 1602.

At the death of his father Janico, Henry Savage was a minor, aged 14 
years, 3 months, and 21 days, and he was placed under the guardianship of 
his surviving uncle, Roland Savage, Esq., of Ballygalget Castle, a " soldier in 
Queen Elizabeth s wars," who was pensioned for his services and his '* maims '' 
therein.* 

In the Patent Rolls, 3 James I. (1605), occurs the following grant : — "To 
Rowland Savage was granted on the 22nd October of the said year, for a fine of 
40s., the wardship and custody of Henry Savage, son and heir of Jenkin Savage, 
late of Ardchin, Co. Down, gent., and grandson and heir of Ferdoroughe 
MacJeniake Savage, deceased, at a rent of £,^ \ retaining thereout ;^3 10 for 
the maintenance and education of said Henry, as hereinafter mentioned." 

During Henry Savage's minority new colonies of Scots were established in 
the Great Ards and Claneboy, — those of Sir Hugh Montgomery and James 
Hamilton^ and the descendants of the settlers under Montgomery still speak the 
Ayrshire dialect of their forefathers. 

At an Inquisition made at Newry, on the last day of March, 161 7, it 
appeared that '* Henry Savage, of Ardkeene, within the Co. of Downe, and 
his assigns, was and is seised and possessed, in fee, of the castles, lands, and 
tenements hereafter mentioned, that is to say, the Castle, towne, and lands of 
Ardkene, contayning i towneland, the town and land of Ballilissbane i towne- 
land, Cokestowne, al' Ballicokerie, i towneland, Irishtowne, al' Balligalagh, i 
towneland, Ballycrannymore i towneland, Ballycrannybegg i towneland, Krewe 
^ a towneland, Ratalla 5^ of a towneland, Downe ^ of a towneland with a 
freshwater lough, Ballycoller i towneland, Ballyvickenny i towneland, Tully- 
mayly i towneland, Ballyward i towneland, the Castle and land of Skaterick, 
the iland of Ranish called the Calfe-iland, the Trashnagh-iland, the iland called 
Iland-roee, the iland called, the Partan-iland, the iland called Iland-dromond, the 
two M)misses, the iland called the Grass-iland, the iland called Inishe-an-royne, 
the Iland conolly, all which are lying and being in the Co' of Downe.

Liberty was also granted 

to Henry Savage to hold a Court Baron within the limits of the town of 

Ardkeen. 

The old struggle for precedence and priority on the part of the Portaferry 
branch of the family seems to have renewed itself on this occasion ; for Roland 
Savage, of Portaferry, son and heir of Patrick, called Lord Savage, laid claim, 
without success, to the entire of Henry's castles and lands. One Henry 
Owen Savage, whose parentage we have not ascertained, also claimed the 
Ardkeen estates on some untenable ground; and Sir James Hamilton, Knight, 
the new owner of Claneboy, attempted to set up a claim to some of the 
islands, but in vain. The Lord Bishop of Down desired that the right of the

said Bishop, as in right of the Church, and the right of the Glebe lands of the 
parish Church of Ardkeen, might be saved unto him. The Bishop of Down 
here referred to was Robert Echlin, the founder of the family of the Echlins 
of Ardquin and Echlinville. He had been consecrated in 16 13. He became 
possessed by Bishop's lease of the lands of Ardquin and Castleboy, said to have 
been originally Savage property, some of which is stated to have been granted 
to the Church as an expiatory offering by a Chief of the Savages in Roman 
Catholic times.' His family continued to flourish in wealth and importance

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for generations in the Ards, and, as will appear hereafter, became connected hbnkt 
with the Savages of Portaferry and Ardkeen by several intermarriages.* bSr^A^D^ss- 

In or about the year 1628, Henry Savage married Ellis (or Alice) Nv <*^^»»^ss. 
Neile, the widow of Con O'Neill, the former lord of Claneboy and Great Ards. 
Of this Ellis Ny Neile, Mr. Hill, in the valuable notes to his edition of the 
Montgomery Manuscripts^ gives the following account : — '* The Inquisition of 
1623 states, 'We find a lease of Con O'Neale's to Ellis Neal his wife, and 
Hugh Boy O'Neale his son, of the lands of Ballycarngannon (in Drumbo parish), 
Bressage (in Saintfield parish), and Crevy (in Drumbo parish), dated the ist of 
June, 1616, for loi years, at 8 shillings rent during said Con's life, and after 
his decease his wife to give as much to his heir during her life, and after her 
death, yielding 20 shillings to his heir, out of every of the said townlands. And 
we find the said Con did by indenture, dated 2nd December, 1616, make a 
conveyance of said lands unto Lord Claneboy and Sir Moyses Hill, who have 
been in possession thereof ever since.' These terms are described in our 
copy as *not in the Manuscript* from which it was transcribed. Ellis Nyneil 
was a namesake in full of the first Countess of Antrim, and was most 
probably related to her. She was the second wife of Con O'Neill, as their 
son Hugh was only five years of age in 1616. Ellis was not old at the time 
of Con's death, for in 1628 she remarried with Henry Savage, of Ardkeen. 
She died in the following year. Her son, Hugh Boy O'Neill, must have died 
young, as the author [Montgomery] mentions that Daniel was old Con's only 
surviving offspring. The name Ellis is now sometimes written Alice^ and the 
form Nyneil, used in the text, implies that the lady was the daughter of an 
O'Neill, most probably one of the many chieftains this race furnishes."' 

William Montgomery, who frequently conversed with his relative Mr. Henry 
Savage in the latter's old age, says: — "The said Henry told me that the two 
first Viscounts Montgomery and Hamilton offered him five thousand pounds 
sterling if he would sell his wife's (the said Ellis) jointure to them, which had 
been happy for him, because she died about a year after their marriage." 

Some years after the death of his wife Ellis Ny Neile, Montgomery tells us, 
Mr. Henry Savage "married Elizabeth Nevin, the Laird of Monkroddin s eldest 
daughter, niece to the first Viscountess Montgomery, and cousin-german of her 
Ladyship's daughter, Mrs. Savage, of Portaferry. Since which time," he adds, 
**the said Savage families have been good friends, and Protestants, only the

Mr. Henry Savage's younger brother, Richard Savage, married another 
daughter of the Laird of Monkroddin. The Laird's name was Thomas Nevin. 
Montgomery calls his family ''an ancient worshipful family.'' Monkroddin was 
near Irvine, in Scotland. One of the sisters of the first Lady Montgomery 
had married '' Andrew Nevin, second Laird of Monkredding, or Monkroddin, in 
the parish of Kilwinning." In his notes to the Montgomery Manuscripts^ Mr. 
Hill writes : — ''Although the Monkredding estate was small, consisting only 
of 700 acres adjoining the village of Kilwinning, its lairds were kinsmen 
of the Earls of Eglinton, and appear to have been engaged in several con* 
fidential matters connected with the Eglinton family. In 1581, Andrew 
Nevin, the second laird and father of Thomas, witnessed an obligation from 
Margaret Maxwell, Lady Giffyn, and Duncan Foster of Killmoir, her spouse, to 
the third Earl of Eglinton. He also witnessed a bond given by the same 
Earl in 1582, relating to a marriage contract between Robert Master of Setoun 
and Margaret Montgomerie the Earl's daughter. In 1583, Monkredding was 
one of the witnesses to an obligation of Muir of Caldwell to surrender certain 
papers to Agnes Montgomerie, Lady Sempill. — Paterson : Parishes and Families 
0/ Ayrshire, vol. ii., p. 253. Eraser: Memorialsy vol. ii., pp. 221, 224. Thomas 
Nevin, of Ballycopland, parish of Donaghadee, obtained a grant of denization 
in May, 161 7. — Calendar of Patent Rolls, James I., p. 326. This gentleman 
appears to have returned to the family estate in Ayrshire, where he died about 
165 1. His will, dated on the 22nd of January in that year, is preserved in 
Dublin, although it was written in Scotland. In this document he mentions 
his lands in Ireland, and his son * Mr. Hew, in Ireland.' — MS. Notes of Rob. S. 
Nicholson^ Esq. On coming to the Ards, it is certain that the Nevins first 
settled in the parish of Donaghadee, where their descendants continued in 
possession of considerable landed property until late in the eighteenth century. 
In 1 77 1, the lands known as the two Ballymacrewses were held by David 
and John Nevin, and had previously been in possession of Benjamin Nevin, 
probably their father. Besides this property, John Nevin held a part of Bally- 
vester, and David a part of Cannyreagh, in the same parish. In 1775, John 
and William Nevin held extensive house property in Donaghadee, including 
*the water-corn mill and windmill.' — MSS. in possession of Daniel Delacherois, 
Esq., Donaghadee.*'^

In A.D. 1634, Mr. Henry Savage, of Ardkeen, was appointed High Sheriff 
of the County of Down. 

Mr. Henry Savage is mentioned by Montgomery first on the list of those 
whose servants attended the funeral of the ist Viscount Montgomery in Sep- 
tember, 1636, and also as one of the Esquires who took part in the procession. 
The Viscount died in May, 1636. His body was embalmed, and his funeral 
took place in the September following. "The solemnity was performed with 
all the pomp that the rules of heraldry would admit and decency did require.** 
William Montgomery gives a minute account of it, which, as it illustrates the 
state of society in the Ards in the first half of the 17th century, and con- 
tains references to several of the leading families of the neighbourhood, we 
shall take the liberty of quoting extensively : — 

'' His corpse being embalmed and rolled in wax searcloths was close 
coffined, (no more now Lord or Montgomery) was locked up in a turrett till a 
week before its interment, at which time (being in September the said last 
mentioned year), it was carried privately by night a mile out of town [New- 
town Ards^, and in a large tent laid in state, and attended with the formalities 
of wax candles, friends and servants, till the day of the procession on foot from 
the said tent to the Church. The persons who made up the procession were 
all clothed in blacks (called in Scotland dueil weeds from this word dueil, but 
burrowed frbm the French, signifying mourning), and were seen in the following 
order, which the reader may please to peruse, if he doe not already know well 
enough the manner of burying Viscounts, which is, viz. — Imprimis, 2 conductors 
(with black truncheons) named Thomas Kenedy and John Lockart, both of 
Comerer — 2dly, poor men (the oldest could be had) called salys {ji.e. alms- 
men) in gowns, to the number of 76, the year current of his late Lordship's 
age, walking two and two, with their black staves. — 3dly, the servants of 
Gentlemen, Esquires, Knights, Barons, Viscounts, and Earles, hereafter named, 
viz., by two's as they went

" 19th, Then the defunct's Gentleman Usher, named Jo. Hamil, walked 
bareheaded next before the King at Arms. 

20th, Ulster King at Arms carried the sword, target or shield armorial. 
2ist, Then was drawn (by six led horses, cloathed in black) the hearse, 
environed with a circolet mounted on the carriage of a coach, supported with 
posts or pillars, under which was laid the coffin, inclosing the remains of that 
late worthy Viscount, covered with a velvet pall, and on it pinned taffeta 
escutchions of his Lordship's own, and his matches coat's armorial, and elegys 
of the best sort also affixed thereto. The hearse on each side being accompanied 
by six men, with single banner rolls without ; and even in rank with them went 
six footmen belonging to his late Lordship and his three sons, each having 
a black battoun in his right hand. 

"22d, Next immediately after the hearse followed now the Rt Hon. Hugh, 
2nd Lord Viscount Montgomery, of the Great Ardes, the chiefest mourner; 
after him walked Sir Jas. Montgomery, George Montgomery, and Pat. Savage 
aforesaid, as next chiefest mourners (I dare say it), both in hearts and habits.

diedA.D. 1655. M*Dowal, of Garthland, and the Baron of Howth's son ; St Lawrence, Esq., 

and Sir William Stewart, Knight, Bart., and Privy Counsellor, in one rank. All 
these, as chief mourners, who were attended by some of their own servants, 
appointed to wait on them and be near their persons ; six men, also covered 
with long black cloaks, marching by two and two, in the servants' rear, a great 
mixed multitude following and going about the herse at decent distance; only 
all the women in black, and those who had taffeta scarfs and hoods of that 
colour, went next the six men in cloaks. The great bell then in the west 
end of the Church tolling all the while that the procession was coming from 
the tent. 

" 24th, And now, all being orderly entered and seated, and the coffin 
placed before the pulpit, and the service ended, the Lord Bishop preached a 
learned, pious and elegant sermon (which I have seen in print long ago, from 
which I might have borrowed some memories if I had it now). This done, 
and the corpse moved to the upper end of the chancel, was (after the office 
for the dead performed) there inhumed. The Church pulpit and chancel being 
circoled with black baze, and stuck with scutchions and pencils [penc/ls] of the 
defunct and his matches, at due distances ; the whole edifice thoroughly illumi- 
nated by wax candles and torches. The full obsequys were thus ended. 

" Divers elegant elegys and epitaphs were made by Newtown School (as 
was their grateful duty) and others on his Lordship's death, as encomiums of 
his life (whose love to the learned was eminent). . . . 

"This funerall was extraordinarily great and costly; all the noblemen and 
noblemen's sons, and the gentry which came from Scotland, and the knights, 
gentry, and heralds, with their retinue, and the rest which came from Farmanagh, 
Tirowen, Donnegall, Armagh, and Antrim (which was no smal number), with 
the attendants of all these mourners, and their horses, besides the phisitians, 
divines, and bishop; and their servants, etc, were all entertained to the full, 
in meat, drink, lodging, and other accommodations. The better sort of them in 
the Viscount's house, and the residue in the town, where wine (because there 
was no excise or new impost) was plenty at his Lordship's expense; the 
atcheivements (alone) costing above 65 1. at the lowest rate that they could be 
bought by Sir James Montgomery, who was one of the executors to the late 
Lord his father's last will and testament." 

Such is a vivid picture of the life and society in the Ards in which the 
members of the Savage families moved at this period. 
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"In 1636, a commission was issued to inquire into defects supposed to "/^J^ esq.. 
exist in all titles to estates, and to prepare an act of Parliament for remedying 2^™^^*,^. 
the same." In 1637 (12 Charles I.), all his lands were confirmed to Mr. Henry di«i a.d. 1655. 
Savage, of Ardkeen. "A grant in virtue of the said commission and for the 
fine of /"id id/- to Henry Savage, Esq., and his heirs, of the Manor, Castle, 
town and lands of Ardkyne. The towns and lands also of about 20 more 
lands (all particularly named;) and amongst them the rent of 12s. English and 
suit of courts out of the Castle, towns and lands of Ballygalgett and Kirkes- 
town. The Estates were created the Manor of Arkyne, with power to hold a 
Court Baron ; to impark 300 acres, with free warren, park and chase, to enjoy 
all waifs and strays, &c. This grant is dated 8 March, 1637."^ 

In 1639, Mr. Henry Lavage was appointed by Hugh, Lord Viscount Mont- 
gomery, one of the Trustees to a Deed dated 6th October of that year. "It 
was found by Inquisition {Down, No, log. Car. i) that Hugh, lord viscount 
Montgomery, by deed, dated the 6th of October, 1639, granted to Sir James 
Montgomery, of Rosemount, Kt, Patrick Savage of Portaferry, Henry 
Savage of Arkin, William Shaw of Newtowne, and John Montgomery of Bally- 
creboy, Esqs., the manor of Downbreaklyn, and all the towns, lands, and heredita- 
ments of Ballymilagh (now Mealough), Ballyknockbreda, Ballycarny (now Bally- 
cairne), Ballydowneagh (now Duneight, Parish of Blaris), Ballyclogher (now 
Clogher), Ballyaghlisk (now Ballyaglis, Parish of Drumbeg), Lisnegnoe (now 
Lisnoe, Parish of Blaris), and that part of Ballylessan containing 140 acres, in 
the possession of George Montgomery of Drumfaddy. The printed abstract of 
the Inquisition in the Calendar does not state the trusts of the above deed; 
but an original copy of the latter, found among the family papers at Donaghadee, 
contains additional details."^ 

The rebellion and massacre of 1641 left the Ards untouched The 
Ards, indeed, was the only district in the County of Down into which the 
sword of the insurgents failed to penetrate. "In less than a week after the 
commencement of the rebellion, the insurgents had possession of the counties 
of Tyrone, Monaghan, Longford, Leitrim, Fermanagh, Cavan, Donegal, Derry, 
and nearly all Armagh and Down. The district of Ards was the only portion 
of Down which was happily free from pillage and massacre, although the 
inhabitants there, on the first breaking forth of the rebellion, hardly hoped to 
escape the doom of other places. Refugees from other districts of Down, and

But though the inhabitants of the Ards were thus secure from the ferocity 
of the Irish, those of them who still remained members of the Roman 
Catholic Church ran considerable risk from the zeal of the Scottish Covenanters. 
Probably the most influential of the Roman Catholics in the Ards at the time 
was Mr. Henry Savage, of Ardkeen; and William Montgomery, in his Incidental 
Remembrances of the Two Ancient Families of the Savages^ informs us that Henry 
Savage needed special protection from the Government and from the Covenant- 
ing Protestants : — " In all the fermentation raised by the Covenant teachers," 
he writes, "against the peaceable Irish papists in the Lower Ards, yet Sir James 
Montgomery still protected them, and procured the Lord Conway's order, dated 
Deer- 1642, that only bonds should be taken of Henry Savage, of Archin, Esq., 
for the delivery of the arms in his house at any time when called for, and the 
rest of the Papists to be disarmed, which privilege Sir James got confirmed 
and enlarged on another occasion, and there was need and reason for granting 
that safeguard, because of the unruly Scottish mob and common soldiers, who 
would make the pretence of searching for arms and amunition an opportunity 
to quarrel and plunder. ... He [Mr. Henry Savage] was (by marriage)," 
he continues, "next cousin to our 2nd Visc^- and to Sir James Montgy- and that 
was related also to some of his reg^- officers, to whom he was kind, and hospitable 
to the rest; yet all this did not release the fear he had of the vulgar people 
and the inferior officers, whereof the 3d Viscount and Sir James, at the league 
in Armagh, signed an order, dated the 2 2d August, 1644, directed to Quarter- 
master John Hamill, prohibiting all persons whatsoever to give any disturbance 
to the person of Henry Savage aforesaid, or to his wife, children, servants, 
tenants, houses, or goods, and requiring restitution to be made if anything hath 
been seized or taken from him or them, as all persons concerned should 
answer for disobeying this their order, requiring and ordering the officers and 
soldiers to give assistance for recovery of anything so taken, and to protect 
him and his aforesaid from such injuries; for granting which Sir James was 
complained of and made to answer (and other trivial dust was raised against him) 
before Sir Robert Meredith, Sir Robert King and Sir John Clotworthy, comm«- 
of Parliament, for these parts of Ireland, Anno. 1646. Thus worth is attended 
with envy and obloquy — such malice had the Covenanters against them both."*

a great train of attendance and the convoy of his troops to Mellifont (S^. Js. M. 
his uncle, making a figure suitable to himself,) and there his LoP wedded the 
Honble Mary, eldest sister of Henry, \A Visct. Moor, Sr J. M. assisting to 
have her Lap's marriage portion of ;^30oo secured by bonds of the staple, wh 
her brother (the \A Moor) gave for the same; and there was need of the best 
security, for his Lop's estate was entailed, and himself but tenant for life. This 
was done in the month of Dec- 1648. When his Lop returned with his Lady 
and her sister and two of her younger brothers, &c.; the reception at Newtown 
was great as military appearance and good cheer could make it, and their 
entertainment suitable. For divers days, the Ladies had the pleasure to see 
several Gent^. on horseback, with lances at their thighs, running at full career 
at glove and ring, for the scarf, ring and gloves w»i her Ladyship had set 
forth (on the ist day of that solemnity) as prizes for the i, 2 and 3 best runners 
(a sight never beheld by any of the Ladies or any of the attendants before 
that time). These exercises continued for two other days, matches for mastery 
being made among the Gentn runners themselves, and the wagers were mostly 
bestowed on a supper and good wine; other days there were horse races 
made to entertain her Ladyship's brothers, who were always guests at the 
consumption of the winnings. Among these cavaliers, Capt. Geo. Montgomery 
(his LoP's uncle) bore away more prizes than all the rest, and to shew his good 
horsemanship (for he had in his travels learned to manage them) he broke his 
lance against the garden wall at high speed, and wheeled his horse upon his 
hinder feet, and rode back curveting and troting to the great admiration of 
fearfull ladies and all the other beholders. I," adds William Montgomery, "was 
then at Newtown school, and was a diligent spectator."* 

Mr. Henry Savage was appointed by Mr. Hugh Nevin, Vicar of Donaghadee, 
&c., one of the "overseers" of his will, dated 12th October, 1652. He (Hugh 
Nevin) appoints his "brother (-in-law), Tho. Maly to be an overseer," and also 
nominates as overseers and assistants of his family his "beloved friends and 
kinsmen, Sir Robert Adair, Mr. Hendrie Savadge, Mr. William Schaw of 
Newtowne, and Captain William Howstowne, and Captain James Mc Gill, and 
I hope the right honourable the lord of Ardes will give his assistance. I shall 
likewise desire my good friends, Hugh Montgomerie of Granguch (Gransheogh), 
John Montgomery of Bailie PoUie, Mathew Haslett, and Robert Callewell, to 
be assisting to the above-named overseers." *

OF abdkbbn. MontQ:omery thus describes his character and his opinions : — " This Gentleman 

bom A.D. 1588; t> J ^ ^ ... 

died A. D. 1655. was loyal and moderate in his Romish religion, and read the Holy Scriptures, 

and, on his death bed, (whereon he lay long,) assured me that he trusted for 
salvation only to the merits and mediation of Jesus Christ He kept no images 
in his house, nor used no beads at his prayers, (that ever I could see or hear of,) 
and he said if he had any such images in picture, he would meditate on but 
not worship them. He used to say that invocation of saints was needless, 
(although it were supposed they heard or knew our wants,) because he was 
sure his Saviour was God all sufficient, and our intercessor as man and priest." 

His will, dated 31st August, 1655, commences with these words: — "I 
bequeath my soul to God my Maker, hoping through the merits of Jesus 
Christ my Saviour to be made partaker of life everlasting." To his eldest son 
and heir, Mr. John Savage, he bequeathed the Castle and Townland of Ardkeen, 
with the corn-mill situated thereon, the townlands of TuUomoyle, Ballyward 
and Lisbane, with the mill situated thereon, Cookstown, the chief rents and 
chiefries out of the townlands of Ballygalget, Ballycranemore (apparently)^ 
Kirkestone, Irishtown, Ratalla, and Ballycranebeg ; the Castle of Scetrick, 
and all the islands in Lough Coyne (Strangford Lough) belonging to him ; 
and a third part of the townland of Imovally during the life natural of 
Catherine Savage, altos Haddow, &c., which he had bought from the said 
Catherine Savage. 

To his second son, Hugh Savage, he bequeathed the townlands of Irish- 
town and Balligolnye, which he had bought from " Rolland Savadge the 
younger.*' ^ 

To his third and fourth sons, James Savage and Richard Savage, he 
bequeathed the rights, &c., of the lands which he held of the Lords Claneboy 
and Montgomery. 

To his wife, Elizabeth Savage, n^ Nevin, he left all the towns, lands, 
and premises above-mentioned during her viduity. And the following affords 
us rather a vivid picture of the extent of the old Castle of Ardkeen at the 
time. If she should marry again, she was to have only a third part of his 
own proper inheritance for life, together with the whole houses on the south side 
of the Court at the Castle of Ardkine, or otherwise the third part of all his 
houses at the said Castle^ at her option. 

He mentions also his daughters Joan and Elizabeth, and a Mary Savage 
and her sister Aliso Oge Savage. And he appoints ''the Rt. Hon. my

Mr. John Savage was probably educated along with his kinsfolk the Savacks 
of Portaferry and William Montgomery (author of the Montgomery Manuscripts) 
at Newtown School; for says Montgomery — in his Incidental Remembrances of 
the Two Ancient Families of the Savages, — "At Rosemount I found my cousin 
Hugh Savage, of Portaferry, in May 1644, and his two sisters. The women 
were taught vocal and instrumental music by Thomas Naule, adduced to that 
end, and they had a schoolmaster to other purposes, and we had for our teacher

At the time of his father Henry's death, John Savage was of full age and 
unmarried. 

There is a "Funeral Entry" on record in Ulsters Office, Dublin Castle, 
which is signed by John Savage, the son of Mr. Henry Savage [of Ardkeen].* 

In 1663, Mr. John Savage, of Ardkeen, was appointed High Sheriff of the 
County of Down. 

In this year, on the 15th September, the 3d Viscount Montgomery died, 
and at his funeral (which was conducted with great pomp and solemnity), \Vm. 
Montgomery tells us Mr. John Savage, of Ardkeen, was one of the pall-bearers —

Mr. John Savage, it would appear, married a daughter of Thomas Clarke, 
Esq., of Dromintine, Co. Down (eldest son of Sir Thomas Clarke, Kt., of Drom- 
intine, Co. Down). His wife's christian-name we have been unable to ascertain. 
*'In the claim (No. 2087) of Hugh Savage, of Ardkeen, of a chief-rent 
of 30/- out of the lands of Ballygalget, it is stated that John Savage, late of 
Ardkeen, was son and heir of Henrv Savage, and that Hugh Savage (the 
claimant) was son and heir of John Savage.* 

It is probably the same Mr. John Savage, of Ardkeen, who is mentioned 
in the following extract from an "Agreement for Partition of the Jointure Lands 
between the Representatives of the Five Uncles of James, Earl of Clanbrassil, 
referred to at p. 146 of The Hamilton MSS.^ and dated 1697 : —

"The 1 6th day [of September, 1663], before it was light, I took horse for Dublin, and met 
Cap^ Hu. Montgomery at Dundalk; he had gone f"* Newtown on the 12th day early, because 
of his LoP'* hopeless condition, and was bringing Dr. Fitzwitliams, which being now needless, the 
Dr. returned when he thought fit. I rode on well mounted, and was with the Countess about 8 o'clock 
that night, and left her in tears, I sympathising with her good LaP- The 17th I left town as soon as I 
could sod the roads, and went to the D[uke of Ormonde] at Kilkenny before night (and ere he had 
heard the sad news from any other). . . I returned a great part of the way on the 18*^* and came to 
Dublin the 19* day." — Hill's Montgomery Manuscripts^ pp. 241-3.

During the struggle between the partizans of William III. and James II. 
different members of the Savage family took different sides. Mr. Hugh Savage, 
of Ardkeen, joined the army of William. He fought at the Battle of the 
Boyne, July i, 1690, and was there wounded. According to family tradition 
he lost a leg there; but this appears improbable, for he is stated to have 
fought again, under Ginkel, at the battle of Aughrim, on the 12th July of the 
following year, and to have been again wounded in the latter engagement. 

Concerning the members of the Savage family who fought on the side of 
James, Mr. D' Alton writes as follows: — *' Besides Captain Roland [Savage] 
there are in the Army List [of James II.], in Col. Cormack CNeill's infantry, 
Edmund Savage, a lieutenant, and Henry Savage, an ensign. Captain Roland 
represented Newry in King Jamess Parliament, and in the Inquisition for his 
attainder was described as of Portaferry and Newry, in Down. Within which 
county were also outlawed Patrick and Henry Savage of Ballygalget, Thomas 
and Hugh of Dromode, James of Ballyspurge, Hugh of Ballydawes, Lucas of 
Dunhunk, and John and James Savage of Rock." In 1702, he adds, Patrick

Blades Company also purchased his estate of Dromardin, in the Ardes. At the »7a3- 
Court of Claims Patrick Savage, a minor, sought, and was in part allowed, a 
remainder in tail undpr settlements of 1685 in said Roland's estates; while 
Hugh Savage, as son and heir of John Savage [of Ardkeen], was allowed a 
chiefry out of certain lands of the same forfeiting proprietor ; as was another 
Patrick Savage, to a certain extent, a mortgage charged upon same ; and John 
M'Cormick and Dame Elizabeth Ponsonby claimed and were allowed charges 
on other premises of Roland."^ 

The chief-rent which Captain Hugh Savage, as son and heir of John 
Savage, of Ardkeen, claimed, was one of 30/- out of the lands of Ballygalget, 
late the estate of Roland and John Savage, who had been attainted. These 
lands of Ballygalget passed (as we shall presently see), at Captain Hugh 
Savage's death, to his second son, Philip Savage, ancestor of the Rock Savage 
(Ballygalget) family, now the representatives of the Ardkeen family in the 
male line. 

Captain Hugh Savage was one of the "innocent proprietors" restored to 
his estates after the Revolution. The decree is dated February 27, 1701. 

It was in the lifetime of Captain Hugh Savage, of Ardkeen, that William 
Montgomery put together his ''Incidental Remembrances of the Two Ancient 
Families of the Savages in the Lower Half Barony called the Little Ards. 
Collected out of my narratives of the lives of the three first Lord Viscounts 
MontgOfnery of the Great Ards^ and of t/ie Hon^te. Sir James Montgomery 
of Rosemount^ Knight^ and out of relation of my own acts and sufferings. 
Written and attested this St, Taffy s day, A no. Domine lyoo^^ 

•'When," Mr. Hill tells us, "William Montgomery wrote his Incidentall 
Remembrances of the two Ancient Families of the Savages^ he sent a copy to 
Patrick, of Portaferry, the then representative of that branch, and a copy 
to Captain Hugh Savage, the representative of the Ardkeen branch. The 
Manuscript copy sent to Patrick Savage is, now [1869] in the possession of 
Mrs. Sinclair, the author's great-great-great-granddaughter, and on it Wm. 
Montgomery has made the following entry, at the end : — • The like of y« sd 
Remembrances is sent to Captn Hugh Savadge of Ardkin transcribed by 
Abraham Holm — lett all this be printed.' " *

the traditions and facts concerning the Savage family and its branches in the 
possession of the neighbours and kinsmen of their representatives at the close 
of the 17th, and the beginning of the i8th, century; the more particular 
references to the Portaferry branch being reserved for the article in which 
we shall treat of the Portaferry Savages hereafter. 

THE CASTLES OF ARDKEEiV, BALLYGALGET, KIRKJSTONE, AND SCETRICK. 

"The old Castle of Archin (when built none can tell me)* stands on an 
eminent hill, (fortified after the Danish manner of forts, and perhaps thence 
called Archin — i,e,, the head of the Ards)' is almost environed by Loughcone; 
and Ballygetgit [Ballygalget], another Castle in view of, and about a mile and a 
half from, Archin, stands in the middle between it and Kirkistown, alias Eren 
Castle, later built and near the sea ; the lands ^ of both these two other castles 
were belonging (by deeds from Archin family) and built by Rowland, a cadett 
of Archin. I say the owners of said three Castles belonging to all of one blood, 
and by occupying by their tenants the full breadth of the said frontiers, could 
not but be (as thus posted, each Castle within sight of the other two) a notable 
outguard to the Lords of the Litle Ards, whose lands (and the Bishops and 
the lands of Castlebuoy, long ago the possession of the Knights Hospitallers 
of St. John s of Jerusalem), lie within them, and are surrounded by the sea ; so 
that, long running risks, the Savages were convinced that castles of stones 

were necessary to save castles of bones from being broken. 

. • • • . 

" [The Ardkeen family] hath another [Castle], as they called Sketrick,' the 
oldest (as is said) of them all.* . . . Both are very tenable for war (if 
fortified and repaired). Of whose family a cadet called Rowland (an officer of

THE FAMILY OF SAVAGE. 

In the following words William Montgomery introduces his Description of 
the Ards territories of the Savage families, which, at the date at which he wrote, 
were reported, he says, to be ''much above four hundred years standing in Ireland'^ 
(They had been, as a matter of fact, above five hundred years in occupation of 
their prominent position in Ireland when he wrote — about a.d. 1700): — "The lower 
half barony [of the Ards] was planted by a colony and recruits of the English 
not long after De Courcy pierced into those parts of Ulster and sacked 
Down Patrick. The chief name and commander of that colony was Savage, 
who with the assistance of ye Russels, Fitzsymonds,* Audleys, Jordans, and 
Welshes, &c., in Lecahill, and of the Whyts and others in the county of 
Antrim, many of which familys depended on and were (as ye Smiths and 
M'Gowans) fosterers or followers of the Savages); they have hitherto kept 
their ground in the little Ards agt. all ye incursions of the Oneils and divers 
clanns their vassalls : altho' the York and Lancastrian broils drew many of their 
people to take ye part the[y] best wished to, which was the Yorke side."* . . .

1723. have had some few civill broils amongst themselves, on account of ye 

Tannestry custom,* when they were out of fear of ye O'Neills, and so become, 
as many noble English families in Leinster, Mounster, and Connaught, too much 
addicted to ye Irish customs, fewds, and exactions ; yet of a long time past, 
and now, they are as much civilized as the Brittish (perhaps the more since 
having marryed with those nations) ; and doo live decently and conform- 
ably to ye Church re-established by law, and enjoy good houses, orchards, and

and Barron of ye Mannor thereof, the said Henry haveing taken out letters 
patents, pursuant to ye Comn of Grace for remedy of defective titles, granted 
by King Charles ye Martir of glorious memory." 

THE SURNAME '* SAVAGE," AND THE SAVAGE ARMS. 

"The late Mr. Savage,' his ancestor, tmo, July Ao 1573, by his Latin 
charter to Denis Smith, wrote himself Patricius filius et heras Rowland defunte 
sua^ naitonis principalis & signes ; his subscription to that deed, Patrick Savage; 
and the same Patrick, the 17th of the said month and year, in a bond made 
to Phelimy Smith, the 15th of the said Q. Eliz., subscribes Pat Savage; and 
his successor, the late Patrick, and his said son Hugh, wrote their sirnames, 
Savadge. Item, Henry of Archeen, in a deed dated 15th Jacobi (whereof I 
saw the counterpart), made to Rowland of Ballygalgot, his sirname is spelled 
Savadge; also in another deed from the said Henry, himself writes Savadge; 
item, 6th Junii, A© 1641, Edmund Duff of Derri* and Margaret his wife (he 
was grand uncle to the present Mr. Savage of Portaferry) subscribes their 
names Savadge; but both Portaferry and Archeen now write Savage. The 
Frenchmen of that name write Sauvage (this word sounding after their pro- 
nunciation, as if we should write it Sovage), which they acknowledge to 
be an adjective noun, or word to signify a wild creature.* Now, may I not 
think that the Engd and IreW people of this sirname brought themselves from

the similitude of the French word aforesd, lest, if at all understood by the vulgar, '723- 
or that they brought in the letter D to make the sirname vary from both the 
other ways of spelling it, to shun the imputation of wildness imposed on them 
by the said French and ancient English way of writing it However it be, 
I may say that there needs no tergiversation on that account; because many 
brave men think it no disgrace to be of the sirname of Wildman, for perhaps 
it was given so at first, when sirnames came to be in frequent use and vogue, 
from the representation of such alike untamed, uncloathed man depicted in 
their shield of arms, and thus the Deburgos, Fitzursulas, and in many others 
obtained their sirnames, which yet adhere to their offspring. 

** This I am sure of, that our Savadges their Lyons Rampant are as wild 
and untamed like (being in that positure, and armed and langued Gules), and 
are seldomer if ever reclaimable from their ferity, as the wildest man that ever 
ran frantic and naked out of doors to the woods and mountains." ^ 

In A.D. 171 7, Captain Hugh Savage, of Ardkeen, was appointed one 
of James Montgomery's trustees for the sale of the Rosemount estate. ''On 
the 23rd November, 171 7, articles were agreed on between James Mont- 
gomery and his trustees for the sale of the Rosemount estate. These 
trustees were Hugh Savage, of Ardkeen, Hugh Maxwell of Rowbane, Robert 
Hamill of Ballyatwood, and John Montgomery of Cregboy, in the county of 
Down, Esq".; and Henry Dalway of Marshall's Towne, in the County of the 
towne of Carrickfergus, Esqr. James Montgomery was induced to sell Rose- 
mount because he was indebted several persons in several sums of money 
amounting to Three Thousand one hundred pounds and upwards, which debt 
in a short time with the interest accruing thereon, would sink the estate; for 
preventing whereof, and making provision for himself, and raising portions for 
his children, the owner agreed to surrender it into the hands of his trustees.

Harris informs us that the old dwelling-house within the precincts of 
Ardkeen Castle was thrown down by Captain Hugh Savage, and that he 
built a new dwelling-house lower down on the slopes of the Castle Hill. This 
seat (Ardkeen), he says, "was originally a dwelling-house enclosed within a 
Rampart, and standing boldly over the lake on a pretty high Hill. But this 
situation being found inconvenient on account of its great exposure to the

'733- called the Dorn, perhaps from some resemblance to the haft of a sword, which 

the word signifies in Irish." The House was not really built on the shores 
of the Dorn, but on the slope of the Castle Hill to the east. 

Some portion of the ancient Castle must have been left, for according to 
the recollection (in 1877) of Mrs. Armstrong, daughter of the Rev. Henry 
Savage, of Glastrv, and great-great-granddaughter of Captain Hugh Savage, it 
had been stated to her, in her girlhood, that her father, when a child, was sleeping 
within the Castle during a violent storm, when the alarm was given that a portion

of it was beginning to totter, and he was carried out — probably down to the new 
dwelling-house.' The Rev. Henry Savage was born in 1772, probably about fifty 
years after the erection of the new house. It is quite possible that the Keep was 
still standing, and habitable, when he was a little child; but Mr. Arthur Nugent 
who was living in Mr. Savage's lifetime, thinks that every vestige of the Castle 
except the girdle of walls, about three feet high, which were suffered to remain 
till comparatively recent times, must have vanished at an earlier period. The 
story, however, was certainly told to Mrs, Armstrong, and we believe her 
informant was her aunt. Miss Mary Savage, the Rev. Henry Savage's sister. 
Captain Hugh Savage married Lucy, daughter of Thomas Lucas, Esq., of 
Castle Shane, in the County of Monaghan, and widow of Captain Poyntz. 
She died 13th November, 1751. and her will is dated 31st August, 1751, and

century," writes Sir Bernard Burke, "several members of the Lucas family ^'*"***' 
emigrated from England, and settled in the sister island, where their descend- 't^s. 
ants still remain, in the counties of Clare, Cork, King's County, and Monaghan. 
In the last they acquired, partly by purchase and partly by royal grant, consider- 
able estates, which were erected into a manor by patent of Charles II., 1683, 
to be called the manor of Castle Shane, and the principal part of which has 
ever since continued in the family." 

Captain Hugh Savage's will is dated 31st July, 1723, and it was proved 
the 29th of January, 1724. When it was written he was in failing health — 
**sick of body, but of perfect and sound memory." He bequeaths "My soul 
to God my Maker, hoping by the merits and bitter passion of his D^ son my 
Saviour to be made partaker of his heavenly kingdom." He speaks of his 
•'worldly goods though little, yet more than he deserves." He bequeaths to "my 
dear wife the third part of all my real estate during her life, and all my chattels;" 
to his eldest son, Francis Savage, everything, entailed to his (Francis's) 
tenth son lawfully begotten, and heirs male lawfully begotten ; failing such heirs 
male, to his second son, Philip Savage (afterwards of Ballygalget, Rock Savage), 
and his heirs male lawfully begotten ; failing Philip and such heirs lawfully 
begotten, to his third son, Charles Savage, and his heirs male lawfully begotten ; 
failing these, to his fourth son, Lucas Savage, and his heirs male lawfully 
begotten ; failing these, to his brother, John Savage, should he be living, and 
to his heirs male, &c.; and failing these, to a Robert Savage, of the City of 
Dublin, gentleman, and his heirs male, &c.^

" Lieutenant Savage, Royal Navy, presents his compliments, and has the honour to acknowledge

John Savage, that, whatever enquiries have been made, arose from a vain and idle pursuit alone. Being

* Sir Francis Savage Reilly, — The following obituary notice of Sir Francis Savage Reilly appeared 
in the Morning Post of Tuesday, August 28, 1883: — "We regret to announce that Sir Francis 
Savage Reilly, K.C.M.G., Q.C, the eminent Parliamentary draughtsman, and Counsel to the Speaker 
of the House of Commons, died at Bournemouth, after a brief illness, yesterday. Sir Francis Reilly 
was bom in 1825, and was the son of Mr. James Miles Reilly, Barrister-at-Law, of Cloan Eaven, 
Co. Down, Ireland, and only brother of Brigadier-General W. £. M. Reilly, C.B., R.A., who was 
with him at the time of his death. Sir Francis was educated at Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
graduated and obtained a foundation scholarship and other honours. He was called to the Bar in 
Lincoln's Inn in 185 1. As a Parliamentary draughtsmen he for many years had a leading practice, and 
filled many important public offices. He was assessor to the Marquis of Salisbury and Lord Cairns in 
the London, Chatham, and Dover Railway arbitration, and he assisted the Duke of Richmond and 
Gordon in a similar way in the Surrey and Sussex Railway arbitration. He was next appointed assessor 
to Lord Cairns in the memorable Albert Life Assurance Company Arbitration, and he was also assessor 
to Lord Westbury and Lord Romilly while they were arbitrators in winding up the 45 assurance com- 
panies which were absorbed in the European Life Assurance Company. On the death of Lord Romilly 
he was made sole arbitrator, with leave to appeal to the Court of Chancery ; but none of his decisions 
were set aside, and the excessively complicated proceedings were brought to a speedy termination under 
his direction. Early in 1882, Sir Francis was made a Bencher of Lincoln's Inn, and appointed Counsel 
to the Speaker of the House of Commons. In April last year, on the joint recommendation of Earl

Mr. Francis Savage, of Ardkeen, was named, we presume, after his 
paternal grandfather, Francis Lucas, Esq., of Castle Shane, and thus the 
christian-name Francis, which occurs so frequently in the Ardkeen family, was 
brought into use amongst them. 

In 1723 (the year of his father's death) Mr. Francis Savage married his 
cousin Mary, daughter of Edward Lucas, Esq., of Castle Shane, in the Co. of 
Monaghan,^ by Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas Smyth, Esq., of Drumcree.* 
(The marriage licence is dated Feb. i, 1723.) 

In the year 1732 Mr. Francis Savage was High Sheriff of Downshire. 

On the 2ist of February, 1760, the French, under Admiral Thurot, attacked 
and plundered Carrickfergus, and carried off the Mayor of the town and some 
of the principal inhabitants. Volunteer companies and Militia at once marched 

professional services which he had rendered to the Colonial Office, and more especially to the Foreign 
Office, during the 20 years in which he was their draughtsman and adviser. Besides preparing and 
advising under many important Orders in Council regulating British jurisdiction in the Ottoman 
dominions, China and Japan, and other countries, he acted as legal adviser in the San Juan and the 
Mosquito Coast arbitration, and in the affairs of Cyprus, of the Western Pacific, of Egypt, and in matters 
connected with the Suez Canal Company. He was also for many years consulting counsel to the Veter- 
inary Department of the Privy Council, and in that capacity had to deal with the cattle plague, and the 
intricate ramifications of the Orders in Council connected with it He was one of the original members 
of the Sutute Law Commission, under whose supervision the admirable index to the Sututes of the 
realm has been prepared and published ; and down to the time of his death he was one of the most 
active members of the Commission. Sir Francis recently purchased an estate at Coombe, near Kingston- 
on-Thames, intending to reside within an easy distance of the House of Commons, but the disease which 
had occasionally prostrated him during the past few years attacked him again about a fortnight aga 
Internal hemorrhage set in, and the best medical skill unfortunately proved of no avail. Sir Francis 
was never married, but he leaves a few relatives and a large circle of friends, to whom his death at the 
early age of 58 years, and so soon after he had gained his well- won honours, will be a grief."

Gilford, 90 
men, one>half armed with guns, commanded by Captain Acheson Johnston, arrived on Saturday. 
Waringstown, 60 men, commanded by Captain Samuel Waring, arrived on Sunday; and on same 
day the Magheralin force, 30 men, commanded by Captain Charles Douglas. 

"Colonel Ward's Regiment. — In the absence of Bernard Ward, Esq., colonel, attending 
Parliament, Lieutenant-Colonel John Echlin commanded. The forces of Downpatrick, Castleward, 
Bangor, Newtown, the Ards, Lecale, and Gillhall arrived on Saturday, numbering 350 men, accom- 
panied by Captains Henry Waring, Charies Echlin, Steele Hawthorne, David Caddell, and John 
Magill, with lieutenants and ensigns to each company. The Waringsford company, numbering 50 
men, arrived same day, and was attached to Colonel Ward's regiment. 
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Harris, in The Ancient and Present State of the County of Down, published e"^''^oJ ako^^*' 
in 1744, thus describes the Little Ards and the Savage Castles as they were a"**,'™.^^*^ 
in the lifetime of Mr. Francis Savage, of Ardkeen: — **The Tract of Country 
North and South of Portaferry from North of Kirkistown to Quintin Bay 
Point is usually called the little Ardes^ to distinguish it from the great Ardes^ 
that extend Northward from their Bounds to Donaghadee. As this part of 
the Country has been often the Seat of War between the Irish Septs and the 
Savages, whose Estate it antiently was, and a good part of it still is, we may 
expect to see several Castles in it; of which, besides the Castle of Portaferry 
before mentioned, there are three yet remaining on the Coast, as Quintin Bay 
Castle^ lying two Miles South of Portaferry^ an inconsiderable place called 
Tara; Newcastle, standing boldly over the sea on a Neck of Land, three 
Miles East of Portaferry ; and Kirkistown Castle, near four Miles North East 
of the same Place. Kirkistown is an English Castle, surrounded by a high 
Wall strongly built, and containing within the Circuit of it a good Dwelling 
House of Mrs. Lucy Magil, now the widow Savage. . . . 

"The Coast from Ballyhenry Bay bears N.E., and is uneven, having in it 
several little Bays, and some inconsiderable Islands, among which there is one 
pretty large off Ardchin^ which is employed as a Horse-park by the Family 
of the Savages [of Ardkeen]."

The will of Mr. Francis Savage, of Ardkeen, is dated 14th July, 1770. 
It was proved on the 7th September of that year. In it he states that by the 
will of his late brother, Mr. Charles Savage (who had died in or about the month 
of November, 1740), he had a power of dividing among his daughters the real 
estate of which he (Charles Savage) had died seized, being only a fee-farm 
rent issuing out of the town and lands of Ballyspurge, in the Barony of Ards, 
and Co. of Down, with the issues and profits thereof which had since accrued, 
and also the net remainder of his personal estate, with the interest the same 
had yielded at his death. But this chief rent of Ballyspurge, he says, having 
been formerly part of his family estate, he has been, and is, desirous to repurchase 
and transmit the same entire to his son Charles. And he bequeaths certain 
sums of money to his son-in-law and daughter, Edward and Elizabeth Lucas, 
of Castle Shane; to his son-in-law and daughter, Francis and Mary Savage 
(afterwards of Glastry) ; and to his unmarried daughter, Hester Savage, 
conditionally on their having conveyed their portions of the Chief Rent 
of Ballyspurge to his son and heir Charles. Of course no mention what- 
ever is made in this will of the Ardkeen estate, which had been entailed 
in the male line with so much care and precaution by his father. Captain 
Hugh Savage.

The Demesne of Hollymount is situated a short distance from Downpatrick, 
in the Barony of Lecale, the old territory of the Savage family. It is interesting 
as having been the temporary residence of the celebrated Mrs. Delany (the 
friend of Swift), whose husband, when Dean of Down, rented it from the 
family of Price. It is described in some of her letters, written there and 
preserved in the work known as The Life and Correspondence of Mrs. Delany. 
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Writing from Hollymount to Mrs. Dewes, on the nth of June, 1745, Mrs. frahcts savacb. 

Esq. I OF Akd- 

Delany thus speaks of it : — " This is really a sweet place, the house ordi- "wi and 
nary^ but is well enough for a summer house} Two rooms below, that is bom a. d. 1769; 
a small parlour and drawing-room, and within the drawing-room a little room 
in which there is a bed, but the Dean makes it his closet Above stairs four 
pretty good bed-chambers and a great many conveniences for the servants. 
I have a closet to my bed-chamber, the window of which looks upon a fine 
lake inhabited by swans, beyond it and on each side are pretty hills, some 
covered with wood and others with cattle. On the side of one of the hills 
is a gentleman's house with a pigeon-house belonging to it, that embellishes 
the prospect very much. About half-a-mile off is a pretty wood which formerly 
was enriched with very fine oaks and several other forest trees (it covers a 
hill of about twenty acres) ; it is now only a thicket of the young ^oots from 
their venerable stocks^ but it is very thick, and has the finest carpeting of violets, 
primroses, and meadow-sweet, with innumerable inferior shrubs and weeds, which 
make such a mass of colouring as is delightful. But thorny and dangerous are 
the paths, for with these sweets are interwoven treacherous nettles and outrageous 
brambles/ but the Dean has undertaken to clear away those usurpers, and has 
already made some progress: it is called Wood Island, though it is no more 
than a peninsula ; the large lake that almost surrounds it is often covered with 
threescore couple of swans at a time. On the other side of the lake are 
various slopes [?] and on the side of one of them the town of Down. The 
ruins of the old cathedral are on an eminence just opposite to Wood Island, 
from whence I have taken a drawing. D. D. [Dr. Delany, Dean of Down] is 
making a path round the wood large enough to drive a coach ; in some 
places it is so thick as to make it gloomy in the brightest day; in other 
places a view of the lake opens, and most of the trees are embroidered with 
woodbine and the ^flaunting eglantine} Four extraordinary seats are already 
made^ one in an oak, the other three in ash-trees. This afternoon we pro- 
posed spending some hours there, but the rain drove us back again ; on the 
beach of the lake are a great many pretty cockle shells,' which will not be 
neglected when the weather will permit me to go to it."'

dral, which has been a fine Gothic building ; it is situated on an eminence just above the town, and 
commands an extensive view of mountains and lakes. I was called from my attention on this venerable

Some years ago the little Demesne, with its thick and venerable woods, 
presented a very picturesque appearance, but many of the trees within recent 
years have been again felled, and the beauty of the old place has been 
impaired accordingly. 

Mr. Francis Savage resided chiefly at Hollymount, and his withdrawal 
from his ancestral home at Ardkeen no doubt tended to hasten the decay of 
the House by Strangford Lough. 

We find Mr. Francis Savage mentioned in 1796, along with two other 
members of the Savage family, as one of the Grand Jury that endeavoured to 
repress the seditious movements which began to manifest themselves in that 
year even in the County of Down, and which culminated two years later in 
the Rebellion of '98. "At the Summer Assizes in 1796," writes Mr. Lilbum 
{Belfast Weekly News, Feb, 26, 1887), "the country being in a very dis- 
turbed state, owing to the rebellious movements of the people, the Grand Jury 
of Down resolved to exert themselves to preserve the peace of the country 
and enforce due obedience to the law.

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ruin, by the bell that rang for prayers, after which we went home, and as soon as dinner was over we 
walked to Wood Island, where the Dean amused himself with his workmen, and I at my work under 
the shelter of a young oak, in which D. D. has made a very snug seat When he had discharged his 
labourers we set forward for adventures; and as bold as Don Quixote, he undertook, armed with a stoat 
cane instead of a lance, and I (with my shepherdess's crook) followed intrepid, to penetrate the thickest 
part of the wood, where human foot had not trod, I beluve, fi^ ages. After magnanimously combating 
brakes, briars, and fern oi enormous sue and thickness, we accomplished the arduous task, and were well 
rewarded during our toil by finding many pretty spots enamelled and perfumed with variety of sweet 
flowers, particularly the woodbine and wild rose, which grow here in great abundance. We came home 
as weary and warm as we used to do frequently at Calwich, and enjoyed the refreshment of an easy seat, 
and the pleasure of talking over our toils, as you and I and our dear brother have often done there, and 
we hope we may often again.'*— (Pp. 363, 364.) 

The Delanys did not remain long in the Co. Down, and one misses the references to the families 
and social life of the county which one would expect to find in the gossip of the Correspondence. The 
principal persons of the neighbourhood to whom allusion is made are the Baylys ; Mr. Hall ; Mr. 
Ward, a country curate; Mr. Johnston (agent, that is, rent-collector, to the Dean); Mr. Comab^ t 
Frenchman by birth, who had a living in the neighbourhood; Mr. Matthews and his family ; and the 
then Sheriff of the County. Mrs. Delany intimates that the duties of the Parish had been shamefully 
neglected by the Dean's predecessor. 
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Mr. Savage entered the Irish House of Commons, as member for the kbakck bataoe.

County of Down, in 1794, being elected on the 2nd of January of that year, vice "»» and 
the Rl Hon. Arthur Hill, created Marquis of Downshire, supported by the then Jf^jJ;^'^!?' 
powerful interest of the Downshire family. In 1798 (January 8) he was re- 
elected, along with the Rt. Hon. Robert Stewart, Viscount Castlereagh, and 
he sat as member for the County in the Parliament of the United Kingdom 
after the Union till 181 2. He took a prominent place in Lord Downshire s 
party in the Irish Parliament in opposition to the Union. On the night of 
the 15th of January, 1800, he seconded an amendment to the Address, pro- 
posed by Sir Lawrence Parsons, which led to an anxious debate. The inci- 
dent is described in a letter, written during the progress of the debate, by Mr. 
Henry Alexander to the Rt Hon. Thomas Pelham, since printed in the Comwallis 
Correspondence, and is mentioned by Lord Cornwallis, the Lord Lieutenant, in 
his letter to the Duke of Portland written the following day. As the letters 
contain references to several celebrated names, and as the event was a momentous 
one, some passages from them may be here quoted : — 

*^ Henry Alexander, Esq., to the Right Hon. Thos. Pelham. 

"Jan. IS, i8oa 
"My dear Mr. Pelham, 

" Dublin is much and seriously, although I think, at present, not mischievously agitated. 
Our Parliament adjourns after the Militia business is disposed of. Grattan, I hear, is to 
be introduced at or after 12 to-night,^ until which period the debate is to be prolonged. 
I pity from my soul Lord Castlereagh, but he shall have something more than helpless 
pity from me, — ^but he has a phalanx of mischievous talent, and a host of passion, folly, 
corruption, and enthusiasm to contend with. The Catholics yesterday came to some absurd 
resolutions. To-morrow the Guild of Merchants meets, and the day after, I understand, 
they are to communicate all rights to the Catholics. Grattan has, you know, the confi- 
dence of 40,000 pikemen. The passions of the Bar and many of the country gentlemen 
give them a favourable accolade — ^men will believe what they wish, and we shall have hot 
work. However, we are upon the whole stronger than last year. I believe the Minister 
stronger in point of votes — but with Ponsonby, Grattan, Burke, Plunket, &c., to agitate the 
mob, and Foster and ParneU to obstruct public business} much is to be laboured.

"Lord Castlereagh, rising to reply, gave the Speaker an opportunity of creating a 
laugh by asking if the noble Lord meant to second the Baronet. Lord Castlereagh replied 
in a very manly style, prophesied that the seceders from Parliament would soon feel they 
owed a momentary co-operation to motives that would die away. And he has chosen, 
like a man, rather to throw the glove than pick it up.

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Mr, Francis Savage died on the 19th September, 1823, leaving no surviving franck savage, 
issue. By his will (proved, 1823) he left all his property to his widow, the Lady ^I^'lymount 
Harriet Savage, for life; and after her death his estate was to pass to his ^jj;^;/^' 
nephew, Clayton Bayly, Esq., eldest son of his only sister, Mary Anne 
Savage, by her husband, William Evans Morris Bayly, Esq., of Norelands, Co. 
Kilkenny {see above, children of Charles Savage, Esq., of Ardkeen), condition- 
ally on his assuming the name and arms of Savage. In 1829, Lady Harriet 
Savage married CoL Mathew Forde, of Seaforde and Coolgreany (whose first 
wife had been her first husband's daughter by his first marriage, as we have 
seen).

Sir John Boscawen Savage led a rather remarkable life, took part in 
some of the most brilliant naval battles of the most stirring period of our 
history, and attained considerable distinction. He was born at Hereford,

died A.D. 1843. Qf ^g latter, in infancy, it was transferred to him at the early age of two years. 

His Commission as Ensign in the 48th Foot bears date ist September, 1771. 
In the year 1772, being then only twelve years of age, he mounted guard in 
Dublin Castle ; in the following year, being then but thirteen years of age, he 
was engaged, as an Ensign in the same regiment, in quelling a Negro insur- 
rection in Tobago; and at the age of fifteen he fought a duel with his own 
Colonel. The following narrative of his life is drawn from an obituary notice 
of Sir John Savage which appeared in the United Service Magazine in 1843, 
and from some other publications : — 

*'This veteran officer, who died at his residence on Woolwich Common, 
on March 8, 1843, was* descended from an ancient family of that name settled 
at Ardquin [Ardkeen], Co. Down, Ireland, for many centuries, and at a very 
early age entered the army ; his first commission bears date December 5, 1 762, 
in the 91st Regt of Foot He exchanged to the 48th Regt of Foot in 1773 \y\ 
and was employed in the West Indies (Island of Tobago) during the rebellion 
of the Negroes there ; he afterwards returned to England, and sold out of the 
army in 1776. In January, 1777, he obtained a Second Lieutenant's commission 
in the Marines,^ was promoted to First Lieutenant shortly afterwards; Captain 
April 24, 1795; Major, August 15, 1805; Lieut-CoL in the Army, Jan. i, 1812; 
ditto in the corps of Marines, March 24, 18 15; Colonel and Commandant of 



^ He wa3 at this time a lithe, active, quick-witted youth, full of joviality and animal spirits. ^ One 
day my grandfisither,'' writes one of his grandsons, "having come on shore in a hired boat, with a party 
of officers, from the ship they were serving in, was left last in getting out of the boat, and his com* 
panions ran away, leaving him to pay the boatman. This he appeared in no hurry to do, and the boat- 
man, a big fellow, having expressed his determination to have his money or thrash my grandfather, the 
latter challenged him to fight, and, a crowd having speedily collected, just before hostilities should com- 
mence, my grandfather said to the boatman that he wished just to put one question to him before they 
began, and, on the boatman signifying that he was ready to hear it, he asked him ' whether he had ever 
heard of the copper-bottomed ships in the Navy, and how much faster they could sail than the other 
ships?' and continued, ' Well, you know, I'm copper-bottomed, and you may catch me if you can,* and 
ran off, to the great amusement of the bystanders at the discomfited and enraged boatman." A portrait 
in chalks of Sir John at this period, taken in Marine uniform, proves him to have been a handsome and 
singularly bright-faced lad. The large blue eyes are full of intelligence^ courage, and mischievous fon ; 
and the fair oval face is well set-off by his light wavy long hair, powdered (apparently) after the fiuhioQ 
of the times.

" At another time a party going on shore determined to play him a trick and leave him behind, and 
they got away all rig^t and put up the mast intending to saQ ashore; but Savage, becoming aware of 
their departure, ran to the stem gallery, and as the boat passed under it jumped thence on lo the 
mast, upsetting the boat and giving his friends a thorough ducking." 
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the Chatham Division, June 20, 1825.^ He was appointed Deputy Adjutant snjoRi<Bo>- 
General, March i7, 1831 ; promoted to Maior-General, and removed from the of rock savacb, 
serving corps to the Unattached List, Jan. 10, 1837. died a.d. 1843. 

"Sir John embarked on board H.M.S. Princess Amelia, 1778, and was 
transferred to H.M.S. Bedford, 74 guns, in 1779, and sailed in the fleet under 
the command of Sir George Rodney to the relief of Gibraltar ; on the passage 
to which fortress a convoy, consisting of one line-of-battle ship and frigates, 
was captured. The above fleet also fell in with the Spanish fleet on Jan. 16, 
1780, under the command of Don Juan De Langara, brought them to action, 
captured six sail of the line, drove two line-of-battle ships on shore, and then 
proceeded and relieved Gibraltar. On her return to England, the Bedford 
captured a French line-of-battle ship and frigate. 

''In 1782, Captain Savage sailed to the West Indies, on board H.M.S. 
Dolphin, and returned to England the following year. 

"During the peace he was employed on board several ships, and at his 
divisional headquarters, in the usual routine of military duties. 

" At the breaking out of the Revolutionary War with France he embarked 
on board the Niger, and in that frigate narrowly escaped shipwreck on the 
coast of Holland in a dreadful hurricane.' 

^ Some time about 181 8 he fought another duel, with a Major tomeone, of the Marines, with 
whom he had had a dispute about bringing his dog '* Bingo" into the ante-room of the Mess at Woolwich. 
Both officers were either put on half-pay or removed from the service; but both were speedily re> 
instated, the Major through interest, and Savage in consequence of his servicer 

' In the following characteristic letter to his wife, he describes this great storm, in which the 

Niger so nearly perished : — 

** Niger, at the Nore, March 13th, 1793. 

"We arrived here this day, and am glad to have it in my power once more to address my Dearest 

Sophy, a thing, I assure you, at one time never expected. But I will in some measure endeavour to 

relate our situation. We sailed on the 27th of last month from the Nore, with a convoy for the Texd 

and Elbe, and on the first of this it came on to blow, in consequence of which I, as usual, was obliged 

to go to bed, where I lay untill the 3d without having either eat or drunk anything except a little Tea. 

All this time the Gale had been increasing, and about 6 o'clock in the morning of that day, a sea struck 

the ship in a most violent manner, which broke my scuttle and filled my bed full of water. I was asleep 

at the time, and on being awoke in that manner concluded the ship had foundered. My bed and 

bedding were so wet it was impossible to lay on them, and I was so extremely ill I could scarcely stand. 

I fortunately had my cloak and great coat in my Trunk, which were dry. I therefore rol'd myself up in 

them and went into Mainwaring's cabin, where I lay down on the sopha. I was in this situation, almost 

perished with cold, and sick to death, untill is o'clock, at which time Harriss came and wish'd me much 

to get up and endeavour to eat something. Upon my telling him I was not able to get up, let alone 

eat, he said, ' Why, all your Messmates are in the Gunroom.' I expressed my surprise at their ali being 

there^ when he reply'd, ' Probably, Savage, you do not know your situation, but it is expected that the 

ship will be on shore in a very short time, and it is determined, as soon as the people, who are nearly 

worn out, get a little refreshment, to cut away the masts, throw the guns overboard, and let the anchors

the line were captured."^ He was subsequently employed in blockading Cadiz 

go, as the only hope left of saving our lives.' This, you may be assur'd, was dreadful intelligence, but I 
had no reason to doubt it Poor Harriss's [condition] too plainly proVd the truth of his assertions. I 
reflected on my miserable situation, and for the first time in my life most seriously wish'd myself un- 
married. I form'd ten thousand ideas what would become of you after I was gone, but could not think 
of one that offered the least comfort. I look'd back on every material transaction of my life, and was 
happy in finding that I had ever done to the utmost of my power to assist my fellow creatures, therefore 
nothing on that head lay heavy on my conscience, and the only pang I felt was that of parting from you 
and my Dear Boy, particularly as my circumstances were in such a deranged state, and I had not a fiiend 
in the world whom I could rely on to assist you. I therefore most fervently recommended you both to the 
protection of my Maker, and, sustain'd by the idea that He would not desert you, and that you would 
yet live to see many happy days, I, with a degree of calmness which brought with it none of those horrws 
so frequently attendant on the approach of Death, resigned myself to whatever fate might attend me. 

^' I then got up and found all my Messmates sitting round the Table with a large piece of fioil'd 
Beef, without either Table Cloth or plates, and every one of them cutting and eating in the most 
voracious wild manner I ever saw. I was recommended to follow their example, as it would probably 
be the last refreshment we should have for some time, that every exertion would be expected from us, 
as an example to the people, and that without some kind of sustenance it was impossible we could even 
assist ourselves. This was fair argument, and, however extraordinary it may appear, I eat very hearty 
and drank a strong glass of Grog. I then ventured to enquire into the real state of the ship, and soon 
found the information given me by Harriss was too true. We were then in fifteen fathoms water ; some 
were of opinion the ship would ride by her anchor, others differed and had not a hope. Just at this 
time all Hands were call'd on Deck to put the dreadftd determination in force. Such a sea I dedare I 
never in my life saw, and as for myself— I had not the most distant idea, had we anchor'd, that it was 
possible for the ship to have lasted 10 minutes, and the consequence of her parting the cables would 
have been that every soul must have perish'd. At this time there was an opening in a Black Cloud to 
the windward which, we flatter'd ourselves, would turn out to our advantage, and it pleas'd God it 
should be so, for the wind came a little in our favour, and we were enabled to set a Double Reef d Fore- 
Sail, by which means we the next evening got safe to an anchor at Cuxhaven. This, my dearest Sophy, 
I shall ever consider a wonderfid preservation, and I assure you I shall with reverence remember the 3d 
of March during the remainder of my life. We continued at Cuxhaven untill the 8th, when we sail'd 
with a convoy for this place, but on the loth we were as near as it was possible being cast away on the 
Long Sand Head (Patten will teU you where it is), but fortunately got into Margate Roads in the even* 
ing, and sailed the next day for the Nore. I forgot to tell you in the first Gale we parted company with 
the Nimble cutter, and as she has not been heard of since we much fear she founder'd and all on board 
perish'd. Thus, my dear Sophy, you see you have had more than one chance of losing your Husband, a 
circumstance which at this period might have been fortunate^ it scarcely being in his power to render 
you or himself a service." 

^The Ori4m did brilliant service in this great battle: — 

'* Captain Troubridge, in the Culloden, led the van of the leading column, and, passing slowly 
through the line, poured two tremendous broad-sides, double-shotted, into the enem/s three-deckers; 
the other ships followed, openmg a dreadful fire on the right and left as they passed through. No 
sooner had he crossed the enemy's line than Tkoubridge tacked again, and, followed by the Blenheim, 
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until June, 1798. In 1797, during the blockade, Capt Saumarez resolved to sirJohnBos-

writes Sir John Ross, in his Memoirs and Correspondence of Lord De Saumarez^ 

''he selected those officers and men who were unmarried for the service, a 

list of whom he sent to the First Lieutenant with the necessary orders to 

prepare the boats. This list being exhibited in the ward-room, Captain (now 

Major-General Sir John) Savage of the Marines had the mortification to see 

his name was omitted, while those of the two subalterns of that distinguished 

corps were inserted. This gallant officer, who had been a sharer with his 

heroic chief in several actions, felt hurt that he was not chosen on this glorious 

occasion ; and, having ventured respectfully to express his feelings, was sent 

for to the cabin, where he was addressed by his commander in the following 

terms: — 'Captain Savage, don't imagine that your name is left out in this list 

because I have not a high opinion of your zeal and intrepidity. I well know 

that you would be foremost in the assault; but I am also well aware that this 

is a desperate enterprise ; many will fall ; and if you should be one, who is to 

support your wife and family ? The case is different with me, and my duty is 

to obey. Perhaps if Lord St. Vincent knew what I do, he would not send us ; 

but it does not become me now to make any observation. However, aware 

as I am of the consequences, I cannot conscientiously order you to accompany 

me, under the conviction that your valuable life would thereby be sacrificed.' 

Prince George, Orurn^ and Inresbtible, engaged in dose combat the weather division of the enemy, 
which had been separated from the rest of the fleet He thus succeeded in engaging the enemy, who 
were loosely scattered, and still struggling in disorderly array, in close combat, before they had time to 
form in regular order of battle. By a vigorous cannonade these ships drove the nine Spanish vesseb 
which had been cut off to leeward, so as to prevent their taking any part in the engagement which 
followed. The Spanish admiral upon this endeavoured to regain the lost part of his fleet, and was 
wearing round the rear of the British line, when Commodore Nelson, who was in the stemmost ship, 
perceiving his design, disregarded his orders, stood directly towards him, and precipitated himself into 
the very middle of the hostile squadron. . . . While Nelson and CoUingwood were thus pre- 
cipitating themselves with unexampled hardihood into the centre of the enemy's sqiuidron on the 
larboard, the other column of the fleet, headed by Sir John Jarvis in the A^ctory, of loo guns, was 
also engaged in the most gallant and successful manner; though, from being the van on the starboard 
tack, by which the enemy's line was pierced, they were the rear on the larboard, where Nelson had 
b^un his furious attack. The Victory, passing under the stem of the Salvador del Mundo, followed by 
the Barfleur, Admiral Waldegrave, poured the most destructive broadsides into that huge three-decker, 
which surrendered and was secured, having been previously silenced by the Orion^ Captain Saumarea. 
These ships, moving on, engaged in succession the Santissima Trinidada, whose tremendous fire fixmi 
her four decks seemed to threaten destruction to every lesser opponent which approached her. At 
length, after having been most gallantly fought by Jarvis and CoUingwood, she struck to Captain, now 
Lord de Saumarez, in the OrionJ* — Alison : HisU of Europe^ voL iv., pp. 15-17.

died A.D. X843. commander leave his ship at the head of the enterprise with that smile on his 

sunny countenance which denoted a full determination to face every danger. 
But the boats had not proceeded far before a storm arose directly from the 
land, against which they could make no way, and it was with some difficulty 
they regained the ships. It was afterwards ascertained from various sources 
that these gun-vessels had been moored in that position with riveted chains, 
having no person on board them, in order to tempt an attack; and that the 
plan was to let the boats take possession, and then open a destructive fire 
from the batteries, which were kept several nights lined with troops for the 
purpose. Had not a merciful interposition of Providence prevented the advance 
of the boats, there can be no doubt that many, if not all, the lives of the 
assailants would have been sacrificed. We shall leave the feelings of Earl 
St. Vincent when the truth came out, as well as those of Captain Savage and 
all concerned, to the imagination of the reader."^ 

After these events (we again quote the United Service Gazette) Captain 
Savage "was placed under the orders of Sir Horatio Nelson, up the Mediter- 
ranean. On the 1st Aug., 1798, Nelson engaged the French fleet off the 
mouth of the Nile, when eleven sail of the line and two frigates were taken 
and destroyed." 

Before going into action. Sir James Saumarez, who was commanding the 
Orion, having addressed the officers and ship's crew, turned round to Captain 
Savage, who was the Captain commanding the Marines on board, and said to 
him, " Now, Captain Savage, will you say a few words to your men ?" Captain 
Savage, turning to the Marines, addressed them thus : — " My lads, do you see 
that land there 'i Well, that's * the Land of Egypt,' and if you don't fight like 
devils, you'll d — d soon be in 'the House of Bondage.'"* 

" About the middle of the action," writes Sir John Ross, " Sir James 
[Saumarez] received a wound from a splinter, or rather the sheave from the

He used to tell afterwards that 
as another English Ship passed under the stern of the Oriotiy he was speaking 
to the Captain of Marines on board, when the latter was cut in two by a

minutes he shot away the masts of the Conquerant ; while the Zealous, which immediately followed, in 
the same time totally disabled the Guerrier. The other ships in the column — ru.^ the Oricn^ 
Audacious, and Theseus — followed in their order, still inside the French line [between it and the 
shore]; while Nelson in the Vanguard, at the head of six ships — viz., the Minotaur, Defiance, 
Belerophon, Majestic, Swiftsure, and Alexander — passed along the French line on the outside, and 
cast anchor by the stem opposite their respective opponents.''

" These are to certify that Lt.-Colonel J. B. Savage was Captain of the Royal Marines on board 
His Majesty's ship the Orion under my Command from the year 1796 to the year 1798, and was present 
in the Victory of the 14th of February under the Earl of St Vincent, and of the Nile under Lord 
Nelson ; in both which Actions he acquitted himself as a brave and gallant Officer, and on all occasions 
most highly to my satisdaction both as an Officer and a Gentleman.

In 1809, he was made a Freeman of Hereford (with which neighbourhood 
his mother's family were connected), ''in consideration of his gallant behaviour

Sir John Savage married, on the 30th of Oct., 1786, at Alverstoke, Hants,

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lost at sea), and of Elizabeth Ward his wife, and first cousin of George Ward, sir ;obn B(m- 
Esq., of Northwood Park, Isle of Wight, and of Plumer Ward, the novelist, gj^^*^^^*- 
author of Tremaine, De Vere^ &c., who was father of Sir Henry George ^«* ^°- »^3- 
Ward, Secretary of the Admiralty, afterwards Lord High Commissioner of the 
Ionian Islands, and finally Governor of Bombay. 

In 1808, on the death (in his minority) of his first cousin, Henry Savage, 
of Rock Savage (Ballygalget), Sir John succeeded to Rock Savage House 
and the Ballygalget estate with the exception of Nunsbridge, in accordance 
with the will of his uncle, Henry Savage, Esq., of Rock Savage; and in 1809, 
on the death of his aunt, Miss Lucy Savage, daughter of Philip Savage, Esq., 
of Rock Savage, Nunsbridge also fell into his possession as heir-at-law. He 
used subsequently to pay occasional visits to the Ards, and at such times 
was generally a guest at Glastry House, where he was ever welcome at social 
gatherings on account of his geniality and kindliness, his stirring narratives, and 
brilliant sallies and repartees. But, having been so much on foreign service, 
and being little enamoured of Irish country-life, he found the family mansion at 
Rock Savage an incumbrance, and the story goes that, being on one occasion 
in company with some gentlemen in the Ards, he gave vent to his impatience at 
the trouble and expense it imposed upon him, and declared, with more impetu- 
osity than prudence, that he would ''sell it to the first bidder for 100 stivers/* 
One of the company present at once offered to buy it; the mansion was sold, 
and the purchaser out of its materials built a row of houses in the main street 
of Portaferry.^ 

In his later years Sir John Savage resided at Woolwich, at first in a 
small house near the Common called Mill Hill Cottage.' He was a general 
favourite in the neighbourhood, and it is said that no one would ever disturb

To an earlier date belongs the following speech by Sir John, at a banquet, in response to a toast, 
badly reported in the Morning Fostf April, 1833 : — 

** The Chairman (Sir W. Burnett) proposed * The Health of Col. Savage of the Royal Marines,' 
who was one of the distinguished visitors who had honoured them with his company that day.

SJ^^D^^^^** ^ ^' '^y across the pathway opposite the house he last occupied on the Common, 
died A.a 1843. ^y^ ^^^t every man, for love of its master, stepped out of its way with the 

reverence of a Turk. William IV., then Duke of Clarence and Lord High 
Admiral, whom he had known in earlier years, continued his friend, and was 
the recipient of invitations to Mill Hill Cottage. Introducing Sir John on one 
occasion to the Princess Charlotte, he asked him to tell her stories of his fighting 
days. After the Duke had ascended the throne, he honoured Sir John, amongst 
other things, with the right of entree at his levies ;^ and finally offered him a 
Baronetcy, which, not considering himself well enough off, he wisely declined. 

His tall, straight, manly figure preserved its erect soldierly carriage to the 
last, and in his 83rd year he would jump across a ditch that divided the 
Common from the pathway opposite his house rather than take the longer 
way round. He contracted a fatal illness from standing with his back to the 
boiler of a Thames steamer on his way to London, and getting chilled after- 
wards by the winter air ; and, having lain for a considerable time on a sick-bed, 
he died at Woolwich Common on the 8th of March, 1843, in his 84th year. 
He had lived in the reigns of five successive English Sovereigns.* On the 
1 2th of June in the same year, his widow died at nearly the same age. 

" Col. Savage felt proud at the unexpected honour paid to him. The Veteran soldier proceeded to 
explain the circumstance of his entering the army when he was but an infant, and his subsequent career, 
with the characteristic pith and brevity of a soldier's speech, to the great amusement and applause of 
his audience. He stated that his father, having a family to provide for out of a soldier's means, had 
purchased for him a commission which fell vacant at the memorable siege of Belleisle in 1761(2), 
trusting to the R^ment to do his (Colonel Savage's) duty until he should be able to do it for hunself. 
At seven years of age he was in America, and at eleven he saw some rough work in one of our West 
India Islands, when His Majesty's troops were engaged against the Mutineer n^roes. A good many 
of the troops fell in open fight, some were ate, some roasted — ^and God knows what besides. It was 
then considered time to think something about his education, and he was sent to England for that 
purpose. He was now certainly the oldest officer in the service. He had been in the Marines since 
the year i777» and that was fifty-five years. During that time he could assure them he had done hb 
work. He had been in several general actions, been often wounded, and been at the taking of thirty 
of the enem/s line^f-battle ships in fair fight — ^not merely bawling down pennants in port, but in fair 
fight. He was now the oldest officer in the King's Service, and hoped he should long continue to. 
(Much laughter and applause.)**

early as the 48th Edward 3rd in 1374, and for many years after. One branch of this Family settled 
at Portaferry, where it remains to this day, although the present worthy possessor assumed the name of 
Nugent on succeeding to the Estate of a maternal ancestor, and his eldest son is at present High Sheriff 
Another branch settled at Ardkeen, a few miles north of Portaferry, where Sir Robert Savage in the 
year 1342 was about to build a castle for defence against his troublesome neighbours, the O'Neils, 
when his son and heir, Sir Henry, said, 'A castle of bones is better than a castle of stones — Ille 
cdebratior qui non minus fortiter quam facile dixit, nolle castro sazorum sed potius ossium confidere.' 
From this Sir Henry the subject of our present memoir was lineally descended The direct male line 
of Ardkeen terminated on the death without male issue of the late Francis Savage, of Hollymount, who 
represented this county in Parliament from 179(3 to 1812, when he resigned. Sir John was the eldest 
son of Marmaduke Coghill, son of Philip Savage, of Ballygalget, or Rock Savage, who was the 2nd son 
of Hugh, of Ardkeen, who died in 1722." 

The following curious but touching tribute of gratitude to Sir John Savage, for some forgotten act 
of generosity very characteristic of him, was found amongst his papers after his death : —

France. Subsequently he marched with his men across France, and embarked 
at St Malo. He was again employed in Jersey from 18 14 to 1817. In 
December, 1815, he was promoted to the rank of Captain, and, being placed 
on half-pay on the reduction of the army, which took place after the Peace, 
continued to reside in the Island of Jersey for several years. In 1825, 
he was ordered to Lyme Regis, Dorsetshire, where he was stationed until 
1827, during which time he superintended the construction of the Cobb 
Pier. On leaving Lyme Regis a number of the inhabitants subscribed and

The following letter, written by General (then Lieutenant) Savage to his mother, while in the 
lines before Bayonne, during the Siege, and immediately after the Sortie, has been kindly placed 
at our disposal by his son, CoL H. J. Savage : — 

'* Bouron, near Bayonne, 
^ My dearest Mother, "April 15th, 1814, 7 o'clock evening. 

"As by the time you receive this you no doubt will have heard that the French have 
made a most vigorous Fortie from Bayonne, I write these few lines just to tell you that I have, 
thank God, escaped. About two hours before daybreak yesterday morning, I was woke by a 
very heavy firing. I immediately mounted, and with Tinling went up to the front, and remained 
together during the whole of the action, which, it being for the first two hours dark^ was beautifully 
grand, shot and shells flying in all directions, and several houses in flames. At first they gained 
a little ground and took some prisoners, among whom, I am sorry to say, was Sir J. Hope, who, in 
the dark, mistook some French advancing to be our Guards retiring, and went forward to rally, 
when, unfortunately, his horse was killed under him, and himself and an aide-de-camp, who was 
wounded, were taken prisoners. Poor General Hay was killed, and Generals Stopford and Brad- 
ford wound[ed.] The Guards are the principal sufierers, having lost 13 officers and nearly five 
hundred men. Our who[le] loss, I suppose, cannot be less than eight or nine hundred. The 
cavalry sufiered equally. Having been on a working party since three o*clock this mom. in- 
trenching a churchyard close [to] the citadel, under a heavy fire, I am so tired I cannot say more. 
They killed and wounded some of my men, but missed me. I shall write more fully by the next 
Packet The siege will not take place. The battering train which was ordered up is counter- 
manded. We have received the glorious news from Paris, and sent it in to the Governor of 
Bayonne, who believes it, and regrets having made the sortie. An armistice is expected to take 
place every hour. We have had no firing this morning. With most afiiectionate love to my 
dearest Father, Brother, Uncle, and Aunt, ever believe me your most afiectionate son,

A.D. Z866. from Canada, and was buried at Halifax, Nova Scotia. Captain Savage 

was Resident Engineer in Charge at Pembroke from 1829 to 1837. He there 
superintended the erection of a loading wharf at Hobbs Point, Milford Haven. 
Four diving bells were used in carrying on this work. An account of the 
method employed in the construction of the Wharf, with drawings to illustrate 
the same, by Captain Savage, was published in the ist Vol. R. E. Corps 
Papers (1837). He was promoted Brevet-Major, 10th Jan., 1837; in which 
year he was ordered to the Mauritius, where he held the appointment of 
Commanding Royal Engineer till 1843. While in the Colony he also performed 
the duties of Surveyor General, Civil Engineer, and Surveyor of Roads and 
Bridges. In 1840, at Port Louis, Mauritius, Major Savage married his 2nd 
wife, Clara Eleonore, eldest daughter of C. A. E. Mylius, Esq., Civil Service, 
and granddaughter of Baron Ernest Henry von Mylius, of Ehrengreif Castle, 
Westphalia, Knight of the Holy Roman Empire.* Major Savage proceeded to 
Dublin in 1843, and was C.R.E., Dublin District, till 1846.'

Colonel Henry John Savage was born in Jersey, on the ist of August, 
1 816. He was educated at the Royal Military College, Sandhurst, and, having 
duly qualified for his Commission, was gazetted Ensign in the 91st Regiment 
on the 5th of June, 1835. Served in South Africa against the Boers, beyond 
the Orange River, in 1845, and again at the Cape of Good Hope, in the Kafir 
Wars, in 1846, 1847, ^^^ 1853. From 1858 to 1863 served with his regi- 
ment in India, and in 1858 attained the rank of Major in the 91st Regiment. 
In February, 1859, received an official letter of thanks from Major-General Sir 
Hugh Rose (afterwards Lord Strathnairn) for the cooperation of the Left Wing 
of the 91st Regiment, under his command, with the Field Force in India, 
in pursuit of the Rebels of the Mutiny.

CHAPTER IV. 

SAVAGE OF ARDKEEN (continued). — SAVAGE OF BALLYGALGET, 
EARLIER LINE. 
Savaokof^^ fflWO separate branches of the Savages of Ardkeen have been 






styled at different eras "of Ballygalget." The earlier family of 
the Savages of Ballygalget was founded by Roland Savage, 
son of James Savage (otherwise Ferdorough M'Jeniacke), and 
grandson of Sir Roland Savage, of Lecale, last Seneschal of 
Ulster of the Savage kindred. He was called " Rowland Savage 
FiTzjAMES, of Ballygalgatt." To this Roland Savage, as we have seen, was 
granted the wardship of his nephew, Henry Savage, of Ardkeen, chief of the 
Ardkeen family, during the latter's minority. In a.d. 1602, Roland Savage, 
whom Montgomery describes as "a cadet of Ardkeen," and who, he informs us, had 
been "an Officer of Queen Elizabeth's army against the Irish," was pensioned 
for good service to the Queen.' Under his nephew, Henry Savage, of Ardkeen. 
Roland Savage of Ballygalget held the lands of Ballygalget, Rathallowe, Bally- 
cranymore, Irishtowne, alias Ballygealagh, the quarter of Ballysporte called

sitions, Down, No. 102, Car. i.) He married Catherine Magennis, daughter of 
Hugh Magennis, of the family of Iveagh. "Since the entry of King James 
into England" (1603), writes Montgomery, Roland Savage "built the Castles 
of Ballygalget and Kirkistone, and gave the same with the adjacent lands to 
two of his sons." "The lands of both these two other castles," says Mont- 
gomery again, " were belonging to (by deeds from the Archin family), and 
built by, Rowland, a cadet of Archin." Of the Castle of Ballygalget we have 
already given a description from Montgomery.* It stood on a hill known as 
Knockdhu, near a little fresh-water lough, which has been drained in recent 
years; and it was within sight of both the Castle of Ardkeen and the Castle 
of Kirkistone, while not far from it was Castlebui, or Castleboy,* the ancient

^Castlbboy. — The following account of this interesting Castle we extract from Father 
M*Laverty's valuable work on The Diocese of Down and Connor: — ***The lands of Castleboy, 
otherwise Johnstown, which formerly belonged to the Hospitallers (Reeves' Eccl. Antiq.), 
consist of nine townlands, containing 1,358 acres. In the townland of Castleboy there remains 
a small portion of the castle standing, and a few perches to the N.W. the ruins of the chapel, 
measuring sixty-three by twenty-one feet. The east window was a triplet of lancet compart- 
ments. On the north and south sides were lancet windows, about six feet removed from the 
west angles. There were entrances on the north and south sides, about twenty-six feet from 
the west end. A small lancet window was in the west wall, about six feet from the floor. A 
cemetery surrounded the building, but the ground is now cultivated up to the very walls.' This 
was the Commandery or Preceptory of the Ards belonging to the Knights of the Military Order 
of St. John of Jerusalem (now called Knights of Malta), an order which professed the rule of St. 
Augustine, and was instituted to protect the Christians of the Holy Land and pilgrims going to 
Jerusalem. The order had in Ireland two Grand Priories, Wexford and Kilmainham ; the latter 
was the more important ; its ruins were employed to build the Royal Military Hospital, which 
stands on the site of the Grand Priory. The only Commandery or Preceptory which the order 
possessed in the diocese of Down and Connor was that of Castleboy, or St. Jbhn's of the Ards, 
but it had the rectories of Ballytrustan, Rathmullan, with the chapelry of St John's Point, 
Ballyminestra, Carncastle, St. John's of Carrickfergus, Ballywalter, near Doagh, and Ballyrashane, 
and extensive landed possessions. . . . These [landed possessions] were grants which the 
several Anglo-Norman lords had conferred on the Hospitallers. The Commandery of Castleboy 
was founded in the twelfth century by Hugh de Lacy, Earl of Ulster. ... An Inquisition 
held at Ardquin, July 4, 1605, found that at the suppression of monasteries, 'John Rawson, 
Knight, Prior of the late Priory or hospital of St. John of Jerusalem, in Ireland, was seized in fee 
in right of said priory, of the preceptory and manor of St John of the Ards in Little Ardes 
in the foresaid county, of an old castle in the village of St Johnston, otherwise Castleboy, the 
Townland of St. Johnston, otherwise Castleboy aforesaid, Drumardan, Balliadams, otherwise 
Adamstown, and Ballinucholl in Little Ardes, being members of the foresaid manor and 
preceptory.' Then follow a list of rectories and advowsons belonging to the preceptory, which, 
with all its possessions, was afterwards granted by the Crown to Sir James Montgomery. The 
site and manor passed afterwards into the possession of the Echlin family." . . . Father

Ballygalget Church," writes the Rev. Father O'Laverty, "once stood the 
Castle of Ballygalget, called also Rock Savage, which was built in the reign 
of James I. by Roland Savage of Ardk^en, who served against the Irish in 
the wars of Queen Elizabeth."* This Church of Shankill (Old Church) stood, 
according to Bishop Reeves, "on the highground of Knockdoo, otherwise 
Rock Savage, and about a furlong north of the Roman Catholic Chapel."* 
The following inquisition respecting the townland of Ballymartin, parcel of 
the manor of Ballydreene, or Islandmaghie, was taken in the year 1617: — 
"County of Down. — Tullomkill, 18/A October, i^th year James \st. — The 
townland of Ballymartin, alias Ballymartynagh, is, and anciently hath been, 
parcel! of the manor of Ballydreene, alias Islandmaghie, and the inheritance 
of the Bishop of Down, &c. Merryman, late Bishop of Down, was seised 
of the said manor of Ballydreene. in right of his said Bishoprick, and was also 
seised, as of fee, of the townland of Baliymartyn, as part of the said manor. 
The sept or family called Slutt M'Henry Keyes, did lately expulse and dis- 
seize the said Bishop out of the whole manor aforesaid, in tyme of war and 
rebellion. One Rowland Savage, of Ballygalgett, some tyme entered upon and 
possessed the said manor of Ballydreene, alias Islandmaghie, as tenant or farmer 
to the then Bishop of Downe, and did also hold the towneland of Ballymartin, 
alias Ballymartynagh, and did pay for the said lands, yearly, the rent of £^ for 
the space of three years together, to one Rob. Hamston, late Bishop of Downe, 
and did also give to the said Bishop a horse valued at ;^20, for or in the name 
of a fine or income for a lease of the said lands for three years." ' Roland 
Savage, of Ballygalget, died on the loth of February, 1640. In his will, which 
he made in that year, he directs that he shall be buried in the Parish Church 
of Ardkeen. He mentions his " wife, alias Cath. Magennis.'* To his eldest 
son, " RoLLAND, and his heirs," he bequeaths " Ballygalgott ;*' to his second son,

uv'ilJ^iLDli^i. Army, in the regiment known as Sir Neill CNeill's Dragoons, M.P. for Newry 

in King James II.'s Parliament in 1689. On the loth April, 1690, King 
James II. issued a commission for applotting ;^ 20,000 per month on personal 
estates and the benefit of trade and traffic, "according to the ancient custom 
of this kingdom used in time of danger.'^ Of this tax he appointed assessors 
in the several counties; and we find the names of Roland Savage and John 
Savage amongst the assessors for the County of Down. — *'For the County Down: 
The High Sheriff pro tetnp.^ Phelim Magenis, Murtagh Magenis, Rowland 
Savage, John Savage, John M'Artan, and Toole O'Neill. Their applotment, 
;^2,oii.i4.3 for three months."* The following extract from Reid's History 
of the Presbyterian Church in Ireland (quoted in the notes to The Hamilton 
MSS.^ p. 143) describes the operations of a Captain Savage at this time in 
the cause of James II. and in connection with the County of Down. We have 
not been able to identify this Captain Savage as Roland of Ballygalget, 
but it is probable that he was the same man. At any rate, the picture of 
the state of affairs in the County Down at the period is worth preserving 
in this place. Dr. Reid, after having related some of the more remarkable 
incidents of the Siege of Derry, which was then proceeding, continues thus: — 

" In the meantime the Protestants of Down made a vigorous attempt to preserve 
their properties from being plundered by the Romanist soldiery. The protections which

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many of them had received from Tyrconnel and General Hamilton were disregarded by CArrAiii Rolakd 
the military, especially by the regiment of Magennis, of Iveagh, whose companies, com- BAlLYaALorr, 
posed of rude and half-civilised natives from the mountains of Mourne, were stationed "^"« ^•"'- *^*' 
in the several towns. Their unauthorised and oppressive exactions were, for a time, 
borne in silence; the people having few arms, and being destitute of a leader. But 
hearing that Captain Henry Hunter had escaped from Antrim, where he had been 
confined for nearly three weeks, and had reached Donaghadee with the view of passing 
over into Scotland, they had recourse to this experienced officer for counsel and assist- 
ance. He immediately abandoned his design of leaving the kingdom, placed himself at 
the head of the Protestants who had arms, and marched towards Newtownards, which 
the company of Captain Con Magennis were just preparing to plunder. On the 15th 
of April he attacked this party at a place called Kinningbourne, about two miles from the 
town ; and having made prisoners of the greater number, he drove them out of that dis- 
trict On the same day he dispersed a second party of this obnoxious regiment, stationed 
at Comber, and rescued that town also from their exactions. Thence, with an increased 
number of adherents, he proceeded to the Ards, where another large detachment from 
the same regiment, having crossed over at Strangford from the head-quarters at Down- 
Patrick, were engaged in plundering the unprotected Protestants of that barony. These 
he likewise defeated ; and compelled them to retreat across the ferry in such haste, that 
they left behind them in Portaferry all their plunder, together with several vessels laden 
with grain which they had seized not long before. So soon as intelligence of these proceed- 
ings reached Carrickfergus, Lieutenant-Colonel Mark Talbot, the Governor, at the head 
of a small body of a hundred musketeers, marched towards Newtownards ; but hearing 
of the dispersion of the detachment in the Ards, and the increasing number of the Pro- 
testants who had risen in arms, he hastily retreated to his quarters. From Portaferry 
Hunter returned to Comber, where he received repeated messages from Sir Robert Maxwell, 
then residing in the Castle of Killyleagh, urging him to assist in expelling CAPTAIN Savagb's 
company, who had been recently quartered upon the inhabitants of that town, and had 
threatened to take possession of the Castle. Hunter accordingly marched during the night 
to Killyleagh, and entered it at daybreak; and, having surprised and disarmed the entire 
company, he sent the captain and lieutenant prisoners to Portaferry to be shipped to 
England or the Isle of Man. Magennis, irritated by these repeated discomfitures, and 
especially at the disgraceful capture of the company under Savage, proceeded with a con- 
siderable force from Downpatrick towards Killyleagh, with the view of rescuing his officers 
and men, and checking the further progress of Hunter. But the latter was on the alert, 
and boldly advanced against him. Both parties met at the Quoile Bridge, and after a 
smart skirmish, Magennis was compelled to abandon Downpatrick, and retreat over the 
strand to Dundrum, leaving the Protestants in possession of that district Hunter secured 
a small piece of ordnance, which he placed in Killyleagh Castle, and proceeded to Down- 
patrick, where he liberated all persons confined for political offences. Among the prisoners 
released from the gaol of Downpatrick, Hunter mentions in particular 'a very aged clergy- 
man, called Mr. Maxwell, of Phenybrogue.' By these unexpected successes the people 
of Down experienced a seasonable relief from the exactions of the soldiery ; the embai^o 
which had been laid on vessels in the seaport towns of that county was removed, and 
many persons from the remote parts of the province effected their escape into the sister 
kingdoms ; the garrison in Derry were encouraged by the intelligence of these proceedings,

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Captain Roland and greater leniency and moderation were thenceforth observed by the Romanist authorities 
Baixyga^et. i" other places, lest a similar spirit of revolt should be excited. . . . But these triumphs 
living A.D.I70I. of the Protestants were of short duration/' "In 'Leslie's Answer to Kingl p. 155 et seq,, 

he relates these events with a strong bias against both Hunter and the Protestants. 
He represents Sir Robert Maxwell as sending one John Stuart, an apothecary in Down- 
patrick, to invite Captain Savage and his company to take up their quarters in Killileagh, 
to protect the town against Hunter and his rabble, as he calls the Protestants ; and then, 
as despatching one Gawn Irwin twice to Hunter, urging him to attack SavaGE, who was 
betrayed, he alleges, by Sir Robert. He palliates the severities of the Romanists, and 
greatly underrates the losses of the Protestants ; but, at the same time, he deems it of 
importance to inform us that part of Colonel Mark Talbot's wig was shot ofT his head by 
a bullet from the Castle of Killileagh, while pursuing the enemy." 

Roland Savage and many of his kinsmen who had devoted themselves 
to King Jamess service were attainted by King William. " In the Inqui- 
sition for his attainder," writes Mr. D'Alton, Captain Roland Savage "was 
described as of Portaferry and Newry, in Down." "Besides this Captain 
Roland," he also writes, "there are in the Army List, in Col. Cormack 
O'NeiU's infantry, Edmund Savage, a lieutenant, and Henry Savage, an ensign." 
Within Down County " were also outlawed Patrick and Henry Savage of Bally- 
galget, Thomas and Hugh of Dromode, James of Ballyspurge, Hugh of Bally- 
da wes, Lucas of Dunhunk, and John and James Savage of Rock. . . . 
Patrick Savage, of Portaferry," he continues, claimed " part of the confiscations 
of Captain Rowland Savage, with 'the freshwater lough thereto belonging.' 
The Hollow Swordes Blades Company also purchased his estate of Dromardin 
in the Ards. At the Court of Claims, Patrick Savage, a minor, sought and 
was in part allowed a remainder in tail under settlements of 1685 in said 
Roland's estates, while Hugh Savage,^ as son and heir of John Savage, was 
allowed a chiefry out of certain lands of the same forfeiting proprietor; as was 
another Patrick Savage, to a certain extent, a mortgage charged upon same; 
and John M'Cormick and Dame Elizabeth Ponsonby claimed and were allowed 
charges on other premises of Roland."* 

With the attainder of Captain Roland Savage and his near kinsmen 
the earlier line of Ballygalget was swept out of its possessions in the Ards, 
and it would be very difficult to trace the history of the various descendants

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of the outlawed proprietors. The chiefry of Ballygalget, however, remained, fate op the 
as we have seen, in the hands of the lords of the Manor of Ardkeen; and ballygalget. 
we have found allusion made to Ballygalget, and wishes expressed concerning 
it, in the will of Captain Hugh Savage, the representative of the Ardkeen 
main line, who had taken the side of King William in the civil war, and had 
been wounded at the Battles of the Boyne and Aughrim. Ballygalget became 
the property and place of residence of Captain Hugh Savage's second son, 
Philip Savage, known subsequently as Philip Savage, Esq., of Rock Savage, 
the founder of the Later Line of the Savages of Ballygalget. {See here- 
after "Savage of Rock Savage — Ballygalget, Later Line.")'

The condud- 

mg portion of the inscription is almost completely illegible, and perfectly unintelligible.

^ We take the liberty of extracting a lengthy footnote from Mr. Hill's Montgomery Manuscripts^ 
showing the relationships of the Savages of Kirkistone Castle with the McGUl family. Some of 
the Memoranda quoted in it are a striking and touching illustration of the stirring times in which they 
were written. The phonetic spelling, representing the Ards Ayrshire pronunciation of certain words, 
is also noteworthy. — ** Captain James McGill married Jean, daughter of Alexander Bailie, of Inishargy, 
and by her had several children. Their mother carefully recorded their names and the dates of their 
births in [an] old family Bible which she bequeathed to her second daughter Mary, who 

married William Montgomery. The author calls Mary 'eldest daughter' of Captain James McQill, 
but according to her mother's account in the following record she was the second. Mrs. Jane MK^ill 
mentions also the names of such of her children as died before her, and the manner of their deaths : —

[James M'Gill served under Lieutenant-Colonel Shaw, who had charge of the trenches 
at Portglenone, and who, being attacked on the 7th of April by a superior force of the 
Irish, was obliged to retreat after a gallant resistance, in which several of his officers and 
men were slain.]

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wiujAM mentioned Captain James McGill. It was probably through this marriage that 

M^^^^^i\ Kirkistone Castle passed once more, temporarily, into the possession of the 

Savage family. In 1731, William Savage was godfather, with Archdeacon 
Usher, to Elizabeth Montgomery (born Sept 29, 1731), daughter of William 
Montgomery, Esq., by his second wife, Elizabeth, daughter of Mr. Samuel Hill, 
whose grandfather was Treasurer of Ireland during the Commonwealth. Of 
Mr. William Savage, the Rev. Father O'Laverty writes — "The last possessor 

[The death of Hugh McGill at Athlone is noticed by Storey as having occuned on 
Sunday, the 20th of July, 1690. 'That day,' says he, 'one captain MackgilU a volnntier, 
was killed at one battery with a cannon shot from the castle.' — Impartial History of the 
Affairs of Inland^ p. 102. His death is also noticed by a brother officer, D. Campbell, 
in a letter addressed to Sir Arthur Rawdon, and written from Carricknosun (Carrick-on- 
Suir) on the 24th, four days after its occurrence. 'The lieutenant-general,' says the 
writer, ' broke ground and lost but about 14 men ; the enemy raised a battery, and poor 
unfortunate Hugh M^Gill would needs go to see it, tho' dissuaded from it by every one ;

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of Kirkistone Castle of the race of the Savages was William Savage, who, William 

Savage, Esq., 

when Sheriff of the County of Down in 1731, distinguished himself in discovering op KawsTONE.^ 
and reporting to the Castle [at Dublin] the number of friars in the friary of 
Drumnacoyle." The following is Father O'Laverty's poetic account of this inci- 
dent, which is curiously associated with another old Castle of the Savages in 
their ancient territory of Lecale : — " About the year 1 750, the Dominicans [then 
under the ban of Government] removed to Moneyscalp, in the parish of Kilcoo. 
In the townland of Drumnaquoil, in a field belonging to James Laverty, which 
adjoins the road that there forms the boundary between the townlands of 
Drumnaquoil and Dunturk, is the site of the friary of Drumnaquoil, which was 
the 'locus refugii' of the Franciscans of Down, the site of whose monastery is now 
occupied by the Protestant Parish Church of Downpatrick. I have been unable 
to find out the date at which the Franciscans located themselves there; but a 
legend told by the people accounts for the selection of that secluded spot They 
say that when the friars were at prayer in Rome, a vision of a lady in white 
warned them to build a friary where they would hear the sound of three bells 
ringing. The friars, wearied and footsore, sat down one day before the gate 
of Savage's Castle in Drumaroad, to rest themselves, for they had searched all 
Ireland through for the promised sign, when at last their hearts were gladdened 
by the long-expected chimes surging across the valley from the lonely hill-side 
of Drumnaquoil. Some would say, perhaps, that it was less owing to the 
influence of the vision than to the hope of escaping the priest-hunters that the 
friars came to that mountain solitude; but the eyes of the Government were 
upon them even there." The duty of reporting their presence and encroach- 
ments lay with the Sheriff of the County, and William Savage of Kirkistone 
did not shirk his responsibilities. Father O'Laverty quotes the following docu- 
ment, with William Savage's signature affixed, which is preserved in the 
Public Record Office, Dublin: — 

" To the Right Honourable the Lords' Committee, appointed to inquire into the 

present state of Popery in the Kingdom of Ireland. 

"In obedience to your lordships order, bearing date the 6th day of the 
instant November, to me directed, as sheriff of the County of Down, requiring 
me to return unto your lordships an account of what reputed nunneries or fryaries, 
and what number of fryaries, are within the said County of Down, and what 
number of fryars or nuns are reputed to be in the same respectively. 

" I do hereby humbly certify unto your lordships that, after the strictest 
inquiries, I can find there is but one reputed fryary in the said County of Down, 
kept at a place called Drumnacoyle, in the said county, within eight miles of 
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William Rathfriland, in which there is commonly reputed to be nine fryars. And that

ow Ki^isrroHE, there is not in the said County of Down any reputed nunnery, nor any nuns. 

" Dated at Kirkistowne, the nineteenth day of November, one thousand 

seven hundred and thirty-one. 

"Wm. Savage." 

Mr. William Savage, therefore, was living at Kirkistone Castle in 1731, about 
twenty-five years after the completion of the Montgomery MSS. 
castle^o 1884. Kirkistone Castle is the property of the Montgomeries of Grey Abbey, and 

within the memory of persons now living it was occupied by some ladies of 
the Montgomery family. At the time we write, however, it has gone to decay. 
The fine old Keep is bound round with vamps of iron, and its walls bulge 
dangerously. Its only inhabitants are cattle, pigs, and jackdaws. The large 
square courtyard, of great dimensions, still remains, with its high walls and its 
strong circular towers. The ruins are amongst the most imposing in the Ards, 
and are often visited by travellers from distant countries. They stand not far 
from the sea, in the midst of level green fields, and the summit of the Keep 
commands extensive views of the hilly country of the Barony, the indented 
coast-line, and the wide Channel. The Keep is also a conspicuous object from 
many spots in the district.^ 

^ The Castle has been preserved with laudable care by the Montgomery family, and some years ago 
it was in the charge of a farmer, Mr. James Kelly, who, strangely enough, traced his descent raateraally 
to the Ballygalget Savages, thus : — Alice Savage, of Ballygalget, ran off with Mitchell M'Cormick, of 
Comey, mate of a ship. They went to England to be married. James Kelly, of Ballyfindeiagh, married 
Isabella M'Cormick, daughter of the foregoing. James Kelly, keeper of Kirkistone Castle (aged 45 in 
1884), is son of this James Kelly and Isabella M'Cormick. Alice M'Cormick (nU Savage) lived 
to the age of 92, and died in James Kelly's childhood. He remembered her and her brother, Mr. 
James Savage, whom he recollected visiting at his father's house when he was very young, and making 
a money present to him and his brother for the purchase of clothes. Mrs. Alice M'Cormick died about 
the year 1839. She was probably bom, therefore, about the year 1747. She was possibly a daughter 
of one of the descendants of the Earlier Ballygalget Line. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

SAVAGE OF ARDKEEN (continued). — SAVAGE OF BALLVGALGET 
(rock savage) — LATER LINE. 

HHE branch of Ardkeen (the representative of which in thesA»*o«oF 
male Jine, Colonel Henry John Savage, is now also the repre- (Rock savamj. 
sentative of the male line of the Ardkeen house) was established 
at Ballygalget by Philip Savage, Esq., second son of Captain 
Hugh Savage, of Ardkeen Castle, early in the i8th century. 
We have seen that by the will of Captain Hugh Savage, of Ardkeen, 
while the Ardkeen estates generally were to devolve upon his eldest son, 
Francis, the lands of Ballygalget, Ballybranigan, and Ballyspurge were 
not to pass to him. They were left in the hands of his Executrix (his 
widow) and her two brothers, Francis and Edward Lucas, to be sold, if 
need were, for the purpose of raising the portions of his younger children. 
By what subsequent arrangement we are not aware, but, as a matter of fact,

the lands of Ballygalget became the property of Captain Hugh Savage's second 
son, Philip Savage.^ 

Mr. Philip Savage settled at Ballygalget, where was erected, near the 
site of the old Ballygalget Castle, the mansion known as Rock Savage House. 
This mansion was prettily situated on the side of Knockdhu Hill, not far 
from a little lake (since drained*) which used to be covered with wild-fowl, 
and its demesne, as described by those who remember it, was a picturesque 
feature in the landscape, with plantations, hedge-rows, and fine garden. The 
interior of the House was remarkable for its handsome wood- work, its doors, 
wainscoting, &c., being made of beautiful Spanish mahogany, said to have been 
"royalties" washed up on the shores of the Savage lands in the Ards from 
time to time from the wrecks of mahogany-ships, formerly but too frequent 
on the dangerous Downshire coast 

The old Church of Knockdhu, or Shankill, was situated on the side of 
Knockdhu Hill, behind the demesne- wall of Ballygalget, and there many of 
the Ballygalget Family were buried. When the graveyard was disused, the 
farmers whose forefathers had also been interred there carried the earth of 
their old family-graves thence to Ardkeen. 

The Rev. J. O'Laverty, P.P., in his account of The Diocese of Dawn and 
Connor^ from which we have already quoted, mentions the interesting fact that 
at a time when the Roman Catholics were oppressed, the Savages of Ballygalget, 
though themselves Protestants, granted them the use of a small house on 
their lands for the purposes of worship. 

We now enter more fully into the history of the Rock Savage (Bally- 
galget) Family.

and unmarried (one of the daughters of Philip Savage, senior, and aunt of Sir John & Savage), Nuns- 
bridge, which she held possession of till her death, fell into the possession of Sir John B. Savage as her 
heir-at^aw."— ( C^ of a paper in the possession of Mr. F. W. E. Savage.) 

The Property and House of Nunsbridge took their name from the bridge called ** Nun's Bridge," a 
little south-west of the ruins of Castleboy, near which the dwelling was erected. Why the bridge was called 
^ Nun's * Bridge is not known. Traces of the garden of Nunsbridge House still remain.

^Why Mr. Philip Savage, of Rock Savage, in his will, should have passed over his three older 
surviving sons, Hugh, Marmaduke, and Francis of Glastry, in favour of his fifth son Henry, does 
not transpire. Stories are certainly told of the wild ways of his sons when young lads ; for example, it 
is recorded that they used to ride through the Ards, bent on frolics that were not always welcome to 
the country-folk, and that a common cry of the villagers as they saw them galloping towards their 
houses was, " Get in, girls, get in ; here come the Ballygalgets !" But such escapades, the result of 
animal spirits, in an age famous for fi-olics and practical jokes, could hardly account for an act of such 
apparent severity on the part of their father.

ROCIC SAVAGE HOUSE (BALLYGALGET). 

Sir John Boscawen Savage came into possession of the Ballygalget property 
when he was 48 years of age. He had not been born in Ireland, had not resided 
there, had led a soldier's life literally from his childhood, and had taken part 
in the most brilliant events of English history in a time of exceptional glories 
and triumphs. For one of such experiences the life of an Irish country 
gentleman had little charm. His occasional visits to the Ards were, on the 
whole, irksome to him, and the maintenance of the family-mansion, which he 
did not care to occupy, was a burthen. It is said (as we have already mentioned) 
that in a moment of irritation — ^aroused, it is said, by the demand for the absurd 
tax known as the " window-tax" — he declared before a company of friends and 
acquaintances in the Ards that he would sell the House for a ridiculously small 
sum of money. He sold it, against the earnest remonstrances of his kinsman, Mr. 
Nugent, of Portaferry. The House was forthwith pulled down, and out of the 
materials a row of houses two stories in height was built at Portaferry, where they 
still stand. One of these houses is the Hotel kept by Mr. James Elliott^ The 
fine Spanish mahogany woodwork (of the doors, &c.) is said to have been sent 
to London and there sold. The furniture was auctioned, and some of it was 
purchased by the late Mr. Bernard Ward, of Vianstown, Co. Down. One of 
the old Chippendale mahogany tables, and some other pieces of furniture (also 
in mahogany), passed to Mr. Bernard Ward's grandson, Mr. John Echlin Ward, 
who now has them. The lake which adorned the demesne, as has been already 
stated, was drained by the late Mr. John Echlin, of Echlinville ; the trees 
were cut down ; and eventually, as we have seen, Ballygalget was sold by Sir 
John Savage's eldest son, the late Lieut.-General Henry John Savage, Royal 
Engineers, to his kinsman. Major Andrew Nugent (Savage), of Strangford ; 
and Priestown and Nunsbridge by his two younger sons, the late Col. John 
Morris Savage, Royal Artillery, and the late Mr. Francis James Saumarez 
Savage, respectively, to Mr. James Warnock, of Portaferry, and the Rev. Mr. 
BuUick, Incumbent of Ardkeen. The lands around the site of Rock Savage 
House are now held by a farmer named Smith, doubtless one of that old 
English family of Smiths so frequently mentioned in historical records as 
" dependents of the Savages" in the Ards. 

^ In the summer of 1884, Mr. G. F. Armstrong discovered in the neighbouring garden the remmios 
of a mantel-piece which was well-known to have belonged to Rock Savage House, and a portion of 
which is now in his possession. 
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CHAPTER VII.

JHE Glastry Family of Savage was founded by Francis Savage, sav*ok o 
I fourth son, and second that survived with issue, of Philip 
Savage, of Baliygalget (Rock Savage), and grandson of Captain 
Hugh Savage, of Ardkeen (ob. 1723); and, like the Rock 
I Savage family, the Glastry family have ever since held the 
I position of a distinct branch of the Ardkeen Savages. 
The Savages of Glastry have always been regarded as doubly Ard- 
keen, Mr. Francis Savage having married his first cousin, Mary Savage, third 
daughter of Francis Savage, Esq., of Ardkeen, and, like himself, grandchild of 
the above-named Captain Hugh Savage, of Ardkeen. They assumed a 
prominence in the Ards not only on account of this double descent, paternally 
and maternally, from Ardkeen, but from the fact that when the representatives 
of the Ardkeen main line and of the Ballvgalget line ceased to reside in

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Savage of the district, and after the demolition of Rock Savage House, they became the 

sole representatives of the Ardkeen family residing in the Ards, and around 
them the traditional feeling of the neighbourhood rallied as around the heads 
of the House. 

The old House of Glastry stands in its grounds in a slightly elevated position 

some distance from the highroad leading from Kirkcubbin to Ballyhalbert It 

is a large, but odd-looking, structure, the back portion of it being considerably 

higher than the front, its original design never having been fully carried out.

Innishargie, and Whitechurch, in the Ards. Failing his nephew Harry Savage, 
and his brother Marmaduke and his issue, he was left, as we have seen, by 
the will of his brother, Major Henry Savage, of Rock Savage, next heir to 
the Ballygalget (Rock Savage) property. He is also referred to in the will of 
his uncle and father-in-law, Francis Savage, of Ardkeen; and we have seen 
that he was appointed one of the executors of the will of his father, Philip 
Savage, of Rock Savage. In 1756 he married his first cousin, Mary, third 
daughter of Francis Savage, Esq., of Ardkeen, a lady who is stated to have 
been very beautiful ; and by her had issue,

He will perhaps be 
best remembered locally as the active and first Captain of 
the 19th Kent Rifle Volunteers, a corps which, under his 
judicious command, attained a position of eminence in the 
County. During his long residence in this neighbourhood 
[Rochester], his uniformly considerate conduct and un- 
assuming manners won for him an amount of respect 
which it falls to the lot of few men to enjoy. His bene- 
volent and liberal disposition was constantly exhibited in 
acts of charity, and especially to all movements connected 
with the development of the Church. He was especially 
open-handed in his assistance towards the erection and 
endowment of the new church at Upnor, with which his

* The following letter, giving us a glimpse of social life in Ulster a hundred years ago, was written 
by the Rev. Henry Savage, of Glastry, when he was a child of only 8 years of age, and addressed 
to his aunt. Miss Mary Savage, at Rock Savage. It gives her an account of some private theat- 
ricals which he had witnessed, in 1780, at Shane's Castle (Lord O'Neill's), where he had been a 
guest along with his parents. The " Mt. Pottinger" whence it was dated is now a populous district of 
Belfast, but was then a gentleman's place, and was probably rented at the time by Mr. Francis Savage, 
of Glastry. (See Burke's Peerage^ &c., '' Pottinger of Mt. Pottinger.")

The Eldest Son, 

John Osborne Armstrong, C.B., Major-General in the Army, bom 1819, entered the amiy 
as Ensign in the 91st Foot; afterwards served with great distinction in the Cape Mounted Rifles 
against the Boers and Kafirs; ''was present at the attack on the Amatola in April, 1846; served 
on the staff of Major-General Somerset during the war of that year as Field-Adjutant, and subsequently 
as Aide-de-Camp, and was present at the action of the Gwanga. Commanded three squadrons of the 
Cape Mounted Rifles, under Sir Harry Smith, against the rebel Boers over the Orange River, and 
was in the action at Boem Plaats, August, 1848, where he was severely wounded, and had his horse 
shot under him (Brevet of Major). Was selected by Sir Harry Smith to form and command a 
corps of Irregular Horse ('Armstrong's Horse') during the war of 1853-53, and was several times 
mentioned in General Orders, having commanded detachments in various successful affairs against 
the enemy (Brevet of Lieut. -Col. and Medal). His commissions bore date as follow : — Ensign, October 
^^9 1^37 > Lieutenant, February 7, 1840; Captain, January 8, 1847; Brevet-Major, December aa, 1848; 
Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel, May 23, 1853; Brevet-Colonel, November 38, 1854; Major, October 8, 
1861; and Major-General, July 6, 1867." — (See Army and Navy GazdU^ July 4, 1874.) Received a 




He served throoffh the murderous Battle of Albuera, and was one of those who stood triumphant on the fatal Hill. Of the 
Bripule of the Light Infantry to which he was attached nine hundred out of fifteen hundred were either wounded or killed. 
He then followed Wellington's victorious march through N.W. S|>ain, and was present at most of the fighting, including the 
taking of San Sebastian. At the close of the Peninsular War, in 1814, he embarked at Toulouse with the British Infantry 
(the cavalry were marched through France) and came home. The 'Hundred Days* now followed, and his regiment was 
ordered to Belgium, where he was once more under the command of Wellington. At the Battle of Waterloo he was severely 
wounded in the defence of Hougomont. He was carried insensible to the rear, and was unconscious till long after the battle 
was over. He was brought home, and for two vears it was thought unlikely his constitution could recover from the wound, 
and to, to save his purchase money, he was induced in 181 7 to sell out. For his services in the Peninsula and at Waterloo 
he received the rank of Lieut. -Col., and was created a Knight of the Royal Hanoverian Guelphic Order. (Peninsular and 
Waterloo Medal.)'*

* Family or Willington : — 

*'The family of Willington is of great antiquity, and it is recorded by Sir William Dugdale 
(Monasticum Afiglicanumy tom. li., p. 280) that this family were, at a very early period, benefactors of 
the Priory of Restors, in Derbyshire, and many of their benefactions are contained in the confirmadoa 
charter of King Henry III. It also appears that, in 1279, John, Archbishop of Canterbury, confirmed 
to the Priory the ' Church of Wilinton,' the gift of Nicholas, Lord of Wilinton. An heiress of this 
house married into the family of Fyndeme, of which an heiress again intermarried with Harpur, and 
according to the Visitations of Derbyshire, 1569 and 1611, and Harleian MS., 1093, fol. 76 and 77, the 
arms were quartered with Harpur and Findern in Swarkstone Church and Sir John Harpur's house at 
Swarkstone. 

"The family emigrated at so early a date into Gloucestershire that we know but little of those at 
* Willington,' in Derbyshire, beyond what is stated in the pedigrees and what is contained in the book 
mentioned above, and in some other remaining MSS^ in the British Museum and elsewhere. Thej 
settled at Sandhurst, temp. King John. In the reign of Edward III. John de Willington, and after him 
Ralph de Willington, his son, were summoned to Parliament as barons of the realm. 

"This family flourished in Gloucestershire and Devon for many centuries, where, through female 
heirship, they are now represented by the Chichesters and Bassetts. A junior branch of the male line 
settled, temp. Henry VI I., in Warwickshire, where they had lands at Barcheston, Hurley, and Whatsley. 
Of the Barcheston Willingtons there are several co-representatives through female heirship, viz., Charles 
Holte Bracebridge, Esq., of Atherstone Hall, the Marquess of Anglesey, the Earl of Denbigh, &c.

Willington, Esq., F.R.H.S., of Castlewillington, are the surviving male representatives. In the 
Histories of Gloucestershire (Sir Robert Atkyns and Rudder) there are, under articles 'Sandhurst' 
and 'Yate,' accounts of the family, as well as in Risdon's 'Survey of Devon/ p. 317, and in other 
histories of the same county. In the Records of the British Museum there are numerous references 
to the family, and documentary evidence is also to be found there of the ancient precedence and 
importance of this ancient family. A good pedigree appears under article 'Atherington,' in Sir William 
Pole's ' Devon/ p. 422. The Willingtons of Gloucestershire are identical, having seats in both counties. 
Sir William Dugdale (Dr. Thomas's ed.) has also a pedigree commencing about temp. Henry VI., 
tracing them into Gloucestershire, and continuing them to the time of the publication of this edition. 
The Willingtons of Ireland are an offshoot from the Hurley branch. In the Visiution of Warwick- 
shire, 1619, there is mention made of two members of that family, one of whom is mentioned as vivens 
in Hibemia^ and another as having died in that country. In the Tamworth Parish Register there is a 
memorandum stating that 'In 1598, on the 30th day of April, Robert, Earl of Essex, went from 
Drayton-Basset towards Ireland with a host of men to make warre againste the earl of Tyroone, an 
Irishman,' and it is therefore supposed that George and John Willington, uncle and nephew, who are 
mentioned as being then in Ireland, joined the Earl of Essex in his expedition, and eventually became 
the founders of the Irish branches of the Willington family.

brother; recommenced his studies at Dublin University; was elected 
President of the University Philosophical Society in the summer of 
1864; won the highest prizes of that association and of the Historical 
Society; and in the following autumn delivered an Inaugural Address 
as President of the Philosophical Society, which attracted much 
attention; but almost immediately afterwards he was attacked by 
a severe congestion of the lungs, to the effects of which he suc- 
cumbed. He died^ unmarried, on the 24th of February, 1865, aged 
23. He was buried in the same grave with his cousins Emily and 
Sarah Savage in the Old Churchyard at Monkstown, his funeral 
being attended by deputations from the Historical and Philosophical 
Societies, a large number of his fellow-students, and eminent men 
of his University and City. A selection from his Poetical Works 
was soon afterwards published as a Memorial of him by the 
Historical and Philosophical Societies of Dublin University in 1865, 
and a New and Enlarged Edition of his Poetical Works, his Lt/e 
and Letters, and his Essays and i^ketches, in three volumes, in 1879. 
His genius and his works attracted the attention and won the praise 
of many of the leading intellects of his time, including the late 
Charles Kingsley, Sir Henry Taylor, author of Philip Van Artevelde^ 
Sir Arthur Helps, Dean Milman, Professor Craik, and Mons. De 
Ste.-Beuve. Ste-Beuve predicted that he would take his place, 
along with Keats, in the small group of English poets of precocious 
genius who died young, and that "his young star would continue to 
shine before the eyes of all students of English poetry;" and the 
Edinburgh Review concluded a eulogistic article on his character 
and his works with the words, " His life was a poem/'* 



1 The following extracts are from a sketch of Edmund Armstrong, written by Professor £. Dowden, 
LL.D., of Trinity College, Dublin, author of Shakspere: His Mind and Art, &c., and published in 
the Dictionary of National Biography: — "Armstrong, Edmund John {1841-1865), a poet who died 
in early manhood, was born in Dublin, 23rd July, 1841. As a boy he was distinguished by his 
adventurous spirit, romantic temper united with humour and love of frolic, and his passionate delight 
in music and literature. Long rambles among the Dublin and Wicklow mountains gave inspir- 
ation and colour to his verse. At the age of 17-18 his religious faith yielded before turbulent moods 
of scepticism. . . . In 1859 he entered Trinity College, Dublin, distinguishing himself highly 
by his compositions in Greek and Latin verse. Immoderate work and intellectual excitement in the 
spring of i860 were followed by severe illness; a blood-vessel in the lung was burst, and the lung 
seriously injured. A summer of convalescence was spent in Wicklow, and then he found it possible to 
trace back his way towards Christian beliefs. He wintered, 1860-61, in Jersey — a joyous and fruitful 
season for him, during which much was seen, felt, and thought. Here began a long correspondence

on religfous questions with a friend as yet unseen, Mr. G. A. Chadwick [now Dean of Armagh]. 
Having returned from a delightful visit to Brittany, he left Jersey reluctantly in mid-summer, 186 1, and 
spent the warmer months of the year in Ireland. On the approach of winter he again resorted to 
Jersey, now accompanied by a younger brother, G. F. Armstrong (since Professor of English Literature, 
Queen's College, Cork). In April, 1862, the brothers started for Normandy, thence visited Paris, and 
once more returned to Jersey, to bid it a final farewell. Armstrong had now sufficiently recovered to 
accept a tutorship in the North of Ireland. During his vacation (summer of i86a) he walked much 
among the Wicklow mountains, and was engaged in writing his poems The DargU and Glandaioygh. 
In October, i86a, now looking forward to the clerical profession, he continued his college course. In 
April, 1863, he read before the Undergraduate Philosophical Society an essay on Shelley, designed 
partly as a recantation of his earlier anti-Christian opinions. In May of the same year he was rapidly 
producing his longest poem. The Prisoner of Mount Si. Michael^ a romantic tale of passion and crime in 
blank verse, the landscape and local colour having been furnished by Armstrong's wanderings in 
France. This was followed by the idyllic poem Ovoca^ partly dramatic, partly narrative in form. 
In October, 1863, he came into residence at Trinity College, Dublin, and attracted much attention 
by his speeches delivered before' the Historical Society, and essays read before the Undergraduate 
Philosophical Society. Of this latter Society he was elected President, and in October, 1864, delivered 
his opening address, ' On Essayists and Essay-writing.' In the winter his health broke down, and he 
went to reside at Kingstown, where, after an illness of several weeks, he died, a4th Feb., 1 865. He 
was buried at Monkstown, Co. Dublin. As a memorial of his genius, his college and other friends 
published the volume, 'Poems by the late Edmund J. Armstrong' (Moxon, 1865). It includes the two 
longer poems named above, with many lyrical pieces which show much ardour of imagination and 
mastery of verse. A short memoir by Mr. Chadwick is prefixed. His poems appeared in a new 
edition, with many added pieces, edited by G. F. Armstrong, w 1877 (•The Poetical Works of 
Edmund J. Armstrong.' Longmans, Green 8t Co.). At the same time, and by the same publishers, 
was issued a volume of his prose (' Essays and Sketches by Edmund J. Armstrong, edited by G. F. 
Armstrong'), including essays on Coleridge, Shelley, Goethe's Mephistopheles, E. A. Poe, EssayisU and 
Essay-writing, &c. In the 'Life and Letters of Edmund J. Armstrong, edited by G. F. Armstrong' 
(1877), a portrait is given. An article on Armstrong, by Sir Henry Taylor, appeared in the Edimkurgh

CHAPTER VIII. 

SAVAGE OF ARDKEEN Cconfmuei/J.~~MOtiVSiEtiTS, EPITAPHS, ETC., 
OF THE ARDKEEN FAMILY IN THE ARDS. 

: HE paucity of imposing monuments of the Savages of the Ards. savaoi Uoku- 

as compared with those of their English kinsfolk in Cheshire, ahol 
Worcestershire, and Gloucestershire, is to be accounted for to some 
extent by the extremely unsettled state in which Ulster continued 
during the six earh'er centuries of their history in that province, 
and partly, perhaps, by the traditional and hereditary simplicity and directness 
of the Ulster branches, which found such memorable expression in the 14th 
century from the lips of Henrv, Lord Savage, who refused to erect stone 
structures even as places of defence. But, however this may be, sepulchral 
monuments of the Savages of Ardkeen and Portaferry are not numerous, and 
where they are extant, they are of the plainest kind. 

The old Church of St Mary of Ardkeen (figured at the head of Chapter THrOLoCHv«c» 
VI. of this work), became, as we have said, the burial-place of the Savages 
OF Ardkeen Castle, and the flags that bore the names of members of the 
Savage family who had been interred in the vaults beneath, paved, at one 
time, nearly the entire Church.

kene," is of great antiquity. The advowson of the parish belonged to the 
Earldom of Ulster, and passed thus to the Crown. ''In the inquisition taken 
after the death of William De Burgo, Earl of Ulster, the church is called 
* Arwoghun/ and the profits thereout, which, by an old extent, were valued at 
;^20 a-year, are returned as reduced to iooj. in consequence of the war of the 
Logans." We have record of the presentation of Thomas de Breda to the 
Church of Ardkeen by the Crown in 1347, and of Thomas Cuthbert in 1386. 
"In 1609 it was annexed, by Charter of James I., to the prebend of St Andrew's, 
under the name of Earchin."* Father O'Laverty writes: — "The ruins of a 
Protestant Church, which replaced the ancient Catholic structure, stand within 
the old cemetery on the shore of a little creek called the Dorn (the haft of the 
sword). The Martyrology of Donegal places at September 8th the festival of 
St. Fionntain of Ard Caoin." 

The Church, under the name of " Earchin,'* was reported in 162 1 to be 
in ruins. It was subsequently restored ; but it does not appear to have been 
used for divine service for many years. In the Parish Register occurs an entry 
by the then Parish Clerk, stating that divine service was held on August 16, 
1 761, in the Church, for the first time since the usurpition [sic) of Oliver 
Cromwell.' Thenceforward it continued to be, as it had been of old, the house 
of worship in which assembled, Sunday after Sunday, successive generations of 
the Savages and their neighbours and dependants. One of the last of the 
Incumbents of Ardkeen who officiated in the Old Church was himself a mem- 
ber of the Ardkeen family — the Rev. Henry Savage, of Glastry,* whose 
family-tomb, standing against the outer side of the south wall of the building, 
is a prominent feature of the desolate churchyard. 

One of the Rev. Henry Savage's successors, the late Rev. Mr. Bullick^ 
"whose zeal for the welfare and advancement of that church of which he was 
for many years a minister " — (we quote the words of his epitaph) — seems to have 
prompted him, in ecclesiastical matters, to works rather of destruction than of 
conservation, succeeded in turning the ancient structure into a melancholy ruin* 
Whether he had tried his "prentice hand" first upon the Dwelling-House at 
Ardkeen (he had hoped, it is said, to have discovered hidden treasure there, 
but " was rewarded only by finding a bottle of wine in the cellar "), or whether

do not know; but what we do know is, that the people of the neighbourhood 
so reverenced both buildings that the memory of the Rev. Mr. Bullick is 
cherished with but scant affection in the Little Ards.^ To counterbalance in 
some degree his works of demolition, a small new Parochial Church was 
erected under Mr. Bullick's auspices, in a lofty and exposed position, not very 
far from Kirkistone. When it became known to the members of the Ardkeen 
connection, then living no longer in the Ards, that the ancient structure was 
about to be abandoned to the winds and the rain, they caused two mural 
tablets of the Ballvgalget (Rock Savage) and Glastry families to be removed 
from it and set up in the New Church; but the recumbent slabs could hardly 
be removed, and they were suffered to remain where they were. The falling 
in of the roof of the Church, and the growth of weeds and grasses, have 
hidden most of the slabs from view, and on several of those from which the 
earth has been recently scraped, the inscriptions are almost worn away. 

When, in 1884, the present writer visited the Old Church, in the hope of 
copying the once numerous epitaphs of the Savage family, he found the interior 
of the ruins a piteous sight indeed ; for, amidst the piles of dibris of the fallen 
roof the rabbits had made their burrows, and, going deeper and deeper and 
dashing back the earth as they advanced, had thrown up quantities of human 
bones from the graves beneath. 

In the absence of the heads of the Ardkeen family and its branches 
from the neighbourhood, the Churchyard, ill-protected by any surrounding wall, 
was itself also for a time suffered to fall into an appalling state of disorder 
and neglect, the cattle from the fields roaming over it, and the pigs rooting in 
the graves; but, thanks, we believe, chiefly to Mr. Arthur (Savage) Nugent, a 
strong high wall was at last built round it, and something of its former look of 
decency was restored. 

Underneath the Church are the vaults of the Savage family, in which, or vai lt$ or the 
beside which, are laid also several of the Echlins of Ardquin and Echlinville, acdkuV^^ 
their connections and neighbours. How old these vaults are it seems impossible 
to ascertain; but their antiquity must be very considerable. 

Mr. Arthur Nugent (to whom the compilers of this work are indebted for 
much information respecting the facts and traditions of the Savage family in 
the Ards) mentions that one Charles Coulter, the sexton of the Old Church, 
and caretaker of the Park and Place for the late Col Forde. of Seaforde (who.

ARDit««N. Francis Savage, of Ardkeen and Holly mount), told him that the last time the 

vaults were opened (probably for the reception of the remains of that very 
Francis Savage, of Ardkeen and Hollymount), he had been inside them, and 
had counted nine leaden coffins in a vault under the chancel. Mn Arthur 
Nugent had subsequently an opportunity of seeing the interior of the vaults 
himself. When on a visit to his brother at Portaferry, he heard that some 
miscreants had succeeded in breaking a hole down to the foundations of the 
old structure, and had got access to the vaults, evidently in the hope of 
finding something valuable there to plunder. Accompanied by his brother. 
Major Nugent, of Strangford Lodge, he proceeded to Ardkeen. Both gentle- 
men crept into a vault by means of the narrow passage that had been dug 
to it Several coffins were distinguishable in a wonderful state of preservation, 
with the cloth and fragments of velvet palls upon them, but no lead. The 
impression produced was, that the burials of the Ardkeen family had been 
costly and magnificent. They did not remain long enough to make a strict 
examination of the plan or form of the vault itself, but withdrew from the 
melancholy charnel-house saddened by the sights they had witnessed there. 

Charles Murray, of Portaferry, who was born on the Ardkeen estate close by, 
and who often, as a child, played about the Castle Hill and in the ancient burial- 
ground, informs the present writer that he well remembers the hole leading 
down to the vaults, through which, when a boy, he had himself crept, and 
describes what he saw within, adding nothing, however, to the facts communicated 
by Mr. Nugent 

The ancient burial-place of the Savages of Ballygalget seems to have 
been at Knockdoo, beside Rock Savage, at a spot which appears to be identical 
with the Sithe mentioned in The Ecciesiastical Taxation of Down, Connor and 
Dromore, so ably edited by Bishop Reeves, who writes of it as follows : — " In 
the townland of Ballygalget, on a high ground at Knockdoo, otherwise Rock 
Savage, and about a furlong north of the Roman Catholic Chapel, is a spot 
called 'Shankill,' where traces of a building, measuring 36 by 16 feet, exist in 
a long-disused burying-ground, which was once enclosed by an irregular cashel, 
of about forty yards diameter." Here, it is said, the Savages of Ballygalget 
had a private chapel, and here many of them are interred. 

When the old burial-ground at Knockdoo was closed up, the peasants of 
the neighbourhood, as we have before mentioned, carried the earth of their old 
family-graves thence to Ardkeen, so that they might be buried in the same 
dust as their kindred. 
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The following are the inscriptions relating to the Savage family now vaults of th«

The oldest, apparently, of the epitaphs bears date 1681, and records the epitaphs. 
death, as we have conjectured, of Patrick Savage, Esq., of Ballygalget But 
the slab that occupies the chief place, the centre of the Chancel, under the 
altar (wheii there was an altar), bears the date 1687, six years later. In 1884 
the name of the person whose burial it was intended to record was so effaced 
as to baffle all attempts to decipher it But this stone, occupying the principal 
place in the church, had commemorated, one would suppose, a member of the 
House of Ardkeen. 

Commencing with this central flag of the chancel, we shall give the other 
inscriptions in their relation to it

A comparison of dates leads to the conclusion that the christian-name must 
have been "Patricke."^ 

It is a pity that something could not be done to preserve this and other 
inscriptions in the Old Church from further effacement A comparatively small 
sum of money, spent under the guidance of some person experienced in such 
matters, would render the Church and its ancient contents a very interesting 
relic. 

Two mural tablets to which we have alluded, one belonging to the Glastry 
family and one to the Rock Savage, originally hung on the Chancel-walls. 
The marks of both are still traceable. That to the memory of Francis Savage, 
of Glastry, hung to the left; that to the memory of Major Henry Savage 
and his widow to the right Both were removed, as we have described, by the 
Rock Savage (Ballygalget) and Glastry families to the New Parish-Church 
of Ardkeen about the close of the year 1845. There they are now to be seen 
on the south Chancel-wall. The inscriptions upon them are as follow : —

On revisiting the Old Church in the summer of 1886, the present writer 
found the inscriptions even more efiaced than two years previously, while some 
of the stones that had been visible in 1884 were deeply imbedded in rubbish.

A curious and weird story attaches to this monument of the Savages of stoitofth* 

^ Glastby Tomb. 

Glastry. One morning, between twenty and thirty years ago, a labourer, 
passing by the Church in the dim light of early dawn, was startled by hearing 
a human cry proceeding from the tomb. Appalled by the ghostly sound, he 
hurried away ; but, soon afterwards meeting one of his neighbours, he communi- 
cated the fact and his fears to the latter, and the two men, plucking up courage, 
stole into the graveyard. On approaching the grave, they both heard faint cries 
issuing from it. Venturing still nearer, they perceived that the top slab of the 
tomb had been moved back. They went forward and looked in, and there they 
beheld a little babe lying in the inside. The slab must have been wrenched 
aside in the night-time, and by more than one person, for it is of great weight. 
The child, a female infant, was lifted out, and taken away to the Poorhouse at 
Downpatrick. A woman was subsequently arrested on suspicion of having ex- 
posed it; but, no evidence against her being forthcoming, she was discharged. 
The child was carefully brought up at the Downpatrick Union, and, in memory of 
the place in which she had been discovered, was christened ''Mary Tomb.^* She 
is now a respectable young woman at service somewhere in the County of Down. 
Some superstitious dread, it seems, had prevented the people of the 
neighbourhood from restoring the stone to its former position. It remained as 
it had been wrenched from its bed for over twenty years. When, at the 
end of that time, a grandson of Mr. Savage, of Glastry, visited the spot, the 
stone, under his superintendence, was forced back into its place, but not until it 
had been seen that a member of the family had been the first to put a hand 
to it. Directions being left to have it cemented, and the tomb put into proper 
order, workmen some time afterwards proceeded from Portaferry to execute 
the commission. To their astonishment they found the slab again shifted back 
to the position in which it had been when the infant lay there. This time, • 
however, it was carefully and successfully sealed in its proper place. When the 
same member of the Glastry family visited the graveyard two years later, 
a young self-sown hawthorn-tree was observed to have begun to shoot its 
sprays from within the tomb. It was remarked that hawthorn is the emblem 
of hape^ and that the omen in relation to the Savages of Ardkeen should be 
regarded as a good one. 
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CHAPTER IX. 

SAVAGE {now NUGENT) OF PORTAFERRY.

■559-1 Savage name), was confirmed by the Lord Deputy Grey in the 

chieftainship and superiority of his sept in the territory of the 
Savages otherwise called Lecale; and that in a.d. 1559, con- 
tention having arisen between Raymond Savage and his kinsman Roland 
Savage for the chieftainship and superiority of their sept in the Ards, a division 
of towns and territories in the Ards was made between them by the Lord 
• Deputy Sir William Fitzwilliam and the Council, Raymond being allotted 
Ardkeen and the townlands which have since constituted the Ardkeen estates, 
and Roland Portaferrv and the townlands which have since constituted the 
PoRTAFERRY estates. As Raymond was eldest surviving son and representative 
of Sir Roland Savage, it would seem natural that he should have succeeded 
to the chieftainship and superiority of the Savages in Antrim, where also Sir 
Roland had been the leader, and that his lordship should thus have extended 
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over Lecale, part of Antrim, and about half the barony now known as the thb division

Upper Ards, — that is to say, over fully three-fourths of the territories then Rj^twTAM"'* 
remaining to the Savage family. savacb ?n a,d 

Now, as the division of the towns and territories in the Ards was probably '^^ 
determined mainly by possession at the time, it is presumable that in some way or 
another Roland Savage at this period (a.d. 1559) had been in possession — 
though in disputed possession— of the southern portion of the Upper Ards (or 
that about Portaferry), while Raymond was in possession — though in disputed 
possession^-of the northern part of the Upper Ards (or that about Ardkeen). 
Each claimed the " inheritance and chieftainship of their nation/' and each in his 
contention was evidently supported by a large number of his kinsmen. Roland, 
however, was clearly not a son of Sir Roland Savage, of Lecale, and his 
possessions, in whatever way they had come into his hands — whether by tanist 
custom or by direct inheritance — were much smaller and less valuable than 
those which Raymond possessed, or should have inherited, as the son and heir 
of Sir Roland. The decision of the Lord Deputy and Council in 1559 left 
each claimant '* Chieftain of his nation and freeholders " in about half the entire 
portion of the Ards then tenanted by their kinsfolk. But Raymond had been 
already recognised as Chieftain '' of his nation " in Lecale, and, as we have just 
said, as son and heir of Sir Roland, would have been heir to the supremacy 
of his *' nation" in Antrim besides. 

The questions arise, how had Roland Savage, of Portaferry, before the 
year 1559, come into (disputed) possession of so much of the Upper Ards as 
was confirmed to him in that year, and on what grounds did he lay claim to the 
portion then apparently in (disputed) possession of Raymond, Lx>rd of Ardkeen 
and of Lecale, and in that year confirmed to the latter ? 

We have found no documentary mention of any "Lord of the Little 
Ards " so styled at this time ; nor (as far as we have yet been able to ascertain) 
were the Ards spoken of prior to this period as the possession of any Lord 
distinct from the existing Chief of the entire sept of the Savages in Down 
and Antrim. From 1559 onwards, the Chief of the Portaferry branch was 
undoubtedly Principal of his nation within his oum territories in the Little 
Ards, just as the Chief of the Ardkeen branch was Principal of his nation 
within the limits of the AnDKREi^ estates in the Little Ards. 

When, in the year 1539, Lord Leonard Grey had seized the Castles of the 
Lord of Lecale in Lecale, he states that he proceeded to the Ards and seized 
several Castles there. Nothing is stated to lead us to infer that the Chieftain 
of the Ards was any other at that moment than the then existing Lord of

Lecale. This seems to be the interpretation put upon the words of Lord 
Leonard Grey by Mr. Bagwell in his excellent History of Ireland under the 
Tudors^ and it is evidently also Mr. Bagwell's interpretation of facts, for 
he writes: — ** Lecale in Down [in 1574-5] had been partially, but only partially, 
peopled by the exertions of Essex. Ards was little better, less owing to Sir 
Thomas Smith than to the natural tendencies of its old English inhabitants, 
whose chief Edmond \i,e, Raymond} Savage was received into protection." 

Whose son, then, was the Roland Savage of 1559 who disputed with 
Raymond the supremacy of the Ards } 

To this question our researches hitherto have not enabled us to give any 
conclusive answer. Farther research may lead to the discovery of his parentage 
and lineage, and unravel an old mystery, but for the present it must remain, 
we fear, undetermined. Indeed, Montgomery, who was strongly prejudiced in 
favour of the seniority of Portaferry, seems to have been entirely ignorant 
on this point, while he traces back the lineage of Ardkeen to "the Seneschal" 
— that is, Sir Roland, of Lecale. 

We have seen a copy of some notes of the late Sir William Betham, Ulster 
King-of-Arms, on the Portaferry and Ardkeen pedigrees, but they are manifestly 
inaccurate in both cases, and his own commentary proves that he had no confi- 
dence in them. " The above statement," he writes, " is compiled from records, 
and correctly states the facts of the existence of the different individuals of the 
Portaferry family . . . but their precise descent is not certain." He places, 
apparently, as the immediate predecessor of Roland Savage (of 1559), " Patrick 
Savage, Seneschal, or Chief Judge, of Ulster, 1493." Now, the Seneschal of 
Ulster in 1493 was Sir Roland Savage of Lecale, father of Raymond Savage 
of Lecale, and the Portaferry family are not the " race of the Seneschal" And 
he places Jenkin {a-Bui) Savage (father of Henry Savage, of Ardkeen) 
directly under " Brian le Savage," whereas, as well as we can discover from 
the Inquisitions, &c., this Jenkin (or Janico) was the son of James Ferdorough 
Savage, brother of Edmond {i.e., Raymond), surnamed Ferdorough Mac Senes- 
chal, and no Brian Le Savage is found mentioned in any authentic records 
we have ever seen. 

The probable true account of the matter appears to us to be this : — That 
Roland, descended undoubtedly from a common ancestor with Raymond, had, 
during the struggles of the latter against English and Irish alike to retain 
his extensive and valuable territory in the fertile plains of Lecale, risen to 
eminence and power in the Ards, where he may have inherited considerable 
estates; and had, either by tanist custom or by the mere force of circumstances. 
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come to be regfarded, and to regard himself, as chief of his "nation" there; that TmEDnrinow

Raymond, when his grasp of Lecale was beginning to relax, had resolved to r"°* ■"^"** 
make good his supremacy in the Ards, and, on that supremacy being disputed \^^^yg^ ^^ 
by his powerful kinsman and the latter's followers, had at last appealed to the '559* 
sword ; that both leaders, finding the warfare which followed unpalatable and 
destructive, agreed to pray the Crown to arbitrate between them ; and that, by 
the decision of the Crown, the two houses of Ardkeen and Portaferry were 
then placed on that independent footing on which they remained ever after- 
wards — Portaferry, without doubt, getting the best of the bargain. 

It is remarkable enough that Roland should have borne precisely the same 
christian-name as Raymond's father. It is quite within the range of probability 
that he may have been named after Sir Roland, and nothing is more likely 
than that the rival claimants for the supremacy of the Ards were first-cousins. 

Sir Bernard Burke also seems to have failed to discover the name of the 
father of Roland Savage, of Portaferry, of 1559, and he accordingly commences 
the Portaferry pedigree at the latter date, acknowledging at the same time 
the great antiquity of the Portaferry family. "From the extreme scarcity of 
records in Ireland,'' he writes, "it is impossible at this remote period to deter- 
mine, without liability to error, which is the senior branch of the family, that 
of Portaferry or Ardkeen Castle. . . . However," he adds, " the mutual 
mention of one another, the exact coincidence of the armorial bearings and the 
christian-names of the respective progenitors, may be received as presumptive 
evidence in favour of a common ancestry as far back as the twelfth century. ** 
And Sir W. Betham, in a letter in the possession of Mr. F. W. E. Savage, 
addressed to Albert Woods, Esq., College of Arms, London, in November, 1843, 
says, " Ardkeen is said to have been the elder branch, but that is disputed by 
the Portaferry branch. They are both very ancient estates, but the exact 
period of separation I cannot exactly say — I believe in the 13th century." 

All the results of our present researches have tended to show that many 
of the known leaders and chiefs of the family from the earliest times were 
in the direct line of the Ardkeen ancestry; but the title '* Lord Savage" 
was certainly borne by chiefs of the Portaferry branch after the year 1559. 
We shall, however, conclude in the cautious and kindly words of William 
Montgomery, writing nearly two hundred years ago : — " Neither will I assert 
anything which may make discord among these good friends, or may savour 
of partiality in myself." Both branches may be well proud of their long common 
line of powerful and distinguished ancestors. If the Ardkeen branch were the 
elder, the Portaferry branch has been the more fortunate and the more 
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tenacious of the ancestral lands; and, while the numerous members of one 
branch may take a justifiable pride in the successes and distinctions of the 
other, it must be some kind of satisfaction to the members of the Ardkeen 
family, that, though they have recently parted with the last remnant of their 
Ulster estates, the race of the Lords Savage of Ulster have still a worthy 
representative residing in the Ards in the person of Lieut. -General Andrew 
Nugent, now lord of the old Manor of Portaferry.^ 

A daughter of Portaperry, named Cecilia Savage {Irish, Sheely). was 
married, according to Montgomery, to one of the Earls of Antrim, and ''the [late] 
Marquis" of Antrim, he adds, ''called those of this family cousins^ The Ulster 
Journal of Archeology explains this passage as follows : — " The Earls of Antrim 
coveted alliance with the Savages, and one of them married Cecilia Savage. 
She married, not an Earl of Antrim, but John Macdonnell, surnamed Cathanach, 
who was great-grandfather of the ist Earl of Antrim."* "On the formal sur* 
render of the Kingdom of the Isles, in 1476," writes Mr. Hill in his admirable 
work The MacdonneUs of Antrim, "there came a third company of settlers, 
more numerous probably than any of the two preceding. But the largest number 
arrived during the closing years of the fifteenth century, and immediately after 
the execution of Sir John Cahanagh. This leader of the Clan Ian Vohr had 
married Cecilia Savage, a daughter of the chieftain of that great family seated 
at Portaferry, in the County Down, and by her had four sons, two of whom 



^ Montgomery, it must be confessed, does not throw very much light on this question of seniority.

grown out of the contest for precedence and possession of the Little Ards between the Lords of Porta- 
ferry and Ardkeen : — " At one time there was a dispute between the members of the family as to 
which was the rightful owner of the Portaferry Estate, and it was decided in the Courts in Dublin that 
whichever of the two claimants, travelling from Dublin, should reach the Castle of Portaferry first, should 
be considered the rightful owner. Both started at the same moment from Dublin Castle on horseback. 
When they arrived in the County Down they separated. One went direct to Strangford ; but the other, 
knowing (or believing) that there was no boat at Strangford, made at once for Comber, thinking to cross 
the strand there and ride down to Portaferry by the eastern shore of the Lough. Arrived at Strangfotd, 
the first was for a moment checked by finding that there was no boat there to be had; but he immediately 
jumped into the water, swam the tembly strong Ferry, and reached the Casde. Meanwhile, the other 
had found, on arriving at Comber, that the tide was in, and, beiog consequendy obliged to ride round by 
Newtown Ards, reached Portaferry Castle only to find that his rival kinsman had been in possession 
of it hours before him."

The elder of these two, Alexander, now represented the Ciandonnell South [the a«ds bbtwkbn

In the absence of fuller information, we must content ourselves with 
following the example of Sir Bernard Burke, and commence the separate history 
of the PoRTAFERRY branch of the Savages with 

I.— ROLAND, LORD SAVAGE, OF PORTAFERRY (living prior to 1559; rolano. ldid 

DIED 1 2th February, 1572). PbTd^'is^^ "*" 

The Lord Deputy Fitzwilliam and the Council, in 1559, dividing the Upper 
Ards between Roland and Raymond Savage, ordered and adjudged, as we have 
seen, that '* Rowland Savage" should be Captain of his Nation and freeholders, 
having rightful inheritance in the lands of Ballyncontowne, TuUagharnan, Bally- 
dowe, Tewesities, Ballentonragh, Ballynbentlyng, Ballyngrenagh, Ballyfannor, 
Bally wored, Tolnecrewe, Bally wlake, Bally war ter, Tolocraffeere, Knockavillar, 
Ballyharvan, and other lands. 

A letter, of the supposed date of 1562 (quoted in the Ulster Arckaological 
Society s Journal, vol. ix., p. 177*), written to the Earl of Essex by "Rawelyn" 
(Roland) Savage, throws some light upon the position of the head of the Porta- 
FERRY branch a few years after the division of the Upper Ards between the 
rival chieftains of the race: — 

''To the Rt Hon/ the Earle of Sussex, 
Lieut Gen. of Ireland. 

''Hit may please your honor, for that Mr. Brereton and also Alexander 
M'Randall boye are here at present, that in so much your honor's poor supplyent, 
Rawelyn Savage, chief of his nation, is a neyghbour and borderer unto them, 
that your honor would move them\ yea, and require them to shewe their 
friendship unto him, and that they wold nether ayde nor assist such as be or 
shall be hynderers and evyll doers unto hym, but shall mayntayn him for the 
apprehension and punishinge of them . . . ' to justice so that they may 
be brought to answer for their evyll . . . 'and that he maye have your 
honor's lycence to kepe such as shall oweb^ C^'^] ^^ Queue's majesty and 
your honor, for the better defence of himself and his countrey. And this in the 
way of justice."

In a communication from the Lords Justices and Council to Queen Eliza- 
beth, sent from Dublin Castle on the 27th of November, 1567, a letter was 
enclosed from Captains Pers and Malbie to the Lord Deputy Sydney, dated 
Carrickfergus, October 6, in which they state that in the midst of the troubles 
caused by Sir Brian M'Felim O'Neill, "Lord Savage's followers are drawn 
from him into Lecale." — October 6. 1567. — "28. IL Captains Pers and Malbie 
to the Lord Deputy Sydney. — Sir Bryan M'Felim would provide no cess 
beeves. They have taken up beeves in the Dufferin, of Turlough Oge M'Con 
Moyle by force. Alister Oge and his brother Carragh, Rory Oge M'Quillan, 
and old McQuillan slack as to cess.. Lord Savage's followers are drawn from 
him into Lecale. . . . Soldiers sick of Irish ague and delirious."^ 

In an old map of '* Hibernia," dated 1567, a copy of which is printed in 
the State Paper Calendars of Henry VIII.'s reign, a castle is depicted near the 
entrance of "Strangford Haven," and beside it appear the words "Sovage 
Castel." No name but that of Savage appears from the mouth of Strangford 
Lough to the " Bay of Cragfergus," i.e. the Lough of Belfast. In another, but 
evidently later one, in the same Calendars^ we find the name " Sauadg " written 
across the district south of the Blackstaff river in the Ards. 

Just a year before Lord Savage's death, viz., in 15 71, Campion, in his History 
of Ireland^ wrote : — '' English gentlemen of longest continuance in Ireland are 
the race of those which at this day, either in great poverty or perill, doe 
keepe the properties of their ancestors' lands in Vlster, being then companions to 
Courcy the Conqueror and Earl of that part. These are the Savages, lordans, 
FitzSymonds, Chamberlanes, Russels, Bensons, Audleys, Whites, FitzVrailyes, 
now degenerate, and called in Irish Macmahon, the Beare's son." 

Roland, Lord Savage, died at Portaferry (according to Sir Bernard Burke) 
on the 1 2th of February, 1572, leaving issue, 
I. Patrick, his heir. 

II. Roland, of Derry (in the Little Ards), whose son, Patrick Savage, Esq., 
was father of two sons, John and Robert. The elder,

Patrick, Lord Savage, of Portaferry, was 37 years of age at the death 
of his father Roland, whom he succeeded in 1572. 

Sydney, in his account of the state of Ulster in 1575, gives a dreary descrip- 
tion of the northern province at that period, but no portion of the north seemed 
to promise better than the Ards, and the more hopeful condition of that district 
he ascribes to the existence there of the Savages and their followers. Much 
of Lecale, he says, is waste, but it is mending. DufTerin, or Whites country, 
all waste and desolate. ''The Ards much impoverished^ but in good hope of 
recovery ; for that there are many freeholders of English race^ of ancient habit- 
ing there. County of Clandeboy utterly disinhabited. Town of Knockfergus 
much decayed and impoverished, no ploughs going at all where before were 
many; and great store of kine and cattle belonging to the town now few or 
none left; church and houses, saving castles, burned, the inhabitants fled, not 
above five householders of any countenance left remaining. The Glynnes and 
the Route^ possessed by the Scots, now governed by Sorley Boy." 

Marshal Bagenal, in his Description of Ulster, written in 1586, thus speaks 
of the Little Ards and the Lord Savage: — "Little Ardes lieth on the North 
side of the River of Strangford, a fertile champion country. It is the inheritance 
of the Lord Savage, who hath now for certain yeares farmed the same to Captain 
Peirs. There are besides dwellinge here certeine ancient freeholders of the 
Savages and Smithes, able to muster amongst them all some 30 horsemen and 60 
footemen. They are often harrowed and spoyled by them of Clandeboye, with 
whom the borders of their lands do joyne. Great Ardes is that countrey which 
was undertaken by Mr. Smithe; it is almost an island, a champion and fertile 
land, and now possessed by Sir Con M'Neill Oig O'Nele, who hath planted 
there Neil M'Brian Ferto, with sundrey of his owne surname, but the aancient 
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Patrick, Laid dwellers there are the Ogilmers, a rich and strong sept of people, alwaies 
A.D. IS3S. followers of the Neils of Clandeboy. The force of the enhabitantes nowe 

dwellinge here is 60 horsemen and 300 footemen." 

The old English family of Smith, mentioned above, held Quintin Castle 
under the Lords of Portaferry. 

Spenser, in the character of Irenxus^ in his Vuw of the State of Ireland, 
written before 1596, but not published till 1633, thus alludes to the Savage 
family and the Ards: — "[Bruce] wasted Belfast, Green-Castle, Kelles, Belturbet, 
Castletowne, Newton, and many other very good towns and strong holdes ; 
he rooted out the noble families of the Audlies. Talbotts, Tuchets, Chamber- 
laines, Maundevills, and the Savages out of the Ardes, though of the La 
Savage there remaineth yet an heire, that is now a poor gentleman of very 
mean condition, yet dwelling in the Ardes."

At this time the Savages seem to have been the only English family in all 
that district that retained any of their ancient possessions. This is clear from 
the well-known map, a copy of which is published in the State Paper Calendars, 
entitled "Ortelius' Improved or New Map of Ireland, wherein are inserted 
all the Principal Irish Families of Irish and English Extraction who possessed 
that Kingdom at the commencement of the Seventeenth Century." In this 
map the whole of the peninsula south of N. T. Ards is marked "Ardes," and 
the name "Savages" is boldly written across it 
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About this time, as a consequence of the constant warfare and disturbances Patrick. lo*d 

in Ulster, the Ards seem to have fallen into a state of comparative desolation a.d. 1535. 

and decay. This was no doubt grossly exaggerated by the Irish satirist O'Daly, 

when he wrote — 

"Ardh-Uladh, destitute, starving, 
A district without delight, without mass, 
Where the son of Savage, the English hangman. 
Slaughters barnacles with a mallet"^ 

But, even allowing for the hostility and asperity of O'Daly, there is nothing 

improbable in the assertion that the country was at this time poon 

At the date a.d. 1599, Dymmock, in his Treatise 0/ Ireland {yfntttn about 
1600),' includes Lord Savage's followers amongst the Ulster forces who took 
part in Tyrone's rebellion, though the chiefs of the Savages were loyal to 
the Crown — 

"A Perticuler of the Rebell. Forces of Horse and Foote Ordinarilye 
imployed in the Rebellion, 28 April, 1 599 : — 

"In the Province of Vlster

" Lord Savadg of litle Ardes, 

foote horse 

This statement the Editor of Dymmock (the Rev. Richard Butler) eluci- 
dates in a note by a quotation from Moryson : — " Lord Savage. — Those of 
Lecale and the Little Ards held for the Queen, but, overcome by Tyrone, 
were forced to give way to him to tyrannize in their countries. (Moryson, 

p. 32.)" 

Patrick, Lord Savage, of Portaferry, married Anne Plunket, and died 
on the 31st of Dec, 1603-4; and, according to Sir Bernard Burke, he "left 
two sons,"

William Montgomery states that the latter son, Patrick, "was reported to 
be the 17th son, and succeeded to the Manor of Portaferry (by virtue of 
ancient deeds of feofmt in taile) for want of heirs male by his brethem/' 
Roland, however, whether the eldest of the seventeen sons or the eldest 
living at his father's death, became next owner of Portaferry. Patrick, 
Lord Savage, of Portaferry, therefore, dying 31st December, 1603-4, was 
succeeded by, 

RoLANB,jjOiD^ III.— ROLAND, LORD SAVAGE, OF PORTAFERRY (living a.d. 1603, 

in A.D. X619. temp. James I.; died June 25, 1619, temp, ditto). 

Of this Roland, Lord Savage, of Portaferry, Montgomery writes : — 
"The Lord Deputy Chichester would have had the said Pat's immediate 
predecessor and brother, called Rowland, to marry his niece, but Russell of 
Rathmullen (as is reported) made him drunk, and then wedded Mr. Savage 
to his own daughter, by whom the said Rowland had one daughter, who was 
married to one O'Hara, a Gentleman in the county of Antrim." The "Russell 
of Rathmullen" here alluded to must have been George Russell, the son of 
Christopher Russell, who founded the branch of the Russell family known as 
the "Russells of Rathmullen." Lord Savage married Rose Russell, on the 
20th of April, 1604. The O'Haras were a family of Irish origin, maternally 
descended from an Irish King of Munster, and into their hands passed the 
Savage lands about Lough Guille. The O'Hara who married Lord Savage's 
daughter was Charles O'Hara, who died in 1639* 

At A.D. 1606 the State Papers have the following entry: — "(Lord Deputy 
— May 20, 1606 — to Attorney or Solicitor-General for Ireland). Warrant for a 
fiat of a grant of a weekly market every Thursday at Portaferry to Rowland 
Savage, Esq." — (Roland, it is to be observed, is here not styled Lord Savage.) 

A grant of a Ferry at Strangford to the Savages is believed to have been 
made or confirmed also about this time by James I. 

Roland Savage, of Portaferry, married (as we have seen) Rose Russell, 
of Rathmullen, by whom he had issue, 

A Daughter, married to Charles O'Hara, of Co. Antrim, who died 
in 1639. 
Roland Savage, of Portaferry, styled Lord Savage (the last of the family, it 
would seem, who was so designated), died on the 25th of June, 1619, and was 
succeeded by his brother, 
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IV.— CAPTAIN PATRICK SAVAGE, OF PORTAFERRY (living a.d. 1603, temp. ^jJ^I'Jk savage. 

James L; DIED A.D. 1644, temp. Charles I.). whJdlSta"*^'' 

To Captain Patrick Savage, and to the state of the Ards in his lifetime, ^°' '^^ 
we have frequent and interesting allusions in the Montgomery Manuscripts: — 

"In or about the said year, 1623," says Montgomery, "the said Viscount 
[Montgomery] married his daughter Jane to Pat. Savage, Esq., whose prede- 
cessor by charters from Queen Elizabeth, and formerly (as I am credibly 
informed), was stiled, and in their deeds of lands they named themselves, Lords 
of the Little Ards, and principals of their nation. . . . 

"This Patrick was reported to be the 17th son, and succeeded to the 
Manor of Portaferry (by virtue of ancient deeds of feofm^. in taile) for want 
of heirs male of his brethren. He was the first Protestant of his family, through 
the said Viscount's [Montgomery's] care to instruct him, giving him also (as I 
am credibly informed) above six hundred pounds stl. as a marriage portion, 
which was a great sum in those days. 

"He was captain of a troop, a.d. 1641, in the regiment of horse under the 
command of his brol-in-law, the 2nd Viscount Montgomery; and the said Jane,^ 
dying in Anno 1643, himself also departed this life in or about the beginning 
of March, 1644, leaving orphants only two daughters, and Hugh, his 9th son 
(so he was, as the said Hugh himself told me), to the care of Sir James Mont- 
gomery, their mother's brother (who performed that part with fidelity and love), 
to their great advantage, compounding their debts, and paying them out of 
the rents (which then were high); for he waved the benefit of the wardship 
he had of the said Hugh's estate and person, and bred them all at Rosemount 
(his own house), though a widower, according to their qualities, till harvest, 1649, 
that O. C's [Oliver Cromwell's] army triumphing over us all, obliged himself 
and son to go to Scotland and leave them at Portaferry aforesaid.' 

The following is Montgomery's account of the condition of Portaferry 
in the lifetime of Captain Patrick Savage : — 

"The said Sir James, his sister Jane being married to Patrick Savage 
aforesaid, he found his estate much in debt, and not one stone-walled house 
in Portaferry, 'till that match (as was credibly informed me), only some fisher- 
men's cabins, and the old Castle near it out of repair, nor any such mills as 
now are, and very little grain to employ one, that county being much wasted, 
'till the Viscount's plantation, which was not suffered to spread into the Little 
Ards till their own greater was furnished with inhabitants, and no trade by

A.D. 1644. sister Savage's affairs, for thentselves remained with the Viscount at Newtown 

above 18 months, till a long but low house was built for them, and olitory 
garden was put in order, where they lived about two years. In the mean- 
time the said Sir James was setting and leting the lands and laying out 
tenements to the best advantage, but the freeholders and followers (who were 
mostly degenerate old English or mere Irish) were obstinate, and would not 
renew their deeds nor alter their holdings from their own way. And besides 
these misbehaviours they cosheered^ much upon Mr. Savage, who bore with 
them in these customs in which he was fostered; so that his debts encreased, 
and he was persuaded to go with his family to the Isle of Man, to live 
privately but plentifully, yet much cheaper than at home, and so be rid of 
cosheerers, and to stay to [two] years at least in Peeltown, 'till Sir James 
should improve his estate in rents, and build for him a house befitting his 
quality, and should bring in freeholders to submit to him. During this recess 
Sir James put the most stubborn and refractory to the law, to make them 
examples, for there were flaws in their deeds, and their titles were defective, 
sealing leases of ejectment against them, whereby they were overcome and 
submitted, some paying fines; and encreasing rents, to be paid in money, 
besides the usual duties and services; and obliging them to the English way 
of living, habit, and building. Others of them he brought to stoop to their 
lure, partly by threats to take the severity of the law against them, partly by 
conferences and gentle speeches, showing also kindness to those he found 
willing to support their landlords. 

**The most effectual course he took was to get wastes filled with British 
planters on the lands, and builders of stone houses in the town (whose 
example taught the natives husbandry and industry), and to cause build mills 
on the loughs, tying the tenants to grind and pay the 16 grain as toll, or 
thertage (commonly called moultre), and other helps for reparations; which 
achievements soon brought plenty at home and traffic from abroad, and 
merchandise-ware to the town. 

''And afterwards he brought matters to fuller settlement and prosperity, 
by encouragement of which monied men had from his passing two patents to 
remedy Mr. Savage's defective titles, thereby ascertaining his royalties and 
customary profits, both at sea and land. But the last effect came not fully to 
pass till Caroli primi that the last of these patents were passed.' • . •

by roofing and flooring it, and by striking out longer lights with freestone Jho^JSI^"^* 
window-cases, and also building (and joining to it) a fair slated stone house, ^-^' '^^ 
as may be seen, with the Savages' and Montgomerys' arms above the door 
thereof.^ . . . The aforesaid buildings being made, Sir James sent for Mr. 
Savage (who had run in debt among the merry Manxmen) ; but now he came 
home and lived splendidly like himself, and better for the helps of additional 
portions given by the first Visct Montgomery to discharge debts compounded 
in his absence." 

Of the troop of which Patrick Savage was Captain in 1641 he seems to 
have been deprived not long afterwards; but it was restored to him again in 
1643, and this favour, like so many other advantages, he appears to have owed 
to Sir James Montgomery, who interceded on his behalf with Ormonde. Mr. Hill, 
in the footnotes to the Montgomery Manuscripts^ prints the following letter from 
Sir James to Ormonde, written at Rosemount on the 9th of December, i64i. 
It is doubly interesting on account of a reference it contains to a manifest 
recognition of kinship with the Savages of the Arbs by the then Earl 
Rivers (Savage, of Rock Savage, Cheshire.) The letter runs as follows: — 

'' My Lord, one of the three troopes under the command of my Lord Mont- 
gomery hath been long in debate. One Captain Bruffe had a commission from 
your Lop. procured upon a mistake that the troope was voyde upon the death 
of my brother (the second Viscount), but he has never gotten possession of it, 
nor has he been in this kingdome these nyne months past, and is now (as I 
am informed) in England. One Sergeant- Major Crawford had ane other com- 
mission from the Earle of Leister. And he has notwithstanding neglected 
the service, and has taken on to be a leiftennant coUonell in the service in 
Scotland to go into England. Mr. Patrick Savadge, of Portaferry, a gentle- 
man of worth, and one of whose fidelitie I dare assovr yor Lop., has for the 
most part mentained that troope, and had my Lord Montgomerie's good will 
of it, but was borne out of it by Crawford's commission. But he now 
haveing taken on in Scotland, and divers of his officers mynded to follow him, 
my Lord Montgomery is desyrous to conferre the troope upon Mr. Savadge, 
who was also by former letters recommended unto yor Honor by the Earle 
Rivers out of England. I doe therefore entreate your Lop. to send by this

»'^> Of this Mr* Hugh Savage Montgomery has left us many pleasant 

reminiscences. The passages in which he speaks of his education have been 
already quoted in connection with John Savage, Esq., of Ardkeen.* 

"Soon after Benburb fight," adds Montgomery, "June, Anno 1646, my 
cousin Hugh, and his sister and myself, were removed to Carrickfergus^ they 
to be under their Aunt the 2nd Viscountess Montgy'* care; for she lived 
there with her 2nd husband, Majr Genl Robt Monro, and we were put to 
school under Sir George Leslie (the Bp of Down's brother), having the said 
Mn Bold, with my said cousin Hugh and me, as our tutor. . • « 

•'There are some other instances (partly spoken of before) of Sir J. M, 
kindness to the children of the said Patrick Savage, viz., their education at 
Rosemount and elsewhere aforesaid, his preserving safe and leaving to his

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nephew, the said Hugh (the only surviving son of the said Patrick), all his g2?"c5^PorrA- 

parchments and papers, and by using the benefit of the Wardship (which he JST-^dSTiLDr* 

waved as aforesaid), and by his codicil annexed to his will Anno 1648 (when '^^ 

Monck^ obliged him to render himself in London), declaring he did not intend 

to affect that estate as Exr to Lt Barry, but thereby to awe his nephew to 

do brotherly duty to his sisters, and have respective regard and kindness for 

the family of Rosemount ; which intimation made me freely give up to the 

said Hugh all his father's bonds for the debt due to the said Barry; and for 

the same ends I have endeavoured and shewn my love and respects to the 

present Mr. Savage' and his late father at Ballwarlev.' . . • 

"The said Hugh being educated at Rosemount, Newtown, and Carrick- 
fergus with me (as if we were two bn), his love and trust to me was such that 
he boarded himself with me in Rosemount many years, wherein his affairs were 
set to rights. • • • 

''This Hugh was a nimble, active man, and witty in his repartees, delighting 
in tennis and such like stirring exercises, by which taking cold the sciatica 
seized him many years, and made him lame till his death. He was greatly 
beloved, particularly by our said Vist Montgomery and all the branches of his 
Lop's family. Coll. Vere Cromwell, late Earl of Ardglass, coveted his conversa- 
tion, which he many times afforded to them : but all could not remove his 
melancholy, because his lameness and pain always much disheartened him, for 
he could not ride (for a long while) but on a side saddle, nor walk with ease 
but on a plain floor." 

There is one other interesting reminiscence of this Hugh Savage in the 
Montgomery Manuscripts which Montgomery did not copy into his Incidental 
Remembrances of the Savages : — " Now before I leave this brief account of him 
[i.e. of the First Viscount Montgomery], I take the liberty to relate one instance 
of favour to him from the Royal Martyr, viz. — His Majesty went to shoot at 
the Butts; necessaries were brought; the King desires Mr. Montgomery to 
try one of his bows, and he shot three or four ends with his Majesty so well 
that he said, 'Mr. Montgomery, that bow fltts your hand, take them and a 
quiver of arrows for your use.' I was told this by my father, who carefully 
preserved them, and divers times (in my sight) used them at Rosemount, 
charging me to do likewise. They were left to his nephew Savage's care,

1683. and made a staff for the old Countess of Strevling [Stirling] when she was 

entertained here by her daughter, the 2nd Viscountess Montgomery, at Mount 
Alexander House." 

The name of Mr. Hugh Savage appears amongst those of the ** Gentlemen 
Freeholders or Relations *' who attended the funeral of the 3d Viscount Mont- 
gomery, in Montgomery's account of the funeral -procession, as ''Mr. Hugh 
Savage of Carnesure^^ and Mr. Hill tells us in a footnote that he ''resided 
for a time at Carnasure, near Comber." 

Mr. Hugh Savage, of Portaferry, died unmarried, Montgomery tells us, 
at his sister Wilton's House in Gaulstown, in the County of Westmeath, on 
the loth of February, 1683, and was buried in the chancel of Killucan Church. 
He was succeeded in the representation of the Portaferry family by his cousin,

This Mr. Patrick Savage, of Derry (a townland in the Parish of Portaferry), 
was son of John Savage, Esq., of Ballyvarley, who was son of Patrick Savage, 
Esq., who was son of Roland Savage, of Derry, who was 2nd surviving son 
of Roland, Lord Savage (first of the Portaferry line mentioned in Sir B. 
Burke's pedigree), who died in 1572. 

Montgomery tells us that Mr. Hugh Savage's '^ encumbered estate came 
by virtue of the said feofm^ to his nearest kinsman and a cater of his own, 
Patrick Savage, who deservedly now enjoys it, he having by his prudent 
management recovered it out of great incumbrances, especially to Mr. Maxwell, 
of ;^500 sterling, and to the said Hugh's sister, to whom he gave by accord 
;^8oo sterling, and brought the said estate to great improvements of rents and 
buildings."* 

To this Patrick Savage it was that William Montgomery dedicated his

him also he addressed the following letter, when sending him his Remembrances 
of the Two Ancient Families of the Savages^ a copy of which, it will be remem- 
bered, was at the same time sent to his other cousin. Captain Hugh Savage,

From Montgomery's two MSS. we have already quoted the prin9ipal passages 
that refer to the Ardkeen branch of the Savages, and to their lands, castles, &c. 
We shall now give similar passages which refer to those of the Portaferry 
branch during the lifetime of Patrick Savage of Portaferry and of Hugh 
Savage of Ardkeen, 

the ards, and portaferry and its neighbourhood, a.d, 1701. 

" The barony of Ards is thick and well peopled, being about seventeen 
miles long and three broade, except between Gray Abbey and Ballywalter, 
where it is narrowest It is se[)arated (on the south end thereof) from ye 
barony of Lecahill by a great and swift flux and reflux of the sea (thence 
called Stronfoord River) a muskett shott over. In wl^, neare ye Ards side, 
under an hill (by the Irish) called Bankmore, there is a whirlpool or eddy 
of the returning or incoming tides, called (by the Scotts) the Rowting Well 
(from the sound it makes sometimes in calme weather) near to which, if small 
boats come, they will be sucked in and swallowed up, except about full sea, 
when the water is smelt and even ; a great vessel, with top sailes and a good 
gale, doth hardly pass through it, without being laid about, yet we have not 
heard of one boat or person lost by it, for sailers and fishermen shun that place. 

" From thence, in a mile, stands the Thursday mercat town of Portncferry, 
where store of great barques belonging to it doo anchor, and at half ebb ly 
dry; hence, and from the daily passage to ye other land, perhapps the town 
was so called. Here was a wooden Kay, which one of the proprietors pulled 
up, selling the timber for building of Drogheda bridge (is reported), because 
Kildare's family had got the custom-house fixed at his town of Strongfoord. . 

" About half a quarter of a league up ye river, great shipps may saile to 
a cape (or lands end) at the entry of Logh Coan, which, from an hill that 
extends its taile in the sd river, is called Ballyhendry point, giving under

"Some miners offered to ye late Mr Savadge to find good coales in ye 
bank above this place, but want of money and encouragement hath hindered 
the tryall thereof. .... 

"The said Little Ards, next Lecahill, sends (every winter) great store of 
good wheate, beare, oats and barley to Dublin and elswher ; and all the eastern 
coast thereof (from whence Scotland and the Isle of Man are seen, and is but 
four hours sailing distant) abounds with fishes, as herrings, in harvest, also codd, 
ling, mackerel, barins, lythes, blockans, lobsters, crabs, gray lords (which are 
near as big as codds), whiteing, haddocks, plaice and large dogg fish, &c., and 
hath good cattle especially sheep w^ (feeding often on ye sea oare), keep 
whoUsome and fatt all ye winter and spring time; within the said land are 
many fresh loughs, in which are store of pike and eeles, duck, teel, widgeon 
and swans. It is supposed that the ducks and widgeons have brought into 
these loughs and turff pitts of the spawn of these pikes on their feathers, 
because in many places no stream runs into or from those waters, to bring 
that fish therein. 

" The hills, whereof some be craggy and full of furzes and heath, and the 
corn and pasture fields, afford partridge, quails, curlew and plover, of both sorts, 
and abundance of hares and some store of rabbits and no want of foxes. 

"The whole territory doth much want fewell, for with great pains they 
make it of bogg mudd, clapped together and formed with hands, and turned 
often to dry in the sun ; but the gentry supply their parlours and lodging 
rather with coals from England or Scotland." 

CASTLES OF PORTAFERRY, QUINTJN BAY, AND NEWCASTLE. 

" The Lord's Castle is that of Portnoferry, the largest old pile of them all, and 
he hath a fair slated house built Ao 1635, ^7 V^ care of Sr James Montgomery 
added thereunto, for the reputed Lord (and so call him) being Patrick, who marryed 
a daughter of ye first \A Visct Montgomery of the great Ards 

"There is likewise on the eastern shore (one league from ye sd Barr) 
Cottins bay, als. Quintin Bay Castle, w^ commands ye bay that is capable to 
receive a bark of forty tonns burthen. Sr James Montgomery of Rosemount 
purchased the same, and lands adjoining thereunto, from Dualtagh Smith, a 
depender on ye Savadges of Portneferry, in whose mannor it is : and ye sd S^ 
James roofed and floored ye castle, and made freestone window cases, &c. 
therin : and built ye baron, and flankers, and kitchen walls contiguous ; all wh 
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Wm Montgomery, Esq. and his son James (joyning in y^* sale) sold unto Mr pathick savace. 
George Ross who lives at Carney, part of the premises. frrrV, bom a.d. 

" Near it is a ruined pile called Newcastle, formerly belonging unto , '724- 

another dependant of Portneferry, which wth diverse lands adjoining, now doth 
belong to James Hamilton of Bangor, Esq." 

In 1684, Mr. Patrick Savage was High Sheriff of the County of Down. 

In 1702, he purchased part of the confiscations of Captain Roland 
Savage,* styled of Portaferry and Newry, with the fresh- water lough thereto 
belonging.* Mr. Patrick Savage, by his wife Mary , had issue,

" Reached Portaferry, the town and seat of Patrick Savage, Esq., who 
took every means of procuring me information concerning the neighbourhood. 
. . . The plentifulness of the country about Portaferry, Strangford, &a, is 
very great: this will appear from the following circumstances, as well as the 
register of butchers' meat and common poultry elsewhere inserted : — Pidgeons, 
2S. a dozen; rabbits, 4d. a couple. The fish are, turbot, 4s., sole, lod. a pair; 
bret and haddock, id. each; lobsters, 5s. a dozen; oysters, i9d. a hundred; John 
dory, garnet ; whiting, 4d. a dozen ; mackarel, mullet, partridges, and quails in 
plenty.

" On Monday last was launched at Portaferry a remarkably stout and elegant brig, burthen about 
180 tons. She went ofT in handsome style, and, from the nature of the descent, with gradually increasing 
velocity, till she plunged safely into the dock. The day being fine, a very numerous and respectable body 
of spectators had assembled on the occasion, who were much gratified by the novelty and grandeur of 
the exhibition, and the success attending it. She is named the Andrew Sgvage^ in compliment to 
Colonel Savage.

Of the history of this relic and 

its association with the Savage family, the Rev. Father O'Laverty, 

I than whom there could hardly be a better authority on such a 

subject, writes as follows : — 

" Father M'Aleenan, when parish priest of Portaferry, having understood 

that some Protestant gentlemen were desirous of purchasing for the Museum 

of the Royal Irish Academy the Shrine of St Patrick's Hand, which was at 

that time in the possession of Miss M'Henry, of Carrstown, directed the 

attention of the bishop and clergy to the matter, and obtained from them a 

commission to purchase It for the diocese. Father M'Aleenan succeeded In 

purchasing It for ^la The following Is the substance of the interesting 

account of that reliquary In Miss Cusack's Life of St. Patrick, which is 

principally supplied by Mr. J. W. Hanna' : — It is probable that the hand and 

> Mr. J. W. Hanna was an able and industrious antiquarian, the results of whose researches, 
contributed to the Ulsttr Arthaological Soeitt^t journal and other publications, are of great value to all 
who desire to master the history of Ulster. 
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THsSniNsor arm were placed in the present shrine by Cardinal Vivian in 1186, when 
Hand. he translated the relics. Nothing farther is known of it until it came into 

the possession of Magennis, of Castlewellan, possibly from some of the 
Magennises who were at various times Abbots of Down. In the early part of 
the eighteenth [17th] century, George Russell, of Rathmullan, married one of the 
Magennises, and the relic passed into the possession of their only child Rose» 
who married Rowland Savage. Upon the failure of male issue, the Porta- 
ferry estate, and with it the relic, passed to another branch of the Savages, 
one of whom, on becoming a Protestant, gave it into the custody of the 
Rev. James Teggart, then parish priest of the Ards. After Father Teggart s 
death, about 1 765, Mr. Savage, of Portaferry, handed it over to the guardian- 
ship of Mr. M'Henry, of Carrstown, in the custody of whose family it 
remained until it passed into that of the Bishops of Down and Connor. 
The tradition of its transmission, as told to Father M'Aleenan by Mrs. 
Crangle, of Carrstown, is as follows : — When Down Cathedral was plun- 
dered, Magennis saved the reliquary, which passed, on the marriage of his 
daughter, to Carr, of Carrstown, or Ballyedock. After the death of Magennis' 
daughter, Carr married one of the Savages, who, surviving him, bequeathed 
the reliquary to her own relations, the Savages, and they retained it until Mr. 
Savage, the [grand]father of the late Colonel Nugent, on becoming a Protest- 
ant, gave it to Father Teggart It passed on his death into the possession of 
his niece, who was his housekeeper. She, however, knowing that Mr. M*Henry, 
of Carrstown, was maternally descended from the Carrs, and consequently a 
relative of the Carr who once possessed it, gave it to him, and thus it passed 
into the custody of the M 'Henrys." 

Mr. Arthur Nugent gives a more particular account of the manner in which 
the reliquary passed out of the hands of his family, as follows : — A curious old 
reliquary called "St. Patrick's Hand" was in possession of the Portaferrv 
Savages at one time, and up to 1842, as well as Mr. Nugent can recollect, 
was retained in trust by a farmer on the estate, named M'Ennery. He, 
having lost his farm, took it to the late Col. Nugent, of Portaferry, in Mr. 
Arthur Nugent s presence, saying, " Here, your Honour, I surrender into your 
hands St. Patrick's hand, which me and my forebearers have held in trust for 
the Savages of Portaferry for several generations." Col. Nugent replied, *' I 
won't be bothered with it ; for, if I take it into my house, all the beggars in 
the country will be at my door." When Mr. Arthur Nugent followed M'Ennery 
out of the door, the latter said to him, " Here, Mr. Arthur, take it yourself." 
But he refused, fearing that his father would be displeased. He immediately, 
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however, wrote to the late Dr. Dawson, the then Dean of St. Patrick's, who thbshunk or

was a noted antiquarian. The Dean replied, " Give the man £2^. At the hand. 
same time, I don't believe it to be anything connected with Ireland; but in 
my opinion it is the relic of St Fillan, the Patron Saint of Robert Bruce, 
who usually carried it at the head of his army, and it is well known that 
Edward Bruce brought this relic over to Ireland, where it was lost" This was 
the Dean's idea of the Hand, and in the Museum at Edinburgh the Curator 
told Mr. Nugent they had (which he saw) all the relics of the Saint except the 
Hand. Before Mr. Nugent could get possession . of the reliquary, the Priest 
heard of what he was about, sent in for it, and gave poor old M'Ennery only 
£^ for it* Mr. Nugent believes it came into the Savage family from the old 
family of Russell, of Killough, by marriage. Still, his father knew nothing of 
its history, except (which all the country knew) that the M'Ennery family 
held it in trust for the Castle family (i>. the Savages of Portaferry Castle). 
• . . • It is long since a particle of bone has been inside it It contains 
now nothing but a small bit of yew. Mr. Nugent's own idea is, as to the 
Savage family, that during the period of the penal laws, when they turned 
Protestants, the Savages got rid of the reliquary for fear of losing their 
estates. He thinks that it was most likely his great-grandfather who parted 
with it He had been a Captain in the Spanish army, and had turned 
Protestant to claim the Estate.' 

Father O'Laverty describes the reliquary thus: — "The Shrine is silver, 
and of antique workmanship ; it represents the hand and arm of an ecclesiastic 
of rank, covered with an embroidered sleeve, and wearing a jewelled glove. 
It stands i foot 3^ inches high, but there is no inscription except I. H. S., 
so that it is difficult to estimate its probable age. The reliquary was opened 
in 1856 by Dr. Denvir. It contained a piece of wood of the yew-tree, about 
nine inches long, which was bored lengthwise with a hole sufficiently large to 
receive the wrist-bone of a human arm. The wood was smeared over at both 
ends with wax, obviously the remains of the seals which had authenticated 
the relic. The wood appears to have been intended as a receptacle for the 
bone, for the purpose of preserving it in its place, and preventing it from 
rubbing against the outer case. When it was examined by Dr. Denvir no 
portion of the bone remained. It had probably been dissolved by the water

which persons were in the habit of pouring through the shrine, in order that they 
might wash sores with it, in hopes of obtaining thereby a miraculous cure. About 
the commencement of this century, the shrine was despoiled of some of the Irish 
diamonds, with which it was studded, by one of the M^Henrys, in order to bring 
them with her, as a protection against any misfortune, when she was removing to 
Ballymena with her husband, a carpenter, named Richard Colly, or Collins. It is 
not unlikely that they are still in the neighbourhood of Ballymena. The late 
Dr. Denvir had the lost Irish diamonds replaced with new stones, and the 
shrine completely repaired by the late Mr. Donegan, of Dublin, who, out of 
devotion to the Apostle of Ireland, refused to charge for his work. Dr. Denvir 
intended to have inserted under a large crystal, which ornaments the back of 
the hand, a portion of the relics of St. Patrick which he obtained from the 
Cardinal of St Mark's Church, in Rome, where a portion of the relics, which 
were carried to Rome by Cardinal Vivian, are preserved. The Shrine of St 
Patrick's Hand is now deposited among the archives of Down and Connor, 
which are under the special custody of the bishop."^

In the possession of the Savages of Dunturk, Co. Down (no doubt in some remote way con- 
nected with the Savages of the Ards), it appears that there was formerly another relic of the Patron 
Saint of Ireland, viz., "The Shrine of St. Patrick's Jaw-Bone." CW this relic we may quote Father 
O'Laverty's account, which is as follows: — "The Most Rev. Dr. Dorrian has also a silver reliquary, mtixh 
he purchased from a family named CuUen, who resided in the parish of Derriaghy, Co. Antrim, at the 
base of Collin mountain. It consists of a silver box, or shrine, inclosing a human jaw-bone, in a perfect 
state, but now only retaining one double tooth. It had formerly five, three of which were given to 
members of the fiamily when emigrating to America, and the fourth was deposited under the altar of 
Derriaghy Chapel by the parish priest, when the chapel was rebuilt in 1797. The outer case is of 
antique appearance, fitted with a lid, and has a hall-mark of some early date impressed upon it The 
bone is that of a male of rather large size. The family believed that it was the jaw-bone of St Patrick, 
and a tradition to that effect has been handed down for generations. The great-grandmother of the okl 
men the Cullens, who sold it to the Bishop, bought it from her relatives, the Savages of Dunturk, in the 
County of Down. Formerly water, in which the bone was immersed, was administered to persons 
afHicted with epilepsy. See Ulster yaumal of Archaoiogyy vol ii., which contains drawings of both the 
shrines.*' — Diocese of Down and Connor^ footnote, pp. 73-4.

PROSPECT BRANCH OF THE SAVAGES OF THE ARDS. 

F this well-known branch of the Savages of the Ards the earlier 
entries of births and deaths have been lost, owing to the 
destruction by fire of the Parish Register of Comber. 

Henry Savage, Esq., of Prospect, Co. Down, born in 1743, 
was a Lieutenant in the Saintfield Regiment of Volunteers 
(James Stevenson's Regt.) which marched with the other Volunteer 
Regiments to oppose the French in February, 1 76a He had landed property 
in the Ards and some near Comber. He entailed his property of Ballylone 
on the eldest son of his third son, Henry Savage, afterwards of Ardglass. 
An entry in his note-book, in 1798, states "this day the rebels demanded 
arms of me." He married Grace, granddaughter of the Hon. Susan Gillespie, 
who was wife of Hugh Gillespie, Esq., of Cherry Vale, Co. Down, and daughter 
of the third Baron Kollo, and aunt of the distinguished General, Sir Robert

Sir Robert Rollo Gillespie, by Percy Boyd, dedicated to the Marquis of Londonderry, G.C.B.: — 

"The family of General Gillespie was of Scottish extraction. His grandfather, Hugh Gillespie, or 
Gilleaspick, one of the Lochow branch of the Campbell family, being involved in the troubles of 17 15, 
removed from Scotland at about that period, and, taking refuge on the opposite coast of Ireland, settled 
at Cherry Vale, a retired situation on an arm of Lough Cone, a few miles from Comber, then the pro- 
perty of Montgomery, Earl of Mount Alexander. To this retreat he was followed by his brother-in-bw, 
Robert, Lord Rollo, who, with his relative Lord Balfour of Burleigh, Lord Lovat, and some other 
Jacobites, sojourned there during part of the ensuing winter. Mr. Gillespie was married to the Honourable 
Susan Rollo, daughter of Andrew, third Lord Rollo, by the Honourable Margaret Balfour, daughter of 
James, Lord Burleigh. The progenitor of the Rollo family, according to Douglas, was a near relative of 
the Duke of Normandy, afterwards William the Conqueror, with whom he came to England, and settled 
in Scotland in ii3o[?], in the reign of King David the First To him and other members of his family 
were granted the lands of Duncruit and the barony of Bannockbum. The Rollo family afterwards 
became connected by marriage with some of the noblest families in Scotland, those of Montrose, Strath- 
alien, and Argyle. Robert, the eldest son of Hugh Gillespie, was married to Miss Baillie, of Innishargie, 
in the County of Down, a lady of highly respectable family ; and their only child, the future General, 
was bom at Comber, on the 21st of January, 1766, in that house still in the possession of his family.'' 

After a brilliant and striking career. Sir Rollo Gillespie was killed at the assault on the fortress of 
Kalunga, in India, Oct., 1814, his last words being, "One shot more for the honour of Down I " His 
monument in the square of Comber consists of a handsome pedestal surmounted with a statue, erected 
by his countrymen and companions in 1845. There is also a statue of him in St. Paul's Cathedral, 
London, which was voted by both Houses of Parliament.

— Lieutenant Wilford Lloyd, of the I Battery of the B Brigade Royal Horse 
Artillery, left Aldershot on Wednesday morning for Windsor Castle, in order to present the Mahdi's 
standard, captured by the British troops at the relief of Tokar, to the Queen. Lieutenant Wilford Lloyd, 
who is a relative of Mr. Clifford Lloyd, received permission to accompany the army in the Soudan, and 
on his return home, towards the expiration of his leave, was commissioned by General Graham to convey 
the trophy to her Majesty. The gallant officer, who has already seen considerable active service, left 
Trinkitat on the 5th of March, travelling vii Cairo and Alexandria to Venice (where he was detained in 
quarantine five days), and thence to London, where he arrived on Sunday.

CHAPTER XII. 



THE SAVAGE FAMILY AT CARRICKFERGVS. 

SHE Castle of Carrickfergus, built by the Anglo-Norman conquerors 
of Ulster about the close of the i3th century, was the stronghold 
of the North, and long continued to be a fortress of great im- 
portance to England and to the Ulster Englishry. Round it 
grew up a thriving town, which underwent many vicissitudes of 
fortune, being frequently attacked and several times burnt by the Irish ; and 
the Town became the centre of the County of Carrickfergus. 

The Castle, as it appeared in 1567. was thus described by Clarkson in 
that year : — " The building of the said Castle on the south part is three towers, 
viz., the gate-house tower in the middle thereof, which is the entry at a draw- 
bridge over a dry moat, and in said tower is a prison and porter-lodge, and 
over the same a fair lodging, called the Constable's lodging; and in the 
curtain tower between the gate-house and west tower in the comer, being 
divers squares, called Cradyfergus, is a fair and comely building, a chapel and 
divers houses of office on the ground, and above the great chamber and the 
lord's lodging, all which is now in great decaie as well as the converture,

The Manors conferred by Edward III. upon the famous Sir Robert eaelt connbc- 
Savage, in 1341, in reward for his services in crushing the rebeHious Mandeville, savages with 
&c., stretched from the Bann and the shores of Lough Neagh to within a 
comparatively short distance of Carrickfergus walls ; and the proximity of their 
possessions, the prominence of their family, and the martial duties of many of 
their chiefs as Seneschals and Wardens of the English Marches, brought the 
Savages frequently into contact with the life, and involved them in the fortunes, 
of Carrickfergus during several centuries subsequently. 

It would be extremely difficult, if not impossible, with the scanty documents 
at our disposal, to trace the history of the branches of the Family that were 
most closely identified with the Town and Castle of Carrickfergus; and for 
the present we must content ourselves with little more than noting those 
persons of the Savage name who from time to time held the three important 
offices of Constable of the Castle, Sheriff of Carrickfergus, and Mayor of Carrick- 
fergus ; and certain incidents recorded in the chronicles of the Town, with which 
the Savages were associated. 

*'The Constable," writes M'Skimin, "was always a person of high rank the constable 

OF CaEBICK' 

and trust, as appears from the following account of those that held the office, veegus castlb. 
Until the reign of Edward IV., he was (save in the minority of the heir) 
always nominated by the Earls of Ulster, the castle being part of their here- 
ditary possessions. Edward, Earl of March and Ulster, son and heir of 
Richard Plantagenet, Duke of York, ascending the throne by the title of 
Edward IV., the Earldom of Ulster devolved to the Crown. (Records, Rolls 
Office, Dublin.) 

"Several important privileges were formerly attached to this office. 1568, 
the Charter of Elizabeth declares that by reason of 'this office' he [the Con- 
stable] is a freeman of the Corporation, and the Mayors were always sworn 
into office before him or his deputy. It also appears from our records that 
he received the Kings share of the customs of this port, and that he and 
his warders (20 Englishmen) had annually 100 cows grazed free by the Cor- 
poration. He had also the best fish out of each fishing-boat that arrived from 
time to time within our liberties, by the title of the 'tythe of fish.' (Records 
of Carrickfergus.) This fish continued to be taken by the military officer 
commanding here so late as 1755, when the custom was abolished through the 
exertions of Henry Elh's, Esq."*

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Sir Robert A.D. 1 327. "In this year John de Athye was appointed Constable, with 

A.0. 1337. a salary of 100 marks, at which time a writ was directed to Robert Savage, 

to deliver Bryan Fitz-Henry O'Neill then in his custody, for the security of 
the peace, to the said Constable, to be kept in this castle till further orders. 
We have seen already that the Bryan Fitz-Henry O'Neill here alluded to had 
been a prisoner of Sir Robert Savage, first Seneschal of the name of whom 
we have found mention, and had probably been taken prisoner by Sir Robert 
in one of his many conflicts with the Irish.

which are those of Sendall, Russel, and Savage, families who arrived here 
with John de Courcy/'^ One of the Castles is named on the map as that of 
Patrick Savage. It is pretty evidently the Castle Savage which William 
Montgomery in 1701 describes as being ''now ye Custom house in Carrick- 
fergus." (Montgomery adds, ''and Mr. Savage of Anacloy now hath freehold 
tenemts in that town.")

"1595, 7th July, Mr, John Savadge Maior, Richard Thomas 
and John Dier, Sheriffs, yt was ordered and agreed by the consent of the 
hole assemblie, that all such persons whiche shoulde hereafter be admitted to 
the Liberties and Freedome of this corporacon before suche tyme as there 
weare a devesian made unto the freemen of Suche Landes as by her Majesties 
Grant and letter appointinge So to be devided amongst them bearinge date 
at Nonsuche the 15th October, 1594, That then they and everie of them So 
made free, if they shall clame or desire to have such proportion of landes as 
other freemen of ther like qualities Should have allotted unto them, that then 
they are to pay Suche Somes of mony as other the freemen have alredie payd 
in their Sutts [suits] for obtainynge the Same as the chardges thereof appearethe 
in Recorde."

In 1666, and again in 1672, we find a James Savage discharging the jamvs savage. 
humble duties of "sword-bearer" at Carrickfergus ; but, as far as we have b»a»mi." 
been able to discover, the name Savage does not appear in connection with 
any important office there subsequent to the year 1643. 

In 1 70 1 (as we have quoted already), Montgomery informs us that "Mr. mlsatagbof 
Savage of Anacloy now hath freehold tenemtf in that town." Anacloy is a.d. 1701.' 
between Crossgar and Downpatrick, in the Co. of Down, which suggests a 
connection (evidently implied by Montgomery) between Carrickfergus and the 
main stock of the Savages then flourishing in the Ards. 

In M'Skimin's History we find the name in comparatively recent times humblb 
identified with only very minor offices. "About 1670," he tells us, "some 
persons of the family" of John Savage, Mayor of Carrickfergus in 1587 (who, 
according to M'Skimin, "was a lineal descendant of a person of that name 
who arrived here with John de Courcy"), "removed to Rostrevor. The last 
male descendant at Carrickfergus was Patrick Savage, shoemaker, who sold 
off houses in the town and lands in the North-East Division to Henry M'Gee." 
There are still (1886) some of the name occupying very humble positions in 
the town.

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SAVAGE AND SOMERSET. 

''Somerset, Earl and Marquese of Worcester. 

''LJAVING, in my discourse of Henry, Duke of Somerset (who lost his life in 3 E. 4), sufficiently 
^n. manifested that he left no other issue than one natural son called Charles, begotten on Joan HilJ^ 
his Paramour, I shall now take notice in what I have seen memorable of the same Charles and his 
descendents. This Charles being a person of great parts, arrived to very high advancements in those 
times wherein he lived as well in Honour as Estate : for in the ist of Hen. 7th, being then a Kt* 
so much did that prudent Prince discern of his abilities, that he constituted him one of his 
Privy Council, and in 2d of Heny 7th made him Constable of Helmsley Castle, in com. Ebor. In 
3 Hen:f 7 th he was Admiral of the King's Fleet, then at sea. So likewise in 4th Hen^ 7 th, being 
also first Vice Chamberlain, and after Chamberlain of the King's Household. Which eminent 
favours were doubtless in the chief furtherances to his marriage with Elizabeth, the sole daughter 
and Heir to William Herbert, Earl of Huntington, by reason whereof he bore the title of Lord 
Herbert : and in 19 Heny 7 th was by the same appelation made constable of Payne Castle with the 
territory of Elwell in Wales. In 20 Hen^ 7th he was made Constable of Montgomery Castle, and 
in I St Henry 8th he had summonds to those Parliaments then held, by the name of Charles Somerset 
de Herbert, Chevalier. Being then Lord Chamberlain to King Hen^ 7th, he continued in the same 
'office to King Heny the 8th, upon his coming to the Crown, and was made choice for one of his 
Privy Council, in the ist year of his reign, as also Constable of Montgomeryshire Castle. The same 
year likewise he had a grant of the Constableship of the Casde of Ruthyn in North Wales, being 
abo made Sheri£f of Glamorganshire, and Governor of the Castles of Caerdiffe, Cowbridge, and Nethe. 
In 2d Heny 8th he was again made Constable of Pain Castle. In 5 Hen:f 8th, upon the King's 
expedition into France, which was in June, He followed him thither with 6,000 foote, where he had 
the command of that part of the Army which sat down on the east side Therouene, upon the siege 
of that city, whence the first approaches were made thereto : and gave a great defeat to a strong 
party of the Enemy which sallied out on that side where he lay. Whereupon the French reported 
him slain by mistake, the Master of the Ordinance being then killed, by a Bullet shot the first night 
into his Tent. Therouene being in a short time gained, and the English Army marching to Toiimay, 
he lead the rear thereoff thither, and encamped on the West part of the Town. Meriting therefor 
so highly for these his heroick adventures, and exemplary vallour, upon the ist of Feby next 
ensuing he was made Lord Chamberlain of the King's Household for life, and by reason of his 
noble descent and near alliance to the King in blood, which the patent itself doeth impart, was 
upon the day following, it being the Festival of the Blessed Virgin's Purification, advanced to the 
dignity of an Earl by the Tide of Earl of Worcester, his solemn creation being performed at the 
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Archbishop's Palace at Lambeth the same day. After which, before that end of the year, he attended 
the Lady Mary, the King's Sister, upon her Coronation at St. Dennis in France by the King's special 
appointment And in 9th Heny 8th, upon that overture made by the Emperour Maximilian, for 
rendering his Imperial dignity to King Henry, and that he would come in person into England, was 
sent with Dr. Cuthbert Tunstall unto him into Flanders. In loth Henry 8th he was imployed 
into France with the Bishop of Ely for confirming the Articles of Peace betwixt King Henry and the 
French. Whereupon the city of Tourney was rendered, and the Princess Mary, the King's daughter, 
betrothed to the Dolphin. At the taking of which City, having formerly been, he would not 
suffer the Marshall de Chastillon to enter with Banners displayed, because it was not gained by 
conquest. In 12th Henry 8, by agreement made by King Henry and Francis the First of France, 
for an interview betwixt Guisnes and Ardres, he was joined with Monsieur de Castellon to lay out 
the ground for those Triumphs, which were then to be made there. And in 13th Henry 8th 
imployed together with the Bishop of Ely to mediate a Peace betwixt the Emperor and the King 
of France. Before the end of which year, upon the attainder of the Duke of Buckingham, he 
obtained a Grant in general tail of the Manor of Ealding in Kent, with the advowson of the Church, 
then in the Crown, by reason thereoff. To his first wife he married Elizath, daur and Heir of 
William, Earl of Huntington, as hath been already observed, and by her had Henry, his son and 
successor, as also a daur called Elizabeth, married to Sir John Savage, Knight. To his second wife 
Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas Lord la Warr, by whom he had issue Sir Charles Somerset, Knt* 
and Mary, a daur, married to Lord Grey de Wilton. And to his third wife Eleanore, daur of Edward, 
Lord Dudley, but by her he had no issue. By his Testament dated 21st Martii, 1524, 15 Henry 8th, 
bearing then the title of the Earl of Worcester, Lord Herbert Gower and Chepstowe, and Chamberlain 
to the King, being then Kt of the Moste Noble Order of the Garter. He bequeathed his body to be 
buried in the Church of our Lady and St George, within the Castle of Windsor, by his ist Wife 
in his Chapel of our Ladie, where his Tomb was then made by the consent and agreement of the 
Dean and Canons of the same place, at such time as he founded a Priest to say Masses daily and 
perpetually there, and to pray to God for his Soul, and for the soul of Elizabeth his first Wife, His 
own, her friends' and Mother's Souls, and all other. Appointing that in case he should depart this 
life in London, Railoo [?], or near the River Thames, that his body should be brought by water to the 
said Chb of Windsor, as possibly as might be without pomp or great charge of torches, herse, wax, 
or great Dinner, or clothing, but only for them that must needs be had, that is to say, twenty Men 
of his own servants, to bear every Man a Torch, and to have clothing, and the Bier and the Herse 
to be covered with black Cloth, and his body under the same with a White Cross upon it Also 
that no Month's-minde dinner should be kept for him, but only an obit of one hundred Masses 
to be said for him at Windsor or other places where his Executors should appoint. He also 
bequeathed to Eleanore his wife six hundred marks in plate. To his son Henry all his Hameys, 
Artillery, and Habilaments of war, except the Hamejrs for his own body, which he gave to his son 
George. And his said son Henry All his robes of Estate and Robes of Parliament, with his 
Mantle, Gown, and Hood of the Order of the Garter, and departing this life 17 Henry 8th, was 
buried in the before specified Chapel, where his Monument yet remaineth."

APPENDIX V. 

Savage Monuments at Macclesfield. 



AS our descriptions of the Savage Monuments at Macclesfield have been drawn from various and 
rather antiquated sources, and probably contain, Uierefore, some unavoidable inaccuracies, we 
think we may take the liberty of quoting the following passages from an account of them by a more 
recent observer on the spot, Mr. J. A. Finney, author of the excellent and interesting little work, 
^oUs <m the Antiquities of Afacclesfield (Brown & Son, Printers, 50, Mill Street, Macclesfield). We 
cannot, however, hold either ourselves or the author responsible for certain of the Latin inscriptioos, 
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which, in passing from copyist to copyist, have no doubt become considerably less classical than they 
were even in the originals, and are indeed frequently quite shocking. 

" The most interesting monument in St. Michael's Church, Macclesfield, is the one on the south 
side of the chancel It is a splendid altar-tomb of alabaster, on which are the recumbent figures of a 
'Knight and his Ladye.' The knight's feet rest on a dog. In the lady's head-dress, which is 
extremely rich, the letters I.H.S. are frequently repeated. The knight's represents Sir John Savage, 
and the lady's Katherine, his wife, daughter of Thomas, first Lord Stanley, of Knowsley, parents of 
Archbishop Savage, who founded the adjoining chapeL This Sir John Savage served the office of 
Mayor of Chester, and died 1 1 Henry VII., aged 73 years. 

** Eight coats of arms (illegible at the time the celebrated Cheshire historian, Ormerod, visited 
this church, 18 18), formerly painted and gilt, at the sides of this interesting tomb, are preserved in the 
Harl. MSS., taken about 250 years ago, where a rude drawing of the tomb is given. 

*' I have been at some pains to discover the site this monument occupied previous to the rebuild- 
ing of the chancel; but as the old plan of the church is not now to be found, and having good authority 
for knowing that it formerly stood on the north side of the old church (to which side it was intended to 
be restored in the new), I, with others interested in the matter, conjecture that the site would be on the 
left hand as you enter under the tower, and very probably the vault containing their remains would be 
found about the same place, as the Savage Chapel was not founded until the year 1501. 



'* The date of this tomb 1495. 

'* Several monuments which formerly existed in this church previous to the rebuilding have 
disappeared, for we find the Harl. MS. says : — ' Upon the north side of the church kneeleth a man 
and a woman in these Coates armour, with the inscription under (Arms, Two Coats). The first 
quarterly, x, Savage 2, Vernon 3, Bostock 4. Gules a chevron argent, between three martlets of the 
second (Qy*» A. Bagot's Coat). The second coat, lozenge or and gules, a bond ermine (Qy., one for 
Da La Zouch).' * Orate, pro bona statu Edmundi Savage, fundatoris hujus fenestras (qui in eversione 
Edinburie et Leith miles. Constitutibus [?] fuit anno R. R. Illustrissimi, R. Henrici octavi trigesimo 
septimo, necnon de villa de Makelesfild suffectus major anno Edwardi sexti primo) et d'nae Marie 
iLToris [?] et antea nuptae Rogero Leigh armigero.' 

^ In a window, the following coat for Distellegh Sable, on a bend gules coticed with two bendlets, 
dancette of the second, three swans, or quartering sable a bend aigent between two owls of the second. 
There are also various notices of escutcheons of the Savages, and inscriptions too imperfect to be given 
at length, commemorating Sir John Savage and Katharine, his wife, daughter of Thomas, Lord St^mley, 
and sister of Thomas, first Earl of Derby, and requesting, in one place, intercession for Thomas, Earl of 
Derby, and George, Lord Strange, his son. And in another the same for Sir John Savage, knight, and 
Katharine, his wife, sister of the said Earl, and for Thomas, Archbishop of York. 'Qui iitam 
capelli/m [?] fund verunt;' apparently alluding to the Savage Chapel.

''Adjoining the church of St Michael, Macclesfield, on the south side, is the 

CHAPEL OF ARCHBISHOP SAVAGE 

(now called Earl Rivers' Chapel). 

"This is supposed to be the only remains of a college for secular priests, founded in the year 1501 
by Thomas Savage, a native of Macclesfield, youngest son of Sir John Savage, the fourth knight of 
Clifton, and Katharine, sister of Thomas Stanley, Earl of Derby. 

" He was bred a Doctor of Laws in the University of Cambridge, and appointed to the See of 
Rochester in the year 1492, thence translated to London in 1497, and afterwards made Archbishop 
of York in 1 50 1. He died at York on September 12th, 1507. His body lies buried in the north side 
of the choir of York Minster, where a fine perpendicular Gothic altar and effigy of the archbishop now 
marks the spot Round the top of the floriated arch, over the monument, are inserted at intervals 
between the foliage the words — 

* Doctor — Savage — Rochester — London — ^York— Thomas Dalby.' 

The names of the places refer to the different Sees he occupied The name — Thomas Dalby^is 
supposed to refer to the mason who erected the tomb. The heart of Archbishop Savage was interred 
in the vault of his chapel in Macclesfield, under the site of the alur, which was standing at that time. 
The remains of this venerable building, even in its present ruinous state, bespeaks its ancient grandeur. 
This may readily be imagined when we reflect that the large eastern window of five lighu, as well as the 
two smaller windows at each side of the altar recess, were formerly filled with stained glass, which very 
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probably would be removed (Qy. where to?) at the time the monument to Earl Rivers was put up in 
the place the altar formerly occupied, which we learn was of pure white marble. This, together with 
the splendid fittings of gold and silver plate, and the beautifully sculptured niches, filled with figures of 
rare workmanship, and other decorations of this noble chapel, must have formed a coup (fosil very 
imposing, and especially at the stated times when Archbishop Savage would officiate there. Fancy 
depicts the long line of chorister boys attached to the Free Grammar School, the clergy of the churchy 
with the archbishop following in procession from the sacristy of the Old Church down the middle aisle, 
and from thence through the doorway (now built up) which formerly communicated with the church, 
into the Savage Chapel, to celebrate the divine office. 

'' I have simply given this short description of its former appearance in order that a comparison 
might be drawn from its present aspect, which is neglected in the extreme, and which a very trifimg 
expense, compared with the interest attached to such venerable remains, would make it a place worthy 
of a visit of the great, and an ornament to the town, as well as its antiquarian value, and also as a 
work of art. 

<* The entrance to this chapel is by the western door, under a turret or tower of three stories. 
Over the door is a projecting or Oriel window, on the lower part of which are carved the arms of 
England, placed between those of the See of York, impaling arg. a pale lozengy sable (Savage ancient) 
on the left hand ; and the coat of Savage quartered with those of Archbishop Savage's successive Sees 
on the right The entrance is enriched with various other shields and Gothic ornaments. The oldest 
monument in the chapel is the one nearest the eastern end on the south side, under a lofty Gothic 
arch with canopied crockets, and a rich finial. The outer wall is pierced below the arch into a window, 
consisting of eight trefoil-headed lights, fiUed with stained glass, under which is an altar>tomb, in niches 
at the side of which are three male and three female figures, the. centre niche being occupied by an 
armorial shield, supported by angels. 

" On the tomb repose two figures, life-size, executed in alabaster. The knight is habited in plate 
armour, and has a collar of S.S. round his neck, with a jewel dependant The countenance expresses 
great age; his head rests on his helmet and his feet on a dog, which lolls out its tongue as if in 
blandishment. The lady has a close head-dress and a small lap-dog. Under her head is a pillow 
supported by angels. 

''In 1584 this important inscription was visible on the arch : — 

'' *' 9ii| lohn Ravage, which was made knight in the wai|a of which died the 2Sth dag of lulg, 

in the geaii MCCCCCXXVIII, and l^adg Slixaboth hia wife dan. to which badg SHxahath died 

the dag of anno domint .' 



'' The transcriber, or Sir Peter Leycester, has committed a slight error in the date of Sir John's 
death. His widow married Sir John Brereton, of the Shocklach branch, who was beheaded for matters 
touching Queen Anne, wife of Henry VIII. 

"At the west end of the chapel, on the left hand as you enter, is a large mural monument 
consisting of an altar-tomb, on which are the figures of an armed knight and his lady, and of a female 
sitting at his feet Over them is a circular arch, on front of which are two pillars terminating in 
pyramids. The arch is surmounted with two figures, and the arms and supporters of Savage. Within 
the arch are three tablets, the first of which is inscribed — 

" ' Memoriam sacrum viri darissimi pnidentissimi piiamig, D. Joannis Savagi, equitis aiati, antiquse Savagonim gente 
oiiundi, de tota republica Cestriensi et Hamptoniensi optimc meriti 5to Decemb. anno 1597, setat 74, in dolorcm con* 
sanguineoni et hononim omnium vita fiincti. Thomas Savagus miles et baronettus, majore lilio ncpos, in uxorem duxit 
Elizabetham filia' Thomoe baronis Darcie de Chich, prima* et per earn favore principis indulgentiore exi&tens sorti ihalami et 
affinitati dneri in successione proximus isti honori, pietatis orgo singularis, hoc posuit monumentum.' 

** The other tablets contain Latin verses. 

" On the opposite side, at the east end, is a laige mural monument occupjring the recess where the 
altar formerly stood. 

'' The erection of this monument caused the blocking up of the laige eastern window, and also the 
two smaller windows on each side of the altar recess. 

" Above a laige altar-tomb is a recumbent figure in a flowing robe and a large wig, under a canopy 
supported by four marble Corinthian pillars, over which are the arms and crest of Savage, with the 
supporters, a falcon billed or, and a unicorn arg. Over the pillars are also the earl's arms, impaled 
with those of his wives. 

" This tomb was erected in the month of September, 1696. 

" Near this monument is an ancient gravestone, ornamented, says Ormerod (t8i8), with a decorated 
cross and various carvings, but now almost obliterated. One of the Rosicrudan brethren who visited 
this church in November, 1869, along with other gentlemen connected with that society, thought he

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could trace the likeness of a monk carved on one part of the stone, with his hand pointing upwards. 
The inscription round the edge has ages since been obliterated. In the church notes of A.D. 15149 
(Harl. MSS.) is a drawing of this tombstone. The cross there appears bottonie and fixed in the ground^ 
and has a wreath suspended on a cross beam at its junction with the centre ; lower down, a shield 
charged with a heart is fixed to it ; on the right of it are skulls and cross-bones, and to the left an eccle- 
siastic standing praying before the cross, and below his feet a book. Round the sides were — 

* HIC JACET. CORPVS. dlU. GEORGI SAVAGE. 
QVI OBIT. DIE. MENSIS. 1552.' 

Ormerod adds — 'Quy. whether this was not George Savage, rector of Davenham, and father of Bishop 
Bonner.' 

*' Continuing our notice of the monuments in Archbishop Savage's Chapel, Macclesfield, we remark 
on the north side two altar-tombs, placed under obtuse gothic arches, which formerly were open to the 
church as well as the chapel (these are now partitioned off from the church by a series of glass windows). 
On the first is the recumbent alabaster figure of a warrior in plate armour, his head resting on his helmet 
and his feet on a dog, a chain being around its neck. The countenance is very aged. In the centre 
niche of the tomb below is a coat much defaced impaling Savage ancient 

" On the second is another recumbent alabaster figure of a warrior in plate armour. The face has 
a much more youthful expression than the last His collar is composed of S.S., and the belts for the 
sword and dagger are richly studded ; his head rests on a helmet with the family crest, and his feet on 
a lion. 

** In niches at the side of the altar-tomb below are figures of angels supporting blank shields. Over 
the arches are mouldings ornamented with crockets and finials, and the arms of Savage placed between 
two unicorns' heads. No dates are given, nor any inscription to define which of the Savages they 
represent, unless we suppose the elder figure to be that of Sir John Savage, the ninth earl [?] of that name, 
who was buried here in 1615, and the other, Sir Thomas, his son, who died in 1635, of whom we find 
'Sir Thomas Savage, of Rock Savage, was by the charter of James the First, January 19th, 1624, 
appointed First High Steward for life of the borough of Congleton.' He married, in 1602, Elizabeth, 
eldest daughter and co-heir of Thomas, Lord Darcy, afterwards Earl Rivers, and by her had issue seven 
sons and six daughters. In 1626 he was created Viscount Savage by Charles the First In 1634 be 
filled the ofllce of Chancellor of the Queen's court at Westminster, and died the following year at 
London, from whence his remains were removed to Macclesfield, resting on its way to interment in the 
Old Chapel then standing on the old bridge in Congleton. We read there was paid for a horse-load of 
wine from Chester, carried by Thomas Thorley, 4s. 4d., for the entertainment of the company attending 
Lord Savage's corpse, after which it was removed to the burying-place of the family, attached to St 
Michael's Church, Macclesfield, and on the same day (December, i6th, 1635), the Lady Mary Savage, 
his mother, was also buried, as appears by the register of St. Michael's Church. 

" In the north-east angle is a board to which are afiixed some brasses, which have apparently been 
removed from the wall below, formerly enclosed within the altar rails. This is shown in the floor of 
the chapel here, the space being still left open where they were fixed as an enclosure for the altar. 

''I must here notice that this brass anciently represented a man and a woman— Roger Legh, 
third possessor of Ridge (or what we now call Ridge Hill, Sutton), and Elizabeth, his wife ; but the 
figure of Roger is removed (Quy. where to). The brass originally represented Roger L^h and 
Elizabeth, his wife, with their seven sons and six daughters, soliciting an indulgence from the Pope 
(Innocent VIII., it is thought), who is depicted at the altar in the act of granting their petition. Under 
the last-mentioned figure is this inscription : — 

'' ' Ve pardon tot eaeln^ V patetnostecs anO 5 aves, and a aedo, to xxv i. tboiteand i^rs 

and xxvi. das0 ot patdom' 



'' On another brass is the following inscription in Latin : — 

'"Ora pro animabus Rojer Legh et Elizabeth uxoris suae, qui quidem Rojerus obit. Illlth die 
NovEMBRis Anno Domini MVCVI. Elizabeth vero obit, Vth die Octobris, Anno Domini MCCCCLXXXIX. 
QUORUM animabus propitietus Deus.* 

'' In Burroughs' ' View of Popery,' the engraving is given different to this, showing that there is a 
probability of the present brass being only a substitute for the original, as the words, or rather letters, 
are placed in a different manner. Thus — 

"'Orate p'a*n* bus Rojeri Legh et Elizabeth ux' is sue, qui quid*m Rojerus obit. Illlth pie 
Novembris a'D*ni M'5'VIo Elizabeth vero obit. Vth die Octobris a*D'ni MCCCCLXXXIX. quor a' iab* r* 

PICIETUR D:* 
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" The label from the man's mouth is defaced, but in Harl. MSS. — 

' IN DIE JODICII LIBERA NOS DOMINI.' 

** From the woman's : — 

' A* DAMPNAC 'S *E P*PETUA UBNOS D'NE.' 

" Under the figure of the Pope: — 

'The p*don for saying V pator nost' V ave s and a cred is XXVI. thousand yeres and XXVI. 

DA YES OF PARDON.' 

*' There were formerly, even in my recollection, several pieces of ancient armour belonging to the 
different members of the Savage family in this chapel, which at their deaths would be deposited on their 
several tombs; but they have gradually — I will not say decayed, but, through not being properly cared 
for, dwindled down to two small fragments (Qy. where are they gone to?). 

• ••••• •• 

"The inscriptions on the monuments in this chapel appear in Ormerod's time to have been read- 
able, but the last half century has dealt so hardly with them that they are now in some cases only 
partially legible, whilst the beautiful tombs themselves are fast going to decay, which if allowed to 
continue, Macclesfield will lose a gem of antiquity, which it would be difficult to find such another in 
the whole county of Cheshire. I have no doubt that if ever the walls come to be renovated some 
choice relics of stonework and other decorations would be brought to light that few are aware of. Let 
us hope that some of the descendants of this noble family may tal^e an interest in the building, and save 
this splendid relic of bygone ages from further decay, which I am sure would redound to their honour, 
and Macclesfield would have cause to rejoice that a monument so interesting, both in its antiquarian 
and historic value, was saved from further ruin." 

To these extracts we may add the following from a letter from the present Vicar of Macclesfield, 
addressed to Mr. Francis W. Savage, of Springfield, in August, 1887 : — 

*' There is no letUring whateier on the head-dress of the effigy of Lady Elizabeth in the Savage 
Chapel. 

" The monument restored by Lord Derby is in the chancel of the Church, and nai in the Savage 
Chapel. It is an altar-tomb with two effigies, viz., Sir John Savage and Lady Catherint his wife. She 
was, I believe, the daughter of the ist Lord Stanley. 

" There is some lettering in the meshes of Lady Catherin/s head-dress, viz., in alternate meshes, 
*LH.S.'and*K.'" 



APPENDIX VI. 

SAVAGE AND BABINGTON, 
(DERBYSHIRE.) 



T N Materials Illustrative of the History of Henry VI L we find, dated February 1 7, 1489, an abstract of 
^ a curious and interesting Licence connected with the Savage family and with I>erbyshire, but in which 
the Savages mentioned bear, strange to say, two Christian names (Ralph and Arnold) that seem to identify 
them with the Kent branch. 

We cannot at present investigate the origin and history of this Licence ; but we quote it not only 
because it is connected with the Savages in Derbyshire, and for the curious illustration it affords of the 
religious feeling and habits of the time, but because of the striking coincidence of the linking in it of the 
two names, Babington and Savage, which, read by the light of subsequent events, is a ghastly association. 
The Licence is as follows : — 

Feb. 17, 1489. " Licence to John Babyngton, Knt., and Ralph Savage, to found a perpetual chantry 
for one secular chaplain in honour of Christ and the Virgin, at the altar of our Lady, in the parish of St. 
Helen of North Wynfield, co. Derby, in the diocese of Coventry and Lichfield, to pray for the good estate 
of the king, the queen, prince Arthur the king's first-bom, & the said John Babyngton and Ralph Savage, 
& for the soul of Arnold Savage; with mortmain licence to receive an annuity of viii. marks for the 
monastery of the Holy Family, Lenton, co. Notts. Given at Westminster E. pt. 18 Pet. m. 15(17)." 

Just a century after this Licence was granted, viz., in 1586, Anthony Babington, a gentleman of 
Derbyshire, and George Savage, an English gentleman, and an exile, who had ser\'ed as a soldier in the 
Spanish army in the Netherlands, zealous Roman Catholics, true to the faith of their forefathers, were 
hanged, drawn, and quartered for having conspired with the priest Ballard and others to do away with the 
great Protestant Queen Elizabeth, and restore to freedom her Catholic captive, Mary, Queen of Scots ; 
a conspiracy remarkable in history as having precipitated the execution of the latter Queen.

Grants to Christopher Savage and the heirs 
of the said Christopher the Manor and Castle of Elmley, with all its Members, in the County of 
Worcester, &c., &c. Very important Charter, with signature and pretty seal of Sir IVilliam Herbert^ 
Knt.f dated VI. day of November, in the 36 yere of King Henry VIII. 1544."

the WORCESTERSHIRE BRANCHES OF THE SAVAGES. 

Extracts from Nash's " History of Worcestershire." 

NN, daughter of William Sheldon of Beoley, esquire, and wife first of Francis Savage of Elmley 

Castle, and afterwards of Anthony Daston, of Dumbleton, in Gloucestershire, esqrt., was owner of 
Broadway-great farm, and left it equally between her two sons, Walter and Anthony Savage. 

Walter's son inherited his possessions, but Anthony's son sold his to lord-keeper Coventry. 

Mr. Savage now enjoys some lands descended to him from Annie, heir of William Sheldon ; and 
an estate at Middle Hill, which formerly belonged to Mr. Taylor, afterwards to Robert Sunnan, whose 
daughter sold it to Mr. Dukes, of whom Mr. Savage purchased. 

Mr. Savage is building a very handsome house on his estate at Middle HilL 

The chief landholders at this time are Geo.-Wiirm, earl of Coventry, sir £d«rard Winnington, 
bart, and George Savage, esquire. — vol. i. p. 144. 

By the attainder and death of the unfortunate Edward Plantagenet, earl of Warwick, 15 Henry VH., 
heir-general of the Beauchamp family, this manor of Little Comberton fell to the crown, and was 
granted by King Henry VIH. to John Dudley, viscount Lisle, afterwards duke of Northumberland, by 
whom it was conveyed to George Willoughby. Thomas the son of Geoige Willoughby conveyed it, 
9 Eliz., to his relation John Hunks. It afterwards came to Mr. William Savage, and the estate passed 
from him to others ; but the royalty remains with the Savages of Elmley Castle. — vol. i. p. 255. 

Netherton, another hamlet of this parish, lying near Elmley Castle, is an antient manor formerly 
belonging to the priory, now to the dean and chapter of Worcester. 3 Edw. VL this manor, together 
with the court leet, court baron, and perquisites of court, etc, was granted by the dean and chapter 
with licence from the king, to Thomas Savage, esq., in fee farm to him and his heirs for ever, under the 
yearly rent of 20I. 8s. 2d, the tithe com, and six quarters of wheat and six of barley. — ^vol. i. p. 273. 

Mr. Clifton had afterwards an estate in Doverdale, which now belongs to Mr. James Newnham. 
The Savages of Elmley Castle have for some time been lords of the Manor, although they are not 
possessed of any land in the parish. — vol. i. p. 293. 

Eldbrsfield Church. — On another stone, Christopher Savage, gent, and Elinor his wife. He died 
I Feb. 1704, aged 66. She, 2 Jan. 171 7, aged 73. And Christopher Savage died 22 Feb. 1681, aged 
80, and 10 months. 

On the outside wall in the church-yard is a monument in memory of Thomas and Margaret Savage, 
son and daughter of Henry Savage,* gent, by Elizabeth, his wife. He died Aug. 26, aged 43 weeks 
three days ; She, August 30, aged 2 years 54 days, 1698. — vol. i. p. 374. 

Elmley Castle falling into the king's hands upon the attainder of the Earl of Warwick, the castle 
was destroyed, and the manor 36 Henry VIH. granted by the King to Mr. Christopher Savage, a 

* '* Henry Savage, son of Francis SavRge, was bom of a genteel family at Dobs Hill, in this parish, admitted Commoner of 
Baliol College 1621, aged 17; proceeded A.B. 1635. In the teginning of the Rebellion he travelled into France with Willuun* 
Lord Sandys (whose sister Mary he afterwards married) ; was elected master of Baliol College, May ao^ 1660 ; and the year follow- 
ing was created D.D. After the Restoration he became king's chaplain, prebendary of Gloace&ter, 1665. and rector of Bladon, 
near Woodstock ; died 9 June, 167a ; and was buried in the chapel of Baliol Collq^e, next below the steps leadmg to the altar, 
being the first that was known to be buried there.

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gentleman descended from a worthy family in Cheshire, who since their settlement in this county have 
been dignified with the highest offices, and remarkable for their hospitality.* 

The estate continued in the Savages, till Thomas Savage, Esq., dying without issue male in the year 
1742, gave it to his daughters, one of whom married Thomas Coventry, esq., the other William 
Byrche, LL.D., and Chancellor of Worcester. After some litigation matters were in the year 1743 
finally settled by act of parliament, and the estate in fee went to Thomas Byrche, son of Dr. Byrche, 
by the eldest daughter of Thomas Savage, Esq., of Elmley-castle, which Byrche assumed the name of 
Savage, and dying in the year 1776, without issue, left his estate to his widow Dorothy, second daughter 
of Thomas Kynnersley, esq., for life, afterwards to Robert Clavering, eldest son of Robert Clavering^ 
esq., by Jane, youngest sister of the said Thomas Byrche Savage ; on failure of issue by him to Thomas 
Perrott, son of John Perrott, esq., by Elizabeth, eldest sister of the said Thomas Byrche Savage. On 
failure of issue by him to Jane, eldest daughter of the said Robert Clavering ; and on failure of issue by 
her, to Mary, daughter of the said John Perrott ; and on failure of issue by her, to his own right heirs 
for ever. 

The chauntry of Elmley, founded by the pious Guy Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, at the dissolution 
of religious houses, 37 Henry VIII., was given by the king to Sir Philip Hoby, by the name of the 
advowson of the church of Elmley, and the advowson of the free chapel of St. Mary, of Elmley, to- 
gether with the yearly rent of 20/., parcel of the possessions of the chantry and free chapel issuing out 
of the manor of Wickham, alias Childs-Wickham, and all that manor of Naunton, parcel of the church 
of that chantry. After Sir Philiph Hoby left this county this chantry became the property of Mr. 
Langston, and from him came to Mrs. Catherine Savage, daughter of Mr. Richard Daston, a family of 
great antiquity at Broadway, in the county of Gloucester. 

The rectory of Elmley-castle was granted to the Bishop of Worcester, 4 Eliz., being part of the 
exchange then made. 

5 Eliz. it contained 57 families, Nov. 68, according to the return made to Bishop North, at his 
primary visitation, A.D. 1776. It pays to the land tax at 4/. in the pound, 148/. 6x. Zd. ; to the poor 
in the year 1775, 60/. 

In the Parliamentary survey taken about the year 1647, Thomas Savage, esq., is said to hold for 
three lives of the bishop of Worcester the rectory, and impropriate parsonage of Elmley-castle, and all 
messuages, lands, tenements, glebe lands, tythes, pensions, oblations, rents, services, and hereditaments 
in the parish of Elmley and Kersey, at the yearly rent of 20/. ; the improved rent, supposed then to be 
about 65/. — vol I. p. 383. 

We are indebted for the following extracts to the kindness of Mr. Richard Savage, of Stratford- 
upon-Avon —

P. 255. — UttU Combertan. — '' Little Comberton Manor belonged to W?^ Savage (after 9 Eliz^) and 
passed from him to others, but the royalty remains with the Savages of Elmley Castle." 

P. 273. — Nethertan, — " 3 Edw. VI. This manor together with the court leet, court barron and 
perquisites of Court, &c., was granted to the Dean & Chapter with licence from the King to Thos. 
Savage, Esq., in fee farm to him and his heirs for ever under the yearly rent of ^20 - 8 - 2, the tithe 
com, & six quarters of wheat & six of barley." 

P. 293. — Doverdaie, — " The Savages of Elmley Castle have for some time been lords of the Manor, 
although they are not possessed of any lan(]s in the Parish." 

P* 374* — Eldersfuld, — On another stone Xtopher Savage, gent, and Eleanor his wife. He died 
I Feby. 1704, aged 66. She 2nd of Jany., 1717, aged 73. Xtopher Savage died 22 Feb 1681 aged 
80 & 10 months. On the outside walls of the Churchyard is a monument in memory of Thomas and 
Margaret Savage, son & daughter of Henry Savage, gent, by Eliz^^ his wife. He died Aug*. 26ih 
Aged 43 weeks and 3 days. She Aug*. 30 aged 2 years and 54 days, 1698. 

P. 291. — Dormston Church, — Anciently appropriated to the Priory of Shedley. 

From Ncuh*s fVorcesfershire, VoL II. 

P. 10. — IngUlnnrough, — In the small south aisle or rather a small chapel built by the Savages of Bag 
End in Dormston, a canopy supported by black marble pillars under which is a cumbent sutue of a man 
in armour, his sword girt about him, booted and spurred, over him a shield 6 lions rampant sable, crest

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a horse's head. As the whole chapel is ready to fall I have thought proper to engrave the monument 
before it is broken to pieces. The inscription is as follows : — '' Here resteth the body of John Savage 
of Egroke [?] Esq., in hope of a glorious resurrection, who had by his three wives six sones and four 
daughters. He was in commission of the peace and high sheriff of the county. He departed this life 
Dec^ 23 Anno Dom. 1621. Anno aetatis 52 fieati roortui in Domino." 

A small monument Sheldon imp. Savage. " Near to this monument erected by her loving husband 
for a memorial of her, lieth the body of Frances the wife of John Sheldon of Newberry, gent, who 
departed this life Jan. 23*^. an. Do. 1690. In her life &c" 

On the same wall — 

'* Here lieth the body of Hester Savage, dau^ of Robert Savage of Dormston, gent, by Dorothy his 
wife who departed this life 17 an. Do. 1638, March." Savage impaling 3 bars. 

'' Here lieth the body of Dorothy the wife of Robert Savage of Bag End in the county of Worcester, 
gent, and eldest dau of John Stanford of Abbots' Sangford [?] (Salford) in the county of Warwick, Esq., 
who departed this life Octo. 18 anno 17 15. iEtatis 38." 

P. 83. — Lauhwicke, — " Richard Andrews had lands in Lenchwick called Twyford which he aliened 
to Richard Savage 34 Henry VHI. and Ralph Savage to W? Spooner i Ed<i VI." 

P. 123. — Mahern. — " The Priory was granted 36 Henry VIII to W» Pennocke, who alienated it to 
John Knotsford, Serjeant-at-arms, whose daughter Ann married William Savage of the family of Rock 
Savage in the county of Chester, from whom by inheritance it come to Thomas Savage, Esq., of Elmley 
Castle in this county." 

P. 131. — ye^us Chapd, — Account of two windows in the Chapel. — ^John Savage being one of the 
figures represented bearing a palm branch lifted up to heaven with an inscription. A violent storm blew 
this window down soon after 1720. An ignorant glazier misplaced the panes. 

P. 427. — Tredington, — ^Tidelminton with Admbcote (which I take to be the same as Edmundscote) 
which (was ?) afterwards the lands of Richard Pacy and by licence of W? Bishop of Worcester a.d. 1366 
alienated to the Monastery of Evesham, in Oxfordshire, and after the dissolution 36 Hen. VI I L granted 
to W? Ingram and Anthony Foslord. From Ingram they passed to John Hungerford. From him to 
Henry Bird 8 Eliz^ & after to the Savages.

APPENDIX XVI. 

IRISH "pedigrees" OF THE SAVAGES OF THE ARDS. 

AN old soi'disant pedigree of the Savage family, written in the Irish language, formerly in the pot- 
session of the late Sir William Betham, Ulster Ring-of-Arms, states that the earliest of the Savagb 
name to settle in Ulster were two brothers, William and Richard, " sons-in-law of Sir George (?) Grey, 
of Kent, ancestor of the Earls of Kent" They and a Knight named Russell, also a companion-in-arms 
of De Courcy, and a scion of the English house of Russell, now represented by the Duke of Bedford {see 
Russell of Killough in Burkes Landed GeniryY married three sisters (according to this Irish *' pedigree"), 
daughters of the above-named Grey. The Irish " pedigree" is full of errors. Neither the name of Sir 
George Grey nor that of Richard Savage have we found in any contemporary authentic records. 



The following also purports to be the translation of an Irish ''pedigree" of the Savages of 
Ardkeen. Some familiar names occur in it ; but we have failed to make head or tail of it as m 
pedigree: —

the 1^ day of august in the second year of our Reign of England Scotland France and Ireland and now

the 46th year of his age. It seems doubtful whether he was killed by pirates or drowned. The

His Nomination for a Cadetship. 
" LJ IS nomination for a Cadetship was obtained by the Protestant Duke of Norfolk in the following 
-■—I manner : — His father, John B. Savage, then a Captain of Marines, went one day to see the Duke 
(who was his old friend and schoolfellow, if a connection did not also exist on his mother's side) at his 
house in St. James' Square, to ask him if he would get a nomination for his boy. The Duke told him 
to go over to the Ordnance Office and try, but J. B. S. replied he had just come from there and it was 
useless his going again, as he was always put off with fair words. The Duke said, ' Wait here. Savage, 
and 111 go and see what I can do;' which he did, and brought back the nomination in his pocket and 
gave it to him. The boy afterwards went with his aunt, Mrs. Fenwick, his mother's sister, to stay at 
Arundel Castle, and there was an amusing account of the celebrated owls in the Keep in one of her letters 
to her sister or brother-in-law."

" His Worship the Mayor, accompanied by the Recorder and a number of the Aldermen, called at 
the Waverley House, on Wednesday, 21st inst., and presented Colonel Savage, R.E., with the following 
address, which had been unanimously agreed to by the City Council, on his departure from this Garrison

"City of Halifax, Nova Scotia, June 19, 1854. 

" Sir, — ^The Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Halifax have great pleasure in conveying to you 
the high sense they entertain of your conduct while resident here for several years as the Head of the 
Royal Engineer Department. 

"Whenever public business has brought you in communication with the City authorities you have 
acted with unvarying courtesy, and while you have carefully guarded the military property under your 
charge, your urbanity and obliging disposition towards the City have been fully evinced. 

" The zeal and activity with which, on occasions of fires, you and the men under your directions 
have given aid, entitle you to our sincere gratitude. We regret that you are about to leave this station, 
but trust that happiness may attend yourself, your lady, and family, wherever Providence may direct your 
course. 

" For and on behalf of the City Council, 

"HENRY PRYOR, Mayor. 

"To Colonel Henry J. Savage, Royal Engineers. 

" To which the Colonel made a most feeling reply (extempore), to the following effect : — 

" Reply. 

" Mr. Mayor and Gentlemen, — It is with mingled feelings of pleasure and pain I rise to address 
you, — pleasure in having gained during a long residence in this city your good opinion, and pain at 
parting from the many kind friends I am about to leave. Permit me, gentlemen, to express my gratitude 
for the very flattering and kind manner in which you have been pleased in your address to notice my 
conduct during the time I held the command of the Royal Engineer Department in Nova Scotia. I 
assure you it ever was my endeavour to preserve the interest and property of Her Majesty committed to 
my charge ; and it is truly gratifying to me to learn that in so doing my conduct has met with your 
approbation. Allow me to assure you, after a long service of forty-four years, at various stations abroad 
and at home, I never left one with such regret as Halifax. I take with me an addition to my family of 
two dear children, bom in this city ^Bluenoses), who will, I am confident, from constantly hearing their 
parents speak in praise of its inhaoitants, be proud of being natives of Nova Scotia. They may again 
return, and will, I am sure, be most kindly received. 

" For your kind good wishes for the health and happiness of Mrs. Savage, my family, and m)*self, 
accept our united thanks, — most sincerely do we wish you all the same. Adieu. God bless you !*'

\Translation!\ 

" YW'E Joseph the Second, by the Grace of God Roman Emperor elected, at all times and always 
^^ August King of Germany and of Jerusalem, Co-regent, heir and successor of the Throne and 
Kingdom of Hungary, Bohemia, Dalmatia, Croatia, Sclavonia, Archduke of Austria, Duke of Burgundy, 
Lorrain, Stiria, Carinthia, Camiola, — Grand-duke of Tuscany, Grand-prince of Transylvania, Margrave 
of Moravia, Duke of Brabant, Limburg, Lutzemburg, Guelderland, Wirtemburg, the high and the low 
Silesia, of Milan, Mantua, Parma, Placentia, and Guastalla, of Calabria, Bar, Montferrat and Teschen ; 
Prince of Swabia, and Charleville, Prince and Count of Hapsburg, Flanders, Tyrol, Hainault, Kiburg, 
Cjoritz, Grandisca, — Margrave of the Holy Roman Empire, of Burgan, high and low Lusatia, Pont i 
Mousson, Nomeny, Count of Namur, Provence, Vaudemont, Blankenburg, Zutphen, Saarwerden, Salm, 
Blankinstein, Lord of the Vandal March, Mechlin, &c. 

" Be it known to all men that we and our successors to the Holy Roman Empire, and by this letter 
make known to all men, through the height of the Roman Imperial dignity in which the Lord hath 
placed us, according to his paternal Providence, be already ornaments by many noble fisimilies and 
illustrious subjects. [ There seems to be something defective in the translation,'] We are nevertheless the 
more inclined to elevate to higher dignity and protect with Our Imperial favours, the names and families 
of those who as well as their ancestors have distinguished themselves above others in Our service, and 
that of the Holy Empire, by their faithful attachment and honourable conduct to the end that many 
others may be equally exalted and encouraged by such honourable rewards to the pursuit of good 
conduct and to the practice of noble and honourable actions. 

** When it was humbly stated to Us by the actual privy Counsellor of the Duke of Wirtemburg, and 
Ambassador to the Circle of Swabia, Ernest Henry von Mylius, dear and faithful to us and to the 
Empire, that his grandfather and father had been in the service of the Prince Elector of Saxonia as 
Counsellor of appeal, that the brother of his grandfather was privy Counsellor Royal of Prussia and 
Auditor General, and also that a great part of his family had been esteemed and considered equal to 
nobles at that time so that a certain Mylius of Gradenfield had signed the instrument of peace of 
Westphalia, and the dissolution of the Diet in the year sixteen hundred and fifty-four, as an Imperial 
Counsellor and also as a Counsellor of the King of Denmark and the Court of Oldenburg; but 
especially that himself had been from his youth so distinguished in the sciences that he obtained the 
grades of Licenciate, and after having finished his studies he occupied the place of tutor to the honour- 
able Prince of Wirtemburg during several years ; he has afterwards applied to the Court of the Duke of 
Wirtemburg, in whose service he has been employed twenty-two years as Counsellor of the Regency and 
privy Counsellor of the Regency, and privy Counsellor of the Embassy, and afterwards, particularly in 
the cause of the last war having rendered important and useful services to Us and our ancestors and 
most severe Diet of the Circle of Swabia, and they have been greatly multiplied recently in the Diet of 
Swabia which lately took place, and we now feel disposed, in consideration of his particular merits, 
described above with regard to Us, as to elevate him with clemency to the order of a Knight of the 
Holy Roman Empire, to which very great favour he offers himself with the most humble thankfulness, to 
rever[^] during his life-time, which he always may, can, and shall do. 

" Consequently from motives proceeding from Our Imperial sentiment. We have from Our deliberate 
judgment good counsel and correct knowledge granted to the said Ernest Henry Von Mylius the 
Imperial favour, and have elevated established and considered worthy by Our own Imperial desire him 
and his heirs, bom in lawful wedlock, and the heirs of their heirs of both sexes, descending from his 
family to the dignity of Knight of the Holy Roman Empire, and have joined, conjoined, and enabled 
him to appear in the [ ^ ] society and community of other persons of the Nobility as if they 

were descended from that rank, and should have four ancestors paternal and four maternal. 

" We do that. We elevate, place, and consider worthy also of the title of Knight in the Holy Roman 
Empire, by the perfection of the Roman Imperial j)ower. We think, state, and will that in all and every- 
thing honourable relating to or becoming a Knight, actions and affairs spiritual and temporal, they may 
be considered, held, honoured, esteemed and acknowledged for such ; that to this effect they enjoy 
all and every favour, honour, dignity, seat, note, advantage, liberty, rights and privileges, and thai they 
be admitted to any holy place. Cathedral, Chapel, high and low functions and fiefs spiritual and 
temporal, observing the customs and statutes established and observed in each of them ; and to tourney 
with all other nobles, knights and feudatories, and other persons of nobility, of high birth and faithful to 
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us and the Roman Empire, and enjoy the right and all other jurisdictions and rights, pronounce 
sentences and issue writs, and they shall be in force, complete anM receivable. 

" Afterwards, and in order the better to remember this our Imperial favour, We have granted to 
Ernest Henry Von Myuus, Knight of the Holy Roman Empue, and to his heirs, bom in lawful wed- 
lock, and to the heirs of their heirs of both sexes, the following arms suited to a Knight, and have 
graciously imparted and permitted the privilege of wearing them for ever : — 

"A shield divided in an oblique direction, laid over with a gules cross-beam ; in the upper silver 
fields on which are seen three standing gules roses with green leaves, and in the lower golden field a sable 
half wheel of a mill : upon the shield repose two open noble tournament helmets, which axe azure 
coloured, gules lined, gold crowned and surrounded with jewels ; — the first of which on the right is hung 
over with gules and golden ornaments, and the other one on the left with sable and gold ornaments. 
Above the one in front appears a golden griffin seeing inwards, and holding in his two claws a lighted 
silver lantern ; but above the one behind appears an eagle's wing, the upper part of which is silvered, the 
lower part gilted \sic\ and overlaid with the gules cross-beam already described in the shield. In thb 
manner the arms are painted in their proper colours in the middle of Our Imperial and gracious letter. 

" In consequence We grant concede and permit Ernest Henry Von Mylius, Knight of the Holy 
Roman Empire, his heirs in lawful wedlock, and his successors of both sexes, the right and power to 
wear, employ, and make use of the Arms of nobility above described, in all and everything, actions and 
affairs noble and honourable, in sport, or seriously in quarrel, assault, battle, fight, tournament, struggle, 
game of chivalry, in the field of battle, tilt, banners, tints, insignes, seals, jewels, tomb-stones, drawings, 
and on every occasion and purpose, for their honour and necessity, will, and good pleasure. 

'^ But besides, for the better attestation of Our Imperial and Royal favour. We have graciously granted 
and permitted Ernest Henry Von Mylius, Knight of the Holy Roman Empire, and his heirs bom in 
lawful wedlock of both sexes, that henceforth they ought and may at all times call or name themselves, 
and write to Us and Our successors in the Roman Empire, so \f\ their chanceries, and others and to 
each other in all their discourses, writings, actions and affairs, Mylius Baron d'Ehrengrief, Knight of 
the Holy Roman Empire, and also add all the legal titles they may then possess or those they may 
afterwards acquire, and which ought and may be also named, entitled and written to all and every one. 

" We command and ordain all and every Prince, Electors Princes, spiritual and temporal, Prelates, 
Counts, Barons, Knights, Vassals, high Bailiffs, Curators, Administrators, Judges of Domain, Country 
Justices, Mayors, Burgomasters, Judges, Counsellors, Persons skilled in H^aldry, Heralds, Under- 
Heralds, Citizens and Parishioners, and all other faithful subjects of whatever dignity, rank or condition, 
to us and the Empire, seriously and firmly by this letter, and it is Our will that they acknowledge, favour, 
and consider worthy Ernest Henry Von Mylius, Baron d'Ehrengrief, Knight of the Holy Roman 
Empire, his lawful heirs born in lawful wedlock, and the heirs of their heirs descending from both sexes, for 
ever as Ours and the Empire well bred companions of fiefs and toumaments, and of the nobility, and 
not withhold our aforesaid Im[>erial and Royal favours, honours, dignities, liberties, rights and privileges, 
their elevation to the nobility of the Holy Roman Empire, the Armorial bearings of Knights, ornaments 
of the crest, and name, nor lead in error, but as aforesaid, let them peaceably celebrate and enjoy of 
them, and do nothing contrary to these presents, nor permit other, in any way or manner whatever, if 
they wish to avoid Our severe displeasure and that of the Empire, and punishment, and brides to be 
condemned to a fine of fifty marcs of fine gold, which every one who shall have acted maliciously against 
what has been above ordained will be obliged to pay immediately one half to Us and the other half to 
Ernest Henry Von Mylius, Baron d'Ehrengrief, Knight of the Holy Roman Empire, and his 
lawful heirs and successors who may be offended thereby, though harmless and inoffensive to Us and 
the Holy Roman Empire, and all other Rights and Privileges. 

" In witness Hereof this letter, sealed with Our Imperial seal attached hereto, given at Vienna the 
twenty-eighth day of the month of July in the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and sixty- 
seven, and in the Fourth year of Our Reign.

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SAVAGE AND EVELEIGH. 



FAMILY OF EvELEiCH, OF EvELEiGH DowN, Hants, Wester Eveleigh, Clist St. Lawrence, and 
HoLCOMBE IN Ottery, Co. Devon, — ^Thc family of Eveleigh is one of remote antiquity. The Eve- 
leighs (leigh^ a meadow near a wood) are apparently of the West Saxon race, who, under Cedric their King, 
established themselves in the South and West of England. There is little doubt that they landed at 
Southampton Water in one of the many incursions that the Saxons made on the British coast, and estab- 
lished themselves there. In the changes that occurred many centuries after, some of the family became 
vassals of a Norman follower of William (de Hoghton), and afterwards of John of Ghent, and followed 
the Lancastrian side. Previously to this a branch migrated to Devon, though probably some intercourse 
still existed between them. 

The Hampshire branch spell their name after the old fashion, viz., Evelegh. No significance can 
be attached to this difference of spelling at a time when the manner of spelling surnames was of such 
little consequence. 

Their first settlement appears to have been at Eveleigh (Eveleigh Down), now situated in the civil 
parish of Houghton, ecclesiastical parish of All Saints, Diocese of Winchester, in a detached part of the 
hundred of Buddlesgate, County of Southamptonshire — half-a-mile from Broughton Drove, the boundary 
between the parishes of Houghton and Broughton, half-a-roile from the Roman road from Old Sanim to 
Wmchester and one mile from the river Test, eleven miles from the City of Salisbury, and seventy 
from London. 

It is now, and has been within the oldest memory, a " Homestead " belonging to ** Houghton Manor 
Farm," the whole containing 437 acres, and is the property of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. The 
homestead consists of two tenements, now occupied by Farm Servants. 

The Parish of Houghton contains 2,67 2^ acres. No person in this or the neighbouring parishes now 
bears the name of Evdeigh. 

Eveleigh Down was broken up and brought into tillage in the year 1790, and contained about 320 
acres, which, together with the woods (30 acres), form part of Houghton Manor Farm (187 acres), total 
of the Manor, 437 acres. 

In the last century it was the property of Lord Rivers (a descendant in the female line of the Savages, 
Earls Rivers). At that time no building existed on the estate except the Keepei^s house in one of the 
woods — "Hare Warren." 

Lord Rivers's successor, Mr. Townsend, built the two tenements. 

Wester Eveleigh Farm, 207 acres, now called *' Dymonds," is situated in a detached part of the parish 
of Farringdon and hundred of East Budleigh, in the County of Devon, about one mile from Honiton 
Clist, on the Road to Bishop's Clist, at the foot of a slight declivity and where the road crosses a tributary 
of the River Clist, on the right hand side abutting the road, the dwelling House facing towards 
Bishop's Clist, the farm buildings in rear next the brook. 

The present House bears date 1676, initials R.B. 

No person bearing the name of Eveleigh now resides in the parish of Farringdon (301 persons). 



The College of Arms was instituted by Richard III., on the 2nd March, 1483, in the first year of 
his reign, but the arms of Eveleigh were borne long before that period; by whom granted is not 
known. 

John Eveleigh, of Wester Eveleigh, Co. Devon, the representative of the Family in that county, 
married Margaret Churchill, daughter of John Churchill, of Brokwell (now Buckerell), in the same county. 
This marriage appears to have X^ktn place about the year 1489, soon after the Battle of Bosworth. His 
eldest son was Thomas-— other issue not mentioned. 

The Family appears to have finally left the ancestral home, probably through political causes, as 
no further mention is made of their residing at Wester Eveleigh again. 

This Thomas, then of Clyst St Lawrence, married Thonaazin More, daughter of Myghele More of 
the same place (a "More" lived at Sudbury in the time of Queen Elizabeth). His eldest son was John 
— other issue unmentioned.

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This John Eveleigh (living 1564), of Holcombe, a locality still existing and marked also in Speed's 
map of 1610, in the parish of Ottery St. Mary (present population 3,973. To this day the Eveleighs 
are more numerous in this parish than any other in Devon — 30 persons in number), married, first, 
Alys Collyns> daughter of Henry Collyns^-evidently a mesalliance. His children by her were Robert, 
Elizabeth, and Margaret. Robert does not appear to have married, but his sister Elizabeth married 
Richard Calmadge,^ gent., and his youngest sister, Margare^ William Lentall (Lenthall),* of Monkton, 
gent. — now Monkaton in the parish of Pinchawes (Pinhoe) in the hundred of Wonford. He married 
*' en secondes noces " Jone Sowthcott, one of a numerous family, and daughter of John Sowthcott, Esq., 
of Bovey Tracey, Co. Devon, and her bsue were George, Rycharde, John, Nicholas, Thomas, Mary 
and Margarett— curiously enough the two youngest daughters of both wives were named Margaret 

Margaret, the youngest daughter by 2nd wife, was ist wife of Sir William Sandys, of Northboume, 
Kent; and the 4th son (3rd by 2nd wife), John Eveleigh, M.A., Proctor of Exeter College, 1590, and 
Principal of Han Hall, Oxford, 1591, died in 1604, leaving by Prudence, his wife, daughter of Robert 
Bumes, M.D., sometime Fellow of Merton College, Oxford, a son, the Very Rev. John Eveleigh, of 
Blackball and Coplands Meade, Co. Oxford, Dean of Ross, whose daughter and co-heiress, Jane 
Eveleigh, married CoL Frederick William Mullins, of Bumham, M.P. 

Of this marriage there was a son, from whom descends the present Family of Eveleigh-De Moleyns.

Addendum to p. 235. — In Mr. F. J. S. Savage's will (which, however, he left unexecuted) occurred 
the following remarkable direction — '' It is my desire that my body remains unburied until after it has 
been opened and the cause of death fully ascertained, for the benefit of medical science." 

The loss of his hearing in childhood (owing to the accident mentioned in the text) made it im- 
possible for Mr. F. J. S. Savage to enter the Navy, for which he had been destined ; but his excellent 
natural ability, the special adaptability of his mind to details, his industry, and the thoroughness with 
which he always pursued his inquiries into any subject that he took up, would have enabled him to 
succeed in almost any profession, could he have been trained for any.

Esq., of the Little Ards, who died at Portaferry in 1552." And Sir Bernard adds — '*The Rev. Robert 
Savage, of Knockadoo, and Lukesland House, Co. Devon, died 1841, leaving his sisters his co-heirs." 
And their Arms, he tells us, were the same as those of Portaferry. 

Savage of Ballymadun. — ^This family. Sir Bernard Burke tells us, was in its turn descended from 
Portaferry through the Knockadoo branch. << Francis Savage, Esq., of Ballymadun," he writes, 
"was eldest son of Rev. Christopher Kingsborough Savage, who was eldest son of Franos Savage, 
Esq., of Knockadoo.

AMERICAN BRANCHES. 

WE have seen a Genealogy of the Family of John Savage, of Upper Middletown (now Cromwell), 
Connecticut, United States of America, which family claims descent from the Savages of Cheshire* 
This John Savage "was married at Hartford, Conn., February 10, 1652, to Elizabeth Dubbin. He 
removed to Upper Middletown (now Cromwell), Conn., and became a freeholder in May, 1654. His 
lands are recorded March 22nd, 1657, vol i., p. 25. He died, May 6th, 1685, and his wUl, made Nov. 
22nd, 1684, is in the Probate Records at Hartford. He left a large landed estate to his family. He was 
often called upon by the town in various stations. He appears to have settled in Upper Middletown as 
his first location in the colony, and was the first of the name in the colony." He had, by his wife Diza- 
beth {nte Dubbin), eleven children. Amongst his living descendants in the United States are (in 1888) 
the following : — ^The Hon. Judge Albert R. Savage, of Lewiston, Maine ; Mrs. Sarah Corey St Lawrence,

Savage of Bclgooly, Co. Cork. — We have been favoured with some information about the above 
family, which claims descent from Ardkeen ; but have been unable to obtain sufficient details to work 
out the genealogy. The following letter, addressed by the late Sir W. Betham, Ulster King-of-Arms, 
to the late Dr. Savage, R.A., furnishes a few facts of family history : — 

"Dublin Castle, 

"Feb. 20th [i8]S3. 

" Sir, — I have directed a sketch of the arms of your family to be made. The Crest you sent me 
points out the Savages of Ardkin as your ancestors. 

" I have a pedigree up to your great-grandfather, Johnson Savage, of Belgooly, in Co. Cork, whose 
son, Johnson Savage, was one of the sufferers in the Black Hole of Calcutta, and was married to Amy, 
daughter of Edwards, by , daughter of Raymond, of the Co. Kerry. 

" We have very full pedigrees of the Savages of the North of Ireland, who were amongst the most 
ancient and noble families there. One was a Peer of Parliament by the title of Lord Savage of the Ards. 

" 1 am, Sir, your obedient Servant, 

" To Dr. Savage, R. A." " W. BETHAM. 

According to the family papers, &c., the Johnson Savage, of Belgooly, referred to in this letter by 
Sir William Betham, was in the army, and married the daughter of a Scotch laird named Ainsworth. 
He quarrelled with his Colonel (the Colonel being stepfather to his wife), sent him a challenge, and 
was placed under arrest. He sold out in order to fight the Colonel, but the latter was ordered suddenly 
abroad. He left five sons, viz., the above-named Johnson Savage, Junior, and four brothers. The four 
brothers went to Amer;ca. The eldest son, Johnson Savage (Junior), entered the army, as his father 
did before him ; went to India, and there married a rich wife, and came home very wealthy, so much 
so that he was called " The Golden Bird." Horses, hounds, and boon companions, however, ultimately 
reduced him to very straitened circumstances. By his 2nd wife. Amy Savage {nie Edwards), he had 
three sons and two daughters. One of his grandsons was the late Dr. Savage, who was for 30 years 
attached to the Royal Artillery, Medical Department, and whose sons and present representatives are 
Major Johnson W. Savage, R E, and the Rev. Mr. Savage, Vicar of Woodnesborough, Sandwich.

Messrs. Marcus Ward & Co. have called our attention to the emblazoning of the Savage Arms, 
as possibly representing Cheshire, on the Common Seal of the Borough of Warrington — Argent^ 
six liomels sable. *' The shield is placed between two flags, in saltire, viz., that bearing the arms of the 
Duchy of I^ncashire, and that bearing the arms of Cheshire. In place of crest is a scroll inscribed 
Anno Decimo Victoria Regina. The Scroll, supported by Sword and Sceptre in saltire, — a laurel-wreath 
hanging upon the upper portion of Scroll." 



Savage of Bloxworth. — We are probably wrong in our conjecture that the ancestor of this branch 
of the Savage family was tenth son of Sir John Savage, " Senior," who died in 1495. There are three 
pedigrees of the Savage family in the British Museum (Harl. MS. 1505, Harl. MS. 2187, and Harl. MS. 
1535), in all which this Richard Savage is sixth son. In the pedigree, Harl. MS. 2187, though placed 
sixth, the flgurc 8 also is written against his name. It has been suggested also that it was not this Sir 
Richard, but his son, who was the first owner of Bloxworth. The dates make it perhaps improbable, but, 
we think, not impossible. The descent of the Bloxworth Savages from Rock Savage (Cheshire) is well 
established, and unquestioned. 

Hugh Savage, commdnly called "Old Rock." — Montgomery writes : — ''Upon a design of surprising 
the Duke of Ormond and the Castle of Dublin, one Maj' Blood, who was in the plott, went through the 
North of Ireland privately, and in like manner conferring divers Presbyterian Ministers to engage them 
and to learn what assistance they w<i lend to a cause on foot for God's glory (so he called the 
rebellion he was hatching) and their profit, they being now ejected by the Bp* and not suffered to 
preach. Our Earl had some small notice of this, but no description of the man. The Duke had more 
perfect intelligence, and sent for his Lop giving him a character of Blood, and where and with whom he 
had been, and desired to have him apprehended ; his Lop, therefore, sent Mr. Hugh Savage (one of the 
Gents, of his troop) called commonly Old Bock (because it is supposed he is descended of the family 
of Rock Savage), and with him the Duke's warrants and his own order to take such and such out of his 
s^i troop, which then lay at Newtown, and to search for Blood, who escaped very narrowly." To this 
passage the Rev. Mr. Hill appends the following note : — " The gentleman mentioned in the text was 
probably father-in-law of Colonel Hugh Cochran" — /.^., Captain Hugh Savagk, of Ardkeen, who died 
in 1723. But if so, it is strange that Montgomery, who frequently mentions Hugh Savage, of Ardkeen, 
and sends him a copy of his Incidental Hemembrances of the Two Ancient I'amUies of the Savages^ 
should not have identified him as such. Our own impression is, that ''Old Rock" must have been some 
descendant of Sir Arthur Savai^e of Rhebane. 
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
